ANNUAL  TOWN  MEETING 
March  21,  1963 

On  a  warrant  duly  issued  by  the  Selectmen  under  the  date  of  December 
31,  1962,  and  signed  by  Walter  J.  Dempsey,  Charles  L.  Rich,  Harry  B. 
Butters,  Martin  J.  Lydon  and  Thomas  K.  McManus,  Selectmen  of  Norwood, 
the  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  the  Moderator,  Walter  J.  Gotovich. 
The  proper  service  of  this  warrant  was  duly  attested  by  James  L.  Lydon, 
Constable  of  Norwood. 

All  the  requirements  of  the  statutes  and  by-laws  relating  to  elections 
and  town  metings  were  complied  with.  The  warrant  calling  the  meeting  was 
read  by  Town  Clerk  and  Accountant,  Bartley  W.  Connolly.  The  articles 
contained  in  the  warrant  and  the  action  thereunder  being  as  follows:

so-called  Dunn’s  Field  site  on  Nahatan  Street,  as  shown  on  a  plan  entitled 
“Town  of  Norwood,  Mass.,  Plan  of  Land  for  Proposed  Fire  Station”,  dated 
March  1,  1963  by  R.  A.  Hamilton,  Town  Engineer,  that  the  present  Fire 
House  Study  Committee  be  hereby  dissolved  and  that  the  Moderator  be 
authorized  to  appoint  a  committee  of  five  to  expend  the  said  funds  for  the 
stated  purposes. 

ARTICLE  4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  set  aside  and  designate  a 
certain  parcel  of  land  as  part  of  a  site  for  the  proposed  fire  station,  said 
parcel  being  no  longer  needed  for  playground  purposes  and  being  shown 
as  Parcel  No.  4  on  a  plan  entitled  “Town  of  Norwood,  Mass.,  Plan  of  Land 
for  Proposed  Fire  Station,  March  1,  1963,  It  .A.  Hamilton,  Town  Engineer,” 
said  plan  being  on  file  with  the  Town  Clerk  and  Accountant,  or  take 
any  other  action  in  the  matter.

REPORT  OF  THE  TOWN  PLANNING  BOARD  ON  AMENDMENT 

TO  ZONING  BY-LAWS  OF  THE  TOWN  OF  NORWOOD 

To  the  citizens  of  the  Town  of  Norwood: 

The  Norwood  Planning  Board,  through  the  “Norwood  Messenger” 
in  the  issues  of  November  15,  1962  and  November  29,  1962  gave  notice 
of  its  intention  to  hold  a  public  hearing  on  December  10,  1962  at  8:00  P.M. 
in  the  Municipal  Building  on  amendment  to  the  Zoning  By-Laws  of  the 
Town  of  Norwood,  said  hearing  as  advertised  was  duly  held  and  the 
Planning  Board  herewith  submits  its  final  report  and  recommendation 
which  is  in  the  following  form. 

We  recommend  Indefinite  Postponement  of  the  amendment  to  the 
zoning  by-laws  as  submitted  in  the  following  motion  under  Article  5  of 
the  Special  Town  Meeting  of  March  21,  1963  for  the  following  reasons: 

1.  Need  of  providing  adequate  land  for  nursing  homes  which 
the  Planning  Board  feels  is  necessary  to  the  Town. 

2.  Current  zoning  by-laws  with  respect  to  allowable  uses,  reg¬ 
ulations  and  requirements  of  Board  of  Appeal  permission 
with  respect  to  nursing  homes,  etc.  provide  adequate  pro¬ 
tection  to  residents  in  single  residence  areas,  as  before  a 
permit  is  issued  a  public  hearing  is  held  at  which  time 
abutters  are  notified  to  appear  and  express  their  views. 

3.  Consideration  was  given  to  reasons  as  presented  by  propo¬ 
nents  of  the  change,  but  after  weighing  all  the  facts,  in  the 
best  interest  of  the  Town,  it  was  deemed  advisable  not  to 
recommend  any  change  in  the  present  zoning  by-laws.

ARTICLE  XVI 

INSPECTOR  OF  GAS  PIPING  AND  GAS  APPLIANCES 

Section  1.  The  Board  of  Health  shall  appoint  an  Inspector  of  Gas 
Appliances  in  buildings,  who  shall  receive  such  pay  as  the  Board  of  Health 
shall  determine.  He  shall  hold  such  position  until  another  is  appointed 
in  his  stead  and  subject  to  removal  by  said  Board,  as  provided  by  law. 

He  shall  inspect  all  gas  piping  and  appliances,  as  directed,  in  any 
building  in  the  Town  of  Norwood  and  enforce  the  Rales  and  Regulations 
adopted  by  the  Board  established  under  Section  Twelve  H.  of  Chapter 
Twenty-Five  of  the  General  Laws.  It  shall  be  the  responsibility  of  the 
Gas  Inspector  to  fulfill  any  other  duties  consistent  with  his  office  that  may 
be  imposed  upon  him  by  the  Board  of  Health  at  any  time. 

The  fee  for  Gas  Inspection  shall  be  determined  by  the  Board  of  Health 
and  such  fees  shall  be  paid  by  the  person  qualified  to  do  Gas  fitting  in  the 
Town  of  Norwood. 

Section  2.  Every  gas  fitter  before  commencing  work  in  a  building,  shall 
first,  except  in  the  case  of  the  repair  of  leaks,  which  shall  be  replaced 
immediately  file  at  the  office  of  the  Board  of  Health  upon  blanks  provided 
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for  that  purpose,  a  notice  of  the  work  to  be  performed;  .and  no  snch  work 
shall  be  done  in  any  building'  except  in  accordance  with  plans,  to  be 
submitted,  if  required  which  shall  be  approved  by  the  Board  of  Health 
and  a  permit  issued  therefor.  Permits  to  perform  gas:  fittings  shall  be 
issued  to  persons  qualified  to  do  gas  fitting  in  the  Town  of  Norwood.  Per¬ 
mits  may  be  recalled  if  the  conditions  under  which  they  are  issued  are 
violated. 

Section  3.  Whoever  violates  any  provision  of  the  Rules  and  Regula¬ 
tions  of  the  Massachusetts  Code  of  the  Installation  of  gas  appliances  and 
gas  piping  shall  be  punished  under  the  provisions  of  Chapter  737,  Acts 
of  1900.  (On  petition  of  the  Board  of  Health) 

VOTED:  That  the  Town  amend  the  By-Laws  of  the  Town  of  Norwood 
by  adding  thereto  the  following  by-law  providing  for  a  gas  inspector. 

Inspector  of  Gas  Piping  and  Gas  Appliances 

Section  1.  The  Board  of  Health  shall  appoint  an  Inspector  of  Gas  Ap¬ 
pliances  in  buildings,  who  shall  receive  such  pay  as  the  Board  of  Health 
shall  determine.  He  shall  hold  such  position  until  another  is  appointed  in 
his  stead  and  subject  to  removal  by  said  Board  as  provided  by  law. 

He  shall  inspect  all  gas  piping  and  appliances,  as  directed  in  any 
building  in  the  Town  of  Norwood  and  enforce  the  Rules  and  Regulations 
adopted  by  the  Board  established  under  Section  Twelve  H.  of  Chapter 
Twenty-Five  of  the  General  Laws.  It  shall  be  the  responsibility  of  the  Gas 
Inspector  to  fulfill  any  other  duties  consistent  with  his  office  that  may  be 
imposed  upon  him  by  the  Board  of  Health  at  any  time. 

The  fee  for  Gas  Inspection  shall  be  determined  by  the  Board  of  Health 
and  such  fees  shall  be  paid  by  the  person  qualified  to  do  Gas  fitting  in 
the  Town  of  Norwood. 

Section  2.  Every  gas  fitter  before  commencing  work  in  a  building, 
shall  first,  except  in  the  case  of  repairs  of  leaks,  which  shall  be  repaired 
immediately,  file  at  the  office  of  the  Board  of  Health  upon  blanks,  pro¬ 
vided  for  that  purpose,  a  notice  of  the  work  to  be  performed;  and  no 
such  work  shall  be  done  in  any  building  except  in  accordance  with  plans, 
to  be  submitted,  if  required  which  shall  be  approved  by  the  Board  of  Health 
and  a  permit  issued  therefor.  Permits  to  perform  gas  fittings  shall  be 
issued  to  persons  qualified  to  do  gas  fitting  in  the  Town  of  Norwood.  Per¬ 
mits  may  be  recalled  if  the  conditions  under  which  they  are  issued  are 
violated. 

Section  3.  Whoever  violates  any  provision  of  the  Rules  and  Regula¬ 
tions  of  the  Massachusetts  Code  for  the  Installation  of  gas  appliances 
and  gas  piping  shall  be  punished  under  the  provisions  of  Chapter  737, 
Acts  of  1960.

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NORWOOD  SPRINKLER  INSTALLATION  COMMITTEE 
PROGRESS  REPORT 

By  authority  of  Special  Town  Meeting  of  April  27,  1960,  this  Committee 
had  completed  the  installation  of  Sprinkler  Systems  in  five  Norwood 
Schools;  namely  the  Batch,  Winslow,  Shattuck,  Callahan,  and  Junior  High 
School,  as  per  the  recommendations  set  out  in  the  report  of  the  Norwood 
Sprinkler  Study  Committee  dated  December  31,  1959. 

The  necessity  for  the  installation  of  a  sprinkler  system  in  the  Norwood 
High  School,  limited  as  per  the  report,  was  re-examined  by  this  Committee. 

The  Committee  found  that  the  cafeteria  had  been  reconstructed  and 
rearranged  and  the  woodworking  shop  relocated  as  part  of  the  High  School 
addition.  It  also  found  that,  due  to  the  changes  made,  the  necessity  for 
sprinkling  in  the  areas  outlined  in  the  Study  Committee  report  had  dimin¬ 
ished  considerably.  The  Committee  therefore  voted  not  to  install  sprink¬ 
lers  in  the  Norwood  High  School. 

This  Committee,  however,  did  recognize  the  necessity  to  renovate 
and  modernize  the  existing  fire  alarm  systems  in  the  five  schools  in  which 
sprinklers  were  installed. 

As  a  result  of  its  recommendation  and  by  authority  of  Special  Town 
Meeting  of  November  1,  1962,  the  Committee  is  in  the  process  of  making 
the  renovations  and  expects  the  work  to  be  finished  before  the  start  of  the 
fall  session  of  school.

ARTICLE  19  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  Chapter  33, 
Section  59,  of  the  General  Laws,  as  amended,  which  provides  that  any 
person  in  the  service  of  the  Town  shall  be  entitled  during  the  time  of  liis

REPORT  OF  BLUE  HILL  REGIONAL  SCHOOL  DISTRICT  PLANNING 
COMMUTE  TO  TOWN  MEETING,  NORWOOD 

In  October  1960  Mr.  William  Galvin,  Superintendent  of  Schools  in 
Canton,  was  host  to  school  committeemen,  school  superintendents  and  prin¬ 
cipals  of  nearby  cities  and  towns,  at  a  meeting  to  discuss  the  feasibility  and 
mechanics  of  initiating  a  study  of  Vocational  Education  needs  in  the  area. 
This  meeting  culminated  in  a  Survey  as  prepared  in  the  area  for  one  or 
more  vocational  schools  to  serve  the  young  people  of  High  School  age. 

Vocational-Technical  Education  as  developed  in  Massachusetts  may  not 
be  the  only  method  of  preparing  our  youth  for  entrance  into  the  task  of 
living  in  these  troubled  times,  but  it  has  shown  that  it  can  do  it  better  than 
many  other  systems  of  education  now  being  offered  by  the  Commonwealth. 
However,  good  Vocational-Technical  Education  has  been  denied  to  too 
many  youths  and  adults  in  our  cities  and  towns  for  one  reason  or  another, 
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one  of  which  is  because  of  the  costs  of  such  a  program  to  an  individual 
town  and  the  lack  of  a  sufficient  number  of  students  who  would  be  eligible 
for  such  education  and  training. 

The  State  Division  of  Vocational  Education  has  been  recommending 
and  promoting  the  establishment  and  maintenance  of  Regional  Vocational 
Schools  by  those  communities  that  have  not  been  providing  adequate  Voca¬ 
tional  Education  Programs.  Within  the  past  two  years  the  State  Department 
of  Education  has  refused  subsidy  of  Norwood’s  Vocational  School  because 
of  the  inadequacy  of  its  offerings. 

Representatives  from  Norwood  have  been  in  attendance  at  these  Regional 
Meetings  since  the  original  invitation  was  extended  in  1960. 

In  1959  at  the  request  of  the  Norwood  School  Committee  through  Mr. 
Lynch,  Superintendent  of  Schools  of  Norwood,  the  Department  of  Educa¬ 
tion  made  a  survey  for  the  town  of  Norwood.  Because  of  the  results  of 
this  Norwood  Survey,  which  recommended  a  four  Trade  School  for  Norwood, 
coupled  with  results  of  the  1960  South  Eastern  Central  Survey,  it  was 
felt  that  it  was  important  that  Norwood  have  official  representatives  at 
the  Planning  Meetings. 

Town  Meeting  action  in  response  to  an  Article  inserted  in  the  Warrant 
at  the  request  of  the  Norwood  School  Committee  directed  the  Moderator 
to  appoint  the  Norwood  Committee.  Members  are  Henry  W.  Diggs,  Clifford 
F.  Pearl,  and  Mrs.  Francis  Wisgirda. 

Continued  meetings  determined  that  one  Vocational-Technical  High 
School  to  serve  the  fifteen-town  area  would  be  both  too  large  to  administer 
effectively  and  cause  distances  traveled  to  and  from  school  to  be  excessive. 
Therefore  it  was  voted  to  divide  into  two  areas,  a  Northern  and  Southern 
District.  Because  of  Norwood’s  geographical  location  your  Committee  de¬ 
cided  to  align  itself  with  the  Northern  District.  Other  towns  in  this 
original  Northern  Division  were  Avon,  Braintree,  Canton,  Holbrook,  Milton, 
Randolph,  and  Westwood. 

The  primary  function  of  the  Regional  School  District  Planning  Com¬ 
mittee  is  threefold: 

(1)  To  determine  the  need  of  a  Vocational  School 

(2)  To  draw  up  an  agreement  among  the  several  towns 

(3)  To  make  public  the  findings. 

Your  Committee  actively  participated  in  all  District  Planning  Meetings 
and  in  addition  had  several  meetings  as  an  individual  committee. 

The  District  Meetings  determined  the  following: 

(1)  There  is  a  definite  need  for  a  Regional  Technical  Vocational  High 
School  in  this  area. 

(2)  The  School  be  located  at  a  site  not  specifically  determined  in 
Canton,  Massachusetts. 
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(3)  That  it  be  called  the  Blue  Hills  Regional  Technical  Vocational 
High  School. 

(4)  That  an  agreement  be  drawn  outlining  certain  specifics  as  to  the 
Type,  Location,  Apportionment  and  Payment  of  Costs,  Budget,  Ad¬ 
mission  or  Withdrawal  of  Towns  and  other  pertinent  information. 

(5)  That  arrangements  be  made  relative  to  the  sale  of  bonds  for  the 
construction  of  the  School. 

At  a  point  late  in  the  proceedings  the  representatives  from  the  Town 
of  Milton  decided  to  withdraw  from  the  Region,  at  least  temporarily.  The 
withdrawal  was  due  partly  to  the  fact  they  were  not  officially  appointed 
to  their  posts  until  after  the  major  considerations  and  terms  of  the  pro¬ 
posed  agreement  had  been  formulated,  partly  because  of  inability  to  concur 
on  Section  1,  Subdivision  C  of  the  agreement. 

Milton’s  withdrawal  from  the  Regional  required  some  rearrangement 
of  the  financing  of  the  school.  Norwood’s  share  (along  with  that  of  the 
other  towns)  was  increased  slightly  from  18.9  to  24.1%.  However,  the  State 
Aid  Reimbursement  was  increased  from  53  to  65%  which  is  the  maximum 
allowable.  This  increase  in  State  Aid  had  the  effect  of  almost  canceling 
the  individual  town  increases.

The  four-year  High  School  is  planned  for  a  student  population  of  500 
and  to  be  co- educational.  Added  will  be  13th  and  14th  grade  allowing  for 
200  students  pursuing  additional  advanced  study.  These  two  years  will 
allow  for  the  awarding  of  an  Associate  Degree  in  the  courses  offered.  This 
is  made  possible  by  Acts  of  the  Legislature  recently  passed. 

The  school  will  offer  many  and  varied  courses  among  which  are  listed: 

Automotive  Electronics  Graphic  Arts  Commercial  Art 

Machine  Trade  Blue  Printing  Data  Processing 

The  cost  of  constructing  and  maintaining  a  Regional  High  School  is 
divided  among  the  participating  towns  on  a  percentage  formula  basis.  This 
formula  is  based  on  the  average  obtained  from: 

1)  The  town’s  estimated  attendance  (3%  of  the  net  average  school 
membership)  to  total  estimated  attendance 

2)  Population  as  of  1960 

3)  Equalized  Valuations  (Chapter  559,  Acts  of  1945) 

4)  Assessed  Valuations  (1962) 

5)  Recommended  Equalized  Valuations  (H.  3103,  Mar.  1961) 

Herewith  are  figures  of  costs  and  construction  as  of  November,  1963: 
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1)  Total  Estimated  Construction  Cost  .  $2,281,415.00 

2)  Reimbursable  Planning  Costs  .  114,071.00 

3)  Adjusted  Cost  .  2,167,344.00 

4)  Estimated  State  Construction  Grant  (65%)  .  1,430,000.00 

5)  Net  Cost  of  Construction  .  773,344.00 

6)  Interest  on  Adjusted  Cost  @  3 y2%  for  20  years  .  796,499.00 

7)  Total  Estimated  Cost  of  Construction  &  Financing  .  1,569,843.00 


Norwood’s  Share  of  the  Capital  Cost  at  24.1%  of  total  would  be 
$26,775.10. 

As  previously  stated  the  Department  of  Vocational  Education  has  been 
recommending  and  promoting  the  establishment  and  maintenance  of 
Regional  Vocational  Schools. 

In  support  of  this,  the  following  advantages  are  given  to  towns  forming 
a  Region: 

1)  An  additional  15%  in  Chapter  70  money  is  allotted  to  the  town 
annually  for  as  long  as  it  remains  a  part  of  the  district.  (Norwood 
is  figured  to  receive  an  additional  $33,244.39) 

2)  100%  Reimbursement  of  Architects  Fees 

3)  65%  State  Aid  in  Construction  Costs 

4)  50%  Operational  Cost  Reimbursement. 

5)  100%  Reimbursement  in  Transportation  Cost. 

6)  Additional  Aid  if  the  13th  and  14th  year  added. 

7)  The  Legislature  has  recently  added  provision  for  Granting  of 
Associate  Degrees  to  students  completing  the  14th  year. 

There  is  much  to  be  done  by  this  Committee  to  bring  the  full  story  of 
the  Regional  Vocational  Technical  High  School  to  the  people  of  Norwood. 
We  have  a  representative  form  of  Government  here  and  so  the  acceptance 
of  the  Regional  District  must  be  by  Referendum.  It  is  our  plan  if  possible 
to  arrange  that  this  Referendum  coincide  with  our  annual  election  on 
January  20th  next. 

We  would  like  to  acknowledge  the  helpful  assistance  of  many  people, 
including  the  Department  of  Education  surveys  from  which  some  of  the 
material  for  this  report  was  secured. 

We  would  like  to  remark  also  that  much  of  the  Regional  Committee’s 
work  has  been  in  the  revision  stage,  and  because  of  that  errors  may  have 
crept  into  this  report.  We  beg  your  indulgence.

The  Board  of  Appeals  hereby  submits  its  annual  report  for  the  year 
1963.  The  foregoing  summary  is  intended  to  somewhat  indicate  the  in¬ 
creased  work  load  of  the  Board  due  to  the  adoption  and  approval  by  the 
Attorney  General  under  the  date  of  January  30,  1963,  of  a  new  and  more 
restrictive  zoning  law.

B.  Decision  of  Building  Inspector  Upheld  (2) 

4.  Total  Requests  (43) 

The  three  (3)  major  special  permits  granted  by  the  Board  were: 

1.  Windsor  Gardens  —  24  permits  for  676  apartments. 

2.  A  ninety  (90)  bed  nursing  home  on  the  former  Foley  Property. 

3.  A  shopping  center  with  75,000  square  feet  of  floor  space  and  park¬ 
ing  for  500  cars  on  Walpole  Street  between  Soap  Pond  and  Davis 
Avenue. 

The  above  permits  will  have  a  significant  bearing  on  the  economy  of 
our  community.  In  an  endeavor  to  follow  the  spirit  of  the  new  zoning  law, 
the  Appeal  Board  has  maintained  a  very  close  liaison  with  the  Planning 
Board  for  a  better  understanding  of  mutual  problems.  It  would  appear 
that  the  standards  as  presently  established  should  be  modified  to  give 
relief  to  the  smaller  property  owners.  Certain  recommendations  of  the 
Appeal  Board  are  presently  under  consideration  by  the  Planning  Board. 

We  would  like  at  this  time  to  thank  the  Associate  Members  of  the  Ap¬ 
peal  Board,  Mr.  Adelmann,  Mr.  Frederickson  and  Mr.  Mulvehill,  and  our 
clerk,  Miss  Fateh,  for  their  dedication.

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REPORT  OF  CEMETERY  DEPARTMENT

Dear  Sir: 

The  following  is  a  detailed  report  of  the  Cemetery  Department  for  the 
year  ending  December  31,  1963. 

In  the  past  year,  the  Cemetery  Department  prepared  for  and  conducted 
233  interments.  We  also  dug  and  prepared  two  out  of  town  transfers. 

The  Cemetery  Department  installed  at  various  graves  twenty-one 
Flush  Markers.  We  dug  and  poured  fifty-one  monument  foundations.  There 
were  thirteen  paid  grave  repairs  and  seventy-six  perpetual  care  requests 
taken  care  of. 

Section  45  was  completed  and  the  rest  of  the  markers  installed  for 
single  graves.  Another  area  in  section  51  was  converted  from  lots  to 
single  graves  for  future  interments. 

In  the  new  area,  Section  Gl,  two  more  plots  were  laid  out  with  lot 
numbers  and  markers.  At  the  present  time,  anyone  may  purchase  for  pre¬ 
need.  These  lots  are  4  and  6  grave  lots. 

A  new  area  was  opened  this  year  behind  the  Day  Chapel.  The  Section 
Number  will  be  known  as  “C”  for  Companion  Lots.  These  lots  are  6’  wide 
x  10’  long;  every  lot  is  identical.  Monuments  will  be  allowed  and  must 
not  exceed  3’  x  1’  and  3’  high.  No  trees  or  shrubs  are  to  be  planted  beside 
any  monument  or  on  any  lot.  There  may  be  a  one  foot  annual  plant  bed 
directly  in  front  of  the  monument.  Monuments  will  be  back  to  back.  The 
Cemetery  Department  has  had  flowering  trees,  shrubs,  and  evergreens 
planted  at  both  ends  of  this  section  in  park  areas. 

The  Day  Chapel  has  had  a  considerable  amount  of  work  done  this 
year.  We  have  had  a  new  heating  system  installed;  the  cupola  has  been 
rebuilt;  electricity  has  been  installed;  a  leak  in  the  roof  has  been  repaired. 
The  outside  has  been  waterproofed  and  the  inside  walls  washed  with  acid. 

The  use  of  the  Chapel  has  been  steadily  increasing.  Many  Interment 
services  are  being  held  in  it,  especially  in  rainy  or  inclement  weather. 
Anyone  may  use  the  Chapel  for  services  by  asking  the  Superintendent. 

There  were  approximately  300  tons  of  asphalt  used  to  resurface 
various  avenues  throughout  the  Cemetery.  The  lower  end  of  Saint  Andrews 
Avenue  was  dug  out;  filled  with  crushed  bank  gravel;  and  resurfaced.  We 
had  521  feet  of  asphalt  walks  done  this  year. 

In  some  of  the  older  sections,  the  gravel  walks  were  edged,  weeded, 
and  treated  with  “Telvar”  weed  killer.  New  bank  gravel  was  added  to 
bring  them  up  to  grade.  It  is  our  intention  to  have  these  walks  surfaced 
with  asphalt  in  the  near  future. 
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Several  Elms  had  to  be  removed  due  to  Dutch  Elm  Disease.  We  had 
to  have  three  Sugar  Maples  taken  down  due  to  rot  and  gall  disease.  Al¬ 
though  these  trees  were  taken  down,  the  Cemetery  Department  planted 
others  to  take  their  place.  We  have  also  added  a  few  more  flowering  trees 
and  parks  in  various  locations. 

The  lawns  were  kept  mowed  and  trimmed  during  the  growing  season. 
In  the  dry  season,  hoses  and  sprinklers  were  kept  going  to  save  the  sods 
and  newly  seeded  areas.  All  newly  planted  trees  and  shrubs  were  kept 
well  watered  throughout  the  season.  We  have  spread  approximately  nine 
tons  of  fertilizer  in  the  badly  needed  areas  and  hope  to  continue  in  the 
coming  year. 

Whenever  time  would  allow,  the  crew  worked  down  back  thinning  out 
brush.  They  cleared  debris  and  burned  it.  This  made  a  great  improvement 
behind  the  single  grave  section. 

Although  we  had  no  burials  in  Old  Parish  Cemetery  this  year,  the 
lawns  were  mowed  and  trimmed.  Several  dead  and  rotted  trees  were  re¬ 
moved.  The  bottoms  of  the  Spruces  were  raised  in  the  hopes  of  keeping 
loiterers  away.  All  the  brush  along  the  walls  were  cut  down,  cleaned  up, 
and  taken  to  the  dump.  We  had  to  brace  and  pour  cement  on  one  of  the 
roofs  of  the  old  tombs  due  to  a  bad  cave-in.  Again  this  year,  we  have  had 
some  vandalism  and  nuisance  trouble.  I  am  inclined  to  believe  that  in 
order  to  preserve  this  Cemetery,  we  will  have  to  fence  it  in. 

All  of  the  cemetery  owned  hedges  and  shrubs  were  trimmed  whenever 
needed.  The  flower  beds  w'ere  kept  weeded.  In  places  where  allowed, 
overgrown  shrubs  were  pulled  out  and  sod  or  seed  put  back.  It  has  been 
our  pleasure,  whenever  possible,  to  remove  any  overgrown  or  unsightly 
trees  from  lots  and  graves. 

As  custodian  of  veterans  graves,  any  depressed  graves  were  filled,  re¬ 
sodded  or  seeded.  We  installed  approximately  sixteen  bronze  and  granite 
markers.  A  generous  supply  of  Veterans’  service  markers  are  kept  in 
the  office  for  families  requesting  one  on  any  grave. 

I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  all  of  the  other  depart¬ 
ment  heads  that  so  willingly  and  generously  gave  their  time,  men,  and 
equipment  to  us  whenever  needed.

The  Federal  Government  has  approved  Fallout  Shelters  at  the  following 
locations:  Plimpton  Press,  Callahan  Fruniture,  Senior  High  School  and 
the  Telephone  building  on  Vernon  Street.  The  areas  in  the  above  buildings 
that  have  been  approved  as  shelters  have  been  designated  as  such,  and 
all  have  been  stocked  by  this  department  with  food  and  other  materials 
as  recommended  by  the  Government.  The  above  areas  are  inspected  monthly 
by  the  Director  to  assure  that  all  equipment  and  materials  are  in  order. 

The  Director  has  attended  monthly  Civil  Defense  meetings  at  Stough¬ 
ton,  Mass.,  in  regard  to  various  phases  of  Civil  Defense  work  including 
discussions  on  shelters  and  nuclear  attacks. 

Several  First  Aid  classes  have  been  completed  within  the  past  months, 
and  other  classes  have  been  started. 

The  Civil  Defense  Police  Department  holds  regular  meetings  and  has 
been  used  in  connection  with  traffic  control  problems,  particularly  during 
the  July  4th  Celebration  and  is  available  for  any  emergencies  that  may 
occur. 

The  Civil  Defense  Communication  Department  meets  weekly  and  is 
fully  equipped  to  move  on  any  emergency  that  may  arise  now  or  in  the 
future. 

With  the  completion  of  the  new  Fire  and  Police  station,  the  Civil  De¬ 
fense  Department  will  have  larger  quarters  in  which  to  expand  their 
present  forces,  and  it  is  the  intent  of  the  Director  to  develop  an  auxiliary 
Fire  Department  to  work  in  conjunction  with  the  Communications  and 
Police  Departments. 

I  wish  to  thank  all  the  other  Town  Departments  who  have  been  most 
cooperative  in  assisting  me  to  carry  out  my  work  during  the  past  months.

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REPORT  OF  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION

Dear  Sir: 

The  Norwood  Conservation  Commission  is  now  entering  into  its  third 
year  of  existence.  Through  a  schedule  of  regular  monthly  meetings  held 
on  the  second  Thursday  of  each  month,  in  addition  to  many  special  meet¬ 
ings  and  attendances  at  conservation  seminars,  we  are  now  able  to  report 
that  our  Commission  is  actively  negotiating  for  the  acquisition  of  some 
parcels  of  land  within  our  Community. 

At  the  time  of  this  report,  we  were  given  the  approval  of  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  to  continue  with  a  forestry  survey  of  the  Westover  Parkway 
area  which  we  ultimately  feel  will  he  given  over  to  the  Commission  for 
development  and  preservation  as  a  wildlife  site.  This  area  with  Germany 
Brook  flowing  through  could  be  enjoyed  by  all  the  citizens  of  the  Com¬ 
munity  as  a  natural  fishing  and  bird  sanctuary.  We  recommend  more  of 
a  passive,  rather  than  an  active  recreation  area. 

We  have  been  getting  excellent  assistance  on  this  project  from  the 
Department  of  Natural  Resources,  which  has  now  been  established  as  a 
special  division  of  Conservation  Services  to  assist  all  Conservation  Com¬ 
missions  throughout  the  Commonwealth.  As  these  services  are  available 
at  no  cost  to  the  Community,  it  is  our  opinion  that  our  Town  will  not  only 
benefit  from  such  outstanding  technical  assistance  but  the  saving  in  dollars 
to  the  Community  is  a  very  decided  asset. 

We  have  been  endeavoring  to  maintain  a  constant  contact  with  the 
other  agencies,  both  elected  and  appointed,  so  that  our  overall  plan  for 
the  Town  will  be  in  the  best  interest  of  a  well-planned  community. 

We  have  also  instituted  a  program  of  conservation  education  for  the 
general  public  to  partake  in.  Through  the  co-operation  of  the  Massachu¬ 
setts  Audubon  Society  and  its  Executive  President,  we  presented  a  wildlife 
film  and  lecture  at  the  Norwood  Junior  High  School.  This  program  was 
well  attended  and  certainly  enjoyed  by  many  members  of  our  Community. 

We  have  planned  another  of  these  programs  for  April,  at  which  time  we 
intend  to  invite  all  Town  Meeting  members. 

We  regret  to  report  that  two  of  our  members,  Mr.  Justin  Barton  and 
Mr.  Joseph  Olshan,  had  to  resign  because  of  the  pressing  nature  of  other 
activities;  Mr.  James  Drummey  and  Mr.  Brownie  Green  were  named  to 
fill  these  vacancies. 
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We  feel  that  at  the  time  of  the  next  report,  the  Town  will  have 
acquired  some  tracts  of  land  for  Conservation  purposes,  and  that  all  mem¬ 
bers  of  our  Community  will  avail  themselves  of  the  use  of  these  areas 
to  enjoy  observing  and  being  in  a  natural  wildlife  area.

REPORT  OF  TOWN  COUNSEL 

The  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
Thomas  K.  McManus,  Chairman 
Norwood,  Massachusetts 

Gentlemen: 

I  submit  herewith  in  summarized  form  the  seventh  annual  report  of 
my  conduct  of  the  Legal  Department  of  the  Town. 

Frequent  changes  in  the  laws  applicable  to  municipal  government  bring 
requests  for  interpretation  of  the  law  which  require  constant  study  of  the 
new  legislation  in  its  relation  to  our  activities  in  order  to  competently 
advise  those  charged  with  the  conduct  of  our  own  government. 

Much  of  the  service  rendered  was  advisory  in  nature  and  was  fur¬ 
nished  in  the  various  departments  of  the  Town  through  written  and  verbal 
opinions  upon  request  therefor. 

Additional  service  was  rendered  by  attendance  at  hearings  and  con¬ 
ferences,  court  appearances,  drafting  of  articles  for  town  meeting  warrants 
and  motions  to  be  offered  thereunder. 

The  service  rendered  dealt  with  practically  every  phase  of  municipal 
activity. 

It  should  be  pointed  out  that  in  connection  with  the  above  activity, 
many  questions  arose  which  required  much  research  to  find  the  proper 
answers  and  many  hours  were  applied  to  this  end. 

Litigation  and  Claims 

Various  claims  for  personal  injuries  and  property  damage  were  made 
against  the  Town  arising  out  of  alleged  defective  conditions  in  public  ways 
concerning  which  opinions  as  to  liability  on  the  part  of  the  Town  were 
given  and  recommendations  were  made  as  to  disposition  of  claims. 

Selectmen 

Because  the  Town  does  not  carry  public  liability  insurance,  all  such 
claims  are  referred  to  Town  Counsel  for  investigation  and  settlement  with 
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approval  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen;  and,  if  settlement  cannot  be  made, 
then  the  case  is  tried  in  court  by  Town  Counsel. 

A  number  of  these  cases  were  on  behalf  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Welfare  and  thousands  of  dollars  were  recovered,  a  large  part  of  which 
came  back  to  the  Town  treasury. 

Without  listing  all  the  cases  handled,  suffice  it  to  say  that  cases  by 
and  against  the  Town  have  been  brought  to  a  current  status  with  little 
or  no  “backlog,”  so  called. 

Conclusion 

I  am  grateful  for  the  privilege  of  having  served  the  Town  as  legal 
counsel.  During  my  period  of  service,  I  have  been  constantly  aware  of 
the  great  responsibilities  attendant  upon  this  position  in  a  growing  com¬ 
munity  such  as  ours.  The  uniform  spirit  of  co-operation  and  friendliness 
extended  to  me  by  Town  boards,  committees,  officials  and  friends  through¬ 
out  this  past  year  has  greatly  aided  me  in  the  performance  of  my  duties 
and  I  shall  be  ever  mindful  of  their  loyalty  and  friendship.

Dear  Sir: 

I  hereby  submit  my  report  as  Town  Engineer  for  the  year  of  1963. 

During  the  year  of  1963,  all  proposed  construction  work  undertaken 
by  the  Engineering  Department  was  completed  on  schedule.  As  in  previous 
years,  the  larger  portion  of  the  work  was  done  by  contract  after  com¬ 
petitive  public  bid. 

The  construction  work  consisting  of  preliminary  surveys,  cost  esti¬ 
mates,  contract  specification  and  plan  preparation,  layout,  inspection,  and 
supervision  during  construction,  and  estimates  for  payment,  was  handled 
by  the  Engineering  Department. 

In  addition,  because  of  necessary  time  limits  imposed  by  weather  and 
the  immediate  need  for  the  facilities,  two  sewer  projects,  a  water  main 
project  and  a  playground  job  were  given  to  private  engineering;  work 
also  to  be  done  by  contract. 

The  present  complement  of  Town  Engineer,  assistant  Town  Engineer 
and  five  men  of  varying  engineering  grades  (from  Grade  I  through  Grade 
IV)  has  put  out  a  substantial  amount  of  engineering  work  in  1963.  As 
always,  the  salaries  must  be  high  enough  to  attract  and  keep  capable, 
trained,  qualified  men  in  municipal  work.  With  the  present  engineering 
force,  it  is  hoped  to  complete  at  least  as  much  work  as  last  year.

In  addition,  attendance  is  provided 
at  zoning  change  hearings,  various  federal,  state  and  county  hearings  and, 
when  requested,  the  Town  Engineer  attends  meetings  held  by  town  com- 
cittees,  commissions,  etc.  in  order  to  provide  engineering  advice  and 
information. 

During  the  past  year,  a  never-ceasing  and  ever-increasing  amount  of 
problems  were  brought  to  the  Town  Engineer  from  private  citizens.  Typical 
requests  made  include  queries  as  to  Town  procedures  and  policies,  interpre¬ 
tation  of  new  zoning  by-laws,  solving  drainage  problems  in  private  build¬ 
ings  and  lands,  aiding  persons  dislodged  by  1-95  construction  find  available 
building  land,  explanations  of  house  connection  estimates  of  cost,  explana¬ 
tion  of  methods  of  figuring  sewer  assessments  and  many  other  varied  general 
and  specific  inquiries.  Each  year  past  has  had  similar  problems  and  from 
the  beginning,  1964  will  be  the  same. 

The  year  1964  shows  no  apparent  slow-down  in  construction  work  in 
Norwood.  It  is  expected  that  the  construction  work  will  be  at  minimum  the 
equal  of  the  previous  years;  Route  1-95  and  its  attendant  problems  for  the 
Town  is  well  started;  a  large  apartment  complex  is  contemplated  for  1964 
construction  along  with  those  apartment  projects  already  under  way;  approx¬ 
imately  12  developments  will  be  working  in  full  or  in  part  during  the  year, 
necessitating  Town  surveillance  during  utility  and  road  construction.  These 
projects  together  with  our  construction  program  and  the  ordinary  day  to 
day  requests  will  present  a  plentitude  of  work  for  1964.  With  the  present 
staff,  and  proper  additional  personnel,  I  hope  to  complete  and  check  all 
construction  assigned  to  my  department  within  the  year  of  1964.

The  Finance  Commission  was  organized  for  the  year  1963  as  follows:

On  January  1,  1963  the  debt  of  the  Town  of  Norwood  was  $2,874,000.00 
with  maturities  in  1963  of  $266,000.00. 

The  following  sums  were  borrowed  in  1963: 

Electric  Light  Construction  $280,000.00 

Construction  of  Police  and  Fire  Station  100,000.00 

Water  Construction  42,000.00 

The  Town  in  1963  made  its  seventh  payment  of  $95,000.00  to  the  Com¬ 
monwealth  of  Massachusetts  to  be  applied  against  the  cost  of  constructing 
the  water  main  from  the  Metropolitan  System  to  the  Norwood-Westwood 
line.  The  total  cost  is  $950,000.00  with  $95,000.00  being  paid  off  each  year. 

The  Finance  Commission  examined  the  requests  for  appropriations 
submitted  by  the  various  departments,  met  with  department  heads  and 
committees  charged  with  the  disbursement  of  appropriations,  and  discussed 
in  detail  the  basis  for  such  requests. 

Upon  completion  of  the  work  of  the  Commission,  a  public  hearing  was 
held  prior  to  the  Annual  Town  Meeting. 

The  sum  of  $35,000.00  was  appropriated  for  the  Reserve  Fund  and

REPORT  OF  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

The  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
Mr.  Charles  L.  Rich,  Chairman 
Norwood,  Massachusetts 

Dear  Sir: 

I  submit  to  you  and  to  the  citizens  of  the  Town  of  Norwood,  the 
Annual  Report  of  your  Fire  Department  for  the  year  1963. 

The  Fire  Department  put  into  effect  in  1963  an  “In  Service  Inspection 
Program.”  This  program  has  met  with  considerable  success  and  has  pro¬ 
vided  valuable  information  to  both  fire  fighters  and  store  owners.  Since 
all  fire  apparatus  is  equipped  with  radios,  a  company  fully  manned  is 
permitted  to  participate  in  inspections  and  still  be  available  to  respond 
to  fire  calls.  The  advantage  of  these  inspections  is  that  every  officer  and 
firefighter  is  able  to  become  more  familiar  with  each  type  of  occupancy, 
their  particular  hazards,  exits  to  and  from  property  and  permits  depart¬ 
ment  personnel  to  discuss  with  the  occupant,  any  problems  that  might  arise 
concerning  fire  safety. 

Periodic  inspections  were  conducted  in  the  hospital,  nursing  homes 
and  places  of  public  assembly.  All  schools  were  inspected  and  fire  drills 
were  conducted  without  advance  warning  to  school  personnel  other  than 
the  principal.  Such  drills  were  orderly  and  well  conducted,  and  I  wish  to 
compliment  all  school  personnel  on  their  fire  drill  procedure  and  their 
co-operation. 

A  continuous  training  program  has  been  established  where  both  the 
new  and  veteran  firefighters  receive  daily  training  in  order  to  maintain 
this  efficiency.  All  fire  personnel  received  many  hours  of  instruction  and

review  in  the  care,  maintenance  and  operation  of  all  fire  fighting  equip¬ 
ment.  Officers  were  delegated  in  September  to  attend  a  three-day  Fire 
Fighting  Seminar  sponsored  by  the  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Fire  De¬ 
partment  Instructors. 

A  record  number  of  fire  calls  was  established  in  1963,  when  we  re¬ 
sponded  to  1188  calls  which  are  classified  on  the  following  page.  In 
addition  585  ambulance  calls  were  made. 

I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  Honorable  Board 
of  Selectmen,  Manager  Walter  A.  Blasenak,  and  the  Department  heads  for 
their  continued  co-operation.  To  the  towns  of  Westwood,  Dedham,  Wal¬ 
pole,  and  Canton  and  their  chiefs,  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  for 
their  support  in  establishing  our  Mutual  Aid  Program. 

The  officers  and  men  look  forward  to  moving  into  the  new  fire  station, 
where  we  will  have  more  room  and  better  facilities  to  train,  thereby  giving 
you  better  fire  protection.

REPORT  OF  GENERAL  MANAGER 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

I  herewith  submit  detailed  reports  of  the  various  departments  under 
the  administrative  control  of  the  General  Manager. 

With  the  continued  growth  within  our  community,  presenting  all  the 
problems  involved  in  the  welfare  and  safety  of  the  public,  all  municipal 
departments  witnessed  an  exceptionally  busy  year.  We  feel  our  accomplish¬ 
ments  in  the  field  of  public  service  has  been  outstanding  and  with  the 
understanding  and  mutual  cooperation  of  all  the  people,  we  will  continue 
in  all  efforts  to  be  the  leader  in  community  development. 

All  construction  projects  for  which  monies  were  appropriated  in  1963 
have  been  engineered  by  the  Town  Engineering  Department  and  consulting 
engineers  and  most  of  these  projects  have  been  completed  and  the  balance 
will  be  completed  within  the  early  months  of  1964. 

In  reviewing  the  activities  of  the  departments  under  the  General 
Manager,  I  wish  to  call  to  your  attention  some  of  the  outstanding  activities 
of  these  departments. 

1.  The  Recreation  Department  continues  to  be  a  very  active  section  within 
our  municipal  organization.  The  reopening  of  the  Recreation  Center 
Swimming  Pool  in  February  gave  Norwood  the  finest  all-around  swim¬ 
ming  facilities  in  the  Commonwealth.  This  fine  facility  has  continued 
to  grow  in  popularity  and  patronage  since  its  opening  with  young  and 
old  alike  participating  in  the  various  programs  conducted  there.  The 
two  outside  pools  continue  to  be  extremely  well  patronized,  and  indi¬ 
cates  that  some  further  thinking  should  be  given  to  a  long  range 
program  for  additional  swimming  pools. 

2.  Extensive  work  has  been  done  in  the  fall  of  1963  on  the  new  playground 
in  the  Ellis  Gardens  area,  thus  assuring  this  area  a  very  much  needed 
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facility  sometime  in  1964.  Work  will  continue  in  the  spring  and  it  is 
contemplated  that  necessary  equipment  will  be  purchased  and  erected 
to  make  this  a  first  class  play  area. 

3.  Only  in  its  third  year,  the  expanded  Fourth  of  Juiy  Celebration  con¬ 
tinued  to  grow  in  the  number  of  events  offered  and  in  the  numbers 
participating  in  the  many  different  events.  The  response  of  the  com¬ 
munity  to  appeals  for  support  was  overwhelming  and  with  this  fine 
spirit  of  cooperation  among  all  community  organizations,  the  future 
success  of  the  Fourth  of  July  Celebration  is  assured. 

At  this  time  the  Manager  expresses  his  appreciation  to  the  Committee 
and  all  those  who  worked  closely  with  the  Committee  in  making  this 
Celebration  exceptionally  outstanding  and  successful. 

4.  On  May  1,  1963,  Joseph  F.  McAuliffe,  former  member  of  the  Norwood 
Fire  Department  was  appointed  Civil  Defense  Director.  Under  his 
leadership  the  activities  in  this  department  have  been  accelerated  and 
we  are  looking  forward  to  an  enlarged  program  when  this  department 
is  established  in  the  new  Fire-Police  Station. 

5.  The  Municipal  Light  Department  continues  to  show  growth  with  a 
10.4%  increase  in  kilowatt  hours  consumed  in  1962.  A  study  and  revision 
was  made  of  the  electric  light  rates  and  the  Commissioners  adopted  an 
“Electric  Heating  Rate”  which  was  established  at  1.89  after  discount 
which  is  very  favorable  in  the  competitive  field  of  electric  heating. 
Contracts  have  been  let  for  installation  of  5,000  KVA  Transformer  and 
and  switchgear  for  the  Chapel  Street  Sub -station.  It  is  expected  that 
these  additions  will  be  installed  and  operating  in  the  spring  of  1964. 

The  Electric  Light  Department  has  had  a  continuing  project  at  Windsor 
Gardens  and  this  development  is  proceeding  more  rapidly  than  has  been 
anticipated.  Future  requirements  for  this  development  by  the  Municipal 
Light  Department  can  be  expected. 

6.  With  the  completion  of  the  new  Fire-Police  Station,  facilities  in  the 
Municipal  Building  will  be  renovated  and  made  available  for  other 
existing  departments.  If  funds  are  made  available  in  1964,  these  addi¬ 
tional  facilities  will  be  available. 

7.  The  General  Manager  recommends  that  you  read  the  report  of  the 
Public  Works  Department  which  is  given  in  detail  by  the  Superin¬ 
tendent.  You  will  note  that  this  division  which  largely  is  a  service 
department  continues  to  perform  the  various  tasks  required. 

8.  In  August,  1963,  the  Town  entered  into  contract  with  a  private  agency 
for  the  operation  of  a  sanitary  land  fill  dump  at  the  present  dumping 
site  off  Winter  Street  and  in  accordance  with  the  requirement  of  the 
State  Department  of  Public  Health.  This  operation  has  been  very  satis¬ 
factory  and  it  appears  to  have  eliminated  causes  for  nuisance  complaints. 
It  is  desirable  and  essential  that  the  Town  acquire  additional  lands 
adjacent  to  the  present  dumping  site  and  negotiations  have  been  under¬ 
way  and  it  is  hoped  that  final  negotiations  can  be  completed  in  1964.

“Father”  or  “Pluky”  as  he  was  affec¬ 
tionately  known  retired  on  January  7,  1963,  after  having  faithfully 
served  the  Town  of  Norwood  for  over  37  years. 
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9.  Neponset  River  Flood  Control  Project — Present  status  of  this  project 
is  as  follows: 

First  stage  is  now  under  construction. 

Second  Stage — Tileston -Hollingsworth  Dam  to  Paul’s  Bridge  in 
Dedham  to  be  started  March,  1964. 

Third  stage  which  is  to  include  work  in  Norwood  is  to  be 
advertised  sometime  in  the  summer  of  1964. 

10.  Norwood  Police  School  of  Instruction:  During  1962-1963  there  was 
conducted  under  the  sponsorship  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  General 
Manager  a  School  for  Police  Instruction.  The  course  consisted  of  18 
lectures  and  all  subject  matters  pertaining  to  law  enforcement  were 
discussed  by  competent  and  outstanding  authorities  in  police  and  related 
work. 

The  General  Manager  publicly  extends  appreciation  to  all  those  who 
participated  in  this  course  of  instruction.  We  feel  that  the  members  of 
the  Norwood  Police  Department  were  most  fortunate  to  have  this  type 
of  instruction,  and  some  of  the  members  of  the  Police  Department  con¬ 
tinued  further  in  police  education  by  attending  the  Massachusetts  State 
Police  School  and  Program  of  Law  Enforcement  and  Security  at  North¬ 
eastern  University.  It  is  anticipated  that  this  training  course  will  con¬ 
tinue  in  1964. 

My  expression  of  appreciation  is  extended  to  all  heads  of  departments 
under  the  control  of  the  General  Manager  for  their  cooperation  in  the 
discharge  of  the  duties  of  their  office.  Further,  I  wish  to  thank  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  for  their  cooperation  and  consideration  shown  me  in  the  con¬ 
duct  of  the  Office  of  General  Manager.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  HEALTH 

The  Board  of  Health  organized  after  the  Town  Meeting  in  January, 
1963.  Mr.  John  P.  Dixon  was  elected  Chairman  of  the  Board,  Mr.  James 
F.  Foley  and  Dr.  Roy  T.  Lydon  served  as  associate  members. 

Mr.  Winfelt  Eckhardt  was  appointed  Inspector  of  Slaughtering. 

Mr.  Harry  A.  Shannon  retired  as  Plumbing  Inspector  on  March  1, 
1963.  Mr.  Shannon  was  elected  to  the  Board  of  Health  on  January  15,  1934 
for  a  three  year  term.  He  was  re-elected  to  the  Board  of  Health  on  Jan¬ 
uary  18,1937.  Mr.  Shannon  was  appointed  as  Plumbing  Inspector  on  July 
1,  1939.  He  served  the  Town  in  that  position  until  the  time  of  his  retire¬ 
ment. 
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The  Board  appointed  Mr.  Henry  T.  McAuliffe  as  substitute  Plumbing 
Inspector  pending  a  Civil  Service  examination  for  the  position  of  Plumbing 
Inspector. 

The  Board  conducted  Polio  Clinics  to  administer  Type  I,  II,  and  Type 
III  Sabin  Vaccine  to  all  Norwood  children  from  three  months  to  nineteen 
years  of  age.  29,300  doses  were  administered  at  all  Clinics. 

The  Town  Meeting  accepted  a  new  By-Law  which  provided  for  the 
appointment  of  a  Gas  Inspector,  the  Plumbing  Inspector  was  appointed 
as  Gas  and  Plumbing  Inspector  for  the  Town  of  Norwood  by  the  Board  of 
Health. 

Dr.  Timothy  J.  Curtin,  School  Dentist,  retired  on  August  30,  1963.  Dr. 
Curtin  was  appointed  to  his  position  on  September  1,  1928. 

Dr.  Thomas  H.  O’Toole  resigned  as  Public  Health  Physician  on  Sep¬ 
tember  23,  1963.  Dr.  O’Toole  served  on  the  Board  of  Health  from  January 
31,  1933  to  January  21,  1936.  He  was  appointed  Public  Health  Physician 
on  April  4,  1937. 

Dr.  Roy  T.  Lydon  was  appointed  Public  Health  Physician  to  replace 
Dr.  O’Toole  on  October  4,  1963. 

The  Board  of  Health  issued  a  Certificate  of  Approval  for  the  Norwood 
Hospital. 

Seven  patients  were  admitted  to  the  Norfolk  County  Hospital  for  the 
treatment  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  during  1963. 

The  Board  of  Health  conducted  sanitary  inspections  of  Funeral  Homes, 
Nursing  Homes,  Hospitals,  Day  Care  Centers  and  Food  establishments 
during  the  year. 

The  Board  of  Health  examined  the  preliminary  and  definitive  plans 
of  Subdivisions  presented  for  approval  throughout  the  year  and  made 
recommendations  to  the  developers  with  respect  to  a  sanitary  water  supply, 
sewage  disposal  and  drainage.

The  two  registered  nurses,  who  receive  instruction  from  attending 
physicians  visited  homes  in  Norwood  and  administered  bedside  nursing 
care  to  acute  and  chronically  ill  patients.  They  gave  treatments  such  as 
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surgical  dressings,  injections,  enemas,  and  irrigations  when  needed.  The 
nurses  instructed  diabetics  on  the  use  of  insulin.  They  also  gave  guidance 
to  new  mothers  on  the  care  of  the  newborn. 

A  total  of  167  patients  attended  the  X-ray  clinics  held  at  the  Board 
of  Health  Office  in  the  Municipal  Building  on  the  third  Wednesday  of  the 
month  from  1:30  to  3:30. 

The  Sabin  vaccine  was  administered  to  school  and  pre-school  children 
in  January,  March  and  May  of  1963. 

Report  of  St.  Catherine’s  School  Nurse 

Dr.  Thomas  H.  O’Toole  made  routine  visits  and  examined  children 
referred  for  examinations.  Parents  were  notified  of  any  physical  defects 
found  at  this  time  and  advised  to  consult  their  family  physician. 

Communicable  Disease  Control 

Diphtheria  toxoid  inoculations  were  administered  to  children  in  Grades 
I  and  VII.  Children  whose  parents  wished  received  three  doses  of  the 
Sabin  Vaccine.  There  were  over  1500  children  who  took  advantage  of  this. 

Dental  Clinic 

Dental  examinations  were  given  to  all  children  by  Dr.  T.  J.  Curtin, 
School  Dentist  and  Mrs.  Margaret  Curran.  Dental  defects  found  at  this  time 
were  referred  to  the  parents  for  correction  either  to  be  done  by  their  own 
dentist  or  the  school  dentist. 


Vision  Testing 

All  children  in  the  school  were  screened  for  visual  defects  by  way 
of  the  Massachusetts  Vision  Test.  Those  with  defects  were  referred  for 
treatment  by  an  Ophthalmologist. 

Hearing  Test 

All  children  in  the  school  were  screened  for  hearing  defects  by  way 
of  the  Maico  Puretone  audiometer.  All  failures  were  referred  for  further 
treatment. 

Mrs.  Marie  Kane,  our  Speech  teacher  continues  her  work  with  the 
children  who  have  any  speech  defect. 

MILK  INSPECTOR 

Licenses  were  issued  for  the  manufacture  of  ice  cream  and  frozen 
desserts  for  retail  sale. 

One  license  was  issued  for  the  maintenance  of  an  establishment  for 
the  Pasteurization  of  milk. 

Licenses  were  issued  for  the  sale  of  milk  and  cream. 

Dealers  in  oleomargarine  were  issued  registration  certificates. 
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Three  hundred  ninety-eight  laboratory  tests  were  made  on  ninety-two 
samples  of  milk  and  cream.  Five  routine  laboratory  tests  were  used  on 
the  above  samples  of  milk  and  cream. 


1.  Babcock  test  made  for  butterfat  content. 

2.  Total  solids  determination. 

3.  Coliform  count. 

4.  Standard  plate  count. 

5.  Phosphatase  test  for  pasteurization. 


The  results  of  the  laboratory  testing  were  similar  to  those  of  recent 
years.  Of  particular  interest,  is  the  low  average  of  the  standard  plate 
count.  The  average  of  all  counts  made  on  milk  was  1,900  per  cc.  and  of 
all  counts  on  cream  was  3,800.  These  low  plate  count  averages  indicate 
sanitary  handling  and  processing  of  milk  and  cream  from  farm  to  con¬ 
sumer.  Although  within  the  limits  prescribed  by  law,  the  butterfat  and 
total  solids  content  of  milk  continued  to  be  disappointing  in  1963.  There 
is  no  indication  of  any  improvement  in  the  foreseeable  future.  Homogeniza¬ 
tion,  standardization,  non-transparent  containers,  dietary  fads  and  lack  of 
public  interest  or  demand  for  rich  creamy  milk  all  contribute  to  cause 
a  generally  lower  level  of  the  butterfat  and  total  solids  content  of  a  large 
part  of  Norwood’s  milk  supply.

The  Norwood  Housing  Authority  is  authorized  by  Section  26F  of  Chapter 
121  of  the  General  Laws  as  amended. 

Annual  Meeting:  First  Friday  after  the  Annual  Town  Election. 

Regular  Meetings:  First  &  Third  Wednesdays  of  the  months  at  7:30  p.m. 
at  the  Authority  Office,  14  Adams  Street,  Norwood. 
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Members:  Frank  L.  Walsh,  Chairman  &  State  Appointee-1966,  Francis  E. 
Donlan,  Vice  Chairman-1965,  Roger  J.  Connolly,  Treasurer-1966,  John  L. 
Griffin,  Asst.  Treasurer-1964,  Joseph  Long,  member-1968. 

Personnel:  Lawrence  J.  OBrien,  Executive  Director  &  Secretary,  John 
Foley,  Maintenance-aide,  Sullivan  &  Schwartz,  Accountants,  Atty.  Dennis  P. 
O’Leary,  Counsel,  Walter  J.  Dempsey,  Servicing  Broker. 

The  Norwood  Housing  Authority  is  a  public  corporation  organized  in 
August  of  1948  to  administer  all  types  of  public  housing.  It  is  composed  of 
4  elected  officials  and  one  state-appointed  member.  One  member  is  elected 
or  appointed  each  year  for  a  term  of  5  years. 

The  Authority  currently  administers  a  75  unit  State-aided  Veterans  Low- 
income  Constructed  in  1950  and  a  50  unit  Elderly  Development  constructed 
in  1961.  The  Authority  also  received  approval  of  the  State  Housing  Board 
to  construct  a  second  Elderly  Project  composed  of  36  units  on  January  28, 
1963.  The  site  selected  for  this  construction  was  the  Percy  Everett  Property 
adjacent  to  the  existing  Elderly  Project.  The  purchase  price  of  this  property 
was  approved  by  the  State  as  $27,820.00.  The  Authority  also  received  ap¬ 
proval  to  purchase  some  8,000  sq.  ft.  of  land,  known  as  Willow-wood  Rd. 
extension,  from  the  Town  of  Norwood  for  $981.81,  which  represents  back- 
taxes  owed.  This  parcel  will  be  used  primarily  for  parking.  We  are  pleased 
that  the  State  has  approved  the  selection  of  the  site,  since  we  are  of  the 
opinion  that  this  will  vastly  improve  the  area.  In  addition  the  locality  is 
excellent  for  the  Elderly  people,  since  they  are  within  walking  distance  of 
transportation,  recreation,  and  shopping  facilities.  We  expect  Contracts  for 
the  Construction  of  this  project  to  be  approved  in  March  of  1964,  and  bar¬ 
ring  any  unforeseen  difficulties,  the  Project  should  be  ready  for  occupancy 
by  November,  1964.  The  Architect  selected  for  this  Development  was  the 
same  one  as  we  had  for  the  first  Elderly  Project.  The  Authority  felt  that 
the  firm  of  Wm.  Nelson  Jacobs  Assocs.  Inc.  of  Boston  could  give  the  best 
service  since  they  are  familiar  with  the  topography  of  the  site  selected, 
and  we  wanted  the  design  to  be  basically  the  same  as  the  present  project. 

All  of  this  construction  came  about  as  a  result  of  State  Legislation  un¬ 
der  Chapters  200  &  667  of  the  General  Laws.  Since  the  Commonwealth  pays 
a  maximum  subsidy  of  2 y2%  of  the  Development  cost  annually  and  guaran¬ 
tees  payment  of  bonds  over  a  period  of  40  years,  all  major  decisions  and 
expenditures  must  receive  prior  approval  of  the  State  Housing  Board.  In¬ 
cidentally  the  subsidy  received  in  1963  was  reduced  $4,000.00,  since  the  Au¬ 
thority  completed  its  fiscal  year  with  a  surplus  beyond  the  budgetary 
amounts  anticipated  for  operating  expenses. 

The  primary  purpose  of  Public  Housing  Legislation  is  to  provide  ade¬ 
quate  housing  for  low  and  middle-income  families  at  rents  they  can  afford 
to  pay. 

The  Veterans  Low-income  Development  200-1,  known  as  Washington 
Heights  and  located  at  Roosevelt  Avenue- Jefferson  Drive,  has  33  single 
homes  with  3  bedrooms,  12  duplex  and  6  triplex  apartment  buildings  with 
2  bedrooms.  The  present  average  rent  is  $47.00  per  month.  It  is  100%  occu¬ 
pied  and  there  are  78  applications  on  file  for  admittance.

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all  buildings  were  painted  this  year,  and  although  we  were  not  completely 
satisfied  with  the  job,  it  has  made  a  tremendous  improvement  in  the  ap¬ 
pearance  of  the  project.  In  the  coming  year  we  hope  to  replace  all  the  rear 
combination  doors  and  about  30  electric  ranges  providing  our  financial 
structure  permits. 

The  Elderly  Development  667-1,  known  as  Willow-wood  Terrace  and 
located  on  the  corner  of  Railroad  Ave.  and  Adams  Street,  has  50  3-room 
apartments  in  6  brick  buildings  and  a  Community  Building  consisting  of  a 
recreation  hall,  laundry,  kitchen,  and  the  Authority  office.  It  is  100%  occu¬ 
pied  and  there  are  146  applications  for  admittance  on  file.  A  person  must  be 
65  years  of  age  or  over  to  apply  and  must  be  a  resident  of  Massachusetts 
for  at  least  5  years.  The  average  rent  is  $56.56  per  month,  which  amount 
includes  all  utilities. 

We  have  been  extremely  fortunate  in  receiving  the  full  cooperation  of 
the  Town  Officials,  departments,  and  Town  Meeting  members  in  this  worthy 
endeavor  and  at  this  time  we  would  like  to  express  our  sincere  appreciation 
for  their  invaluable  assistance.

ANNUAL  REPORT  1968 
The  Library  Building 

The  building  —  or  lack  of  it  —  made  most  of  the  library  news  in 
1963.  It  made  a  few  headlines  for  the  local  papers  and  made  more  than  a 
few  headaches  for  those  who  worked  in  it,  used  it,  or  tried  to  devise  ac¬ 
ceptable  ways  of  enlarging  it. 

A  year  of  brain-cudgeling  by  the  Library  Addition  Building  Committee 
— •  assisted  by  the  Trustees,  Library  staff,  Finance  Commission,  a  team  of 
consultants,  and  architect  Harry  Korslund  —  resulted  in  limited  but 
encouraging  progress,  to  wit: 
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1)  The  Building  Committee  has  preliminary  plans  for  a  story-and-a- 
half-addition  to  the  front  of  the  Main  Library  to  present  to  the  next  Town 
Meeting.  These  plans  have  been  approved  by  all  parties  involved,  though 
this  statement  hardly  does  justice  to  the  argument,  research,  creative 
effort,  and  compromise  that  won  their  approval. 

2)  Realignment  of  furnishings  and  operations  in  the  present  building 
to  relieve  congestion  was  carried  about  as  far  as  it  could  be.  The  inescap¬ 
able  facts  are  that  the  66  year  old  building  was  intended  for  the  population 
and  needs  of  the  1890’s  and  is  unable  to  serve  those  of  the  1960’s. 

3)  June  27  Special  Town  Meeting  votes  indicated  that  Town  Meeting 
does  want  an  addition  but  does  not  wish  to  purchase  adjacent  land  to 
build  it  on. 

Resolution  of  the  issue  is  expected  to  take  place  in  1964  Town  Meetings. 

Operations 

At  least  forty  changes,  innovations,  refinements,  eliminations,  and  ad¬ 
ditions  were  introduced  into  the  Library’s  operations.  They  range  from 
physical  alterations  like  the  drop-leaf  extension  on  the  charging  desk  to 
the  purchase  of  a  photocopier  that  will  reproduce  book  pages  to  the  elim¬ 
ination  of  renewals.  All  of  these  steps  are  designed  with  one  object  —  to 
maximize  service  to  the  greatest  number  of  people  at  the  lowest  cost. 

This  subject  will  be  covered  in  more  detail  in  coming  years  when 
the  full  effect  of  these  improvements  has  been  experienced. 

Reader’s  Interest  Classification 

The  biggest  single  project  of  1963  was  the  uncompleted  conversion 
of  the  adult  and  children’s  fiction  to  the  Reader’s  Interest  Classification. 
About  half  of  the  phonorecords  were  also  reclassified  to  this  system,  and 
this  was  the  only  part  of  the  project  finished  at  year’s  end.  The  young 
adult  books  are  the  third  class  of  materials  to  be  included  in  reclassifi¬ 
cation. 

The  Reader’s  Interest  Classification  is  now  twenty-five  years  old,  but 
Norwood  is  one  of  the  first  communities  in  Greater  Boston  to  institute  it 
as  a  permanent  classification  —  not  merely  a  temporary  and  confusing 
grouping  of  books  which  retain  their  old  classifications. 

When  finished,  this  system  will  make  it  possible  for  the  casual  reader 
to  locate  a  light  romance,  a  college  guide,  a  science  fiction  yarn,  or  a  jazz 
recording  without  using  the  catalog  or  searching  through  a  mass  of 
unwanted  materials. 


Government  Aid  to  the  Library 

Congress  passed  the  Library  Services  and  Construction  Act.  This  ex¬ 
tends  the  benefits  of  federal  aid  to  communities  above  the  former  10,000 
population  limit.  More  significant  to  Norwood,  it  provides  for  matching 
grants  for  public  library  construction.  If  it  can  get  a  building  plan  ac¬ 
cepted  by  Town  Meeting.  Norwood  should  be  eligible  to  share  in  this 
program. 
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After  three  years  of  drawing  its  “state  aid”  to  public  libraries  from 
the  income  tax  funds  the  communities  were  already  receiving,  the  State 
revised  the  law.  Norwood  will  now  receive  its  $6225  in  true  state  aid  from 
the  General  Fund.  This  aid  is  intended  to  strengthen  and  equalize  library 
service  in  the  State,  but  there  is  as  yet  no  provision  in  the  law  requiring 
that  the  cities  and  towns  use  the  money  in  this  way.  Now  that  new  money 
is  involved,  there  seems  to  be  no  reason  for  any  community  not  to  comply 
with  the  spirit  of  the  act. 

Norwood’s  public  library  was  one  of  only  thirty  in  the  state  to  plow 
through  all  the  red  tape  required  for  immediate  eligibility  under  the 
amended  Federal  Surplus  Property  law.  For  the  first  time,  public  libraries 
can  acquire  surplus  government  property.  A  trip  to  Taunton,  $7,  and  Ben 
Pearson’s  skill  earned  the  Library  a  sturdy  and  attractive  desk  that  will 
save  buying  a  new  one  for  $100. 


Personnel 

Contrary  to  the  impression  of  some  readers  of  last  year’s  report,  the 
Library  had  a  capable  staff  at  the  end  of  1962  —  and  the  same  respected 
people  are  still  on  the  job  a  year  later. 

Saying  this,  however,  does  not  necessarily  mean:  1)  That  the  right 
person  is  in  the  right  job,  2)  That  all  the  skills  needed  are  available  3)  That 
all  staff  members  are  equally  trained  and  capable  4)  That  the  jobs  offer 
sufficient  satisfactions  and  appropriate  rewards  5)  That  necessary  opera¬ 
tions  are  done  in  the  most  effective  priority  and  relationship  and  that 
unecessary  ones  are  eliminated,  and  6)  That  first-rate  replacements  can 
be  attracted  to  replace  those  who  retire. 

These  considerations  —  and  many  more  —  are  the  continuing  subject 
of  any  sound  personnel  administration  progam,  no  matter  how  good  the 
staff. 

A  long  step  toward  maintaining  and  improving  its  personnel  program 
was  taken  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  in  implementing  a  revised  position 
classification  and  job  description  plan  and  in  voting  for  a  new  salary 
schedule. 

These  were  worked  out  after  consultation  with  the  management  con¬ 
sultant  employed  by  the  Finance  Commission  to  study  and  revise  the 
entire  Town  classification  system.  Although  the  Library  is  not  part  of  this 
system,  it  has  made  full  use  of  the  consultant’s  recommendation  thus  far. 
Actually,  the  Library  undertook  its  own  reclassification  and  job  revision 
before  the  Town  even  decided  to  hire  a  consultant.  There  proved  to  be 
agreement  in  principle  and  in  practice  between  the  consultant  and  the 
Library. 

Because  of  the  Town’s  reclassification  study,  the  Library  put  its  job 
revision  into  effect  less  gradually  than  had  been  planned.  Every  position, 
every  assignment  was  studied  and  re-evaluated.  The  difficult  adjustments 
required  of  the  staff  met  with  open-mindedness  and  cooperation  —  though 
not  necessarily  with  agreement. 
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This  far-reaching  step,  which  is  now  only  in  its  beginning,  is  one  of 
the  most  significant  the  Library  has  ever  undertaken.  To  insure  the  suc¬ 
cess  of  this  operation  —  which  is  fundamental  to  the  success  of  Library 
service  to  all  people  of  Norwood — it  remains  now  for  Town  Meeting  to 
approve  a  salary  schedule  appropriate  to  it. 


Services  and  Events  1908 

The  Library  received  gifts  of  books  from  many  individuals.  Among 
the  many  organizations  contributing  materials,  assistance,  and  cooperation 
were:  The  Friends  of  the  Library,  the  Norwood  Woman’s  Club,  the  Nor¬ 
wood  Cooperative  Bank,  the  Girl  Scouts,  the  Boy  Scouts,  the  New  England 
Dairy  Council. 

The  Library  gets  cooperation  from  all  departments  of  the  Town.  Par¬ 
ticular  thanks  go  to  the  new  Chief  of  Police  James  M.  Murphy,  for  his 
invaluable  assistance  in  getting  books  back  from  long-delinquent  bor¬ 
rowers. 

Miss  Shumaker  reorganized  the  Junior  Department  areas  so  that  all 
non-fiction  is  in  the  main  room  and  fiction  in  the  upper  (former  “Inter¬ 
mediate”)  room.  The  doll  collection  was  transferred  to  Day  House  and  the 
children’s  records  to  the  Adult  Department. 

Storm-and-screen  doors  and  another  fluorescent  light  were  installed 
in  the  South  Norwood  Branch. 

The  Hospital  station  moved  from  its  ground  floor  location  to  spacious 
and  attractive  quarters  with  built-in  shelving  on  the  second  floor.  This 
move  has  made  it  possible  for  Hospital  personnel  to  take  books  during  the 
week  on  a  self-service  basis. 

The  summer  reading  program  was  suspended  and  time  devoted  in¬ 
stead  to  the  reclassification  project. 

Copying  work  was  greatly  facilitated  by  the  acquisition  of  a  spirit 
duplicator  and  a  photocopier.  The  most  important  book  acquisition  was  a 
set  of  the  Annotated  Laws  of  Massachusetts. 

The  prize  for  character  should  go  to  Senior  Assistant  Helen  Fraser, 
who  found  $110  cash  in  a  book,  tracked  down  the  careless  book  lover,  and 
returned  what  proved  to  be  “all  he  had”  —  without  thought  of  a  reward. 

Circulation  Chief  Esther  Pearson  gets  the  palm  for  big-improvement- 
for-little-effort.  tShe  devised  a  drop-leaf  extension  that  made  it  possible 
for  patrons  to  open  and  stack  their  books  on  the  charging  desk.  This  will 
effect  a  real  saving  in  circulation  costs. 

The  Library  is  again  enforcing  its  no-renewal  policy.  This  policy 
began,  along  with  the  four  week  loan  period,  in  1946.  It  will  result  in 
faster  turnover  of  loans  and  therefore  fewer  disappointments  to  borrowers. 
In  conformity  with  sound  business  and  common  sense,  lending  of  library- 
cards  is  no  longer  allowed. 


In  Appreciation 


Martin  B.  Curran  resigned  from  the  Board,  effective  January  19, 
1964.  Having  served  since  1951,  he  was  second  among  the  Trustees 
in  point  of  service.  Although  he  served  two  years  as  chairman,  he 
refused  to  be  considered  for  this  position  whenever  his  time  was  too 
limited  to  do  full  justice  to  it.  It  is  characteristic  of  Marty  that 
when  the  obligations  of  civic  duty,  home,  and  job  became  more  than 
he  could  carry  on  at  his  own  high  standards,  he  chose  to  step  out 
as  Trustee  rather  than  to  give  the  position  less  of  himself  than  it 
deserved. 

The  Board  will  miss  his  cool,  businesslike,  sensible  and  cheerful 
approach  to  Library  problems.  It  is  hoped  that  he  will  be  back.

Five-hun¬ 
dred-twelve  citizens  took  the  trouble  to  fill  out  the  questionnaire,  which 
was  distributed  around  town.  Since  the  questionnaire  was  attacked  as 
biased,  its  results  were  not  regarded  as  conclusive.  However,  nearly  all 
agreed  that  some  sort  of  new  building  or  addition  was  necessary.

I  herewith  submit  my  report  as  Superintendent  of  the  Norwood 
Municipal  Light  Department  for  the  year  1963. 


The  Light  Department  experienced  an  extremely  busy  year  in  carrying 
forward  our  program  as  set  forth  at  the  beginning  of  the  year.  Our  first 
all  electric  apartments  were  completed  and  further  increase  in  this  type 
of  home  is  expected.  Additional  buildings  were  started  at  Windsor  Gardens 
beyond  the  amount  contemplated  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  and  this 
imposed  additional  work  load  on  the  department. 

An  increase  in  kilowatt  consumption  of  10.4%  over  1962  was  registered 
and  continued  growth  in  1964  is  expected. 

Our  electric  power  cost  declined  in  1963,  due  partly  to  our  policy  of 
having  the  public  cooperate  in  not  using  Christmas  lighting  between  4:30 
p.m.  and  6:30  p.m.  the  week  prior  to  Christmas.  The  cooperation  of  the 
public  in  this  policy  has  not  been  as  successful  as  in  previous  years.  Our 
favorable  rates  can  be  maintained  by  continued  cooperation  by  the  public.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BUREAU  OF  OLD  AGE  ASSISTANCE 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

Gentlemen: 

The  Norwood  Bureau  of  Old  Age  Assistance  submits  its  annual  report 
for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1963. 

At  its  regular  meeting  on  May  10,  1963  the  Bureau  elected  Ernest  G. 
Paciorkowski  as  Chairman. 

Mr.  Richard  G.  Nead  resigned  after  devoting  many  years  of  service  to 
the  Board,  and  Mr.  Frank  R.  Simoni  was  appointed  to  membership. 

It  is  noted  that  a  gradual  increase  in  the  Old  Age  Assistance  caseload 
has  been  accompanied  by  an  up-swing  in  Medical  Assistance  for  the  Aged 
applicants  and  aid.  Included  herein  is  a  month  by  month  listing  of  the  Old 
Age  Assistance  and  Medical  Assistance  for  the  Aged  caseload. 

Hospital  and  Nursing  Home  care,  in  addition  to  medical  costs,  have 
generally  increased  during  the  year. 

The  Annual  Report  of  the  Town  Accountant  shown  elsewhere  in  the 
Town  Report  shows  the  financial  report  of  the  Old  Age  Assistance  Bureau. 

The  Old  Age  Assistance  Bureau  expresses  appreciation  to  all  Town 
Departments  and  Officials  for  their  co-operation  during  1963.

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Meeting  of  January  28, 1963 

The  Board  held  its  organizational  meeting.  J.  Edward  Barnber  was 
elected  chairman  and  John  F.  Lydon  was  elected  clerk.  Other  members  of 
the  Board  included  Paul  M.  Murphy,  James  T.  O’Sullivan  and  Francis  Wis- 
girda.  Miss  Inez  Gallazzi  was  retained  as  Secretary  and  Robert  Hamilton  as 
Engineer  for  the  year  1963.

Mr.  Mulvehill  requested  rezoning  the  area  bordered  by  Route  1,  Pleas¬ 
ant  Street  and  Neponset  Street. 

Mr.  Simoni  requested  that  some  consideration  be  given  to  allowing  an 
office  apartment  building  on  the  Foley  property  on  Washington  Street. 

Discussion  was  held  on  a  letter  of  approval  from  the  Attorney  General’s 
office  with  exceptions  in  regard  to  our  new  Zoning  By-laws. 

Meeting  of  February  11,  1963 

Problems  on  Devon,  Stearns  and  Cushing  Roads  were  discussed  and 
acted  on. 

A  hearing  date  for  setback  requirements  was  scheduled  for  February  25. 

The  Secretary  was  authorized  to  obtain  cost  estimates  for  printing  500 
copies  of  the  new  Zoning  By-laws. 

The  Board  received  a  letter  from  Town  Counsel  stating  that  the  old  law 
with  respect  to  THA  and  THB  continues  to  apply  to  those  portions  of  land 
along  the  highway  which  were  recently  disapproved  by  the  Attorney  General. 

All  developers  with  outstanding  bonds  on  file  prior  to  1960  were  in¬ 
formed  they  must  complete  the  required  work  or  their  bonds  would  be  called. 

Meeting  of  February  25,  1963 

A  Public  Hearing  was  held  on  the  Rezoning  of  Route  I  from  THA  and 
THB  to  LM. 

Land  on  Pleasant  Street,  Everett  Street  and  Access  Road  were  en¬ 
dorsed  as  not  requiring  Subdivision  Approval.

The  Board  voted  to  ask  the  Building  Inspector  to  inspect  the  premises 
on  Route  1  easterly  side  from  East  Cross  Street  to  Dean  Street  and  report 
if  there  were  any  violations. 

The  Finance  Commission  was  requested  to  include  $500.00  in  the  Plan¬ 
ning  Board  Budget  to  cover  services  rendered  by  the  Town  Engineer  in 
attending  Planning  Board  Meetings. 

Meeting  of  April  1,  1963 

The  Board  studied  rezoning  land  bordering  Sumner  Street  and  Route  1 
to  Limited  Manufacturing. 

It  was  resolved  that  any  subdivision  of  land  with  two  or  more  lots  re¬ 
quiring  a  way,  shall  be  considered  as  a  subdivision  regardless  of  what  zon¬ 
ing  exists. 

Meeting  of  April  22,  1963

Town  Counsel  was  requested  to  check  the  legality  of  an  agreement  be¬ 
tween  Alcar  Properties  Inc.  and  Norwood  Parkland  Corp.  requiring  the 
Planning  Board’s  signature. 

Messrs  Gobbi  and  Shagoury  were  instructed  to  contact  the  Engineer¬ 
ing  department  for  instructions  in  the  construction  of  a  catchbasin  on  Fales 
Avenue  which  they  agreed  to  construct.

REPORT  OF  POLICE  DEPARTMENT

Dear  Sir: 

The  ever  changing  problems  associated  with  law  enforcement  and  the 
development  of  new  and  more  efficient  methods  to  cope  with  such  problems 
require  a  continuing  program  of  education,  training  and  communication  in 
a  modern  progressive  police  department. 

This  annual  report  affords  an  appropriate  opportunity  to  indicate 
measures  taken  to  provide  an  effective  program  of  instruction  for  the 
Norwood  Police  Department  during  the  past  year  as  well  as  progress  in 
the  area  of  communication. 

Late  in  1962,  Selectman  Martin  J.  Lydon  representing  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  joined  with  General  Manager  Walter  A.  Blasenak  to  initiate  a

series  of  lectures  for  members  of  the  Norwood  Police  Department  as  well 
as  police  officers  from  surrounding  towns.  This  lecture  series  was  carried 
into  the  spring  of  1963.  Men  prominent  in  the  field  of  law  enforcement, 
education  and  religion  lectured  on  such  diverse  subjects  as  Probation, 
Ethics  and  Morality  in  police  work,  Search  and  Seizure,  Parole,  Identifica¬ 
tion,  Ballistics,  Motor  Vehicle  Law,  Photography  and  Narcotics,  to  name 
but  a  few. 

During  the  past  year,  Sgt.  Martin  J.  McNulty  and  Sgt.  John  J.  Wall 
attended  a  two-week  course  of  instruction  and  training  in  Criminal  Investi¬ 
gation  conducted  by  the  Federal  Bureau  of  Investigation.  The  Chief 
attended  an  advanced  course  in  Police  Administration  held  in  Boston,  pro¬ 
vided  for  superior  officers  of  police  departments  of  Maine,  New  Hampshire, 
Massachusetts  and  Rhode  Island.  This  seminar  was  conducted  by  special 
agents  of  the  Federal  Bureau  of  Investigation. 

The  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Safety  annually  offers  spe¬ 
cialized  courses  of  instruction  covering  many  aspects  of  police  work.  These 
particular  courses  are  primarily  designed  to  train  law  enforcement  officers 
in  such  subjects  as  Law,  Court  Procedure,  First  Aid,  and  Fire  Arms  Train¬ 
ing,  as  well  as  other  phases  of  police  work.  Attending  this  six-week  period 
of  instruction  during  1963  were  Patrolmen  Vito  M.  DiCicco  and  Edward 
F.  Travers. 

During  the  past  year  Patrolman  William  F.  Costello  has  received 
instruction  sponsored  by  the  Massachusetts  Correctional  Institution  at 
Bridgewater  on  the  proper  use  and  control  of  the  gas  rifle,  gas  grenades 
and  projectiles.  Accordingly,  this  officer  has  been  made  responsible  for  all 
matters  pertaining  to  this  field,  including  instruction. 

Through  the  co-operation  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  General 
Manager,  six  officers  of  this  department  have  attended  courses  at  North¬ 
eastern  University  Law  Institute  extending  over  a  sixteen  week  period. 
Acting  Sgt.  James  F.  Curran,  Detective  Arthur  J.  Groh  and  the  Chief  have 
attended  a  course  in  Criminal  Investigation.  Acting  Lt.  James  F.  Lyden  is 
enrolled  in  a  course  on  Police  Supervision,  and  Sgt.  John  J.  Wall  and 
Patrolman  Robert  J.  Lawrie  are  pursuing  a  course  in  Criminal  Law  and 
Court  Procedure.  Detective  Arthur  J.  Groh  and  Patrolman  Joseph  P.  Flaherty 
have  completed  a  course  in  Criminal  Law  and  Evidence.  Four  of  the 
officers  who  attended  Northeastern  University  during  the  past  year  have 
done  so  through  the  scholarships  provided  by  two  local  business  firms, 
Marrud,  Inc.,  and  Sears.  For  such  a  public  spirited  display  of  interest,  we 
of  the  Norwood  Police  Department  are  most  grateful. 

New  assignments  and  duties  within  the  Norwood  Police  Department 
made  necessary  by  the  increasing  need  for  specialization  have  led  to  the 
formation  of  several  new  functions  during  the  year.  Acitng  Lt.  James 
F.  Lyden  in  addition  to  his  other  duties  has  been  assigned  as  Prosecuting 
Officer  in  all  cases  held  before  the  District  Court  of  Northern  Norfolk, 
Dedham,  Massachusetts.  Sgt.  Martin  J.  McNulty  has  been  directed  to  take 
charge  of  the  newly  formed  Traffic  Division  and  his  duties  will  include 
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traffic  control  and  planning.  Patrolman  Frank  L.  Walsh  has  been  appointed 
Safety  Officer  in  addition  to  his  regular  duties.  Kindergarten  classes,  grade 
school  classes  and  driver  training  schools  have  been  the  recipients  of 
informative  talks  on  Motor  Vehicle  Safety,  Motor  Vehicle  law  and  other 
related  subjects  concerned  with  safety.  Acting  Sgt.  James  F.  Curran  and 
Patrolman  Arthur  J.  Groh  have  been  appointed  to  the  newly  organized 
Detective  Bureau.  Among  the  new  positions  created  within  the  Norwood 
Police  Department,  is  the  position  of  Clerk-Patrolman  charged  with  the 
responsible  and  efficient  control  of  records  and  data  necessary  to  the  proper 
operation  of  the  department.  Patrolman  Albert  M.  Bishop  has  been  assigned 
to  this  important  function. 

On  June  4,  1963  a  meeting  was  held  in  the  office  of  the  Chief  of  Police, 
at  his  request,  for  the  purpose  of  discussing  matters  of  mutual  interest 
between  the  Police  Department  and  the  local  press.  Those  invited  were 
Mr.  George  J.  Sherlock  of  the  Norwood  Messenger,  Mr.  John  J.  Cook  of 
the  Norwood  Times,  Mr.  Henry  Foley  of  the  Norwood  Tribune  and  Mr. 
Edward  Quersoli  of  the  Patriot  Ledger.  Procedures  and  policies  were  out¬ 
lined  that  have  contributed  further  to  an  already  highly  cooperative 
relationship. 

The  continued  increase  in  bank  robberies  throughout  the  country  is  a 
matter  of  grave  concern  to  all  law  enforcement  agencies.  Joint  effort  on 
the  part  of  banking  institutions  and  police  departments  to  counteract  and 
effectively  reduce  the  opportunity  for  this  type  of  prime  must  be  under¬ 
taken.  A  meeting  was  initiated  by  the  Norwood  Police  Department  to  pro¬ 
vide  information  to  all  banking  institutions  and  loan  agencies  within  the 
town.  The  meeting  was  held  in  the  main  lobby  of  the  Dedham  Trust 
Company,  Central  Street,  Norwood,  on  June  20,  1963.  The  purpose  of  this 
meeting  was  to  suggest  to  representatives  present  preventive  measures 
which  could  be  utilized  to  reduce  the  risk  of  robbery  and  aid  in  the 
apprehension  of  the  criminal.  Conference  leaders  for  the  evening  were  Mr. 
Edward  Powers  former  Agent  in  Charge  of  the  Boston  office  of  the  Federal 
Bureau  of  Investigation  and  Special  Agent  Thomas  F.  McLaughlin. 

In  the  very  near  future  a  course  of  study  on  Juvenile  Delinquency 
designed  to  impart  to  representatives  of  Police  Departments  throughout 
Norfolk  County  information  concerning  the  Causes  and  Statistics  of  Juvenile 
Delinquency,  the  work  of  Social  Agencies,  Court  Clinics  and  the  like,  will 
be  organized  and  supervised  by  this  department. 

A  program  is  presently  underway  in  which  all  members  of  the  depart¬ 
ment  will  fire  the  Police  Practical  Pistol  Course.  This  consists  of  firing 
the  service  revolver  at  various  distances  and  from  different  positions.  Upon 
completion  of  this  basic  course,  all  will  receive  a  refresher  course  of 
instrutcion  in  the  rifle,  shotgun  and  submachine  gun. 

During  1963,  through  the  co-operation  of  the  Board  of  Selectman,  the 
General  Manager  and  Finance  Commission,  equipment  sorely  needed  was 
provided.  This  equipment  includes  two  12  Guage  Remington  Riot  guns,  one 
emergency  tear  gas  kit,  two  Winchester  30-30  rifles  and  three  snub-nose 
revolvers.  A  Polaroid  camera  was  obtained  for  investigative  purposes.

Richard  G.  Nead  resigned  after  devoting  many  years  of  service 
to  the  Board  and  Mr.  Frank  R.  Simoni  was  appointed  to  membership. 

Mrs.  Nora  C  Butler  is  to  be  commended  for  her  efficient  management 
as  the  Department  Acting  Director  from  February,  1962  through  June, 
1963 


On  July  1,  1963,  John  G.  Keating  became  Director,  following  his  ap¬ 
pointment  from  the  Civil  Service  Listings,  and  continues  to  serve  in  that 
capacity. 

The  Aid  to  Families  with  Dependent  Children  category  increased  dur¬ 
ing  the  year  but  marked  success  was  effected  in  locating  deserting  hus¬ 
bands  through  the  co-operative  efforts  of  the  Police  Department  and  Ded¬ 
ham  Court. 

The  Disability  Assistance  caseload  was  also  increased  chiefly  by  trans¬ 
fer  of  eligible  cases  from  the  General  Relief  rolls. 

The  number  of  persons  receiving  General  Relief  remains  generally  con¬ 
stant  due  to  the  fact  that  these  recipients  are  not  eligible  for  other  cate¬ 
gorical  assistance.

I  herewith  submit  my  report  as  Superintendent  of  the  Public  Works 
Department  for  the  year  of  1963. 

HIGHWAY  DIVISION 
Street  Maintenance 

One  hundred  sixty-five  thousand  square  yards  of  road  surface  were 
treated  with  liquid  asphalt  and  gravel  stone  was  used  as  a  cover. 

The  Chapter  90  Maintenance  Project  was  the  recapping  of  Walpole 
Street  from  near  Rosemary  Street  to  Berwick  Place.  It  is  expected  to 
continue  to  the  State  Highway  in  1964,  which  is  just  beyond  where  Chapel 
Street  meets  Walpole  Street. 

Street  cleaning,  patching  and  repairing  of  streets,  maintenance  of 
fences,  bridges,  culverts,  brooks  and  sidewalks  were  cared  for  through¬ 
out  the  year. 


Sidewalks 

Sections  of  hot  top  sidewalks  were  rebuilt  on  the  following  roads: 
Beacon,  Bullard,  Chapel,  Lenox,  Vernon,  Washington,  Winter  Streets  and 
Grant,  Lenox,  Press,  Saint  Joseph,  Wheelock  and  Winslow  Avenues. 

Granolithic  sidewalks  were  laid  on  Sections  of  Broadway,  Atwood  Ave¬ 
nue,  Elliott,  Nichols,  Vernon,  Walpole  and  Winter  Streets. 

Maintenance  and  Control  of  Traffic 

Traffic  lines,  parking  lines,  crosswalks,  curb  painting  both  on  the 
highway  as  well  as  in  our  five  town-owned  parking  areas  were  painted 
when  needed. 

New  regulatory  signs  such  as  “Go  Children  Slow,”  “Stop”  signs  and 
various  types  of  “Parking  Signs”  were  placed  as  ordered.  Existing  traffic 
markers  were  replaced  or  repaired  where  needed. 

The  recent  acceptance  by  the  Town  of  the  new  “Pedestrian  Control 
Law”  will  increase  the  materials  and  labor  required  to  conform  to  its 
rules  and  regulations. 


Parking-  Meters 

Meters  were  checked  daily,  collections  made  weekly  and  either  meters 
or  their  posts  repaired  as  needed. 
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Pennies  do  not  jam  the  new  style  heads  and  the  stronger  construction 
cuts  down  on  the  amount  of  vandalism. 

We  are  continuing  to  set  posts  in  metal  sleeves  when  granolithic 
sidewalks  are  reconstructed.  Placing  of  sleeves  has  lessened  the  damage 
to  sidewalks  when  posts  are  struck  by  vehicles. 

Drainage 

The  grading  of  the  regulation  baseball  field  along  the  location  of  the 
main  drain,  which  was  laid  during  the  Winter  of  1962  at  Father  McAleer’s 
Playground,  was  concluded  this  Spring. 

A  new  manhole  was  constructed  on  the  Devon  Road  drain  opposite  to 
Nottingham  Drive  for  the  purpose  of  extending  a  main  drain  in  and  through 
Nottingham  Drive. 

Gutters  have  been  regraded  in  sundry  locations  for  the  purpose  of 
improving  drainage. 

A  catchbasin  and  an  eight  inch  lateral  was  added  on  Audubon  Road. 
Several  drain  connections  to  buildings  were  laid. 

Damage  to  both  main  and  lateral  pipes  were  promptly  repaired.  Broken 
castings  on  catchbasins  and  manholes  were  replaced.  Several  catchbasins 
and  manholes  were  rebuilt. 

A  regular  schedule  for  cleaning  brooks,  piped  drains  and  catchbasins 
was  maintained. 


Highway  Construction 

The  department  extended  Alpine  Road  westerly  from  Springvale  Road 
to  meet  the  roadway  constructed  in  the  new  Oldham  School  grounds.  A 
bituminous  concrete  mixture  was  used  for  sidewalk,  curbing  and  street 
pavement. 


SEWER  DIVISION 

One  hundred  linear  feet  of  the  eight  inch  asbestos  cement  Deerfield 
Road  sewer  main  was  extended  and  one  manhole  constructd  at  the  end. 

The  cost  for  maintaining  the  Spruce  Road  Station  has  steadily  in¬ 
creased  due  to  obsolescence.  And  a  study  has  been  made  of  the  need  for 
improving  the  method  of  handling  the  sewage  in  this  area. 

A  large  group  of  mains  sewers  which  frequently  clog  are  inspected 
every  second  week.  These  lines  become  blocked  mostly  because  of  old  age 
but  in  some  cases  due  to  either  poor  construction  or  laid  to  too  flat  a  grade. 

We  had  pictures  taken  of  the  internal  condition  of  two  of  these  lines 
namely,  Warren  Street  and  Roosevelt  Avenue. 

A  camera  is  pulled  through  the  main  and  a  flash  picture  is  taken  every 
three  feet.  Developed  slides  shows  many  sections  of  broken  pipe  exists  in 
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the  Warren  Street  main.  We  recommend  immediate  replacement  of  the 
entire  Warren  Street  line. 


Our  budget  requests  an  appropriation  to  continue  such  camera  studies 
on  other  main  lines  in  1964  where  frequent  stoppages  occur. 

A  complete  cleaning  of  all  mains  should  be  an  annual  chore.  Stoppages 
on  house  lines  often  are  repeaters  usually  due  to  roots  within  sections  of 
the  pipe.  Maintenance  of  this  nature  could  be  eliminated  by  replacing  these 
pipes.

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*The  Town  Supply  at  the  Westwood  Well  was  tested  twice  each  week. 
Wells  at  Ellis  Station  were  tested  once  a  month. 

The  well  at  Westwood  was  run  24  hours  a  day  from  March  11,  1963 
until  April  6,  1963  in  order  to  keep  down  the  ground  water  level  in  and 
around  Buckmaster  Pond. 

On  July  10,  1963  the  Ellis  Station  pumped  into  the  distribution  system 
for  eight  hours  when  the  M.D.C.  supply  was  shut  down  in  order  to  repair 
a  leak  on  a  24-inch  pipe. 

The  town  by  contract  placed  the  following  mains  to  strengthen  the 
water  distribution  system. 

1.  Fourteen  inch  pipe  on  the  West  side  of  Route  One  between  Sumner 
Street  and  Traphole  Brook,  thence  twelve  inch  pipe  to  the  East  side 
of  Route  One.  The  Public  Works  Department  added  eighty  feet  of 
eight  to  the  end  of  the  twelve  inch  on  the  East  side. 

2.  Twelve  inch  pipe  between  Nichols  Street  and  Walpole  Street 
(Route  1-A). 

3.  Eight  inch  also  twelve  inch  pipe  Walpole  Street  (Route  1-A)  in 
vicinity  of  Garden  Parkway. 

4.  Sixteen  inch  main  in  Nahatan  Street  from  Monroe  Street  to  new 
Fire  House. 

The  Public  Works  Department  laid: 

1.  Six  hundred  feet  of  six  inch  line  from  Everett  Street  to  the  Thomp¬ 
son  Pontiac  and  the  Central  Motors  buildings. 

2.  Six  inch  pipe  to  building  of  Norwood  Installations,  Lenox  Street. 

3.  One  hundred  and  fifty-four  feet  of  eigh  inch  in  and  through  Not¬ 
tingham  Drive  from  Devon  Road. 

The  Department  carried  out  the  following  assignments: 

1.  Made  all  new  connections  to  existing  mains. 

2.  Supervised  and  inspected  all  new  mains  and  services  laid  by  de¬ 
velopers.  Assisted  engineers  from  the  Town,  State,  Consultants  and 
Insurance  Groups  in  determining  the  location  and  depth  of  pipes 
below  ground. 

3.  Water  curb  boxes  were  located  and  brought  to  grade  ahead  of  the 
construction  of  all  new  sidewalks. 

4.  Hydrants  on  dead  end  lines  were  blown  off  Spring  and  Fall.  Con¬ 
stant  hydrant  inspections  were  carried  on  during  Winter  months. 
Hydrants  either  damaged  beyond  repair  by  vehicles  or  inoperative 
due  to  age  were  replaced  promptly. 

5.  Private  swimming  pools  were  filled  on  call.  Pipe  and  fittings  were 
transported  from  stock  to  locations  where  new  mains  were  to  be 
laid. 

6.  Domestic  meters  were  read  quarterly  and  factory  meters  monthly. 
Check  valves  where  private  supplies  were  cross-connected  to  the 
municipal  supply  were  inspected  quarterly.  Stopped  meters  were 
repaired  and  replaced.  Meters  were  set  on  new  services  and  service 
calls  were  promptly  made  when  requested.

7.  The  water  properties  including  Buckmaster  Pond  were  regularly 
patrolled  and  maintained. 

8.  All  water  supply  meters  and  instruments  were  tested  and  calibrated. 

9.  A  heavy  wire  screen  replaced  an  old  wooden  cover  over  a  large 
well  at  old  Ellis  Station. 

10.  All  main  water  gates  in  the  distribution  system  were  mechanically 
closed  and  opened  using  a  power-driven  valve  machine. 

11.  Respond  to  all  fire  alarms  in  industrial  and  mercantile  areas. 


FORESTRY 

Moth  Suppression  -  Dutch  Elm  Disease  Control 

Elm  trees  when  in  leaf  were  sprayed  by  a  contractor  for  the  control 
of  the  Elm  Leaf  Beetle. 

A  contractor  removed  many  diseased  trees  and  trimmed  trees  on  vari¬ 
ous  streets  of  the  Town.  Ivy  and  roadsie  weeds  were  sprayed  in  July. 

Undergrowth  was  cleared  at  Shattuck  Park. 

Roadside  brush  was  cut  in  outlying  sections  of  the  town. 

Seventy-five  Norway  Maple  trees  and  some  flowering  trees  were  planted 
in  front  of  property  owners’  homes. 

Rubbish  Collection 

The  monthly  collection  has  been  adhered  to.  Christmas  trees  were 
collected  in  January.  A  collection  was  provided  during  the  May  Clean-Up 
Campaign  for  household  items  not  normally  allowed  to  be  set  out  for 
pick  up  by  the  Town  force. 

Collection  was  made  at  Municipal  buildings  and  at  street  rubbish  cans 
once  each  week. 


DUMP 

The  General  Manager  and  his  staff  held  several  conferences  pertaining 
to  working  out  a  Land-Fill  Operation  at  the  Municipal  Dump  whereby  no 
burning  of  rubbish  is  allowed  and  all  waste  daily  is  covered  with  earth. 

The  Public  Works  Department  prepared  specifications  and  plans.  The 
project  was  put  out  to  public  bid  and  a  contract  was  awarded  to  A. 
Shagoury  and  Co.,  Norwood,  Mass. 

A  Land-Fill  Operation  has  been  going  on  since  Mid-Summer  and  it  is 
proving  very  satisfactory. 


Equipment 

The  following  equipment  was  purchased  for  the  department.  Specifi¬ 
cations  for  the  same  were  written  by  the  department, 
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1 — Ford  300  four  door  sedan 

1 —  Ford  %  ton  pickup  truck 

2 —  4  cubic  yard  Model  192  International  dump  body  trucks. 
1 — 8  foot  Baughman  sand  body. 


Snow  Removal 

Plowing,  sanding,  salting,  removal  and  posting  of  coasting  signs  was 
promptly  done. 

Catchbasins,  hydrants  and  parking  meter  locations  were  cleared  of 
snow.  Sand  boxes  were  set  out  on  may  hills  and  kept  filled  with  sand  for 
public  use. 


Parks  and  Playgrounds 

All  the  parks,  playgrounds,  tennis  courts  and  baseball  diamonds  were 
cleaned  of  debris  and  rolled  in  the  Spring.  Grass  was  treated  with  lime 
and  fertilizer  and  mowed  during  the  grass-growing  season. 

Frequent  watering  of  shrubbery  was  carried  out  during  extreme  hot 
weather.  Shrubbery  was  trimmed  at  the  end  of  the  growing  season. 

Brush  was  cut  from  wooded  park  and  playground  areas.  Skating  areas 
were  maintained  during  the  ice  season.  Assistance  was  given  to  promote 
events  connected  with  the  town  Fourth  of  July  Activities. 

All  the  playground  equipment  was  inspected,  repaired,  painted  and 
erected  at  the  different  playgrounds. 

New  playground  equipment  such  as  swings,  picnic  tables  and  slides 
were  also  erected  at  the  different  playgrounds. 

The  Civic  Tennis  Courts,  various  baseball  diamonds  including  four 
Little  League  fields  were  graded  and  maintained. 

Hawes  and  Father  McAleer’s  outdoor  pools  and  buildings  were  main¬ 
tained  from  the  opening  day  in  June  until  Labor  Day. 

The  department  used  many  man  hours  at  work  assisting  in  renovating 
the  indoor  pool  at  the  Recreation  Center. 


Public  Works  Buildings  and  Yard 

The  interior  of  the  Public  Works  office  was  completed. 
The  main  garage  roof  was  removed  and  replaced. 
Major  repairs  were  made  to  the  steam  boiler. 

Above  work  was  by  various  contractors. 
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Miscellaneous  Work 

1.  Automotive  maintenance  work  for  the  following  departments:  Cem¬ 
etery,  Engineering,  Light,  Police  and  Public  Works. 

2.  Issued  gasoline  to  the  following  departments:  Cemetery,  Engineer¬ 
ing,  Fire,  Light,  Police,  Recreation,  School  and  the  Municipal 
Building. 

3.  Grounds  maintenance  to  the  following  departments:  Cemetery,  Light, 
Recreation,  School  and  the  Municipal  Building. 

4.  Maintenance  of  Honor  Roll. 

5.  Erection  of  School  Department  playground  equipment. 

6.  Handling  of  Voting  Equipment. 

7.  Installation  of  flag  holders  prior  to  National  Holidays. 

8.  Christmas  Lighting. 

9.  Furnished  equipment  and  labor  to  Cemetery,  Civil  Defense,  En¬ 
gineering,  Light  and  School  Departments. 

10.  Custodian  service  at  Municipal  Building. 

11.  Equipment  and  labor  to  place  joint  filler  on  runway  at  Norwood 
Airport. 

12.  Drafted  specifications  for  bituminous  concrete  road  improvements 
at  Highland  Cemetery  and  supervised  this  contract  work.

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REPORT  OF  RECREATION  DEPARTMENT

Dear  Sir, 

It  is  again  our  pleasant  duty  to  submit  to  you  a  report  of  activities 
of  the  Recreation  Department  during  the  year  just  ended.  This  is  our 
fifteenth  such  report  of  activities  and  is  the  nineteenth  report  submitted 
since  the  Departmnt  began  operation  on  a  full  time  basis. 

The  year  just  concluded  again  saw  a  continuance  of  efforts  by  all 
those  concerned  with  the  Department  to  provide  for  all  segments  of  Nor¬ 
wood’s  population  interesting  and  worthwhile  leisure  time  activities.  The 
continuing  and  in  fact  increasing  participation  in  the  various  activities 
well  reflects  the  acceptance  of  the  programs  by  the  citizens  of  the  town. 

In  the  paragraphs  that  follow  iwe  have  attempted  to  describe  the  var¬ 
ious  programs  and  activities  conducted  in  1963.  We  have  also  included 
where  appropriate,  recommendations  for  improving  facilities  and  pro¬ 
grams. 


Summer  Playgrounds 

Although  actual  numerical  attendance  at  playgrounds  during  the  nine 
week  summer  season  was  slightly  lower  than  the  previous  year,  interest 
and  participation  was  good.  The  extreme  heat  of  the  early  summer  kept 
many  away  from  playground  activities  and  diverted  them  in  to  swimming 
activities.  Five  of  the  playgrounds  showed  an  increase  in  total  attendance 
while  seven  showed  a  decrease,  and  in  all  cases  the  decreases  were  small. 

The  playgrounds  were  conducted  under  supervision  for  a  nine  week 
season  beginning  Monday,  June  24th  through  Thursday,  August  22nd.  The 
playgrounds  were  open  daily  for  a  six  hour  period,  mornings  from  9:00  a.m. 
to  noon  and  afternoons  from  1:30  to  4:30  p.m.  Playgrounds  were  con¬ 
ducted  at  six  School  Department  locations  —  Balch,  Callahan,  Shattuck, 
Winslow,  Prescott  and  Cleveland.  Playgrounds  were  also  conducted  at 
the  six  Recreation  Department  areas  —  Endean,  Wilson  Street,  Pleasant 
Park,  Father  McAleer’s,  Bond  Street,  and  the  Recreation  Center.  The 
Recreation  Center  was  operated  exclusively  for  boys  and  Bond  Street  ex¬ 
clusively  for  girls  and  smaller  boys.  All  other  playgrounds  were  operated 
for  both  boys  and  girls  of  all  ages,  with  a  male  and  a  female  Playground 
Leader  on  duty  to  supervise  activities  at  all  times  the  playgrounds  were 
open.  It  is  recommended  that  consideration  be  given  to  restoration  of 
supervision  at  the  High  School  Playground  and  at  the  new  Oldham  School 
area  and  provision  has  been  made  for  this  in  our  budget  recommendations. 

All  members  of  the  Playground  staff  attended  a  Playground  Leader¬ 
ship  meeting  for  one  whole  day  prior  to  the  opening  of  the  season.  On  that 
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day  a  program  was  presented  which  was  designed  to  acquaint  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  staff  with  their  duties  and  to  cover  various  phases  of  the  sum¬ 
mer  program  and  activities.  Subjects  covered  included  Playground  Man¬ 
agement,  Leadership,  Games,  First  Aid,  Arts  and  Crafts  and  Tennis. 

During  the  season,  weekly  meetings  were  held  for  all  members  of  the 
Playground  staff.  These  meetings  were  held  to  provide  additional  instruc¬ 
tion  to  the  staff,  to  hear  their  comments,  problems,  and  suggestions,  and 
to  assist  them  in  better  carrying  out  their  duties. 

We  have  stressed  many  times  that  good  leadership  is  ninety  percent 
of  a  good  recreation  program.  We  in  Norwood  have  been  extemely  fortunate 
in  the  high  calibre  of  applicant  seeking  summer  work  in  our  playground 
program.  The  success  of  the  overall  program  is  largely  due  to  their  en¬ 
thusiasm,  loyalty,  and  industry. 

The  Supervisor  of  Sports  handled  the  organization  and  conduct  of 
all  the  various  leagues  in  baseball  and  softball  for  boys  and  girls.  Base¬ 
ball  Leagues  were  conducted  for  boys  of  three  different  age  groups  with 
more  than  150  games  played  during  the  season.  Boys  from  age  six  up 
through  age  fifteen  were  eligible  to  play  in  these  day  time  leagues.  Girls 
age  6  through  age  fifteen  were  able  to  participate  in  softball  leagues  in 
two  age  groups,  with  more  than  75  games  played  during  the  season.  The 
Supervisor  of  Sports  was  responsible  for  all  scheduling,  equipment,  direc¬ 
tion  of  games,  and  publicity  for  all  five  leagues.  He  also  was  responsible 
for  direction  of  the  activities  of  the  Playgound  Leaders,  and  assisted  them 
in  planning  and  conducting  their  programs  at  the  individual  playgrounds. 
He  also  assisted  in  planning  and  conducting  the  many  special  events  that 
were  part  of  the  program  during  the  season. 

The  Supervisor  of  Arts  and  Crafts  had  direct  responsibility  for  the 
conduct  of  that  program  which  was  carried  on  at  each  of  the  playgrounds. 
Major  projects  were  scheduled  each  week,  with  the  Supervisor  visiting 
each  playground  once  during  the  week  for  usually  a  half  day,  instructing 
the  Leaders  and  the  children  in  the  project  of  the  week.  The  Supervisor 
also  prepared  and  distributed  a  large  quantity  of  material  to  the  Leaders 
during  the  season.  She  met  with  the  Leaders  at  the  weekly  staff  meetings, 
thus  keeping  in  close  with  the  Arts  and  Crafts  activities. 

Supervision  and  instruction  in  tennis  was  provided  by  the  Tennis 
Supervisor  at  the  Recreation  Center  courts  and  at  the  High  School  courts. 
A  regular  schedule  was  set  up  for  the  two  locations  and  individual  play¬ 
grounds  could  send  children  for  instruction  two  different  periods  during 
the  week.  Children  reporting  directly  to  the  courts  also  received  instruction 
with  all  equipment  furnished  by  the  Department.  A  tournament  was  con¬ 
ducted  near  the  end  of  the  season  with  boys  and  girls  of  comparable  skill 
competing  against  each  other.  Late  in  the  summer  two  of  the  four  courts 
at  the  Recreation  Center  were  lighted  for  night  play.  This  proved  most 
popular  immediately  and  the  fine  fall  weather  permitted  night  play  until 
mid  November.  The  lights  remained  on  until  10:15  nightly.We  strongly 
urge  lighting  of  the  two  remaining  courts  and  we  have  made  appropriate 
recommendations  in  our  budget  requests  for  1964. 
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Individual  playgrunds  conducted  many  and  varied  programs  of  inter¬ 
est  to  them.  The  traditional  games  provided  many  hours  of  enjoyment  at 
the  playgrounds  and  many  groups  engaged  in  such  events  as  Doll  Shows, 
Pet  Shows,  and  the  like.  A  town  wide  Horeshoe  Tournament  and  a  town 
wide  Playground  Swim  Meet  were  held  during  the  season  and  both  were 
very  well  received. 

The  three  annual  special  events  were  held  again  in  1963,  the  Nantas- 
ket  Outing,  the  Red  Sox  Baseball  Game,  and  the  Stagemobile  of  the  Boston 
Children’s  Theatre.  Participation  in  all  three  of  these  annual  features  was 
greater  than  ever. 

Based  on  our  experience  and  observations  and  those  of  members  of 
our  staff,  the  following  recommendations  are  offered  to  enable  us  to  con¬ 
tinue  to  improve  facilities  and  programs. 

1.  Continued  development  of  the  Ellis  Gardens  Playground,  an  excel¬ 
lent  start  having  been  made  in  1963. 

2.  Continue  improvement  of  Pleasant  Park  playground  by  filling, 
loaming,  and  seeding  area  beyond  present  baseball  field. 

3.  Construct  one  hard  surface  tennis  court  at  the  Recreation  Center, 
adjacent  to  the  present  courts  and  extend  bang  board  on  reverse  side.  Also 
install  lights  on  the  two  unlighted  courts. 

4.  Carry  out  miscelaneous  smaller  projects  which  have  been  recom¬ 
mended  in  our  1964  budget  recommendations. 

Indoor  Swimming  Program 

After  having  been  closed  for  some  thirty  two  years,  the  indoor  pool  at 
the  Recreation  Center  was  completely  reconditioned  and  reopened  February 
22,  1963.  The  addition  of  this  fine  facility  has  enabled  the  Department  to 
expand  its  already  active  swimming  program  that  has  been  conducted  at 
the  outdoor  pools.  Initially  the  pool  was  open  for  general  swims  but  in 
September  a  regular  class  schedule  was  set  up  for  Mondays  through  Thurs¬ 
days,  with  Fridays  and  Saturdays  set  aside  for  general  swim  sessions. 
There  are  now  classes  for  all  ages  in  all  but  non-swimming  children.  The 
depth  of  the  water  requires  a  child  to  be  able  to  jump  into  deep  water  and 
swim  reasonably  well. 

Classes  are  held  also  for  adults  and  these  have  been  very  well  attend¬ 
ed.  The  Girls’  Water  Ballet  program  has  been  especially  popular  as  has 
the  Boys’  Competitive  Class.  A  steady  increase  in  interest  and  participa¬ 
tion  has  been  noted  since  the  resumption  of  the  program  in  September  and 
we  look  forward  to  ever  increasing  patronage. 

Outdoor  Swimming  Program 

Father  McAleer  Pool  and  Hawes  Brook  Pool  opened  on  Saturday  June 
22nd  and  were  open  each  day  of  the  week  until  Labor  Day,  the  tradi¬ 
tional  closing  day.  The  pools  were  open  Monday  through  Friday  from  9:00 
a.m,  to  noon  for  swimming  classes  and  from  12:30  p.m.  to  dark  for  general 
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public  swimming.  On  Saturdays  the  pools  opened  at  noon,  and  on  Sundays 
at  1:00  p.m.  and  remained  open  each  of  these  days  until  dark. 

The  prolonged  hot  spell  of  weather  from  opening  through  most  of 
July  brought  out  larger  numbers  of  patrons  than  had  ever  been  served  at 
the  outdoor  pools.  The  long  stretch  of  hot  weather  taxed  the  facilities 
almost  to  their  limit  and  required  unusual  effort  on  the  part  of  all  per¬ 
sonnel  to  insure  safe  conditions  for  all  those  using  the  pools.  Again  we 
wish  to  compliment  all  members  of  the  swimming  staff  for  their  devotion 
to  duty. 

A  complete  instructional  program  was  offered  with  classes  during  the 
summer  for  those  who  could  not  swim  at  all  up  through  those  who  were 
experts.  Registration  was  conducted  in  the  spring  through  the  local  schools 
with  more  than  two  thousand  boys  and  girls  signing  up  for  classes  and 
ultimately  being  assigned  to  classes.  Classes  were  arranged  for  a  two 
week  period  for  each  participant,  with  each  class  meeting  for  a  one  hour 
period  Monday  through  Friday.  Those  successfully  completing  the  courses 
and  passing  the  final  examinations  were  awarded  suitable  Recreation  De¬ 
partment  certificates  as  well  as  Red  Cross  certificates.  Of  great  value  to 
the  instructional  program  was  the  availability  of  the  indoor  pool  for 
teaching  of  advanced  skills  with  the  freeing  of  the  outdoor  pools  and  their 
shallower  water  for  the  beginning  skills.  A  total  of  674  certificates  were 
awarded  during  the  season  as  follows:  323  Beginners,  163  Advanced  Be¬ 
ginners,  104  Intermediates,  64  Junior  Life  Savers,  and  20  Senior  Life 
Savers.  Hundred  of  others,  although  unable  to  pass  the  final  test  for 
their  certificate,  nevertheless  benefitted  greatly  from  the  instruction  they 
received. 

Two  Swim  Meets  were  held  during  the  season,  a  Playground  Swim 
Meet  for  Norwood  children  exclusively  and  the  Annual  Regional  Swim 
Meet  with  more  swimmers  than  ever  before  from  Nowood  and  surrounding 
communities  participating.  Norwood  emerged  as  the  winner  of  the  Meet  by 
the  slim  margin  of  one  point  over  their  nearest  rival,  Canton,  but  the 
outcome  was  not  decided  until  the  very  final  event  on  the  program.  As  a 
highlight  of  the  Meet,  the  girls  of  the  Ballet  program  staged  a  show  dur¬ 
ing  intermission  and  performed  outstandingly. 

We  have  again  recommended  that  attention  be  given  in  1964  to  repair¬ 
ing  the  floor  of  Hawes  Brook  Pool  and  to  rebuilding  the  walks  around 
the  Pool.  It  was  contemplated  that  this  work  would  be  done  in  1963  but 
the  sums  requested  were  inadequate.  We  have  made  appropriate  requests 
in  the  1964  budget  to  cover  these  two  important  projects.  This  pool  was 
built  in  1949  and  the  repairs  needed  are  by  no  means  unusual. 

Senior  Set 

The  Department  continued  in  1963  to  offer  a  series  of  programs  for 
Norwood’s  Senior  Citizens.  Meetings  were  held  approximately  every  two 
weeks  at  which  speakers,  films,  entertainers,  and  other  such  interesting 
and  worthwhile  programs  were  presented.  In  addition,  the  members  went 
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on  trips,  attended  sporting  events,  and  the  like.  The  iSenior  Set  mailing 
list  currently  has  in  excess  of  250  names  and  attendance  at  meetings 
averages  seventy. 


Eaton  Twirling 

Baton  Twirling  has  continued  to  grow  in  popularity  among  the  girls 
participating  in  this  program  with  more  than  a  hunded  girls  attending 
weekly  classes  at  the  Recreation  Center  'where  expert  instruction  and 
supervision  was  provided.  The  well  known  Norwood  Rec-Ettes,  the  uni¬ 
formed  marching  unit  made  up  of  girls  in  the  classes,  took  part  in  several 
local  parades  and  made  an  extremely  fine  showing.  Another  very  success¬ 
ful  “Open  House”  was  held  in  the  spring  of  the  year  when  parents  and 
friends  of  -the  girls  had  the  opportunity  to  see  -the  girls  perform  in  com¬ 
petition  among  themselves.  In  the  fall  of  the  year,  the  Norwood  Twirling 
Club,  an  organization  composed  of  parents  and  friends  of  the  twirlers. 
joined  with  the  Department  in  sponsorship  of  the  Sixth  Annual  National 
Baton  Twirling  Association  Open  Competition  at  the  Norwood  Junior  High 
School.  Scheduled  to  be  held  on  November  24,  1963,  this  event  was  post¬ 
poned  un-til  early  January  of  1964  and  once  again  was  a  most  successful 
undertaking  with  the  top  twirlers  from  New  England  competing.  Sincere 
thanks  are  extended  to  all  who  assisted  with  the  Competition. 

Rifle  Club 

Boys  in  the  age  group  from  fourteen  through  eighteen  availed  them¬ 
selves  of  the  opportunity  to  learn  the  proper  use  of  firearms  under  expert 
instruction  and  supervision  in  the  Norwood  Recreation  Junior  Rifle  Club. 
There  is  a  Beginners  Group  and  an  Advanced  Group,  each  group  meeting 
one  evening  a  week  except  during  the  summer  months  at  the  range  at 
the  Municipal  Building.  After  learning  the  fundamentals  of  marksmanship 
and  safety,  the  boys  can  fire  for  individual  awards,  take  part  in  team 
postal  matches  conducted  by  -the  National  Rifle  Association  with  which 
the  Club  is  affiliated,  and  they  can  take  part  in  shoulder-to-shoulder 
matches  with  other  clubs  in  the  local  area.  There  were  approximately 
fifty  boys  in  the  Club  in  1963. 

Twilight  Baseball  League 

Six  teams  of  boys  and  young  men  up  to  age  twenty-one  were  par¬ 
ticipants  in  the  Twilight  Baseball  League  during  1963.  During  the  season 
approximately  one  hundred  young  men  took  part  in  the  forty-five  games 
that  were  played  on  two  evenings  of  the  week  at  three  different  locations 
throughout  town.  Equipment  and  supervision  were  provided  by  the  De¬ 
partment  and  many  spectators  also  found  pleasure  in  this  program. 

Girls’  Softball  League 

The  Girl’s  Softball  League  operated  in  1963  with  seven  teams  and 
more  than  a  hundred  girls  and  young  women.  Beginning  in  early  May 
and  continuing  through  August,  games  were  played  on  three  evenings  of 
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the  week  at  the  Recreation  Center  softball  field.  This  program  enabled 
girls  and  young  women  to  obtain  needed  physical  exercise  and  to  enjoy 
wholesome  competition.  At  the  conclusion  of  the  year,  the  girls  in  the 
league  enjoyed  their  annual  banquet  at  a  popular  local  restaurant. 

Mens’  Softball  League 

The  Men’s  Softball  League  operated  in  1963  with  six  teams  and  more 
than  a  hundred  young  men.  Games  were  played  on  weekday  evenings  on 
the  two  softball  fields  at  Endean  Playground  with  large  groups  of  specta¬ 
tors  also  enjoying  the  games.  Fifty  games  were  played  during  the  season. 
The  Department  assisted  in  organization  and  supervision  of  the  league, 
with  participating  teams  providing  for  equipment  and  officials  throughout 
the  season. 


Fourth  of  July  Celebration 

The  Annual  Fourth  of  July  Celebration  continued  to  groiw  in  size  and 
popularity  in  1963,  only  its  third  year  of  operation  in  the  present  format. 
The  Department  participated  in  planning  sessions  during  the  early  part  of 
the  year  and  had  direct  responsibility  for  the  N.E.A.A.A.U,  Swim  Meet 
which  was  held  on  the  afternoon  of  the  holiday  at  the  Hawes  Brook 
Pool.  The  Department  also  cooperated  in  conduct  of  the  Junior  Olympics 
held  the  morning  of  the  holiday  at  Elliot  Park,  and  had  responsibility  for 
the  evening  fireworks  display.  The  Norwood  Rec-Ettes  also  participated 
in  the  evening  parade.  An  extra  in  1963  was  the  entry  of  a  float  by  the 
summer  playground  staff  and  the  float  won  first  prize  in  the  competition 
and  was  awarded  a  suitable  plaque.  Theme  of  the  float  was  appropriately 
“Fun  In  The  Sun”.  Once  again  the  entire  program  on  the  Fourth  drew 
loud  praise  from  everyone,  and  all  those  from  the  various  participating 
community  organizations  are  to  be  commended  for  their  continuing  cooper¬ 
ation  in  making  this  such  a  wonderful  event  for  Norwood. 

Recreation  Basketball  League 

The  Recreation  Basketball  League  is  operated  during  the  winter 
months  for  young  men  beyond  high  school  age  to  provide  this  group  with 
much  needed  physical  exercise  and  wholesome  competition.  Five  teams 
participated  in  activities  that  ran  through  February  and  the  same  entered 
the  League  when  activities  resumed  in  December.  During  the  season, 
approximately  ninety  young  men  participate  in  this  program,  playing 
games  two  evenings  of  the  week  at  the  Senior  High  School  gymnasium. 
Supervision,  equipment,  and  rental  fees  are  provided  by  the  Recreation 
Department  with  many  spectators  also  enjoying  the  program  during  the 
season. 


Girls  Drama 

This  program  for  girls  was  started  in  1951  by  Mrs.  Virginia  L.  Berg¬ 
eron  and  grew  in  popularity  through  the  years  to  the  point  where  in 
1963  some  150  girls  took  part  in  the  various  activities  of  the  program.  In 
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1956  Mrs.  Patricia  Devlin  joined  the  staff  as  -Associate  Supervisor  of  the 
program  and  the  two  worked  together  until  the  spring  of  1963.  Mrs.  Berg¬ 
eron  resigned  to  accept  full  time  employment  and  Mrs.  DevliD  chose  not 
to  return.  Consequently  the  program  has  been  temporarily  dropped  until 
qualified  supervision  and  leadeship  can  be  recruited.  Both  Mrs.  Bergeron 
and  Mrs.  Devlin  are  due  high  paise  for  their  devoted  efforts  through  the 
years.  During  1963  the  girls  meet  at  their  regular  sessions  through  June 
and  staged  two  highly  successful  “Open  Houses”  when  parents  and  friends 
of  the  girls  could  observe  the  work  of  the  girls.  It  is  hoped  that  this  fine 
program  can  be  resumed  in  the  fall  of  1964. 

Stamp  Club 

In  the  spring  of  1963  a  group  of  young  people  interested  in  stamp 
collecting  as  a  hobby  asked  that  the  Department  take  on  sponsorship 
of  a  Stamp  Club.  The  Department  consented  and  cooperated  in  the  re¬ 
organization  of  a  small  group  that  had  been  meeting  informally  for  some 
time.  The  Club  was  opened  up  to  anyone  with  an  interest  in  stamp  collect¬ 
ing  and  now  there  are  more  than  twenty-five  on  the  mailing  list.  The 
Club  meets  once  a  month  for  “swap”  sessions  and  other  programs  of 
mutual  interest  to  the  members. 

Halloween  Program 

Two  parties  were  conducted  on  Halloween  night  in  1963  for  the 
young  people  of  Norwood.  Seventh  and  eighth  graders  had  their  party  at 
Social  Hall  of  the  Recreation  Center,  while  high  school  age  young  people 
had  their  party  at  the  Norwood  Armory.  Both  parties  were  supervised  by 
members  of  the  Department  staff  with  assistance  from  the  local  Police 
Department.  Both  parties  as  always  were  very  well  attended  and  were 
run  off  without  incident,  a  fact  worthy  of  tribute  to  the  young  people 
attending.  Norwood’s  continuing  negligible  record  of  vandalism  on  Hal¬ 
loween  is  evidence  of  the  value  of  the  parties  conducted  each  year. 

Friday  Dances 

Each  Friday  evening  except  during  the  summer  months,  dances  were 
conducted  for  seventh  and  eighth  graders  at  the  Recreation  Center.  An 
orchestra  is  hired  to  play  for  dancing  in  Social  Hall  and  they  play  be¬ 
tween  7:30  and  10:00  p.m.  Activities  are  supervised  by  members  of  the 
Department  staff.  A  token  admission  charge  of  twenty-five  cents  is  made, 
with  receipts  being  turned  in  weekly  to  the  Town  Treasurer.  Attendance 
at  this  popular  social  event  varies  from  a  low  of  seventy-five  to  a  high 
of  two  hundred,  depending  on  weather,  season  of  the  year,  and  conflict 
of  other  social  activities. 


Christmas  Festival 

Although  the  Norwood-Norfolk  County  Orchestra  was  not  functioning, 
it  was  nevertheless  decided  to  revive  the  Christmas  Festival  of  Music 
which  had  been  conducted  so  successfully  for  many  years.  This  event 
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'brings  together  the  choirs  of  the  various  churches  in  Norwood  for  an  eve¬ 
ning  of  music  planned  to  usher  in  the  Christmas  season.  Each  choir  in 
the  Festival  presents  a  short  program  of  music  from  their  repetoire  with 
all  choirs  joining  for  a  finale  of  over  two  hundred  voices.  Mr.  Raymond  F. 
Fleck  again  directed  this  fine  musical  event  with  Mrs.  Molly  McMahon 
assisting  at  the  organ.  Sincere  thanks  are  due  to  all  pastors,  choir  direc¬ 
tors,  and  others  connected  in  any  way  with  the  Festival  for  their  help  in 
making  it  once  again  an  outstanding  musical  event. 

Camera  Club 

This  group  which  became  part  of  the  program  in  1962  continued 
to  grow  in  membership  and  popularity  in  1963.  Through  its  own  officers 
and  executive  committee,  the  Club  holds  a  regular  program  twice  a  month 
at  the  Recreation  Center  with  programs  of  interest  to  color  photographers, 
black  and  white  photographers  and  others.  Field  trips  are  planned,  mem¬ 
bers  enter  contests  locally  and  beyond  the  local  area,  and  valuable  in¬ 
struction  in  camera  techniques  is  received.  Membership  has  continued 
at  more  than  fifty  members. 


Miscellaneous 

The  Department  and  its  staff  were  able  to  assist  many  individuals 
and  organizations  during  the  year  with  projects  related  to  recreation. 
The  Department  cooperated  with  other  municipal  departments  in  such  pro¬ 
grams  as  coasting  streets,  skating  areas,  lighting  of  areas,  maintenance 
of  areas,  etc.  The  Superintendent  appeared  before  local  groups  to  interpret 
the  programs  of  the  Department,  Material  describing  the  programs  and 
activities  of  the  Department  was  prepared  and  distributed  to  newcomers 
to  Norwood  through  the  Welcome  Wagon.  The  Superintendant  also  served 
on  various  committees  concerned  with  town  affairs,  directly  or  indirectly 
related  to  the  progam  of  the  Department. 

Conclnsion 

The  programs  and  activities  described  in  the  preceding  paragraphs 
could  not  have  been  possible  without  the  cooperation  of  many  other  in¬ 
dividuals  and  groups.  Special  appreciation  is  due  the  General  Manager  and 
his  able  staff,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  their  Recreation  Advisory  Com¬ 
mittee,  and  to  many  other  official  and  unofficial  town  organizations.  Thanks 
are  due  to  the  many  persons  employed  in  various  capacities  during  the 
year  for  their  continuing  loyalty,  efficiency,  and  fine  performance.  Finally, 
we  are  deeply  grateful  to  the  countless  participants  in  the  various  pro¬ 
grams  and  activities  of  the  Department  for  their  cooperation  and  under¬ 
standing  during  the  year.  With  their  continuing  help,  we  pledge  further 
efforts  to  provide  Norwood  with  the  best  recreation  facilities  and  programs 
possible.

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REPORT  OF  THE  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL 
HOUSING  STUDY  COMMITTEE 

Progress  Report 

The  Elementary  School  Housing  Study  Committee  appointed  in  May, 
1960  analyzed  information  and  statistics  obtained  from  various  Town  com¬ 
mittees  and  other  sources  and  on  August  15,  1963  voted  for  an  8-room 
addition  to  the  Celeveland  School  but  after  further  study  and  discussion 
voted  on  October  3,  1963  to  recommend  that  steps  be  taken  in  preparation 
for  the  construction  of  a  new  16-room  elementary  school  on  Wilson  Street. 

A  report  was  printed  and  distributed  to  Town  Meeting  members  prior 
to  the  special  Town  Meeting  which  was  called  for  December  16,  1963  and 
which  was  adjourned  to  the  week  of  February  17,  1964,  at  which  time  it 
is  expected  that  the  articles  dealing  with  school  needs  will  be  voted  on. 
This  report  recommended  that  a  Building  Committee  of  Seven  be  appointed 
by  the  Town  Moderator,  to  secure  the  services  of  an  architect  for  prep¬ 
aration  of  preliminary  plans  and  estimates  of  costs  for  one  16-room 
elementary  school  on  Wilson  Street  to  be  opened  by  September  of  1965. 

The  report  for  the  special  Town  Meeting  also  proposed  a  cafetorium 
addition  to  the  Batch  School  which  had  the  unanimous  approval  of  the 
entire  Committee  and  which  is  to  be  voted  on  at  the  adjourned  special 
Town  Meeting. 

Referring  to  discussion  and  clarification  with  the  Norwood  School 
Committee  of  various  questions  regarding  plans  for  the  older  school  build¬ 
ings,  the  School  Committee  reported  that  progress  is  now  being  made  on 
planned  projects  for  proper  maintenance  and  reasonable  updating. 

With  the  resignation  of  Chairman  Arthur  B.  Rodgers  and  Mr.  Francis 
X.  Sheehan,  Jr.,  a  new  Chairman  is  to  be  elected  and  the  Committee  will 
be  reorganized  as  a  committee  of  seven  members  for  further  study  of 
foreseeable  school  housing  requirements.

BUILDING  COMMITTEE  REPORT 

The  John  P.  Oldham  Elementary  School  Building  Committee  is  pleased 
to  report  at  this  writing  the  essential  completion  of  this  elementary 
school  project. 

Having  selected  Stoner  Associates  of  Boston  as  architect  for  this 
project,  the  Elementary  School  Building  Committee,  early  in  1962,  adver¬ 
tised  for  bids  and  on  May  21,  1962,  the  general  contract  bids  were  opened. 
Low  bidder  was  Edward  Goverman  Company  of  Boston,  in  the  amount 
of  $614,725.00. 

On  June  4,  1962,  the  formal  signing  of  the  construction  contract  was 
signed  between  the  Edward  Goverman  Company  and  the  John  P.  Oldham 
Elementary  School  Building  Committee. 

With  members  of  the  John  P.  Oldham  family  and  many  town  officials 
in  attendance,  ground-breaking  ceremonies  took  place  on  June  18,  1962. 
The  services  of  Mr.  William  Snyder  to  perform  the  job  of  Clerk  of  Works 
were  obtained  on  June  25,  1962.  The  foundation,  structural  steel  erection, 
outside  plumbing,  roofing  and  most  of  the  exterior  masonry  was  well 
under  way  during  the  fall  of  1962.  Through  the  use  of  plastic,  the  building 
was  closed  in  during  the  winter  months  so  that  heat  could  be  used  as 
interior  plumbing,  masonry,  and  electrical  connection  work  progressed 
through  the  months  of  December,  January,  February,  and  March.  The 
over-all  progress  and  the  high  standard  of  materials  in  early  spring  of 
1963,  insured  that  the  school  would  be  ready  for  occupancy  by  the 
scheduled  date. 

Meeting  weekly,  your  Building  Committee  spent  a  busy  and  fruitful 
year  in  1963  and  the  culmination  of  these  efforts  was  realized  on  Septem¬ 
ber  9,  1963  when  331  pupils  entered  their  new  classrooms.  By  October  1, 
1963,  all  kindergarteners  were  enrolled  and  the  school  was  functioning 
in  proper  educational  manner  with  better  than  400  pupils. 

As  with  all  committees  concerned  with  municipal  construction,  the 
John  P.  Oldham  Elementary  School  Building  Committee  had  its  share  of 
delays,  controversy  and  frustration;  but  with  diligence  and  patience,  their 
efforts  and  those  of  all  concerned  have  produced  an  attractive,  structur¬ 
ally  sound  and  educationally  functional  building  that  will  serve  the  needs 
of  the  Town  of  Norwood  for  many  years  to  come.  This  elementary  school 
contains  twelve  regular  classrooms,  grades  1  through  6;  two  special  edu¬ 
cation  classrooms,  two  kindergartens,  a  library,  conference  room,  teachers’ 
workroom,  cafetorium,  modified  kitchen  facilities,  and  a  play  area. 

Some  of  the  features  incorporated  into  this  school  building  not  seen 
in  the  town’s  most  recently  built  schools,  includes  carpeting  in  the  library 
and  administrative  areas,  an  excellent  wooden  floor  in  the  play  area, 
open  storage  for  children’s  clothing,  excellent  provisions  for  storage  of 
supplies  and  equipment  throughout  the  various  wings,  maintenance-free 
construction  throughout,  individual  entrances  from  the  outside  to  all  class- 
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rooms,  and  a  combination  outdoor  skating  rink  and  basketball  court.  In 
the  spring  of  1964,  a  baseball  diamond  will  be  cut  in  front  of  the  school, 
along  Prospect  Street,  which  will  serve  both  the  school  and  the  com¬ 
munity’s  recreational  needs. 

Additional  grading,  landscaping  and  seeding  is  to  be  done  and  a  fence 
which  will  completely  surround  the  property  will  be  erected.  Also,  there 
is  to  be  additional  drainage  installed  throughout  the  property,  and  swales 
will  be  constructed  for  greater  control  in  the  matter  of  drainage. 

The  John  P.  Oldham  Elementary  School  Building  Committee  respect¬ 
fully  submits  this  report  to  the  townspeople  of  Norwood  and  extends  to 
all  townspeople  a  cordial  invitation  to  attend  open  house  and  dedicatory 
exercises  on  Sunday  afternoon,  March  1,  1964  at  2  P.M.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SENIOR  HIGH  SCHOOL 
BUILDING  ADDITION  COMMITTEE  —  1963 

The  Norwood  Senior  High  School  Building  Addition  Committee  is 
pleased  to  report  the  approximate  culmination,  during  1963,  of  the  one 
and  three-quarter  million  dollar  school  project  of  new  construction  and 
renovations  at  the  Norwood  High  School. 

The  Norwood  High  School  physical  plant  has  been  doubled  in  size 
by  this  major  construction  and  has  allowed  for  expanded  curriculum  in 
all  areas.  Notable  inclusions  are  the  Charles  A.  Hayden  Gymnasium,  fully 
equipped  with  related  facilities;  a  modern  and  all  inclusive  Industrial 
Arts  area  for  Woodworking,  Metal  Work,  Mechanical  Drawing,  and  Offset 
Printing;  a  Science  Suite  of  eight  fully  equipped  laboratories  with  auxiliary 
stations  for  growing,  and  animal  rooms;  completely  equipped  Home 
Economics  Laboratories;  a  modern  and  fully  equipped  Business  Depart¬ 
ment;  renovation  for  increased  facilities  in  Cafeteria  and  Kitchen;  a  new 
Guidance  Suite;  and  an  Auditorium  with  full  stage  and  cyclorama,  dedi¬ 
cated  in  honor  of  Lincoln  D.  Lynch,  former  Superintendent  of  Schools, 
in  Norwood;  a  completely  equipped  and  up-to-date  Language  Laboratory 
for  the  Foreign  Language  Department;  and,  in  addition,  complete  reno¬ 
vation  of  the  Tennis  Courts;  the  acreage  of  the  H.  Bennett  Murray  Field 
was  tripled  to  provide  for  Baseball,  Field  Hockey,  and  Lacrosse,  and  two 
thousand  new  bleacher  seats  were  installed. 

The  final  completion  of  this  project  involves  finances  and  Massachu¬ 
setts  State  Building  Assistance  Commission  data,  which  this  Committee 
will  attempt  to  expedite  during  the  coming  months. 

Dedicatory  Exercises  and  Open  House  was  held  on  Sunday,  May  26, 
1963.  Among  honored  guests  present  were  former  Superintendent  of  Schools 
Lincoln  D.  Lynch,  and  Mrs.  Lynch;  Principal  of  the  Senior  High  School 
Charles  A.  Hayden,  and  Mrs.  Hayden.

REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 

To  the  Citizens  of  Norwood: 

The  Norwood  School  Committee  is  pleased  to  submit  its  annual  report 
for  the  year  1963. 

As  elected  representatives  of  the  citizens  of  Norwood  it  has  always 
been  the  policy  of  the  Norwood  School  Committee  to  keep  the  citizens  in¬ 
formed  of  their  actions.  The  year  1963  saw  a  concerted  effort  on  the  part 
of  the  Committee  toward  this  end.  1)  Prior  to  the  Annual  Town  Meeting 
in  March  the  Norwood  School  Committee  held  two  hearings  in  regard  to  its 
budget.  2)  In  the  preparation  of  the  budget  for  the  year  1964  all  budget 
considerations  were  held  in  open  session  (with  the  exception  of  those  items 
which  were  specifically  prohibited  by  law.)  3)  With  the  exception  of  items 
specifically  relating  to  personalities  (prohibited  by  law)  all  other  considera¬ 
tions  brought  before  the  Committee  have  been  held  in  open  session. 

The  members  of  the  press  have  been  most  faithful  in  their  attendance, 
and  therefore  all  information  has  been  made  available  to  the  citizens  of  this 
town. 

It  is  the  responsibility  of  the  School  Committee  to  bring  to  Norwood  the 
finest  teachers  available.  The  setting  of  the  salary  schedule  in  December 
has  made  it  possible  for  the  recruitment  teams  instituted  by  the  Superin¬ 
tendent  of  Schools  to  make  contact  early  in  the  school  year  with  potential 
teachers,  and  Norwood  has  benefited  greatly.  If  we  maintain  our  relative 
standing  with  competing  communities  in  regard  to  salaries  we  shall  con¬ 
tinue  to  attract  well  qualified  teachers. 

A  great  deal  of  time  and  effort  has  been  expended  by  the  Committee  in 
the  finalizing  of  its  budget  by  November  1,  1963.  A  revision  of  the  budget 
format  which  will  allow  all  citizens  and  Town  Meeting  members  to  better 
understand  the  various  items  under  consideration  and  the  total  amounts 
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requested  in  each  category  has  been  prepared  by  the  Superintendent  of 
Schools  and  has  received  the  approval  of  the  Finance  Committee  and  Town 
Clerk.  This  will  be  the  format  used  by  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  in  1964. 

The  Committee  has  also  attempted  to  become  more  informed  about  the 
actual  educational  thoughts  and  plans  of  the  professional  staff  of  the  Nor¬ 
wood  Public  Schools,  and  has  made  every  effort  to  meet  with  all  adminis¬ 
trators  and  department  heads  in  this  regard.  It  is  hoped  that  such  practice 
will  continue.  Close  contact  has  also  been  maintained  with  the  Custodians’ 
Association  and  the  Norwood  Teachers’  Club. 

In  order  to  keep  pace  with  the  drastic  changes  now  taking  place  in  in¬ 
dustry  and  also  with  the  more  stringent  demands  placed  upon  students  by 
post-high  school  institutions,  there  is  a  constant  demand  for  curriculum  re¬ 
vision.  No  one  knows  the  Norwood  School,  its  students,  and  the  general 
attitude  of  our  town  as  do  our  own  teachers.  It  is  the  belief  of  the  School 
Committee  that  any  curriculum  revision  should  be  brought  aJbout  iby  our 
own  faculty  and  therefore  in  the  budget  for  1964  monies  have  been  requested 
to  institute  summer  workshops  where  certain  selected  teachers  may  work  to 
review  and  revise  our  curriculum  offerings  to  best  meet  the  needs  of  our 
students. 

Education  is  an  on-going  affair.  Our  regular  school  program  meets 
the  needs  of  most  of  our  students.  Yet  some  need  the  opportunity  to  review 
and  strengthen  their  basic  skills,  while  others  need  the  opportunity  to  ex¬ 
plore  certain  areas  in  depth  or  to  be  exposed  to  new  areas,  where,  because 
of  lack  of  time  it  is  not  possible  to  do  so  in  the  regular  program.  To  make 
this  possible  the  Norwood  School  Committee  will  undertake  a  Summer 
School  for  pupils  which  will  offer  enrichment  as  well  as  remedial  subjects. 

There  is  still  one  other  offering  which  is  necessary  if  we  are  to  meet 
the  educational  needs  of  all  our  citizens.  Adults,  too,  should  have  the  op¬ 
portunity  to  strengthen  certain  areas  which  would  be  of  benefit  to  them. 
They  also  need  the  opportunity  to  explore  areas  which  now  have  new 
meaning.  To  meet  this  need  we  are  continuing  our  offerings  at  the  adult 
level. 

The  proper  maintenance  of  our  existing  buildings  which  now  exceeds 
$12,000,000  and  the  responsibility  of  alerting  the  townspeople  to  the  possible 
expansion  of  our  school  building  needs  has  always  been  the  responsibility 
of  the  School  Committee.  This  year  we  have  been  in  constant  communica¬ 
tion  with  Committees  charged  by  the  Town  Meeting  to  bring  in  such  re¬ 
ports.  Every  effort  has  been  expended  to  make  certain  that  the  Elementary 
School  Study  Needs  Committee  and  the  Capital  Outlay  Committee  receive 
complete  cooperation  from  all  departments  of  the  Norwood  Public  Schools. 
It  is  our  belief  that  only  through  such  complete  cooperation  can  the  chil¬ 
dren  of  Norwod  receive  that  type  of  education  which  is  demanded  by  the 
citizens  of  this  town. 

The  Norwood  School  Committee  wishes  to  extend  its  sincere  thanks  to 
all  employees  of  the  Norwood  Public  Schools  who  have  performed  the  es¬ 
sential  tasks  necessary  to  maintain  the  high  standards  demanded,  to  all 
other  Boards  and  departments  of  the  Town  who  have  cooperated  so  will- 
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ingly  in  the  fulfillment  of  our  goals,  and  to  the  Town  Meeting  Members  and 
citizens  at  large  without  whose  help  no  progress  could  have  been  made. 
It  has  been  a  distinct  privilege  to  have  served  you.

REPORT  OE  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

It  is  a  pleasure  for  me  to  submit  my  fourth  Annual  Report  as  Super¬ 
intendent  of  the  Norwood  Public  Schools. 

Good  Schools  Are  Good  Business 

To  paraphrase  excerpts  from  a  joint  meeting  of  business  and  school 
officials  in  Ohio  last  month,  “It  is  no  mere  accident  that  economic  growth 
within  the  community  is  a  result  of  quality  education.” 

William  H.  Eels,  of  the  Ford  Motor  Company,  indicated  that  a  com¬ 
munity  which  has  a  history  of  having  supported  its  schools  adequately  is 
far  more  attractive  as  a  prospective  home  site  and  industrial  site  than  one 
in  which  schools  are  inadequately  or  grudgingly  financed.  In  addition  to 
a  history  of  adequate  financial  support  for  schools,  it  is  apparent  that  in¬ 
dustry  wants  to  know  that  there  are  no  half-day  sessions,  that  the  schools 
provide  a  broad  spectrum  of  special  services,  and  that  school  administra¬ 
tors  have  concern  for  sound  findings  of  educational  research.  In  growing 
communities  today,  with  its  concommitant  of  increased  school  population, 
the  quality  of  education  and  the  educational  facilities  reflect  either  the 
willingness  or  unwillingness  of  families  in  the  community  to  accept  nothing 
less  than  the  best,  or  to  accept  less  than  is  absolutely  necessary.  In  parallel, 
curiously  enough,  in  communities  where  little  concern  has  been  given  to 
educational  facilities,  those  same  people  who,  iby  their  tolerance  of  less 
than  a  mimimum  education  for  their  children,  are  the  first  to  protest  on  a 
compromise  that  might  take  the  form  of  a  four-inch  television  screen  or  a 
three  wheel,  one  passenger  automobile. 

Norwood  has  been  rather  fortunate  over  the  years  with  its  history  of 
adequate  financial  support  for  schools.  Norwood  has  not  been  “generous” 
in  the  matter.  Rather,  Norwood  has  been  realistic  in  its  recognition  of 
what  is  of  most  worth.  As  opposed  to  many  communities,  the  Town  of 
Norwood  has  realized  that  what  is  cheap  may  apparently  cost  less,  but 
what  is  economical  may  cost  money. 

During  the  past  ten  years,  the  pupil  personnel  has  doubled;  the  cost 
has  gone  from  $981,000  in  1955,  to  $2,635,000  at  present;  a  professional 
staff  has  more  than  doubled,  and  the  non-professional  personnel  has  tripled. 
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With,  full  realization  of  its  moral  obligation,  the  Town  of  Norwood  has 
seen  the  completion  of  an  addition  to  the  Norwood  Senior  High  School, 
which  doubled  the  size  of  the  original  building  and  cost  1%  million 
dollars;  the  Cleveland  and  the  Prescott  Schools  were  constructed  at  a  cost 
of  approximately  iy2  million  dollars;  and  in  September  of  1963,  the  John  P. 
Oldham  Elementary  School  opened  its  doors  to  accept  some  400  elementary 
school  children.  This  school,  due  to  the  fact  that  it  was  paid  for  in  cash, 
and  with  State  Aid  to  be  received  by  the  Town  of  Norwood,  with  no  bond 
issue,  will  cost  the  Town  of  Norwood  approximately  %  million  dollars.  In 
projection,  another  elementary  school  will  be  needed  by  1965.  Thereafter,  a 
new  Junior  High  School  will  be  needed  to  house  adequately  populations 
coming  from  8  elementary  schools.  If  present  home  building  plans  con¬ 
tinue,  the  possibility  exists  that  one  more  elementary  school  will  be 
needed  to  properly  house  the  growing  school  populations  of  the  Town 
of  Norwood. 

Personnel 

Administrators,  teachers,  and  those  who  program  the  curriculum  are 
the  hard  core  of  quality  education.  Thus,  quality  personnel  is  our  constant 
concern.  We  begin  our  recruitment  program  in  December  of  each  year. 
Interviewing  teams  comprised  of  members  of  the  Administrative  Staff, 
Department  Heads,  Directors,  Supervisors  and  the  Superintendent  of 
Schools  are  involved.  Visits  to  the  major  colleges  and  universities  in  the 
area  are  made  for  initial  screenings.  Recommendations  are  made  and 
follow-up  interviews  are  held  in  Norwood  with  the  Superintendent  of 
Schools  and  the  Principals  of  the  buildings,  the  Directors  and  Supervisors 
of  various  divisions,  and  the  Department  Heads.  In  preparation  for  the 
school  year  1963-1964,  the  Norwood  Public  Schools  processed  more  than 
800  applications.  Over  300  candidates  were  interviewed  for  positions  on 
the  professional  staff  of  the  Norwood  Public  Schools.  Despite  the  fact 
that  there  are  many  people  who  apply  for  teaching  positions,  it  can  still 
be  said  that  there  is  a  shortage  of  the  highest  quality  of  person  for  the 
very  personal  relationship  of  teaching  our  children.  Top  priority  in  our 
concerns  is  the  acquisition  of  the  best  possible  personnel  for  Norwood’s 
children  and  this,  being  very  realistic,  involves  having  an  excellent  salary 
schedule.  The  communities  that  pay  the  highest  salaries  are  those  who 
are  successful  in  getting  the  “cream  of  the  crop.”  During  the  past  year, 
56  professional  staff  appointments  were  made,  34  were  replacements,  and 
22  were  additions  to  the  staff  due  to  increased  enrollments.  It  is  inter¬ 
esting  to  note  that  of  the  approximate  12%  of  the  overall  staff,  according 
to  reasons  given,  only  9  were  going  to  teach  elsewhere.  This  is  approxi¬ 
mately  4%  of  the  total  professional  staff  of  the  Norwood  Public  Schools. 
Of  the  56  new  appointments,  35  colleges  and  universities  from  coast  to 
coast  were  represented  in  the  professional  training  and  experience  of  the 
appointees.  We  feel  that  with  our  new  salary  schedule  last  year,  we  were 
competitive.  Our  task  is  to  maintain  an  excellent  salary  schedule  for  the 
benefit  of  the  children  of  Norwood. 

Curriculum 

It  is  our  aim  to  provide  a  broad  spectrum  of  special  services  within 
the  school  system.  In  addition  to  the  basic  curriculum,  enrichment  offer- 
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ings  and  individual  programming  in  the  areas  of  music,  band,  orchestra, 
choral  instruction,  opportunities  in  the  fine  arts,  advanced  placement  pro¬ 
grams,  physical  education,  and  special  classes  for  the  gifted,  for  the 
educables  and  the  trainables  are  a  part  of  our  concern.  Of  note  during 
the  past  year,  we  implemented  at  the  intermediate  level  the  basal  reading 
program  so  that  our  skills  program  is  now  solidified  from  Grades  1 
through  6.  In-service  programs  in  Mathematics  have  produced  pilot  studies 
in  modern  math  at  the  upper  elementary  levels  and  it  is  projected  for 
the  Spring  of  1964  in  all  schools  another  pilot  project  in  modern  math 
for  fifth  and  sixth  grades. 

Standing  curriculum  committees  at  the  elementary  level  and  secondary 
level  in  Norwood  are  being  refined  so  that  we  stay  abreast  of  new  trends 
and  new  educational  offerings.  Study  groups  among  the  professional  staffs 
at  all  levels  are  continuously  evaluating  programs  within  their  immediate 
jurisdiction.  Administrators,  in  addition  to  monthly  administration  meet¬ 
ings,  are  conducting  monthly  curriculum  explorations,  along  with  members 
of  the  special  services  division.  In  addition  to  the  basic  reading  series 
and  the  modern  mathematics  concern,  articulation  meetings  have  been 
held  in  French,  Science  and  in  English.  A  new  report  card  has  been 
instituted  during  the  past  year  and  a  complete  revision  of  the  cumulative 
test  and  record  card  has  been  completed.  Curriculum  workshops  are 
being  planned  for  the  Summer  of  1964,  as  is  a  Summer  Program  of  re¬ 
medial  and  enrichment  work.  Concern  for  extension  of  adult  education 
in  Norwood  is  indicated  in  our  projection  for  the  year  1964. 

Plant 

There  is  always  a  comparison  of  new  schools  to  old.  One  of  our  major 
concerns  has  been  a  planned  program  of  maintenance  and  refurbishing 
of  plant.  Extensive  in  nature  and  within  the  framework  of  a  reasonable 
allocation  of  funds,  we  have  attempted  initially  to  care  for  the  health  and 
sanitation  and  the  external  protection  of  various  facilities  existing  in  the 
older  schools.  The  major  concentration  during  the  past  year  has  been 
at  the  Balch,  Winslow,  and  the  Shattuck  Schools,  and  the  condition  of 
these  buildings  may  now  be  termed  excellent.  The  older  buildings  in 
Norwood  are  structurally  sound  and  they  provide  an  excellent  educational 
environment  for  our  children.  With  continued  support  from  the  towns¬ 
people,  we  will  be  able  to  maintain  our  physical  plant  that  now  exceeds 
some  $12,000,000.00  in  excellent  fashion. 

Conclusion 

During  the  past  year,  it  is  gratifying  to  note  that  all  Town  Depart¬ 
ments  have  cooperated  with  singleness  of  purpose  in  the  operation  of  the 
Norwood  Public  Schools.  I  would  like  to  acknowledge  the  help  of  the 
General  Manager  and  all  municipal  departments  and  express  appreciation 
for  their  diligent  attention  to  the  needs  of  the  Norwood  Public  Schools. 
In  the  overall,  Norwood  has  excellent  educational  offerings.  It  is  our 
moral  obligation  to  the  citizens  of  Norwood  to  constantly  maintain  and 
improve  the  Norwood  Public  Schools. 
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I  would  like  to  thank  all  members  of  the  Norwood  Public  Schools  for 
their  cooperation,  enthusiasm,  and  willingness  to  perform  the  many  and 
varied  tasks  required  of  this  highly  moral  vocation.  And,  to  the  members 
of  the  Norwood  School  Committee,  I  would  express  my  sincere  appreci¬ 
ation  for  the  excellent  cooperation  and  understanding  help  that  has  been 
extended  to  me.  It  has  been  a  distinct  privilege  and  a  pleasure  working 
with  you  in  our  common  endeavors.

Enrollment  —  Maximum  Capacity 

Table  #1  shows  that  on  December  1,  1963,  the  enrollment  at  the  Senior 
High  School  numbered  1501  students.  This  was  22  less  than  our  estimate 
made  a  year  ago. 
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Table  #2  indicates  as  a  prediction  that  in  the  fall  of  1964  we  shall 
have  a  school  population  of  approximately  1543  students  and  in  the  fall 
of  1965  a  school  population  of  approximately  1573  students.  We  may  note 
with  interest  that  this  estimate  for  ’64  exceeds  by  43  the  normal  capacity 
of  all  presently  existing  facilities  at  the  school  and  that  the  estimate  for 
’65  exceeds  the  ’64  estimate  by  another  30  students. 

It  is  believed  that  by  scheduling  the  use  of  present  facilities  with 
the  utmost  care  this  predicted  super  capacity  enrollment  for  next  fall 
can  be  accommodated  without  curtailment  of  educational  opportunity. 
However,  the  need  for  immediate  action  with  regard  to  future  facilities 
would  seem  to  be  obvious. 

Evolution  in  Mathematics 

Last  September  as  an  experiment  we  began  the  use  of  programmed 
text  books  in  some  classes  in  Algebra  I  and  in  General  Mathematics. 
Amazing  results  from  these  experiments  seem  to  be  in  the  offing.  At  this 
time  our  tentative  conclusion  is  that  we  should  continue  and  extend  the 
use  of  this  very  promising  material. 

Also  last  September  for  the  first  time  we  began  a  full  year  course  in 
Calculus  for  accelerated  Mathematics  students.  In  the  spring  these  students 
will  take  the  Advanced  Placement  Mathematics  Examination.  Thus  before 
High  School  graduation  these  students  will  have  completed  a  full  year 
of  college  mathematics. 

With  regard  to  the  evolution  of  our  mathematics  offerings  from  the 
traditional  to  the  modern,  our  Mathematics  Chairman  reports  in  part: 
“At  the  beginning  of  the  next  school  year  we  shall  have  completed  the 
first  phase  of  the  revision  of  our  Mathematics  curriculum  —  a  revision 
begun  four  years  ago.  Beginning  in  September  all  our  Mathematics  classes 
will  he  following  a  Modern  Mathematics  program.” 

Science  in  Transition 

Last  September  General  Science  was  moved  to  the  seventh  and  eighth 
grades  at  the  Junior  High  School.  At  the  Senior  High  School  a  new  course 
entitled  Earth  Science  was  made  available  for  the  first  time. 

In  another  Science  first  —  last  September  in  three  of  our  thirteen 
Biology  divisions  we  began  an  experiment  with  the  so-called  “Blue  Ver¬ 
sion”  instructional  approach  in  that  subject,  and  in  September  two  of 
our  nine  divisions  in  college  preparatory  Chemistry  began  the  new 
“CHEM.  Study”  course  recently  developed  by  the  Chemical  Educational 
Materials  Study  Group  in  California.  These  innovations  appear  to  be 
successful  and  worthy  of  further  extension  next  year. 

In  the  matter  of  Physics  instruction — as  indicated  in  previous  reports, 
six  years  ago  Norwood  pioneered  in  the  change  from  the  traditional  to  the 
so-called  “P.S.S.C.  Physics.”  Since  that  time  this  “new”  physics  has  been 
taught  at  the  school  exclusively  and  with  increasing  success. 

To  complete  the  Science  picture  —  a  new  course  in  Advanced  Biology 
is  in  prospect  beginning  next  September  for  students  with  particular  in¬ 
terests  and  aptitudes  in  that  field. 
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Other  Curricular  Innovations 

Curricular  innovation  in  the  recent  past  has  by  no  means  been  limited 
to  Mathematics  and  Science.  Indeed  in  every  department  of  the  school 
•similar  changes  are  in  progress.  Four  other  areas  are  mentioned  briefly 
below. 

English:  In  line  with  the  recommendations  of  the  National  Council 
of  Teachers  of  English,  increased  emphasis  in  all  English  classes  is  being 
placed  on  written  composition.  English  teachers  have  four  regular  classes 
daily  plus  a  daily  conference  period.  During  this  conference  period  stu¬ 
dents  return  to  their  English  teachers  from  all  other  scheduled  assign¬ 
ments  by  appointment  and  in  rotation  for  10-15  minute  individual,  special 
help  session  on  composition.  Teachers  and  pupils  report  these  conferences 
to  be  of  exceptional  worth.  Another  innovation  in  English  —  a  special 
after-school,  credit-carrying  seminar  on  “Utopian  Societies  in  Literature” 
is  being  offered  now  for  the  second  year  for  a  limited  number  of  superior 
Senior  English  students  —  with  excellent  results. 

Reading:  This  year  for  the  first  time  division  enrollment  in  Required 
Freshman  Study  Skills  has  been  limited  to  a  maximum  of  18  students, 
and  for  the  first  time  divisions  in  Developmental  Reading  have  been  re¬ 
stricted  to  upper  classmen  who  read  well  but  who  need  to  learn  the 
special  techniques  for  even  greater  reading  speed.  Remedial  Reading,  of 
course,  is  for  the  decreasing  numbers  who  reach  high  school  with  serious 
reading  defects.  For  these  young  people  individual  or  very  small  group 
instruction  is  this  year  available.  With  our  two  full-time  Reading  Spec- 
alists,  the  reading  center  is  contributing  significantly  to  the  overall  school 
effort. 

Industrial  Arts:  During  the  year  just  past,  for  the  first  time  we  have 
been  able  to  offer  an  advanced  course  in  Industrial  Arts.  Also  for  the 
first  time  we  have  been  able  to  schedule  beginners  in  Mechanical  Drawing 
exclusively  to  First-year  classes  in  that  subject.  These  modifications  facil¬ 
itate  particularized  instruction  and  more  rapid  advancement.  We  reported 
last  year  the  start  of  a  new  course  in  Electronics  I.  Last  September  in 
addition  a  course  in  Offset  Printing  was  offered  for  the  first  time.  Both 
of  these  new  offerings  appear  to  be  meeting  definite  pupil  needs.  They  will 
continue. 

Business:  Last  September  a  new  course  —  Business  Machines  and 
Filing  —  was  added  to  our  Business  Department.  For  this  instruction  a 
wide  variety  of  modern  business  machines  has  been  made  available.  Our 
Business  Department  Chairman  reports  in  part:  “With  this  latest  addition 
(i.e.,  Business  Machines  and  Filing)  we  are  now  able  to  offer  a  well 
rounded  and  strong  series  of  business  courses  both  for  the  terminal 
student  and  for  those  planning  to  continue  their  formal  education.”  It  is 
also  interesting  to  note  that  including  those  taking  the  subject  for  personal 
use,  as  many  as  530  pupils  in  the  school  are  on  some  basis  this  year  under¬ 
taking  the  formal  study  of  typewriting.  This  is  a  new  high  in  typewriting 
enrollment. 
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Some  Notable  Aspects  Beyond  the  Curriculum 

Many  new  and  significant  learning  experiences  in  today’s  school  if 
related  at  all  are  related  but  indirectly  to  the  formal  classroom.  Some 
of  the  more  notable  aspects  of  this  area  beyond  the  curriculum  are 
indicated. 

Citizenship  Week  —  Last  spring  at  the  request  of  the  Student  Council 
a  five-day  period  was  specially  designated  as  Citizenship  Week.  A  short 
time  allowance  was  given  each  day  during  the  week  for  small-group, 
student-led  consideration  of  such  matters  as  teenage  ethics,  school  attire, 
care  of  public  property,  school  loyalty,  etc.  This  unique  and  idealistic 
venture  appeared  to  be  of  considerable  value.  It  will  be  continued. 

Senior  Prom  —  Last  year  for  the  first  time  the  annual  Senior  Prom, 
top  event  on  the  School’s  Social  Calendar,  was  presented  off  campus  —  a 
singular  departure  from  traditional  practice.  On  this  occasion  the  Prom 
and  the  sumptuous  midnight  repast  which  followed  it  took  place  at  the 
beautiful  Sidney  Hill  Country  Club  under  the  immediate  supervision  of 
Miss  Katherine  Ryan,  Dean  of  Girls  at  the  School  and  Senior  Class  Social 
Director.  The  evening  which  ended  for  all  at  2:30  A.M.  was  a  complete 
success  —  a  credit  to  the  class  and  to  the  school. 

Harvard  Prize  Book  -  I).  A.  R.  Medal  —  The  Harvard  Prize  Book  is 
yearly  awarded  to  “that  Junior  boy  who  in  the  judgment  of  his  classmates 
and  teachers  is  the  best  all  around  boy  in  his  class.”  At  our  final  awards 
assembly  last  June  the  Harvard  Prize  Book  was  awarded  to  Thomas  E. 
Clifford.  The  Daughters  of  the  American  Revolution  Good  Citizenship 
Medal  is  presented  to  “that  Senior  girl  who  in  the  judgement  of  her 
teachers  is  the  best  school  citizen  in  her  class.”  Winner  of  this  award 
for  the  year  just  past  was  Nancy  J.  Breen.  Faculty  choices  for  both  of 
these  awards  was  excellent  but  understandably  extremely  difficult. 

College  Information  Night  —  Last  November  twenty-first,  the  four 
full-time  Guidance  Counselors  at  the  school  sponsored  and  presented  as 
panelists  our  second  annual  college  information  night.  This  program  is 
designed  to  acquaint  parents  —  particularly  parents  of  Juniors  —  with  all 
phases  of  college  selection  and  college  application;  also  to  suggest  to 
parents  how  they  may  best  help  students  make  intelligent  decisions  in 
these  important  areas.  Some  300  parents  attended  college  information 
night.  Many  interesting  questions  were  asked  and  answered.  The  program 
is  of  significant  value. 

Chefs’  Club  —  Interest  in  Home  Economics  at  the  school  is  this  year 
at  an  all  time  high.  Amazing  work  is  being  done  by  the  girls  in  both 
clothing  and  foods  divisions.  Newly  formed  last  October  and  meeting  in 
the  Home  Economics  Department  during  the  X  period  on  Fridays  is  an 
all  boys,  fully  aproned,  no-nonsense,  twenty-member  Chefs’  Club.  It  is  a 
happy  and  worthwhile  experience. 

Foreign  Exchange  —  Last  September  through  the  good  offices  of  the 
American  Field  Service,  Miss  Anneka  Ehrnst  of  Sweden  became  foreign- 
exchange-student-for-the-year  at  Norwood  High.  In  the  reciprocal  phase 
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of  the  program,  Perry-Lynn  MofHtt,  presently  a  senior  at  Norwood  High 
School,  spent  last  summer  as  an  exchange  student  in  Sweden. 

We  are  grateful  to  the  Norwood  Foreign  Exchange  Committee  and  to 
its  President,  Mr.  Paul  L .  Gallagher.  Without  the  dedicated  support  of  this 
committee  —  financial  and  otherwise  —  the  Foreign  Exchange  Program 
in  Norwood  could  not  function. 

Senior  Class  President  —  For  the  election  of  Class  Officers  each  year 
official  municipal  voting  booths  are  set  up  in  the  school,  and  municipal 
voting  procedures  are  simulated  in  every  possible  particular.  In  connection 
with  class  elections  it  may  be  of  interest  to  note  that  last  October  for  the 
first  time  in  the  history  of  the  school,  the  Senior  Class  elected  a  girl  as 
its  President.  Miss  Helen  Abdallah  won  the  coveted  honor  in  a  spirited 
campaign.  Miss  Abdallah  is  having  a  successful  administration. 

United  Nations  Trip  —  In  the  fall,  forty  of  our  Social  Science  students 
with  teachers  visited  the  United  Nations  in  New  York.  On  this  occasion, 
Norwood  High  School  representatives  had  the  opportunity  to  see  and  hear 
the  United  Nations  assembly  in  session  and  to  meet  and  question  the  Yugo¬ 
slavian  delegation.  It  was  a  memorable  and  worthwhile  experience. 

Literary  Awards  —  Again  during  the  year  just  past  both  the  Hilltopper 
and  Tiot,  literary  publications  at  the  school,  were  accorded  highest  ratings 
by  the  New  England  Scholastic  Press  Association.  We  congratulate  the 
many  students  concerned  with  these  productions. 

National  Merit  Awards  - —  Victor  Lapuszynski  of  the  Senior  Class  re¬ 
ceived  the  happy  news  in  October  that  he  had  been  selected  as  a  semi¬ 
finalist  for  a  National  Merit  Scholarship  Award.  Also  at  that  time  ten 
other  members  of  the  class  (the  largest  number  thus  far)  were  named 
to  receive  letters  of  commendation  for  their  performance  in  the  Scholar¬ 
ship  Qualifying  Tests.  These  ten  students  are:  Elizabeth  Anderson,  Suzanne 
M.  Barrett,  William  M.  Bazzy,  Steven  H.  Bowen,  Anne  E.  Drew,  J.  Scott 
Lennox,  Paul  J.  Loughlin,  Judith  A.  Lydon,  Ralph  A.  Nixon,  and  Frances 
A.  Wisgirda.  All  thus  honored  are  eligible  for  special  scholarship  con¬ 
sideration  by  leading  colleges  throughout  the  country.  We  congratulate 
them. 

Sing  We  Now  of  Christmas  —  Friday  evening,  December  twentieth,  in 
another  first  approximately  100  students  representing  the  Concert  Band, 
the  Concert  Choir,  and  the  Choralaires,  three  of  the  musical  organizations 
of  the  School,  presented  in  the  Lincoln  D.  Lynch  auditorium  “Sing  We 
Now  of  Christmas” — a  program  of  beautiful  Christmas  carols. 

College  Admission 

Seventy-five  per  cent  of  last  year’s  Senior  Class  went  on  to  post-high 
school  training  —  about  one-half  of  these  to  four-year  colleges.  Every 
graduate  of  the  class  of  1963  who  did  satisfactory  college  preparatory 
work  in  high  school  and  who  applied  for  college  was  successful  in  college 
admission  —  usually  to  the  college  of  his  or  her  first  choice  and  not  in¬ 
frequently  with  substantial  scholarship  help.  Every  year  graduates  of  the 
school  who  have  gone  to  college  are  granted  degrees  by  leading  colleges 
and  universities  all  over  the  United  States. 
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Low  Drop-Out  Rate 

At  the  other  end  of  the  scale  we  would  mention  again  the  remarkable 
holding  power  of  the  school.  For  the  year  just  past  the  school  drop-out 
rate  as  computed  by  the  formula  of  the  Massachusetts  State  Department 
of  Education  was  less  than  2 y2  percent.  This  figure  is  all  the  more  note¬ 
worthy  since  as  a  matter  of  policy  we  retain  no  student  in  school  member¬ 
ship  whose  behavior  and  achievement  evidence  the  wish  to  be  elsewhere. 

A  Review  of  Purpose  —  Evaluation 

By  definition  it  is  the  goal  of  the  public  comprehensive  High  School 
to  provide  individually  challenging  yet  different  learning  experiences  for 
all  the  children  of  all  the  people.  Unfortunately  there  is  no  single  reliable 
yardstick  of  appraisal  for  the  performance  of  the  school. 

However,  we  submit  that  there  is  in  this  report  ample  cumulative 
evidence  to  indicate  excellent  and  perhaps  even  superior  progress  towards 
stated  goals.  It  has  been  another  happy  year. 

Unfinished  Business 

No  account  of  the  educational  progress  of  a  school  could  possibly  be 
complete  which  did  not  recognize  the  all-important  role  which  the  class¬ 
room  teacher  plays  in  modern  education.  Over  the  years  Norwood  has 
been  more  than  fortunate  in  its  teachers.  Yet  here  as  elsewhere  citizens 
should  realize  that  a  superior  teacher  in  every  classroom  is  an  absolute 
necessity  if  the  almost  unbounded  benefits  of  education  are  fully  to  accrue 
to  society.  This  in  our  judgment  is  education’s  greatest  need  and,  educa- 
tionwise,  society’s  greatest  challenge. 

As  usual  this  report  will  close  with  the  names  of  those  seniors  who 
received  special  honors  at  the  graduation  exercises  last  June  and  with 
a  copy  of  the  program  followed  on  that  occasion.

REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTOR  OF  THE  HENRY  0.  PEABODY  SCHOOL 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  present  my  first  annual  report  as  Director 
of  the  Henry  O.  Peabody  School. 

The  foresight  of  the  benefactor  of  the  Henry  0.  Peabody  School  antici¬ 
pated  by  over  twenty  years  the  present  and  ever  changing  need  for  prep¬ 
aration  in  wage  earning  occupations  with  that  training  adapted  to  the 
needs  and  capabilities  of  students  and  related  to  the  varying  and  increas¬ 
ing  demands  and  needs  of  industry  and  service  occupations.  Evidence  of 
the  wisdom  of  and  need  for  this  type  of  training  has  been  recognized  by 
the  United  States  Congress  in  two  bills  passed  —  The  Manpower,  Develop¬ 
ment  and  Training  Act  and  The  Vocational  Education  Bill. 
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Continuing  the  aims  as  established  over  twenty  years  ago,  the  curricu¬ 
lum  as  a  whole  and  the  courses  of  study  for  each  trade  are  being  reevalu¬ 
ated,  with  the  teachers  and  the  Advisory  Committees,  to  meet  the  needs 
of  the  students  and  the  requirements  of  the  specific  trade. 

There  is  capacity  enrollment  for  existing  facilities  at  the  Henry  0. 
Peabody  School.  This  year  there  are  students  representing  twenty-nine 
surrounding  towns,  with  a  total  enrollment  of  163. 

The  Beauty  Culture,  Dressmaking  and  Food  Service  Programs  are 
offered  in  the  Junior  and  Senior  year  of  High  School  as  a  two  year  pro¬ 
gram  on  the  undergraduate  level.  Required  academic  subjects  are  included 
in  the  program  and  trade  requirements  are  met.  The  students  earn  their 
high  school  diploma  while  learning  one  of  the  trades.  Beauty  Culture,  Busi¬ 
ness,  Dressmaking,  Food  Service  and  Practical  Nursing  are  offered  on  a 
postgraduate  level. 

Beauty  Culture  continues  high  in  popularity.  Therefore,  enrollment  is 
carefully  considered  in  light  of  the  needs  of  the  trade  and  through  the  com¬ 
bined  efforts  of  guidance  personnel’s  well  oriented  referrals  and  screening 
of  candidates  at  the  Henry  0.  Peabody  School,  those  candidates  who  show 
greatest  potential  are  selected  for  admission.  Resulting  from  thorough 
training  and  the  fine  performance  records  of  past  graduates  in  the  industry, 
placement  in  Beauty  Culture  continues  at  a  high  level. 

Emphasis  in  Dressmaking  has  been  in  line  with  current  trends  and  em¬ 
ployment  experiences  of  recent  dressmaking  students.  All  hut  four  power 
stitching  machines  have  been  eliminated  and  the  additional  space  gained 
has  been  devoted  to  increased  work  areas  for  textiles,  fabric  study  and  art 
work  related  to  dressmaking  thus  broadening  the  school  experiences  of¬ 
fered  our  students. 

Through  guidance  contacts  and  satisfied  employers  word  has  spread 
of  our  Food  Service  Program  which  is  offered  to  capable  and  interested 
boys  and  girls.  A  foods  classroom,  adjacent  to  the  foods  laboratories,  has 
been  provided  to  facilitate  the  correlation  of  the  theory  of  foods  instruc- 
tin  in  conjunction  with  the  facilities  for  the  practical  application  of  said 
instruction. 

Entries  in  the  New  England  Hotel  &  Restaurant  Show  offer  competi¬ 
tive  opportunities  for  the  Commercial  Foods  Department.  This  year,  Mr. 
George  Cole  our  Chef  Instructor,  was  awarded  first  prize  in  individual 
competition  for  Chefs  —  Class  J.  for  his  entry,  a  bust  of  the  Benefactor  of 
our  School  —  Henry  0.  Peabody  —  carved  in  tallow.  The  students  entry 
was  awarded  the  Special  School  Award  Trophy. 

Two  graduates  of  the  Foods  Program  are  presently  enrolled  in  the 
Foods  Management  Program  at  Stockbridge  School,  University  of  Massa¬ 
chusetts.  The  other  graduates  have  been  advantageously  placed  in  their 
trade. 

The  Business  Program  continues  on  a  postgraduate  level  —  offering 
Accelerated  or  Advanced  courses  in  secretarial  training,  and  a  course  in 
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Business  Machines.  Calls  for  placement  from  businesses  throughout  the 
area  far  exceed  the  number  of  trainees.  These  are  excellent  training  op¬ 
portunities  for  interested  girls. 

The  fifteen  month  Practical  Nurse  Program  continues  to  enroll  two 
classes  a  year  ■ — -  one  in  September  and  one  in  February.  Its  continued  ex¬ 
cellence  is  attributable  to  the  quality  of  our  staff  at  the  Henry  0.  Peabody 
School,  and  the  cooperation  of  the  administration  and  staff  of  the  Norwood 
Hospital.  We  appreciate  the  excellent  relationship  with  the  Norwood  Hos¬ 
pital.  It  is  truly  gratifying  to  be  associated  with  such  fine  personnel. 

Graduate’s  placement  includes  Hospitals,  Doctors’  Offices,  Industry, 
Visiting  Nurse  Association,  Nursing  Homes  and  Home  Nursing. 

Our  school  staff  too  has  been  faced  with  the  problem  of  change  through 
retirement  and  resignation  to  accept  position  elsewhere.  However,  we  have 
been  fortunate  in  obtaining  very  able  replacements. 

Throughout  the  year,  groups  and  individuals  interested  in  learning 
more  about  the  school  and  its  program  have  been  encouraged  to  visit  and 
observe.  The  largest  groups  came  on  the  group  Guidance  Day  Tours  held 
for  one  week  in  the  spring.  We  had  approximately  two  hundred  and  eighty 
interested  students  accompanied  by  Guidance  Instructors.  Twenty-four 
towns  were  represented. 

We  were  privileged  to  entertain  several  groups  during  the  year  includ¬ 
ing  the  Regional  Vocational  Study  Group,  the  Retired  Teachers  of  Nor¬ 
folk  County,  The  South  Shore  Women’s  Guidance  Group,  and  the  School 
Committee  and  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Henry  0.  Peabody  School. 

We  appreciate  the  continuing  and  expanding  relationship  with  Nor¬ 
wood  High  School  and  the  cooperation  extended. 

Through  work  with  teachers  and  advisory  committees  we  will  contin¬ 
ually  evaluate  our  programs  in  light  of  the  needs  of  industry  to  be  ever 
alert  to  programs  that  will  meet  the  needs  of  the  students  and  the  com¬ 
munity.  We  will  continue  to  study  these  and  the  additional  facilities  they 
will  require  for  it  is  our  feeling  that  there  are  many  existing  wage  earn¬ 
ing  opportunities  that  should  be  met  by  the  Henry  0.  Peabody  School  but 
which  cannot  be  initiated  within  the  existing  facilities. 

I  thank  the  staff  of  the  Henry  0.  Peabody  School  for  their  cooperation 
and  good  will  during  this  my  first  year.  I  wish  also  to  express  my  sincere 
thanks  for  the  leadership,  cooperation  and  understanding  of  Dr.  Philip  0. 
Coakley,  Superintendent  of  Schools.  My  association  with  Dr.  Coakley,  the 
Administrators,  the  School  Committee  of  the  Norwood  Public  Schools  and 
Trustees  of  the  Henry  0.  Peabody  School  have  made  this  year  a  rewarding 
experience.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL  OF  THE  JUNIOR  HIGH  SCHOOL 

Increasing  enrollment  will  soon  be  a  matter  of  serious  concern.  Next 
September  we  shall  have  more  than  735  pupils  in  grades  seven  and  eight. 
In  the  following  year  the  number  will  increase  to  nearly  800,  and  a  year 
later  to  895.  Four  years  from  September,  we  shall  enroll  932  pupils,  and 
in  the  following  year  there  will  be  961  in  the  two  grades  which  constitute 
Norwood  Junior  High  School.  These  figures  represent  only  those  who  are 
now  attending  our  public  school  system.  Continued  growth  of  the  town 
would  indicate  that  the  number  of  publis  will  increase  proportionately. 

The  pressure  for  adequate  space  was  relieved  by  the  transfer  of  our  en¬ 
tire  ninth  grade  to  the  expanded  Norwood  Senior  High  School.  Since  then, 
reduction  of  class  size,  advocated  by  educators  and  parents  throughout  the 
nation,  has  been  a  factor  in  improving  the  quality  of  education.  Classes 
have  averaged  slightly  below  thirty  pupils.  We  hope  to  retain  this  ad¬ 
vantage,  which  is  shared  by  the  better  junior  high  schools  of  our  area. 

Many  meetings  of  our  professional  staff  have  been  held  during  the 
year.  At  weekly  meetings  teachers  were  concerned  with  methods  and 
materials,  as  well  as  the  necessity  for  change  within  the  curriculum.  They 
also  participated  in  committees,  working  under  the  direction  of  our  superin¬ 
tendent  of  schools,  with  elementary  and  senior  high  school  faculty  mem¬ 
bers  to  refine  or  revise  current  practices  . 

Recommendations  of  the  study  group  which  reviewed  our  science  cur¬ 
riculum  have  been  incorporated  in  a  new  course  of  study.  Our  three  years 
of  general  science  will  now  be  covered  in  the  two  years  of  grades  seven 
and  eight,  and  a  new  text  has  been  adopted  for  this  revised  course. 

Our  new  laboratory  has  been  completed  and  is  now  in  use,  enabling 
each  pupil  to  conduct  experiments  for  one  class  period  during  each  week 
of  the  school  year.  A  series  of  experiments  for  the  laboratory  has  been  pre¬ 
pared  by  our  science  teachers  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  John  Twombly. 
While  advanced  work  is  always  a  challenge  to  the  capable  student,  our 
laboratory  is  especially  helpful  to  the  less  gifted  pupil  who  needs  more 
concrete  materials  to  stimulate  his  interest  in  science. 

Our  French  program  has  again  been  revised  for  the  current  school 
year.  Three  classes  in  grade  seven  and  three  classes  in  grade  eight  have 
French  instruction  for  a  period  of  forty- five  minutes  each  day.  They  use 
the  modern  materials  which  are  the  basis  of  our  aural-oral  program,  and 
this  is  a  continuation  of  the  instruction  which  begins  in  the  third  grade 
of  our  elementary  schools.  After  completion  of  the  French  course  in  grade 
six,  pupils  are  selected  for  the  program  in  grades  seven  and  eight.  Those 
who  continue  their  study  of  French  must  fulfill  the  requirements  of  the 
course  in  addition  to  the  four  major  subjects  which  are  in  the  curriculum 
for  all  students. 

Our  mathematics  program  is  also  under  constant  review.  All  the 
teachers  in  that  department  have  enrolled  in  the  course  in  Modern 
Mathematics  provided  by  our  superintendent  and  school  committee,  and 
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conducted  at  the  Norwood  Junior  High  School  by  Professor  Fitzgerald  of 
Boston  University.  Each  year  we  strive  to  offer  newer  concepts  and  mate¬ 
rials  so  that  each  pupil  may  develop  his  mathematical  abilities  at  a  rate 
best  suited  to  him.  Our  reference  library  has  been  expanded  in  this  area, 
while  our  visual  aids  reach  every  pupil.  Our  team-teaching  in  mathematics 
has  been  expanded  and  our  club  activity  offers  enrichment  beyond  the 
classroom. 

Two  more  areas  have  been  changed  to  some  extent.  A  study  committee, 
in  which  our  staff  has  been  active,  has  led  to  the  adoption  of  a  new  report 
card.  Two  seventh  grade  classes  are  engaged  in  a  pilot  study  of  English 
grammar  through  the  newer  concepts  of  linguistics,  an  inductive  method 
of  study  which  is  designed  for  greater  understanding.  The  end  results  of 
this  course  will  be  similar  to  the  formal  procedure  of  English  grammar. 

Our  guidance  and  testing  programs  continue  as  an  essential  part  of 
our  curriculum.  Results  in  both  areas  indicate  that  we  are  meeting  the 
needs  of  our  pupils  and  that  progress  in  studies  is  satisfactory. 

Our  school  committee  and  our  superintendent  of  schools  have  been 
most  helpful  in  meeting  the  challenge  of  quality  education  in  our  schools. 
There  remains,  however,  a  need  for  further  improvement  of  our  building. 
The  chairs  in  the  balcony  of  our  auditorium  need  considerable  renovation 
or  replacement  with  more  comfortable  seating.  Much  painting  of  the  in¬ 
terior  and  the  exterior  of  our  school  is  an  immediate  necessity.  Parking, 
due  in  part  to  the  proximity  of  the  Norwood  Hospital,  is  a  constant  prob¬ 
lem  which  could  be  alleviated  by  suitably  preparing  the  area  adjoining 
the  building  on  the  Hoyle  Street  side. 

I  wish  to  thank  you,  Dr.  Coakley,  and  the  members  of  the  Norwood 
School  Committee  for  cooperation  in  all  matters  which  pertain  to  the  edu¬ 
cation  of  our  pupils.

REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTOR  OF  MUSIC 

The  year  1963  proved  to  be  a  year  of  further  expansion  within  the  De¬ 
partment  of  Music  of  the  Norwood  Public  Schools. 

At  the  Senior  High  School,  the  Band  increased  from  twenty-five  (25) 
to  forty  (40)  members.  The  Senior  High  School  also  boasted  of  two  active 
choral  organizations,  the  Choralaires  and  the  Concert  Choir,  consisting  of 
sixty-five  (65)  and  forty  (40)  members  respectively.  The  regular  course  of 
general  music  offered  to  Freshmen  was  supplemented  by  an  elective  course 
in  music  appreciation  for  upper  classmen  interested  in  continuing  their  in¬ 
struction  in  music. 

At  the  Junior  High  School,  1963  saw  the  revitalization  of  the  Junior 
High  Band  and  the  Boys’  Glee  Club.  The  Girls’  Glee  Club  continued  the  fine 
work  they  have  accomplished  in  the  past.  The  physical  plant  of  the  Junior 
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High  remained  the  site  of  Instrumental  Music  Lessons  which  were  ex¬ 
panded  this  year  to  three  days  a  week  after  regular  school  hours.  Instruc¬ 
tion  was  again  offered  on  wind  and  percussion  instruments  by  a  staff  of 
eight  (8)  expert  instructors.  Wednesday  afternoons  at  the  Junior  High 
found  the  Intermediate  and  Beginners  Bands  from  Norwood’s  Elementary 
Schools  meeting  for  their  weekly  rehearsals. 

Unity  in  Elementary  Vocal  work  was  accomplished  by  a  carefully 
drawn  up  course  of  study  by  members  of  the  Music  Department.  Through 
careful  planning  and  supervision,  the  Department  provided  a  program  of 
definite  purpose  and  uniformity  to  all  Elementary  Schools. 

During  this  year  the  Music  Department  continued  its  spirit  of  growth 
and  determination  for  a  Music  Program  of  outstanding  calibre.  We  foresee 
even  greater  strides  forward  in  the  near  future.

New  Art  Outlines

There  is  no  substitute  for  the  visit  of  an  art  specialist. 

Kindergarten 

Each  kindergarten  teacher  was  given  an  outline  of  art  activities  perti¬ 
nent  to  the  artistic  development  of  this  age  level. 

Elementary  Schools  Art  Program 
Foreign  Student  Week 

At  the  Balch  School,  the  sixth  grades  constructed  large,  costumed  fig¬ 
ures  of  colored  paper.  The  figures,  representing  all  the  countries  of  the 
world,  were  used  to  decorate  the  walls  of  the  main  floor. 

Colored  flags,  made  of  construction  paper,  were  displayed  alongside 
the  appropriate  figure. 

Students  of  grades  1,  2,  and  3  drew  crayoned  scenes  that  related  to  the 
character  of  foreign  lands. 

As  a  colorful  display,  it  was  a  success,  and  also  was  a  good  example 
of  the  correlation  of  art  and  social  studies.

The  design,  (totally  the  boy’s  work)  was  printed  commercially  on 

gummed  paper  and  is  now  used  to  identify  the  books  of  the  Cleveland 
School  Library. 

Batch  School  Musical 

A  mural  background  was  designed  and  painted  by  the  sixth  graders. 
The  ambitious  subject  was  a  large  symphony  orchestra  in  full  dress.  Bach 
student  contributed  a  drawing  of  a  musician;  these  sketched  figures  were 
cut  out  and  pasted  onto  the  background  paper  and  served  as  a  basic  layout 
for  the  paint. 

The  result  was  a  colorful  backdrop  for  the  various  musical  numbers. 

Along  both  sides  of  the  auditorium,  decorated  pie  plates  by  fourth 
graders  became  colorful  notes  arranged  on  painted  staffs.  At  the  rear  of 
the  assembly  hall,  pictures  of  musical  instruments  painted  in  water  color 
provided  a  consistent  decorative  scheme. 

Framed  Reproductions  —  Recent  Acquisitions 

As  a  recognition  of  our  students’  participation  in  the  “Clean-up,  Fix-up, 
Paint-up”  campaign,  the  Norwood  Women’s  Community  Club  presented 
each  elementary  school  with  a  large  colorful  framed  print.  The  artists 
that  were  represented  included  Raoul  Dufy,  Van  Gogh,  Da  Vinci,  Gasser, 
Glackens  and  Renoir.  The  selection  comprised  various  schools  of  painting, 
from  the  traditional,  through  the  impressionistic  trend  to  the  extreme 
modern. 

Since  the  start  of  this  drive  to  acquire  prints  for  the  various  schools, 
we  have  hung  about  twenty  framed  prints.  This  would  include  the  Jr.  High 
School. 

Art  Contests 

The  Art  Department  is  striving  to  eliminate  any  competitive  project 
in  which  individual  prizes  are  given.  It  is  a  contradiction  of  good  art  edu- 
t.ion  to  establish  standards  that  brand  as  less-than-good  any  sincere 
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effort  by  the  young  student.  Encouragement  is  the  criteria  of  the  art  pro¬ 
gram,  and  the  alloting  of  prizes  benefits  one  or  two  students,  while  the 
others,  to  whom  their  own  work  was  a  masterpiece,  indeed  are  puzzled. 
Children  view  and  evaluate  their  work  in  a  much  different  light  than  the 
adult. 


Junior  High  School  Art  Program 

Mr.  Samuel  Burchill,  the  Jr.  High  art  teacher,  has  a  firm  grounding 
in  the  realm  of  modern  art.  At  this  grade  level,  there  is  a  natural  tend¬ 
ency  for  the  student  to  assume  a  restrained,  critical  attitude  toward  his 
accomplishments.  Mr.  Burchill  has  been  able  to  remotivate  the  art  classes 
with  contemporary  ideas  and  new  artistic  adventures.  Although  a  self- 
expressive  attitude  dominates  the  program,  basic  concepts  of  art  form  a 
foundation  for  the  expressive  techniques.

Art  Club 

The  students  were  given  the  opportunity  to  visit  the  following  art 
centers;  the  Fogg  Museum,  Harvard;  the  Museum  of  Fine  Arts,  Boston; 
Design  Research,  Harvard;  and  the  Harvard  School  of  Design.  Mr.  Leonard 
Eldridge,  the  High  School  art  teacher,  was  able  to  clarify  and  summarize 
information  in  his  capacity  as  guide. 

Display  on  Washington  Street 

A  local  merchant,  who  has  always  been  cooperative,  offered  the  use 
of  his  window  for  an  extensive  display  of  art  work  by  High  School  stu¬ 
dents.  Many  techniques  were  exhibited,  both  two-dimensional  and  three- 
dimensional;  pen  and  ink  drawing,  block  printing,  soda-straw  construc¬ 
tions,  painting  in  oil,  tempera,  water  color  and  mixed  media,  encaustic 
experiments  ceramics  —  wheel  throw  objects,  modelled  objects,  and  slip 
castings,  —  soap  carvings,  pencil  sketches,  and  work  in  colored  chalk. 
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Easels  for  oil  painting1 

Painting  in  oil  requires  an  easel  suited  for  that  purpose.  To  that  end 
some  students  at  the  High  School  are  constructing  some,  under  the  guid¬ 
ance  of  Mr.  Eldridge.  This  will  allow  a  painting  group  to  work  apart 
from  the  class,  and  permit  a  standing  painting  position;  as  well  as  cen¬ 
tralizing  a  technique  that  can  be  a  messy  medium. 

Enamelling  on  metal 

Experiments  in  the  art  of  enamelling  were  carried  on,  various  metals 
being  tried  as  the  base  for  the  enamel.  Articles  of  jewelry  and  mobiles  are 
currently  underway.  This  procedure  permits  students  to  apply  art  princi¬ 
ples  of  color,  design,  texture,  etc.  in  a  technique  that  is  unique.  With  the 
raw  materials  at  hand,  the  student  is  able  to  evolve  a  personalized  made 
useful  article. 

Stagecraft 

Stage  designing  was  introduced  as  a  class  project.  The  problems  of 
color,  space,  lighting,  etc.,  were  considered.  This  was  an  excellent  op¬ 
portunity  to  relate  art  principles  to  a  meaninful  end. 

Audio-Visual  Department  and  water  color 

A  film  strip  of  the  New  England  seacoast  was  used  as  a  motivating 
device  for  a  water  color  lesson.  The  strip  permitted  students  and  teacher 
to  use  as  pictorial  motifs  some  picturesque  scenes.  It  proved  to  be  an 
excellent  way  to  transport  a  class  visually  to  scenes  of  artistic  interest.

REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTOR  OF  ATHLETICS  AND  SUPERVISOR 
OF  SENIOR  HIGH  SCHOOL  PHYSICAL  EDUCATION 

Physical  education  differs  from  other  forms  of  education  only  in  the 
fact  that  physical  education  is  concerned  with  types  of  situations  and  re¬ 
sponses  characterized  by  muscular  activity.  However,  all  education  is 
characterized  by  intellectual  and  emotional  response.  We  cannot  separate 
the  physical,  emotional,  and  intellectual  response. 

I.  Senior  High  School  —  Girls 

The  following  people  are  concerned  with  the  physical  education  pro¬ 
gram:  Miss  Erna  Kiley,  Miss  Betsy  Sise,  and  Miss  Florence  Sullivan. 
Each  ninth  and  tenth  grade  student  takes  physical  education  three  periods 
a  week.  All  eleventh  and  twelfth  grade  students  take  physical  education 
two  periods  per  week.  The  three  periods  per  week  for  the  first  two  grades 
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work  out  very  well,  and  it  is  well  received  by  the  students.  This  is  possible 
because  of  the  two  gyms. 

The  program  consists  of  all  sports  in  season.  It  also  includes  exer¬ 
cises,  badminton,  marching,  volley  ball,  soccer,  field  hockey,  tennis,  soft- 
ball,  dancing,  apparatus  and  tumbling. 

II.  Boys’  Program 

The  following  people  are  concerned  with  the  boys’  Physical  Educa¬ 
tion  Program:  Mr.  Orlando  Scafati,  Mr.  Arthur  Gulla,  and  Mr.  Ben  Malvinni. 
The  boys’  breakdown  is  the  same  as  the  girls’,  three  periods  per  week  for 
ninth  and  tenth  grades,  and  two  periods  per  week  for  eleventh  and  twelfth 
grades. 

The  class  program  includes  calisthenics,  sports  in  season,  tumbling, 
soccer,  weight  lifting,  wrestling,  and  gymnastics.  This  is  the  second  year 
with  our  new  gym  and  we  now  feel  that  we  are  better  able  to  give  the  stu¬ 
dent  a  varied  physical  education  program.

Large  numbers  of  girls 
turned  out  for  the  above  after-school  program.  This  program  was  carried 
on  by  all  our  Physical  Education  Instructors. 

II.  Intramural  —  Boys 

This  program  is  under  the  supervision  of  Mr.  Malvinni.  The  following 
sports  were  included:  Tennis,  soccer,  flag  football,  basketball,  weight  lift¬ 
ing,  and  gymnastics.  Large  numbers  participated  in  the  above  activities 
which  were  enjoyed  by  all  who  took  part  in  them. 

C.  The  Varsity  Athletic  Program 

I.  Girls’  Athletic  Program 

The  following  sports  were  held:  Varsity  and  Junior  varsity  basketball, 
coached  by  Miss  Kiley  and  Miss  Sise;  Tennis,  coached  by  Miss  Sise; 
Varsity  softball,  coached  by  Mrs.  Martowska,  and  Junior  Varsity  Softball, 
coached  by  Mrs.  Parker.  Games  were  held  with  teams  in  the  Bay  State 
League.  The  girls  gave  a  very  good  account  of  themselves,  and  I  am  sure 
they  all  enjoyed  the  competition  with  the  different  schools.

This  also  is  another  carry-over  sport,  hut  due  to  the  lack  of  a  golf 
course  in  town  and  not  many  boys  participating  in  this  sport,  it  make  it 
quite  difficult  to  compete  strongly  with  other  towns.  Our  home  matches  are 
held  at  Ponkapoag.

All  games  in  the  various  sports  were  played  with  members  of  the 
Bay  State  League.

Elementary  Intramural

In  the  spring  a  softball  program  is  carried  on  for  the  girls  in  all 
schools.  Games  are  played  with  other  schools  in  the  town. 

The  boys  have  a  baseball  program,  and  they  too  play  games  with 
other  schools  in  the  town. 

Junior  High  School  Intramural 

Boys  —  Touch  football  program  every  day  when  the  weather  permits. 
This  activity  is  run  on  a  homeroom  level.  Each  homeroom  plays  every 
other  homeroom  at  least  once  during  the  season. 
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Basketball  is  played  on  the  same  arrangement  as  the  above  program. 

A  Saturday  morning  program  is  also  run.  This  program  takes  care  of 

all  seventh  and  eighth-grade  boys  who  are  not  able  to  make  the  varsity 
or  junior  varsity  teams. 

In  the  spring  a  softball  program  is  run  on  the  homeroom  basis. 

Girls  —  During  the  winter  months  basketball  is  very  popular.  In  the 
spring  the  girls  take  part  in  tennis  and  softball.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISOR  OF  ELEMENTARY  AND 
JUNIOR  HIGH  SCHOOL  PHYSICAL  EDUCATION 

I  herewith  submit  my  third  Annual  Report  as  Supervisor  of  Elementary 
and  Junior  High  School  Physical  Education. 

Elementary  Schools 

Beginning  in  the  Kindergarten  and  continuing  through  Grade  Six, 
there  is  a  definite  progressive  Physical  Education  Curriculum  geared  to 
the  best  interests  of  every  boy  and  girl. 

Every  boy  and  girl,  unless  medically  excused,  receives  two  (2)  thirty 
minute  periods  of  Physical  Education  per  week.  In  grades  One  and  Two 
the  classroom  teacher,  with  the  aid  of  the  Supervisor  and  a  Physical 
Education  Curriculum  Guide,  puts  forth  her  own  particular  Physical  Edu¬ 
cation  Program.  In  Grades  Three  through  Six  every  boy  and  girl  receives 
instruction  from  either  the  Supervisor  or  the  Physical  Education  Instructor 
for  one  period  each  week.  The  classroom  teacher  conducts  another  period 
of  Physical  Education  each  week.  Every  classroom  teacher  has  a  definite 
Physical  Education  Curriculum  Guide  to  follow  throughout  the  School 
Year.  The  Curriculum  Guide  is  periodically  being  reviewed  for  the  best 
interests  of  the  children. 

The  activities  that  boys  and  girls  receive  at  the  Elementary  level  are: 
Games  of  high  and  low  organization,  tumbling  and  stunts,  apparatus 
work,  football,  basketball,  softball,  volley  ball,  track  and  field,  rhythmics, 
soccer,  marching,  kickball,  posture  work  and  calisthenics.  These  activities 
and  skills  are  performed  throughout  the  School  Year. 

Animal  Physical  Education  Exhibition  Day 

On  May  23,  1963,  the  Third  Annual  Physical  Education  Exhibition 
Day  was  held  at  the  Balch  School  grounds.  This  event  is  held  every  Spring 
for  all  Sixth  Grade  boys  and  girls  in  the  Norwood  Public  Schools.  The 
boys  and  girls  participated  in  volley  ball  games,  50  yd.  and  100  yd.  dashes,

220  yd.  relay  races,  softball  games,  broad  jumping,  baseball  throws  for 
accuracy  and  distance,  kickball  games,  and  there  was  a  Folk  Dance 
demonstration  by  the  Prescott  School. 

Mr.  Ralph  Colson,  Director  of  Physical  Education,  Health  and  Rec¬ 
reation  for  the  State  of  Massachusetts,  was  Guest  Speaker.  Also  present 
was  Dr.  Philip  0.  Coakley,  Superintendent  of  Schools,  and  all  Elementary 
Principals. 

One  important  highlight  of  the  day  was  the  pleasure  of  reading  a 
letter  from  the  White  House,  Washington,  D.C.,  addressed  to  the  Sixth 
Grade  Boys  and  Girls  in  the  Norwood  Public  Schools.  It  conveyed,  in 
part,  this  message:  “Your  enthusiastic  participation  in  Physical  Fitness 
Activities  sets  a  splendid  example  for  other  American  youngsters  and 
encourages  broader  public  support  for  such  programs  ...” 

Motion  pictures  and  slides  were  taken  of  the  various  events  during 
Exhibition  Day.  We  find  these  very  useful  and  the  children  enjoy  viewing 
them.  The  films  and  slides  are  also  available  to  civic  groups. 

Shattuek  School  —  Roman  Holiday 

On  Friday  afternoon,  June  7,  1963,  the  Shattuek  School  presented  a 
Roman  Holiday,  which  involved  all  grades  at  the  school.  The  program 
started  with  a  mass  calisthenics  demonstration  on  the  athletic  field  that 
included  Grades  One  through  Six. 

The  Sixth  Grade  Class  participated  in  a  tumbling  exhibition,  while 
the  Fifth  Grade  put  forth  a  fine  marching  drill  and  Folk  Dance.  The 
First  and  Second  Grade  boys  and  girls  participated  in  an  American  Vir¬ 
ginia  Reel  and  a  German  Folk  Dance. 

This  program  was  enjoyed  by  many  parents  and  it  is  anticipated  that 
this  will  be  repeated  during  the  current  year. 

Animal  Physical  Education  Exhibition  Days 

In  the  Spring  of  1963,  we  had  our  first  all  Junior  High  School 
Exhibition  Days.  On  June  3rd,  the  Seventh  Grade  boys  and  girls  gathered 
at  the  Civic  Field  to  participate  in  their  Exhibition  Day,  and  on  June  4th, 
all  Eighth  Grade  students  held  their  Exhibition  Day. 

All  the  students  participate  in  various  games  and  activities  such  as: 
Softball,  kickball,  volley  ball,  50  yd.  and  100  yd.  dashes,  baseball  throws 
for  accuracy,  broad  jump,  shot  put,  basketball  throws  for  accuracy,  and 
220  yd.  relay  races  with  teams  made  up  from  individual  Homerooms. 

Physical  Fitness  Tests 

Each  November  the  Youth  Physical  Fitness  Test  is  administered  to 
every  boy  and  girl  in  Grades  4,  5  and  6.  The  boys  and  girls  who  success¬ 
fully  pass  this  test  receive  a  Physical  Fitness  Certificate. 

The  Physical  Fitness  Test  serves  to  motivate  pupils  to  practice  self- 
improvement  and  it  gives  the  Supervisor  a  record  of  what  each  pupil  can 
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do.  By  comparing  himself  with  the  Class  Average,  a  pupil  may  be  moti¬ 
vated  to  practice  harder.  During  the  Spring  months,  a  second  test  is 
given  primarily  for  those  students  who  did  not  meet  the  requirements 
the  first  time. 

At  the  end  of  a  School  Year  we  find  a  high  per  cent  of  boys  and 
girls  passing  this  test. 


Posture 

The  posture  of  every  boy  and  girl  in  the  Elementary  Schools  is  our 
constant  concern.  Through  the  efforts  of  the  Supervisor,  the  Physical  Edu¬ 
cation  Instructors  and  the  classroom  teachers,  every  hoy  and  girl  is 
receiving  extensive  instruction  on  the  importance  of  developing  good 
standing,  sitting  and  walking  posture  habits.  Good  posture  is  chiefly  a 
matter  of  habit,  attitude  and  good  health. 

Trainable  Class 

The  children  at  our  Trainable  Class  receive  one  Physical  Education 
period  per  week  from  the  Supervisor.  Activities  that  these  children  have 
been  participating  in  are:  Bowling,  tumbling,  rhythmics,  calisthenics, 
walking  board  exercises  and  developing  skills  such  as  throwing,  catching, 
running,  hopping,  skipping  and  climbing.  In  the  Fall  and  Spring  the  Bond 
Street  Playground  is  used  by  the  children.  They  have  the  use  of  swings, 
jungle  gym  and  a  slide. 

In  the  past  two  years  there  has  been  a  steady  improvement  in  various 
activities  and  skills  among  these  children. 

Junior  High  School 

Every  boy  and  girl  in  Grades  Seven  and  Eight,  unless  medically  ex¬ 
cused,  receives  two  formal  Physical  Education  periods  per  week.  After 
leaving  the  Sixth  Grade,  boys  and  girls  find  a  more  progressive  program 
in  Grade  Seven,  and  a  more  demanding  program  in  Grade  Eight. 

Unlike  the  Elementary  level  every  boy  and  girl  at  the  Junior  High 
School  has  a  uniform  that  must  be  worn  to  every  Physical  Education 
Class. 

Activities  that  boys  and  girls  receive  in  their  Physical  Education 
Program  are:  Games  of  high  and  low  organization,  softbal,  football,  bas¬ 
ketball,  track  and  field,  tumbling  and  stunts,  apparatus  work,  rope 
climbing,  rhythmics,  posture  work,  soccer,  kickball,  marching,  volley  ball, 
tennis  and  calisthenics. 

The  Physical  Education  Instructors  present  these  activities  in  units, 
spending  a  number  of  weeks  on  each  activity  or  skill,  throughout  the 
School  Year. 

Towel  System 

In  September  of  1963,  a  “towel  system”  was  started  at  the  Junior 
High  School  for  hoys  in  Grades  Seven  and  Eight.  This  type  of  project 
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enables  a  boy  to  receive  a  clean  towel  following  a  shower  after  his 
Physical  Education  class. 


Physical  Fitness  Tests 

Last  November  all  Seventh  and  Eighth  Grade  boys  and  girls  were 
given  the  Youth  Physical  Fitness  Test.  Students  who  successfully  passed 
it  were  awarded  a  Physical  Fitness  Certificate.  The  test  will  again  be 
given  in  the  Spring  primarily  for  those  who  did  not  meet  the  require¬ 
ments.  The  reason  that  this  test  is  given  is  to  help  motivate  pupils  to 
make  self-improvement  and  to  show  students  what  level  they  are  on 
in  regard  to  the  rest  of  the  class.  A  high  percentage  of  our  boys  and  girls 
pass  this  test  each  year,  due  to  their  training  at  the  Elementary  level. 

Swimming  Program 

A  swimming  program  for  both  boys  and  girls  in  Grades  Seven  and 
Eight  will  be  instituted  in  the  Spring  of  1964.  This  program  will  be  held 
at  the  Civic  Pool,  which  is  directly  across  the  street  from  the  Junior 
High  School. 

I  would  like,  at  this  time,  to  express  my  sincere  appreciation  to  the 
Superintendent  of  Schools  for  his  cooperation  over  the  past  year. 

To  the  Director  of  Special  Services,  Elementary  and  Junior  High 
Principals,  and  classroom  teachers.  A  sincere  thank  you  for  your  con¬ 
tinuous  support.

REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTOR  OF  AT  DIO -VISUAL  EDUCATION 

Audio  and  Visual  Aids  provide  valuable  assistance  to  teachers  in 
every  subject  area  and  a  more  vivid  presentation  to  the  class.  To  be  able 
to  SEE  something  is  much  more  readily  understood  than  to  have  it 
verbally  described  in  terms  of  “seeing.”  When  we  appeal  to  several  senses 
in  a  presentation  we  tend  to  generate  a  greater  “seeing”  power. 

Audio-Visual  Aids  are  not  teachers,  nor  substitutes  for  teachers,  but 
are  aids  and  tools  for  use  by  teachers  in  cooperation  with  their  subject 
presentations.  Audio-Visual  Education  is  not  a  subject  in  itself,  but  is  an 
integral  part  of  any  subject  when  used  properly. 

The  use  of  Audio-Visual  materials  tends  to  focus  the  class  attention 
onto  one  central  idea,  and  will  create  a  desire  for  more  learning  and 
further  class  participation. 

We  are  using  more  films,  filmstrips,  and  other  Audio-Visual  equip¬ 
ment  in  our  classes,  but,  at  the  same  time  we  are  more  particular  in  the 
selection  and  use  of  these  materials.  We  are  not  interested  in  films  and 
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materials  for  entertainment  purposes,  however,  we  readily  acknowledge 
the  fact  that  educational  materials  should  be  presented  in  an  interesting 
way,  and  that  must  be  well  done  to  be  of  genuine  value. 

We  in  Norwood  are  fortunate  to  have  many  Audio-Visual  materials 
at  our  disposal.  Every  school  has  at  least  one  of  the  following: 

—  16mm  Sound  Movie  Projector 
—  Filmstrip  Projector 
—  Opaque  Projector 
—  Microscopic  Projector 
—  Record  Player 
— -  Tape  Recorder 
—  Television 
—  Filmstrip  Previewer 

As  Director  of  Audio-Visual  Education,  in  1963;  I  drove  1525  miles 
to  make  1149  visits  to  the  various  schools  in  Norwood;  conducted  10 
training  sessions  for  teachers;  organized  three  Audio-Visual  clubs;  talked 
to  numerous  teachers  and  principals;  made  repairs  to  81  pieces  of 
equipment  and  sent  only  15  out  for  larger  repairs;  ordered,  delivered 
and  returned  borrowed  films;  made  copies  of  Master  French  and  Spanish 
tapes  for  everyday  use  in  the  High  School  Language  Laboratory;  attended 
several  workshops  and  meetings  for  Audio-Visual  Directors;  wrote  many 
letters  requesting  free  materials,  data  on  new  materials  in  the  field,  and 
advice  from  others  in  the  field;  coordinated  the  programs  of  the  “21-Inch 
Classroom”  (WGBH  Channel  2)  our  Educational  Television  Channel  in 
Boston;  and  set  up  schedules  for  films  to  be  used  by  teachers  in  the 
various  schools. 

In  our  efforts  to  build  for  the  Norwood  Public  Schools  a  good,  firm, 
well  balanced  Audio-Visual  Program,  I  have  been  greatly  helped  by  Dr. 
Philip  0.  Coakley,  Superintendent  of  Schools,  by  our  two  Audio-Visual 
Coordinators,  Mr.  Everett  Learnard,  at  the  High  School,  and  Mr.  James 
Fulton,  at  the  Junior  High  School.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISING  SCHOOL  NURSE 

Health  Appraisals  and  Screening  Tests 

The  School  Physician  completed  physical  examinations  on  children 
in  Grades  One,  Four,  Seven  and  Ten;  all  who  are  new  to  our  schools, 
those  who  participate  in  competitive  sports,  and  those  referred  for  exam¬ 
inations.  Those  found  to  have  physical  defects  are  referred  to  the  family 
physician  for  treatment  and  follow-up.

In  September,  the  School  Dentist  examined  each  child  for  dental  de¬ 
fects.  Many  children  completed  their  dental  work,  but  our  statistics  show 
that  much  is  still  to  be  encouraged,  if  dental  health  is  to  improve.  Pro¬ 
phylactic  teaching  should  be  useful. 

The  usual  childhood  communicable  diseases,  as  well  as  colds  and  virus 
diseases,  were  again  prevalent  throughout  the  year.  Early  recognition  of 
symptoms  and  prompt  attention  in  school  and  at  home  kept  these  con¬ 
ditions  in  check. 

All  children  were  screened,  using  the  Massachusetts  Vision  Testing 
Equipment,  and  parents  notified  when  defects  were  noted.  The  School 
Eye  Clinic  held  twenty  clinics.  One  hundred  and  sixty-eight  (168)  children 
made  three  hundred  and  ninety-six  (396)  visits  for  care  and  treatment. 

Audiometer  Tests  were  given  in  group  screening  to  students  in  Grades 
Two  through  Twelve.  Those  in  Kindergarten  and  Grade  One  were  screened 
indivdually.  Initial  failures  of  these  screening  tests  were  re-tested  indi¬ 
vidually  and  referred  for  treatment. 

Mantoux  Skin  Tests  for  Tuberculosis  were  administered  to  one  adult 
plus  three  hundred  and  twenty-two  (322)  students  in  Grade  Eleven.  Of 
these,  twenty-one  (21)  students  and  one  (1)  adult  showed  a  positive  re¬ 
action.  All  were  X-rayed  and  were  negative. 

Diphtheria  Tetanus  double  antigen  was  administered  in  a  series  of 
three  doses  to  eleven  (11)  children  in  Grade  One.  Two  hundred  and 
twenty-two  (222)  others  received  a  booster  dose. 

Sabin  Oral  Polio  Vaccine  was  given  to  all  students,  Kindergarten 
through  Grade  Twelve,  with  parental  permission.  Adults  who  work  with 
children  in  school  also  received  the  vaccine:

Type  Two  March  4998  Children 

307  Adults 

Type  Three  May  3497  Children

Milk  was  provided  for  one  hundred  twenty-five  (125)  pupils  by  the 
United  Fund  through  the  Norwood  Women’s  Club. 

Two  new  nurses  were  appointed  to  the  School  Nursing  Staff.  Mrs. 
Thelma  C.  Jaruk  appointed  in  March,  and  Mrs.  Mary  L.  Breen,  who  joined 
us  in  October.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTOR  OF  SPECIAL  SERYICES 
AND  ELE3IENTARY  CURRICULUM 

The  number  and  variety  of  programs  encompassed  by  the  Division  of 
Special  Services  and  Elementary  Curriculum  are  such  as  to  render  im¬ 
practical  a  fair  commentary  in  a  report  of  this  type  on  all  of  the  activities 
involved. 

The  topics  which  follow  have  been  selected  because  of  certain  de¬ 
velopments  deemed  of  significance  and  which  have  a  bearing  on  the 
educational  offering  in  the  elementary  schools  of  the  Town  of  Norwood. 

French  Instruction  in  the  Elementary  Schools 

From  time  to  time  parents  seek  information  about  French  instruction 
in  the  elementary  schools.  This  program  is  briefly  described  below: 

1.  The  staff  is  comprised  of  three  teachers  of  French. 

2.  All  children  in  the  third  and  fourth  grades  have  four  fifteen 
minute  periods  of  instruction  weekly. 

3.  In  grades  five  and  six,  the  program  is  offered  to  those  students 
who  meet  a  certain  criteria.  This  criteria  takes  into  considera¬ 
tion  both  objective  test  data  and  subjective  evaluation  by  the 
staff.  Factors  are  weighed  such  as  superior  academic  achieve¬ 
ment  and  mental  potential  as  well  as  high  interest  and  moti¬ 
vation. 

4.  Upon  completion  of  the  program  in  grade  six,  students  are 
recommended  for  placement  in  the  Junior  High  School  with 
French  as  an  additional  major  subject  and  in  courses  that  pose 
challenges  commensurate  with  abilities. 

Speech 

Effective  speech  for  every  child  is  the  major  goal  of  the  speech  pro¬ 
gram  in  the  Norwood  Public  Schools.  In  the  regular  classroom,  time  is 
devoted  to  the  development  of  oral  language  skills  and  teachers  strive 
constantly  to  improve  speech  expression. 

The  classroom  teacher  receives  assistance  in  her  work  from  the 
Speech  Department  of  the  Division  of  Special  Services.  This  department 
consists  of  three  speech  specialists  who  act  as  consultants  and  resource 
people.  The  specialist  conducts  a  speech  improvement  program  in  the 
kindergarten  and  first  grade  classrooms  in  each  elementary  school. 

For  children  presenting  problems  requiring  skills  in  speech  correction 
beyond  the  scope  and  resources  of  the  classroom,  a  special  program  is 
organized.  In  this  program  the  specialist  meet  schildren  twice  weekly  in 
very  small  groups  and  concentrates  attention  on  individual  speech  prob¬ 
lems.  Thus  children  with  speech  handicaps  receive  needed  assistance  from 
highly  trained  instructors. 
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Remedial  Reading 

The  remedial  reading  program  functions  in  fashion  similar  to  last 
year’s.  Pupils  who  do  not  progress  in  reading  at  a  satisfactory  rate,  receive 
remedial  instruction  in  small  groups  from  specialists  twice  weekly.  The 
members  of  this  department  also  continue  to  serve  teachers  as  consultants 
on  methods  and  materials  and  assist  in  the  diagnosis  and  evaluation  of 
learning  problems. 


Testing 

A  testing  program  provides  for  the  systematic  assessment  of  factors 
deemed  most  critical  at  given  grade  levels.  These  factors  include  readiness 
in  kindergarten  and  chievement  in  reading  in  grades  one  through  six.  A 
complete  battery  of  achievement  tests  is  administered  in  grades  four  and 
six  while  different  tests  of  mental  ability  are  administered  in  grades  two, 
four,  and  six. 


Special  Education  -  Elementary 

The  opening  of  the  John  P.  Oldham  School  in  September,  1963,  was 
a  significant  event  for  Special  Education  because  it  made  possible  the 
transfer  to  excellent  facilities,  the  elementary  educable  classes.  The  need 
for  special  education  classrooms  was  anticipated  in  the  design  of  the 
Oldham  School  and  the  educational  specifications  provide  facilities  well 
suited  for  the  instruction  of  educationally  handicapped  children. 

Special  Education  -  Secondary 

The  Adjustment  Class  at  the  secondary  level  is  housed  in  the  Junior 
High  School.  Here,  students  receive  a  core  program  which  includes  in¬ 
struction  in  the  basic  skills,  science,  and  the  social  studies.  This  class  is 
also  included  in  a  modified  Junior  High  School  program  for  such  subjects 
as  industrial  arts,  home  economics,  music,  art,  physical  education,  and 
remedial  reading. 

Of  immediate  concern  is  the  necessity  for  expanding  the  program  in 
order  to  provide  effectively  for  students  as  they  reach  employable  age. 
Although  it  would  be  advisable  to  transfer  the  secondary  level  adjustment 
class  to  the  Senior  High  School,  space  is  at  such  a  premium  there  with 
facilities  already  taxed  to  capacity  that  this  re-location  does  not  appear 
feasible  at  this  time. 

Efforts  will  be  devoted  to  the  establishment  of  a  work-study  program 
to  provide  on  the  job  experience  under  school  supervision  for  those  stu¬ 
dents  who  would  be  eligible  and  who  would  benefit  from  such  a  program. 

Special  Education  -  Trainable 

There  are  classes  for  children  who  are  severely  retarded  and  desig¬ 
nated  as  trainable.  The  classes  are  conducted  in  quarters  leased  by  the 
Town  of  Norwood  and  located  in  the  Baptist  Church.  They  are  conducted 
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in  leased  quarters  because  there  is  no  room  elsewhere  in  the  schools. 
There  is  one  certified  and  specially  trained  teacher  and  an  assistant.  The 
class  is  divided  into  two  groups  based  on  age  and  ability.  One  group 
attends  in  the  morning;  the  other  in  the  afternoon. 

The  kind  of  care  and  the  quality  of  instruction  the  children  receive 
are  truly  praiseworthy  and  are  attributable  to  the  skill  and  dedication  of 
the  teachers  who  conduct  this  program. 

Report  Cards 

It  was  more  than  two  years  ago  that  Dr.  Coakley  first  discussed  with 
administrators  the  matter  of  evaluation  and  reporting  of  pupil  progress. 
After  a  review  of  the  existing  procedure  it  was  generally  agreed  that  a 
revision  was  desirable. 

Teacher  teams  in  each  elementary  school  were  selected  to  study  and 
research  the  problem.  Out  of  these  teams  two  committees  emerged.  One 
represented  the  primary  level;  the  other,  the  intermediate  grades. 

The  two  committees  met  intermittently  working  earnestly  through  the 
spring  of  1963.  Their  efforts  were  coordinated  by  Mr.  James  Donovan, 
Assistant  to  the  Superintendent. 

The  new  report  cards  were  ready  and  received  the  Superintendent’s 
approval  in  time  for  school  opening  in  the  fall  of  1963. 

A  word  of  appreciation  is  due  the  teacher  teams  for  their  effective 
participation  in  this  project  and  grateful  acknowledgment  is  extended  to 
the  teacher  committees  and  their  coordinator. 

A  New  Reading  System  is  Fully  Installed 

In  September  of  1963  the  Betts  Basic  Readers  were  installed  in  grades 
four,  five  and  six  throughout  the  school  system.  This  completed  the  in¬ 
stallation  of  this  new  reading  program  since  the  primary  grades  were 
fully  equipped  in  the  fall  of  1962. 

The  decision  to  adopt  the  Betts  Basic  Reading  program  on  a  system 
wide  basis  was  arrived  at  after  two  years  of  study  by  teachers,  principals 
and  Special  Services  personnel  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Coakley.  While 
it  is  too  early  to  attempt  any  valid  assessment,  it  may  be  stated  that 
preliminary  reports  are  most  encouraging.  Teachers  are  reacting  with 
enthusiasm  and  are  finding  the  materials  effective. 

The  criteria  upon  which  the  selection  of  this  series  is  based  will 
assist  in  evaluating  our  results.  Dr.  Coakley  summarized  these  essentials 
in  five  specific  undertakings  as  follows: 

1.  To  expose,  explore  and  accommodate  individual  differences  in 
the  rates  of  learning  among  students. 

2.  To  be  interesting  enough  to  inspire  the  desire  to  learn. 
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3.  To  have  within  itself  an  integrated  phonetics  program,  elimi¬ 
nating  the  necessity  to  purchase  additional  phonetics  materials. 

4.  To  provide  maximum  obtainable  teaching  of  thinking  skills 
within  individual  students. 

5.  To  perform  these  tasks  without  imposing  an  unattainable  drain 
upon  the  budget. 


Modern  Mathematics 

Assistant  Professor  of  Mathematics,  J.  Franklin  Fitzgerald  has  been 
retained  by  the  Norwood  School  Committee  for  the  purpose  of  instructing 
teachers  in  the  new  approach  to  the  teaching  of  mathematics.  Eighty 
teachers  enrolled  in  the  first  fifteen  week  course  offered  last  year.  Approx¬ 
imately  fifty  teachers  are  presently  enrolled  in  the  current  advanced 
course  also  running  for  fifteen  weeks. 

Pilot  projects  of  eight  weeks  duration  were  conducted  last  year  in 
selected  sixth  grades  at  the  Balch  and  Prescott  Schools.  This  initial 
attempt  to  introduce  a  formal  unit  of  “modern  math”  met  with  such  out¬ 
standing  success  that  all  of  the  schools  will  be  involved  in  a  similar 
project  in  the  spring  of  1964. 

The  knowledge  acquired  in  the  in-service  courses  and  the  experience 
provided  by  these  pilot  projects  will  serve  to  equip  effectively  our  pro¬ 
fessional  staff  for  its  next  major  undertaking  in  curriculum  change,  i.e., 
a  review  and  revision  of  arithmetic  instruction  in  the  elementary  schools. 

Conclusion 

I  should  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  express  a  word  of  gratitude 
to  all  of  the  members  in  the  Division  of  Special  Services  for  their  valuable 
contribution  to  the  success  of  the  program,  and  a  word  of  appreciation 
to  Dr.  Philip  0.  Coakley,  the  Administrators  and  the  Central  Office  Staff 
for  their  generous  help  and  support.

In  accordance  with  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts 
governing  elections,  the  State  Armory  was  fitted  up  as  a  polling  place,  a 
place  railed  off  and  compartments  provided  for  the  convenience  of  voters, 
in  marking  their  ballots  and  each  compartment  was  supplied  with  cards 
of  instruction  and  other  necessary  facilities. 

Cards  of  instruction  and  specimen  ballots  were  posted  in  the  five  dif¬ 
ferent  parts  of  the  polling  place  outside  the  rail.  The  Town  Clerk  and 
Accountant  delivered  the  ballot  clerks,  sealed  packages  marked  “Official 
Ballots,  January  20,  1964”  and  their  receipts  therefor. 

The  Ballot  Clerks  were  provided  with  duplicate  sets  of  registered 
voters  of  the  Town,  as  prepared  by  the  Registrars  of  Voters  for  use  at 
this  election.  They  were  supplied  with  the  official  ballots  taken  from  the 
package  received  from  the  Town  Clerk  and  Accountant  and  were  stationed 
by  the  entrance  and  exits  of  the  polling  place  with  instructions  to  deliver 
such  ballots  only  to  voters  whose  names  were  found  and  checked  on  the 
voting  list.  The  Ballot  Boxes  used  in  elections  were  opened  in  public  meet¬ 
ing,  examined  by  the  Moderator  and  other  officials  and  found  to  be  empty. 
The  registers  were  then  set  at  zero. 

The  polls  were  declared  open  for  the  reception  of  ballots  at  7:00 
o’clock  in  the  forenoon  and  were  declared  closed  at  8:00  o’clock  P.M.  At 
the  close  of  the  polls,  an  actual  canvass  of  the  ballots  showed  that  two 
thousand,  four  hundred  and  eighty-three  (2483)  votes  were  cast. 

The  names  check  on  the  voting  list  by  the  ballot  clerks  at  the  entrance 
of  the  polling  place  were  counted  and  found  to  agree  and  the  total  number 
of  names  so  checked  was  two  thousand,  four  hundred  and  eighty-three 
(2483).

Dear  Sir: 

An  unsigned  letter  which  was  circulated  to  some,  prehaps  all,  of  the 
Norwood  Town  Meeting  Members  has  been  brought  to  my  attention. 

Because  that  letter,  at  several  points,  makes  direct  reference  to  the 
Attorney  General  and  the  Attorney  General’s  office,  I  thought  it  appro¬ 
priate  to  write  this  brief  letter  which  I  hope  will  explain  the  role  of  the 
Attorney  General’s  office  in  regard  to  zoning  by-laws  or  amendments  to 
the  zoning  by-laws  of  Norwood  or  any  Massachusetts  city  or  town. 

By  statute,  every  such  zoning  by-law  or  proposed  amendment  to  a 
zoning  by-law  comes  to  this  office  for  final  approval. 

We  do  not  pass  on  the  merits  of  a  proposed  by-law  or  amendment  to 
the  existing  by-laws. 

The  merits  are  for  the  Town  Meeting  Members  to  decide. 
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vVe  are  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  determining  the  constitu¬ 
tionality  of  the  proposed  by-law  or  amendment  to  the  by-laws — its  legality, 
under  Massachusetts  law, — and  are  also  charged  with  seeing  to  it  that  all 
of  the  procedural  steps  which  Massachusetts  law  outlines  and  requires 
have  been  followed  by  the  town  in  question. 

When,  in  the  normal  course  of  business,  the  by-law  in  regard  to  the 
Congregational  Church  property  on  Walpole  and  Winter  Streets  first  came 
to  this  office  for  approval,  Attorney  General  Brooke  found  that  a  procedural 
step  required  by  law — (a  public  hearing  before  Town  Meeting  action) — had 
not  been  followed. 

He  therefore  disapproved  the  by-law. 

We  did  not  pass  on  the  merits  of  the  proposed  change  then,  and  we 
take  no  position  on  the  proposed  change  now. 

I  reiterate  —  the  desirability  or  the  non -desirability  of  the  proposed 
change  is  for  the  Town  Meeting  Members  to  decide. 

Attorney  General  Brooke,  like  his  predecessors,  has  and  will  continue 
to  leave  such  matters  in  the  hands  of  the  duly  elected  Town  Meeting 
Members. 

This  matter  has  not  “agitated”  the  Attorney  General’s  office,  nor  is 
this  office  “keeping  an  eye  on”  Norwood,  any  unsigned  letter  to  the  con¬ 
trary  notwithstanding. 

The  Attorney  General  has  and  will  continue  to  discharge  his  constitu¬ 
tional  and  statutory  obligations  in  such  matters  and  is  confident  that  the 
Town  Meeting  Members,  in  Norwood,  as  in  the  other  cities  and  towns  of 
the  Commonwealth  will  continue  to  discharge  their  statutory  responsi¬ 
bilities. 

I  hope  that  this  brief  letter  has  clarified  the  role  which  the  office  of 
the  Attorney  General  takes  in  these  matters. 

I  would  appreciate  it  if  you  would  read  this  letter  to  the  Town  Meeting 
Members  should  the  zoning  by-law  question  at  issue  come  up  at  tonight’s 
meeting.

Dear  Town  Meeting  Member: 

As  you  are  well  aware,  “that”  business  rezoning  in  District  3  comes 
up  again  in  the  pending  Town  Meeting. 
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So  much,  has  been  said  before,  it  seems  unnecessary  to  belabor  the 
facts,  so  we  won’t. 

We  merely  thought  you  would  appreciate  being  brought  up  to  date. 

At  November  (1963)  Town  Meeting:  following  the  granting  of  ample 
time  for  Mr.  Donahue  to  present  the  case  for  the  proponents;  following 
the  Moderator’s  ruling  that  the  Articles  was  on  the  warrant  legally  and 
properly;  and  following  the  denial  of  opportunity  for  opposing  neighbors 
and  Town  Meeting  Members  to  present  new  facts  to  the  floor,  the  motion 
was  passed  by  a  margin  of  three  votes. 

That  was  that. 

The  Massachusetts  Attorney  General,  however,  became  extremely  agi¬ 
tated  when  the  matter  came  before  him  for  a  “rubber  stamp”  approval.  As 
you  know,  he  ruled  that  the  whole  procedure  was  out  of  order.  This  is 
not  something  lightly  done.  For  the  State  Attorney  General  to  “wrap  the 
knuckles”  of  Town  Officials  (with  whom  his  office  has  almost  daily  com¬ 
merce),  it  must  indeed  have  been  a  serious  matter.  It  was. 

There  was  an  air  of  secrecy  around  the  “Old  Town  Hall”  on  this 
matter,  and  the  Norwood  newspapers  were  obligingly  silent  or  brief  in 
their  comments.  Things  like  this  don’t  happen  very  often.  Aren’t  you 
curious? 

Somehow,  the  Private  “Public”  Meetings  between  the  Planning  Board 
and  representatives  of  the  investors,  taking  place  in  August  and/or  Sep¬ 
tember  were  “forgotten”.  To  appearances,  they  had  never  happened.  Odd. 

Somehow,  the  Planning  Board  Meeting  (all  neighbors  welcome  at  this 
one)  which  took  place  in  June  1963  appeared  to  be  the  Meeting  properly 
preceding  the  November  Town  Meeting.  Curious. 

For  Heaven’s  Sake!  How  deceptive  can  you  get? 

Naturally,  the  Planning  Board  is  peeved  at  us  (because  they  were 
caught  out  by  the  A.G.),  naturally,  the  Town  Officials  involved  are  put 
out,  now  they  too  look  bad.  The  A.G.  has  his  eye  on  them. 

Meanwhile,  back  at  the  ranch,  the  groggy  neighbors  of  District  3  are 
trying  to  figure  out  whether  everybody  in  the  world  is  against  them.  All 
they  want  is  a  fair  hearing. 

You  would  think  that  we  were  for  SIN  and  against  MOTHERHOOD. 
All  we  are  trying  to  do  is  protect  our  homes.  (This  is  wrong?). 

Tune  in  for  next  Thursday’s  exciting  chapter.

Town  Meeting  Member: 

The  Planning  Board,  serving  the  Town  as  elected  public  officials,  feel 
it  is  incumbent  upon  the  Board  to  answer  certain  alleged  inconsistencies 
according  to  an  “unsigned”  letter  mailed  to  a  number  of  town  meeting 
members  prior  to  last  week’s  town  meeting,  (a  copy  of  the  letter  is 
attached.) 

Unfortunately,  members  of  the  Planning  Board  were  unaware  that 
such  a  letter,  which  is  not  only  distorted  but,  in  fact,  maliciously  untrue, 
was  circulated  before  town  meeting  action  on  the  proposed  rezoning  of 
the  so-called  “doctors’  land”. 

The  Planning  Board  has  conducted  no  “private”  meetings  with  any 
parties  directly  or  indirectly  involved  in  the  proposed  zoning  change.  In 
fact,  only  on  two  occasions  in  the  past  five  years  has  the  Board  found  it 
necessary  to  go  into  executive  session,  as  our  records  will  attest,  and  in 
both  instances,  problems  involving  proposed  expenditure  of  funds  was  the 
subject  of  discussion. 

The  facts  relating  to  the  rezoning  matter  to  date  are  these: 

On  June  26,  1963,  a  hearing  was  held  at  the  Municipal  Building  to 
discuss  the  proposed  rezoning  of  the  former  Congregational  Church  property 
and  adjoining  Town  of  Norwood  property,  with  three  members  of  the 
Planning  Board  in  attendance,  two  others  having  been  on  vacation. 

Following  the  meeting,  in  which  Attorney  Charles  Donahue  spoke  in 
favor  of  the  rezoning,  and  William  Shields,  Frank  Garner,  Mrs.  Mary  Dunn, 
Charles  Briggs,  Theodore  Crawford,  Mrs.  Ruth  Carolan,  William  C.  Ken¬ 
drick,  Philip  Riley,  and  Theresa  Flaherty  spoke  in  opposition  to  the  rezon¬ 
ing;  the  Board  voted  2-0  to  recommend  indefinite  postponement  of  the 
Article  at  the  June  27  town  meeting. 

At  this  point,  no  “deed  restriction”  had  been  offered  by  the  petitioners. 

At  the  June  27  town  meeting,  on  a  motion  made  and  seconded  by  the 
two  Planning  Board  members  who  had  voted  to  recommend  indefinite  post¬ 
ponement,  the  town  meeting  directed  the  Planning  Board  to  meet  with  the 
petitioners  to  work  out  deed  restrictions. 

The  Planning  Board  held  an  open  meeting  with  representatives  of  the 
press  in  attendance  on  September  9,  1963,  at  which  time  Attorney  Donahue, 
representing  the  doctors,  agreed  to  every  restriction  imposed  by  the  Plan¬ 
ning  Board.  The  restrictions  were  to  be  incorporated  in  a  deed  which 
Attorney  Donahue  stated  the  doctors  would  present  to  the  town. 

At  the  subsequent  December  town  meeting,  the  majority  of  the  Plan¬ 
ning  Board  recommended  approval  of  the  rezoning.  Town  Meeting  voted 
to  approve  the  zoning  change. 

However,  Assistant  Attorney  General  Carter  Lee  ruled  that  the  action 
was  not  valid  because  the  Planning  Board  had  changed  its  recommendation 
from  “opposition”  to  “in  favor”  of  the  proposed  change. 
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Another  public  hearing  was  conducted  by  the  Planning  Board  on  Jan¬ 
uary  27,  1964,  at  which  time  Attorney  Donahue  and  Ludovic  0.  Fournier 
spoke  in  favor  of  the  proposed  change,  and  William  Shields,  Frank  Garner, 
Mrs.  Ruth  Carolan,  Peter  Sarnie,  and  William  C.  Kendrick  spoke  in 
opposition. 

The  Planning  Board  subsequently  voted,  4  to  1,  to  recommend  a  change 
of  zone,  primarily  because  of  the  voluntary  agreement  made  by  the  doctors 
of  placing  restrictions  on  a  deed  to  be  offered  to  the  Town  of  Norwood. 

AT  NO  TIME  did  the  Planning  Board  hold  “private”  meetings  of  any 
nature. 

The  unsigned  attached  letter  would  suggest  that  the  Planning  Board 
has  conducted  public  business  in  a  “deceptive”  manner.  If  this  was  true, 
the  authors  of  the  letter  would  seem  to  have  a  course  of  legal  recourse 
against  the  Planning  Board. 

It  is  apparent  that  because  the  authors  have  distorted  beyond  any 
sense  of  decency  the  actual  facts  relating  to  the  zoning  matter  that  the 
letter  was  “unsigned”.

REPORT  OF  THE  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL 
HOUSING  STUDY  COMMITTEE 
(April,  1964) 

The  Elementary  School  Housing  Study  Committee,  consisting  of  nine 
members,  authorized  under  Article  8  at  the  Special  Town  Meeting  held  on 
April  27,  1960  and  appointed  in  May  by  the  Town  Moderator,  first  met  on 
June  6,  1960.  After  electing  Joseph  R.  Olshan  as  Chairman,  the  committee 
began  studying  the  need  for  additional  classrooms  in  the  Town  of  Norwood. 
At  the  meeting  of  August  24,  1960  a  vote  was  taken  in  favor  of  an  elemen¬ 
tary  school  on  Prospect  Street,  which  is  now  the  John  P.  Oldham  School, 
completed  in  1963. 

At  the  meeting  of  November  16,  1961,  Mr.  Olshan  resigned  his  position 
as  Chairman,  and  Mr.  Arthur  B.  Rodgers  was  elected  to  that  post.  The 
Committee  then  proceeded  to  study  the  need  for  additional  housing,  obtain¬ 
ing  and  analyzing  information  and  statistics  from  various  committees  and 
other  sources.  On  August  15,  1963  the  committee  voted  three  to  two,  with 
two  abstentions  and  two  absentees,  for  an  eight-room  addition  to  the 
Cleveland  School.  Also  at  this  meeting  a  vote  was  taken  unanimously  in 
favor  of  an  addition  to  the  Balch  School. 

After  further  discussions,  it  was  voted  at  the  meeting  of  October  3  to 
rescind  the  vote  of  August  15  in  favor  of  a  Cleveland  School  addition.  The 
committee  then  voted  five  to  four  to  recommend  a  new  16-room  elementary 
school  on  Wilson  Street  and  to  prepare  a  report  for  the  next  Town  Meeting. 
At  the  same  meeting  there  was  a  unannimous  vote  in  favor  of  preparing 
for  Town  Meeting  a  presentation  of  the  Balch  School  cafetorium  addition. 
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With  the  resignation  in  December,  1963  of  Chairman  Arthur  Rodgers 
and  Mr.  Francis  X.  Sheehan,  Jr.,  a  meeting  of  the  Elementary  School 
Housing  Study  Committee  was  held  on  January  2,  1964  when  Mr.  John  A. 
Abdallah  was  elected  Chairman  of  the  reorganized  seven-member  committee. 

Although  the  committee  was  obligated  to  have  the  motions  presented 
as  already  prepared,  an  expression  of  the  present  committee  indicated  that 
three  members  were  in  favor  of  the  sixteen-room  school  and  four  members 
were  in  favor  of  the  eight-room  addition. 

At  the  adjourned  Special  Town  Meeting  on  March  2,  1964,  the  articles 
for  a  sixteen-room  school  and  for  purchase  of  land  on  Wilson  Street  were 
defeated,  and  the  article  for  an  eight-room  addition  to  the  Cleveland  School 
was  adopted,  as  was  the  article  for  an  addition  to  the  Balch  School. 

Mr.  Olshan  has  resigned,  leaving  one  vacancy  to  be  filled.  The  committee 
is  continuing  its  work  of  studying  further  foreseeable  school  housing  re¬ 
quirements,  particularly  with  regard  to  the  Junior  High  School  and  addi¬ 
tional  elementary  school  classrooms,  and  will  report  at  a  later  date.

The  proposed  measure  provides  that  henceforth  appointments  in  the 
executive  branch  of  the  government  shall  not  require  the  advice  and  consent 
of  the  Governor’s  Council.  Exceptions  to  this  provision  include  appointments 
to  the  Youth  Service  Board,  Industrial  Accident  Board,  Commission  of  the 
Department  of  Public  Utilities,  Parole  Board  and  Appellate  Tax  Board, 
which  appointments  shall  continue  to  require  Council  action.  However, 
should  the  Council  fail  to  act  upon  such  appointments  within  thirty  calendar 
days,  then  the  person  involved  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  lawfully 
appointed.

As  in  the  case  of  appointments  still 
requiring  Council  approval,  such  recommended  removal  from  the  Youth 
Service  Board  must  be  acted  upon  by  the  Council  within  thirty  calendar 
days;  otherwise  the  proposed  removal  shall  become  effective  as  if  approval 
had  been  given.  In  the  case  of  any  appointment  which  heretofore  required 
Council  approval  the  Governor  may,  within  fifteen  days  of  the  making  of 
the  appointment,  remove  the  person  appointed  without  cause. 

The  Council  shall  no  longer  be  required  to  approve  the  fixing  of  any 
compensation  for  services  rendered  in  the  executive  department.  And 
henceforth  there  need  be  no  approval  by  the  Council  of  actions  or  agree¬ 
ments  by  executive  officers,  including  but  not  limited  to  borrowings  and 
loans,  investments,  leases,  licenses,  purchases  and  conveyances,  and  con¬ 
tracts,  and  also  including  the  promulgation  of  rules  and  regulations.

Under  the  Act,  effective  as  of  January  1,  1964,  each  member  of  the 
General  Court  shall  receive  seventy-eight  hundred  dollars  for  each  regular 
annual  session,  the  President  of  the  Senate  and  Speaker  of  the  House  of 
Representatives  shall  each  receive  the  same  amount  as  additional  com¬ 
pensation,  and  the  floor  leaders  of  each  of  the  major  political  parties  in 
the  Senate  and  House,  the  Chairman  of  the  Senate  Committee  on  Ways 
and  Means  and  the  Chairman  and  Vice-Chairman  of  that  committee  of  the 
House,  shall  each  receive  thirty-nine  hundred  dollars  as  additional  com¬ 
pensation,  to  be  paid  as  provided  in  the  Act.

It  is  also  provided  that  in  addition  to  the  compensation  for  the  1963 
annual  session  the  President  of  the  Senate  and  Speaker  of  the  House  shall

Sealed  packages  of  ballots  supplied  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Common¬ 
wealth  were  then  delivered  to  the  Ballot  Clerks  by  the  Town  Clerk  and 
Accountant,  together  with  Specimen  ballots  and  cards  of  instruction,  and 
their  receipt  therefor  was  taken  in  conformity  to  the  law.  The  Ballot  Clerks 
were  provided  with  duplicate  sets  of  lists  of  registered  voters  of  the  Town, 
as  prepared  by  the  Registrars  of  Voters  for  use  at  this  election,  and  were 
stationed  at  the  entrance  and  exits  of  the  polling  places  with  instructions 
to  deliver  such  ballots  only  to  voters  whose  names  were  found  and  checked 
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on  the  voting  list.  The  Ballot  Boxes  used  in  elections  were  then  opened  in 
public  meeting,  examined  by  the  Moderator  and  other  officials  and  found 
to  be  empty.  The  registers  were  then  set  at  zero. 

The  polls  were  declared  open  for  the  reception  of  ballots  at  6:00  o’clock 
in  the  forenoon.  The  polls  were  declared  closed  at  8:00  o’clock  in  the  after¬ 
noon.  The  names  were  checked  on  the  voting  lists  by  the  ballot  clerks  at 
the  entrance  to  the  polling  place  and  by  the  checkers  at  the  ballot  boxes, 
were  counted  up  and  compared  and  were  found  to  agree  and  the  number  of 
names  so  checked  were  thirteen  thousand  on  hundred  and  fifteen  (13,115) 
plus  forty-one  (41)  voting  for  Electors  of  President  and  Vice  President 
only,  which  agreed  with  the  total  number  of  votes  taken  from  the  ballot 
boxes.

The  Board  of  Assessors  herewith  submit  their  annual  report  for  the 
pear  1964  together  with  a  statement  showing  comparison  of  tax  rate  re¬ 
capitulations  for  the  years  1963  and  1964. 

A  table  showing  the  comparison  of  valuations,  tax  rate,  and  taxes 
assessed  over  the  past  years  is  attached  herewith  as  a  supplemental  report. 

Organization 

On  March  3,  1964,  James  T.  Flaherty  was  reappointed  by  the  Selectmen 
to  serve  for  the  term  of  three  years  ending  April  1,  1967. 

Tax  Rate  for  the  Year  1964 

On  May  18,  1964,  the  Board  of  Assesors  determined  the  tax  rate  for 
the  year  1964  to  he  $69.00  per  each  one  thousand  dollars  of  valuation,  an 
increase  of  $2.00  over  the  1963  rate.  The  School  Tax  Rate  was  determined 
to  be  $30.30  and  the  General  Tax  Rate  $38.70. 

Motor  Vehicle  and  Trailer  Excise 

13,796  motor  vehicles  and  trailers  were  assessed  for  the  year  1964 
and  excise  in  the  amount  of  $644,407.32  was  committed  to  the  Collector 
of  Taxes  as  of  December  31,  1964.  The  1964  rate  for  motor  vehicles  and 
trailers  was  $66.00  per  thousand.

Purpose  of  Report 

The  purpose  of  this  report  is  to  estimate  income,  operating  expenses, 
and  balances  available  for  capital  expenditures  in  the  next  several  years, 
and  to  give  the  Town  Meeting  Members  an  advance  look  at  the  major 
items  which  may  come  before  them  for  approval,  in  order  that  informed 
decisions  can  be  made  as  to  which  items  are  essential  and  when  and  how 
they  should  be  acquired  and  financed. 

A  Look  at  Income 

Approximately  one-half  of  the  Town’s  annual  total  income  is  derived 
from  the  tax  levy  which  is  a  product  of  the  tax  rate  and  the  assessed 
values.  The  major  portion  of  other  income  represents  receipts  from  our 
light  and  water  departments.

d)  The  estimated  data  is  based  on  ail  assumed  stable  tax  rate  only 
because  there  is  no  better  basis  available.  We  are  not  forecast¬ 
ing  that  the  rate  will  remain  stable,  as  'Only  the  action  of  the 
town  meeting  on  future  appropriations  can  determine  how  the 
tax  rate  will  change. 


There  has  been  a  significant  increase  in  the  estimated  assessed  values 
for  the  years  1964-67  as  compared  with  similar  estimates  made  last  year. 


The  estimated  increase  in  total  income  1963-67  (under  an  assumed  stable 
tax  rate)  amounts  to  $1,431,000,  as  compared  with  an  estimated  increase  in 
operating  expenses  for  the  same  period  of  $2,254,000,  and  obviously  the 
deficiency  of  $823,000  cannot  be  made  up  by  merely  curtailing  capital  ex¬ 
penditures.  Either  new  sources  of  income (  other  than  from  real  estate) 
will  have  to  be  found,  or,  the  rate  of  growth  in  operating  expenses  will 
have  to  be  kept  down  to  the  level  of  income  growth,  or,  the  tax  rate  will 
have  to  rise.

The  Town  certainly  cannot  afford  any  more  years  like  1963,  when  operat¬ 
ing  expenses  were  allowed  to  rise  13%,  while  income  was  rising  only  5%. 
The  tax  burden  of  our  1963  capital  program  was  reduced  by  the  appropriation 
of  $378,000  from  free  cash,  thereby  making  less  reserved  funds  available  for 
future  years. 
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Balances  Available  for  Capital  Expenditures 

The  difference  between  our  total  income  and  our  operating  expenses 
must  cover  our  pay-as-you-go  capital  appropriations,  debt  service  which 
includes  principal  and  interest  on  borrowed  funds,  the  MDC  assessment 
covering  the  capital  cost  of  our  connection  with  the  MDC  water  system 
(which  becomes  fully  paid  up  in  1966),  and  the  desirable  additions  to  the 
Stabilization  Fund  as  discussed  later. 

In  the  following  tabluation  we  have  deducted  from  this  “difference”  our 
present  debt  service  (including  MDC  assessment)  in  order  to  illustrate  the 
estimated  shrinkage  in  the  amount  available  for  other  capital  appropriations.

The  above  figures  considered  in  conjunction  with  the  items  listed  below 
indicate  that  the  Town  must  increase  its  income,  or  reduce  its  expenses 
in  order  to  permit  it  to  acquire  the  capital  projects  which  will  be  needed. 
In  addition  to  planning  new  capital  acquisitions,  the  Town  should  re¬ 
evaluate  its  present  capital  assets  to  determine  whether  any  can  be 
liquidated  to  provide  some  windfall  income  that  might  help  to  defray  the 
cost  of  some  of  the  projected  capital  requirements. 

A  Look  at  Possible  Major  Capital  Expenditures 


1964 —  8  room  addition  to  Cleveland  School  .  $350,000 

Balch  School  addition  and  improvement  .  250,000 

Library  addition  .  330,000 

1965 —  8  additional  elementary  school  classrooms  .  350,000 

Skating  Rink  .  140,000 

1966 —  New  30  room  Junior  High  School  .  2,000,000 

1967 —  8  room  addition  to  Peabody  School  .  400,000 


Another  possible  major  capital  item  is  the  Blue  Hills  Regional  Voca¬ 
tional  and  Technical  High  School.  It  is  not  possible  to  indicate  the  timing 
of  this  item,  nor  is  it  possible  to  indicate  the  estimated  cost  of  Norwood’s 
share  of  this  venture. 
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Another  item  of  indefinite  import  is  a  long  term  program  of  upgrading 
the  electric  service  of  the  light  department.  This  is  now  being  studied  in 
terms  of  a  10-year  program. 

A  comparison  of  the  above  items  with  those  in  our  report  last  year 
will  indicate  several  significant  changes.  The  incinerator,  which  was  in 
the  thinking  stage  for  1965,  is  now  thought  of  in  terms  of  1969  or  later, 
as  our  sanitary  land  fill  program  has  given  us  more  time  to  solve  the 
problem.  The  Senior  High  School  eight-room  addition,  which  was  listed 
for  1967,  now  has  a  target  date  of  1968.  The  light  department  stockroom 
garage  has  been  deferred  as  attempts  are  underway  to  solve  this  problem 
through  the  temporary  use  of  the  old  fire  station. 

In  addition  to  the  major  items  listed  above,  the  Town  will  spend  each 
year  significant  amounts  for  other  pay-as-you-go  capital  items.  These 
include  sewer,  water,  drain,  and  highway  construction,  motorized  equip¬ 
ment,  etc. 

Our  Stabilization  Fund  Requirements 

This  Fund  plays  a  vital  role  in  town  financing  in  two  ways:  (1)  by 
having  certain  funds  available  in  the  year  before  new  school  construction 
is  voted,  the  Town  is  able  to  attain  the  maximum  acceleration  of  state  re¬ 
imbursement  of  school  construction  costs,  which  reduces  the  money  needed 
to  be  borrowed,  hence  saving  interest  expense;  (2)  when  used  in  conjunc¬ 
tion  with  advance  planning  for  major  capital  expenditures,  it  is  a  means 
of  stabilizing  the  tax  impact  thereof. 

Our  minimum  requirements  over  the  period  1964-67  call  for  $450,000 
to  be  added  to  the  Fund  just  in  connection  with  state  reimbursement  of 
school  costs.  In  addition,  we  should  be  adding  as  much  more  as  we  possibly 
can  in  order  that  the  acquisition  of  a  new  Junior  High  School  will  not 
place  us  in  an  unfavorable  debt  position. 

In  fact,  the  Town  should  develop  long  range  capital  planning  so  that 
through  the  proper  use  of  the  Stabilization  Fund  it  need  not  be  disturbed 
by  any  major  capital  expenditure  either  as  to  tax  impact  or  debt  manage¬ 
ment. 


A  Look  at  Outstanding  Debt 

Our  outstanding  debt  at  the  end  of  1962  was  $3,254,000  (including  $380,000 
due  MDC)  which  was  already  slightly  above  what  it  should  be  with  the 
prudent  level  considered  as  5%  of  assessed  valuations. 

If  all  of  the  major  potential  capital  expenditures  are  made  as  tenta¬ 
tively  scheduled,  we  shall  be  well  over  the  prudent  debt  level  by  1966  with 
an  outstanding  debt  of  close  to  $4,000,000  which  will  be  close  to  7%  of 
assessed  valuations. 

Our  Recommendations  for  Sound  Financial  Planning 

Use  of  the  Stabilization  Fund  as  a  prime  tool  to  lower  debt  charges, 
and  to  aid  in  attaining  a  reasonably  level  tax  burden. 
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The  total  outstanding  debt  should  be  at  a  level  below  5%  of  assessed 
valuations,  and,  if  possible,  should  not  extend  beyond  a  ten-year  period. 
As  the  last  payment  on  our  existing  debt  is  due  in  1978,  it  should  be  our 
objective  to  be  back  within  the  10-year  limit  by  1968. 

Capital  items  costing  less  than  $100,000  should  be  financed  out  of  cur¬ 
rent  revenues.  Larger  amounts  that  must  be  borrowed  should  be  planned 
to  require  debt  service  of  between  $50,000  and  $100,000  per  year. 

Operating  expenses,  the  major  part  of  the  Town’s  budget,  must  be 
carefully  controlled  if  the  necessary  capital  items  are  to  be  acquired  with 
a  minimum  impact  on  the  tax  rate.  Any  increase  in  operating  expenses 
should  be  balanced  against  increases  in  the  Town’s  total  income,  whether 
from  increased  valuations  or  new  sources. 

Efforts  should  be  made  through  the  cooperation  of  all  Town  boards 
and  officials  to  create  advance  scheduling  of  capital  outlays  integrated  with 
the  use  of  the  Stabilization  Fund. 

Norwood  can  afford,  with  reasonable  sacrifice,  to  acquire  and  operate 
capital  items  that  it  needs,  but  it  cannot  afford  marginal  or  unnecessary 
projects,  no  matter  how  attractive  they  may  appear. 

The  Free  Cash  should  be  managed  so  that  a  minimum  of  $250,000  re¬ 
mains  after  the  Annual  Town  Meeting. 

Existing  assets  should  be  reviewed  to  determine  their  need  to  the 
Town  and  the  possibility  of  their  liquidation  to  provide  funds  to  relieve 
the  impact  of  the  capital  program. 

In  Closing1 

We  wish  to  rephrase  and  repeat  three  vital  points: 

1.  You  should  insist  on  long  range  capital  planning  of  a  precise 
nature  tied  in  with  the  use  of  the  Stabilization  Fund. 

2.  You  should  insist  on  the  control  of  operating  expenses  in  re¬ 
lation  to  anticipated  growth  in  total  income. 

3.  You  should  insist  on  the  planning  and  management  of  free  cash 
so  as  to  preserve  an  adequate  balance  at  all  times  as  protection 
against  unforeseen  contingencies.

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REPORT  OF  CEMETERY  DEPARTMENT

Dear  Sir: 

The  following  is  a  detailed  report  of  the  Cemetery  Department  for  the 
year  ending  December  31,  1964. 

The  Cemetery  Department  prepared  for  and  conducted  213  interments. 
We  also  dug  and  made  6  inter-cemetery  transfers. 

The  Cemetery  Department  dug  out  and  poured  88  foundations  for 
monuments.  We  also  dug  and  installed  24  flush  markers  at  various  graves. 
All  paid  grave  repairs  were  made  and  perpetual  care  requests  were  taken 
care  of. 

In  Section  “G”,  two  more  plots  of  land  were  laid  out  for  immediate 
and  pre-need  sales. 

The  first  section  of  the  Companion  lots  has  been  completed.  All  bounds 
and  lot  numbers  have  been  installed. 

The  Cemetery  Department  now  has  temporary  upright  grave  markers. 
These  are  put  over  the  graves  of  all  new  interment  sites  until  a  monument 
or  other  permanent  marker  has  been  installed.  Where  lots  have  markers 
or  monuments,  these  new  temporary  markers  are  not  used. 

In  Section  “C”,  250  feet  of  drainage  has  been  installed  under  St.  Adrian 
Avenue.  It  is  the  Cemetery  Department’s  intention  that  this  Avenue  be 
surfaced  with  asphalt  in  the  coming  year. 

There  were  several  more  flowering  trees  and  shrubs  planted  in  various 
park  areas  this  past  year.  There  has  been  considerable  pruning  and  trans¬ 
planting  done  throughout  the  Cemetery.  All  of  the  Cemetery-owned  shrubs 
and  hedges  have  been  trimmed. 

The  Cemetery  Department  spread  20  tons  of  lime  and  15  tons  of  fer¬ 
tilizer  in  the  past  year.  Several  areas  were  grubbed  out,  fresh  loam  added 
and  reseeded,  300  pounds  of  seed  were  used  in  repairing  lots,  graves  and 
lawn  areas. 

Although  this  past  Summer  was  very  dry,  all  newly  planted  trees, 
shrubs  and  lawns  were  kept  well  watered.  With  the  aid  of  lime  and  ferti¬ 
lizer,  the  Cemetery  lawns  were  mowed  throughout  the  season. 

There  has  been  a  considerable  amount  of  hot  topping  done  this  year; 
South  Highland  View  Avenue  was  completely  done.  Approximately  15,000 
sq.  ft.  of  walks  were  installed  with  more  concentration  being  made  in  the 
oldest  sections  of  the  Cemetery. 
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The  Day  Chapel  has  increased  in  its  use,  and  more  families  are  using 
it  for  interment  services  during  inclement  weather.  Old  Parish  Cemetery 
was  not  used  for  interments  this  year. 

The  maintenance  has  continued  throughout  the  season.  There  has  been 
a  chain  link  fence  installed  all  around  the  Old  Parish  Cemetery.  This  has 
completely  stopped  the  loitering  and  vandalism.  If  any  one  should  want  to 
visit  into  Old  Parish  Cemetery,  they  should  call  the  Superintendent  and 
arrange  to  have  it  opened  for  them. 

As  custodian  of  Veterans’  graves,  all  depressed  graves  were  filled; 
flags  and  markers  were  placed  over  graves;  there  were  5  flush  Granite 
Veterans’  markers  installed;  bases  were  put  onto  26  Bronze  markers  and 
installed  at  various  graves. 

I  would  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  you,  Mr.  Blasenak,  for  your 
cooperation  and  to  all  the  other  department  heads  for  their  assistance.  I 
also  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  men  of  my  crew  for  their  splendid 
cooperation  and  unselfishness.

REPORT  OF  DIRECTOR  OF  CIVIL  DEFENSE

Dear  Sir: 

I  hereby  submit  the  annual  report  of  the  Civil  Defense  Department  for 
the  period  of  January  1,  1964  to  December  31,  1964. 

The  present  fallout  shelters  have  been  inspected  monthly.  Twelve  (12) 
new  locations  have  been  checked  with  the  Army  Engineers  Corps.  As  soon 
as  these  subject  locations  have  been  fully  approved  by  the  F.C.D.A.,  they 
will  be  stocked  and  placed  on  a  monthly  inspection  basis. 

The  Civil  Defense  two-hundred  (200)  bed  emergency  hospital  has  been 
checked  on  a  monthly  basis.  All  equipment  is  in  readiness  for  any  emer¬ 
gency  requiring  its  use.  Inspection  reports  have  been  submitted  to  the 
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proper  authorities.  The  drugs  and  surgical  supplies  have  been  increased 
from  a  three  day  supply  to  a  thirty  day  supply. 

The  Director  has  attended  monthly  meetings  of  the  Civil  Defense 
Directors  of  Area  2-D,  held  at  Stoughton  and  meetings  held  at  State  Head¬ 
quarters  in  Framingham.  Periodic  trips  have  been  made  to  the  Taunton 
Surplus  Depot  to  check  any  government  surplus  equipment  that  could  be 
used  in  Norwood. 

Several  Firt  Aid  classes  have  been  held  at  the  new  Civil  Defense 
headquarters.  A  special  thirty  hour  course  for  registered  nurses  was  con¬ 
ducted  on  Basic  Disaster  Nursing.  There  were  also  classes  held  for  begin¬ 
ners  and  advanced  radiological  with  other  related  subjects.  This  type  of 
instruction  will  continue  throughout  the  year  with  new  subjects  -being 
added  as  quickly  as  material  is  available. 

The  Radiological  Department  has  conducted  special  classes  for  monitors 
and  advanced  instructors.  Three  new  monitor  stations  have  been  approved 
and  established.  This  program  will  continue  through  the  fiscal  year  with 
new  stations  being  established  as  fast  as  trained  personnel  are  qualified. 

The  Civil  Defense  Police  Department  holds  regular  weekly  meetings. 
This  unit  has  been  used  for  traffic  control  and  are  available  for  any  emer¬ 
gency  that  may  occur.  During  the  past  fiscal  year  these  men  were  used 
a  total  of  two  hundred  (200)  hours. 

The  Communications  Department  has  been  expanded  to  provide  com¬ 
munications  for  all  public  and  municipal  departments.  Drills  are  held  on 
a  regular  schedule  for  both  local  and  State  under  special  F.C.C.  license. 
Special  classes  are  held  for  both  Morse  International  Code  and  Radio  Theory 
by  this  group.  This  program  will  be  expanded  during  the  fiscal  year  to 
give  nation-wide  coverage,  so  this  department  will  be  able  to  move  on  any 
emergency  that  may  arise  now  or  in  the  future. 

The  Civil  Defense  Department  moved  into  its  new  quarters  on  May  3, 
1964.  These  new  facilities  made  it  possible  to  carry  out  this  training  pro¬ 
gram.  The  training  program  will  be  expanded  to  give  Norwood  the  very 
best  protection  in  any  disaster.  The  new  quarters  have  been  visited  by 
many  local,  sector,  and  state  Civil  Defense  personnel.  It  is  considered  to 
be  a  model  installation  for  a  fall-out  shelter  and  communication  center 
having  better  than  a  one  hundred  (100)  protection  factor. 

I  wish  to  thank  all  the  other  Town  Departments  who  have  been  most 
cooperative  in  assisting  -me  to  carry  out  my  work  during  the  past  year.

Dear  Sir: 

The  Norwood  Conservation  Commission  hereby  submits  its  report  for 
the  year  1964. 

At  the  present  time,  the  Commission  is  engaged  in  a  study  of  land 
area  known  as  the  “Westover  Parkway.”  This  land  area  is  of  some  seven¬ 
teen  acres  and  is  located  in  the  Westover  area  of  Norwood  and  includes  a 
narrow  strip  of  land  circumvented  by  a  road.  Germany  Brook  flows  down 
through  the  center  and  the  area  lends  itself  to  a  passive  recreation  area 
with  an  excellent  wildlife  and  bird  sanctuary  potential. 

The  Commission  has  undertaken  several  surveys  of  the  area  with  the 
co-operation  of  the  Department  of  Natural  Resources;  and  at  the  time  of 
this  writing,  it  is  hoped  that  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  Town  Meeting 
members  will  see  fit  to  turn  the  area  over  to  Conservation  Commission 
control. 

The  Town-owned  Well  Field  area  has  been  under  study,  and  again  it 
is  hoped  that  this  area  might  be  perpetuated  for  conservation  and  the 
water  supply  permanently  protected  for  possible  use  by  our  successive 
generations. 

The  Neponset  River  project  has  been  the  subject  of  many  meetings  of 
the  Commission  and  interested  parties  with  the  design  of  trying  to  preserve 
as  much  wetland  and  wildlife  as  is  possible.  Mr.  Bruce  Gullion,  Director 
of  The  Conservation  Services,  Department  of  Natural  Resources,  has  spear¬ 
headed  many  of  these  meetings;  and  it  is  assumed  that  much  progress  will 
be  made  to  protect  some  vital  watershed  areas. 

We  are  also  investigating  several  privately  owned  parcels  of  water¬ 
shed  land  with  the  hope  of  adding  them  to  our  green  belt. 

The  Conservation  Commission  has  been  very  mindful  of  all  applications 
for  building  sub-divisions  and  has  met  several  times  with  the  Planning 
Board  to  assure  no  infringements  are  made  close  to  brooks  or  rivers  that 
could  lead  to  possible  pollution  and  aggravation  to  possible  home  owners. 

We  will  continue  to  expand  our  efforts  toward  open  space  land  acqui¬ 
sition;  protection  of  our  watershed  areas;  and  generally  promote  sound 
conservation  practices  within  our  community.

Gentlemen : 

I  submit  herewith  in  summarized  form  the  eighth  annual  report  of 
my  conduct  of  the  Legal  Department  of  the  Town. 

Frequent  changes  in  the  laws  applicable  to  municipal  government 
brings  requests  for  interpretation  of  the  law  which  require  constant  study 
of  the  new  legislation  in  its  relation  to  our  activities  in  order  to  com¬ 
petently  advise  those  charged  with  the  conduct  of  our  own  government. 

Much  of  the  service  rendered  was  advisory  in  nature  and  was  furnished 
in  the  various  departments  of  the  Town  through  written  and  verbal  opinions 
upon  request  therefor. 

Additional  service  was  rendered  by  attendance  at  hearings  and  con¬ 
ferences,  court  appearances,  drafting  of  articles  for  town  meeting  warrants 
and  motions  to  be  offered  thereunder,  drafting  of  deeds,  agreements  and 
various  other  instruments. 

The  service  rendered  dealt  with  practically  every  phase  of  municipal 
activity. 

It  should  be  pointed  out  that  in  connection  with  the  above  activity, 
many  questions  arose  which  required  much  research  to  find  the  proper 
answers  and  many  hours  were  applied  to  this  end. 

Litigation  and  Claims 

Various  claims  for  personal  injuries  and  property  damage  were  made 
against  the  Town  arising  out  of  alleged  defective  conditions  in  public  ways 
concerning  which  opinions  as  to  liability  on  the  part  of  the  Town  were 
given  and  recommendations  were  made  as  to  the  disposition  of  claims. 

Selectmen 

Because  the  Town  does  not  carry  public  liability  insurance,  all  such 
claims  are  referred  to  Town  Counsel  for  investigation  and  settlement  with 
approval  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and,  if  settlement  cannot  be  made,  then 
the  case  is  tried  in  court  by  Town  Counsel. 

A  number  of  these  cases  were  on  behalf  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Welfare  and  thousands  of  dollars  were  recovered,  a  large  part  of  which 
came  back  to  the  Town  treasury. 

Without  listing  all  the  cases  handled,  suffice  it  to  say  that  cases  by 
and  against  the  Town  have  been  brought  to  a  current  status  with  little  or 
no  “backlog,”  so  called. 
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Conclusion 

I  am  grateful  for  the  privilege  of  having  served  the  Town  as  legal 
counsel.  During  my  period  of  service,  I  have  been  constantly  aware  of 
the  great  responsibilities  attendant  upon  this  position  in  a  growing  com¬ 
munity  such  as  ours.  The  uniform  spirit  of  co-operation  and  friendliness 
extended  to  me  by  Town  boards,  committees,  officials  and  friends  through¬ 
out  this  past  year  has  greatly  aided  me  in  the  performance  of  my  duties 
and  I  shall  be  ever  mindful  of  their  loyalty  and  friendship.

I  hereby  submit  my  report  as  Town  Engineer  for  the  year  of  1964. 

All  assigned  work  was  completed  during  the  calendar  year.  A  large 
part  of  the  construction  work  completed  was  by  contract  with  competitive 
public  bidding.  The  Engineering  Department  handled  all  phases  of  this 
work. 

One  sewer  project,  the  Federal-aided  Union  Brook  Interceptor  Sewer 
had  been  started  in  1963  and  was  completed  in  1964. 

A  consulting  engineer  was  retained  for  that  project. 

The  department  personnel  is  the  same  as  in  1963;  Town  Engineer, 
assistant  town  engineer  and  five  engineers  of  varying  grades.  As  this  report 
shows,  the  department  handled  and  completed  a  goodly  amount  of  work 
during  the  year.  The  problem  of  retaining  capable  men,  once  they  have 
reached  their  maximum  pay,  is  becoming  very  evident,  and  there  are  pros¬ 
pects  of  losing  these  trained  men  to  other  companies  offering  better 
prospects  and  salaries.

The  Town  Engineer  meets  with  representatives  of  various  public  and 
private  agencies  planning  construction  work  in  Norwood.  A  great  deal  of 
time  and  effort  is  put  into  these  meetings  which  consist  mainly  of  aiding 
the  prospective  constructors  to  be  aware  of  Norwood  regulations  and 
policies,  to  be  sure  that  all  utility  information  pertinent  to  the  individual’s 
problem  is  made  available,  so  that  the  proposed  work  will  proceed  as 
smoothly  and  easily  as  possible.

The  Engineering  Department  prepared  'Sewer  assessments  and  plans 
for  the  1964  sewer  construction.  Four  plans  including  44  assessments  total¬ 
ling  $24,423.04  were  completed. 

Field  work,  calculations  and  finished  plans  and  documents  were  pre¬ 
pared  for  nine  streets  which  were  accepted  by  the  town  meeting.  Work 
continues  on  the  street  acceptance  program. 

The  Town  Engineer  attended  many  Selectmen’s  meetings,  all  meetings 
of  the  Planning  Board  and  was  present  at  all  Town  meetings. 

Likewise  various  committees  and  boards  requested  attendance  at  certain 
meetings  in  order  to  have  engineering  advice  given. 
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Hearings  before  the  Norfolk  County  Commissioners,  Mass.  D.P.W.  on 
various  matters,  the  M.D.C.  and  other  governmental  agencies  are  also  at¬ 
tended. 

Contract  work  for  utility  and  other  construction  amounting  to  about 
$100,000.00  was  prepared  and  inspected  by  the  Engineering  Department 
during  the  year. 

As  in  the  past  years,  the  town  citizenry  has  brought  a  multitude  of 
interesting,  and  sometimes  knotty,  problems  to  the  Town  Engineer. 

These  problems  increase  in  complexity  and  number  each  year  as  the 
town  expands,  and  they  are  time-consuming,  however  interesting.  The  con¬ 
tract  work,  home  building,  and  industrial  and  business  development  in 
Norwood  seem  to  be  on  the  increase  again. 

Along  with  the  proposed  construction  for  1965,  and  Chapter  90  Work, 
there  appears  to  be  no  lessening  of  the  Engineering  Department  duties  for 
the  coming  year. 

With  the  present  day  complement  of  the  Engineering  Department  and 
possible  additional  qualified  personnel,  it  is  anticipated  to  again  complete 
all  assigned  work  in  1965.

On  January  1,  1964  the  debt  of  the  Town  of  Norwood  was  $3,030,000.00 
with  maturities  of  $388,000.00  in  1964. 

The  following  sums  were  borrowed  in  1964:

On  the  Balch  School  and  Cleveland  School  additions,  these  borrowings 
will  be  reduced  by  the  matching  stabilization  fund  payment  received  from 
the  School  Building  Assistance  Commission.  The  sum  of  $352,760.00  was 
appropriated  from  the  stabilization  fund  for  the  two  school  additions. 

The  town  in  1964  made  its  8th  payment  of  $95,000.00  to  the  Common¬ 
wealth  of  Massachusetts  to  be  applied  against  the  Cost  of  Constructing  the 
water  main  from  the  Metropolitan  System  to  the  Norwood-Westwood  line. 
The  total  cost  is  $950,000.00  with  $95,000.00  being  paid  off  each  year. 

The  Finance  Commission  examined  the  requests  for  appropriations 
submitted  by  the  various  departments,  met  with  department  heads  and 
committees  charged  with  the  disbursement  of  appropriations,  and  discussed 
in  detail  the  basis  for  such  requests. 

Upon  completion  of  the  work  of  the  Commission,  a  public  hearing  was 
held  prior  to  the  Annual  Town  Meeting. 

The  sum  of  $58,600.00  was  appropriated  for  the  Reserve  Fund  and

REPORT  OF  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 


The  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen

Dear  Sir: 

I  submit  to  you  and  to  the  citizens  of  the  Town  of  Norwood  the  Annua] 
Report  of  Your  Fire  Department  for  the  year  1964. 

On  April  1,  1964  your  fire  department  moved  from  the  old  fire  station, 
at  the  corner  of  Nahatan  and  Central  Streets,  into  the  new  quarters  on 
Nahatan  Street.  The  new  station  houses  the  most  modern  alarm  and  com¬ 
munication  systems  in  order  to  efficiently  handle  fire  calls  and  give  you 
quicker  response  to  alarms.  Adequate  training  and  classroom  facilities 
have  been  incorporated  in  the  building  so  that  the  fire  department  can  keep 
up  to  date  with  the  modern  problems  encountered  in  fire  fighting. 

Due  to  the  continued  building  construction  in  the  town  and  the  ever 
growing  technical  problems  caused  by  our  progressive  industries,  we  of 
the  fire  department  have  to  increase  our  knowledge  while  still  maintaining 
our  past  efficiency.  To  improve  the  department,  officers  attended  the  Mass¬ 
achusetts  Institute  of  Fire  Department  Instructors  Seminar,  the  Red  Cross 
Instructors  Course,  and  the  Boston  Fire  Department  Training  School.  Upon 
completion  of  these  courses,  they  in  turn  held  training  classes  for  our 
department. 

A  new  record  of  fire  calls  was  established  in  1964,  when  we  responded 
to  1200  alarms  which  are  classified  as  follows: 


FIRE  ALARMS  —  1964 
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*  Dump,  sprinkler  surges,  smoke  scare,  and  honest  mistakes 

In  addition  to  this  large  number  of  fire  alarms,  609  ambulance  calls 
were  made  by  this  department. 

Inspections  and  pre-fire  planning  have  been  carried  on  throughout  the 
year.  Inspections  were  held  in  all  schools,  churches,  nursing  homes,  hospital 
and  garages.  Sprinkler  tests  were  conducted  in  schools,  nursing  homes  and 
factories  having  such  installations.  Occupancy  inspections  were  made  with 
the  Building  Inspector  in  each  dwelling  unit  in  all  new  apartment  houses 
and  in  all  new  buildings.  Permits  were  issued  for  fuel  oil  installations. 

Fire  protection  planning  was  carried  out  in  co-operation  with  the  town 
engineers  in  locating  hydrants,  water  mains  and  sprinkler  protection  in 
shopping  areas. 

I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  Honorable  Board  of 
Selectmen,  Manager  Walter  A.  Blasenak  and  the  Department  heads  for 
their  continued  co-operation.  To  the  Fire  &  Police  Building  Committee,  Dr. 
Harold  Knudson,  Mr.  Herbert  A.  Wiggins,  Mr.  Ralph  Fenton,  Mr.  Martin  W. 
Feeney,  and  Mr.  James  B.  Cuff,  for  the  many  hours  of  dedicated  service  to 
the  Town,  we  thank  you,  and  they  may  well  be  proud  of  a  job  well  done. 
To  the  Chiefs  and  firemen  of  Westwood,  Walpole,  Canton  and  Dedham,  I 
wish  to  express  my  thanks  for  their  co-operation  in  our  Mutual  Aid  Program.

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REPORT  OF  THE  GENERAL  MANAGER 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

I  hereby  submit  detailed  reports  of  the  various  departments  under  the 
administrative  control  of  the  General  Manager. 

The  General  Manager  in  review  of  departmental  reports  submitted  for 
the  year  1964,  wishes  to  call  your  attention  to  some  of  the  more  important 
activities  in  the  various  town  departments  which  discloses  continued  growth 
in  all  municipal  departments. 

1.  The  Municipal  Light  Department  again  was  one  of  the  most  active 

departments  in  the  Town.  The  installation  of  the  5,000  KVA  trans¬ 
former  and  switchgear  at  Station  353,  Chapel  and  Washington  Streets,  was 
completed.  This  equipment  was  installed  in  time  for  heavy  load  require¬ 
ments  during  the  summer  of  1964.  The  contracts  were  awarded  for  the 
first  section  of  13.8  KV  line  from  Central  Street  along  Washington  Street 
to  Route  1  to  Morse  Street.  Further  plans  for  continuation  of  13.8  lines 
are  under  study  and  contracts  for  construction  will  be  awarded  in  1965. 

The  department  witnessed  a  10.15%  increase  in  kilowatt  hours  con¬ 
sumed  in  1964. 

The  old  underground  street  lighting  system  in  the  vicinity  of  Nichols 
Street  was  replaced  with  a  modern  up-to-date  underground  lighting  system. 
This  improvement  reflects  the  continued  desire  of  the  department  to  re¬ 
construct  and  replace  the  older  type  street  lighting  equipment. 

2.  The  Recreation  Department  continued  in  the  past  year  in  its  efforts 

to  provide  interest  and  worthwhile  leisure  time  activities  for  all  citizens 

of  Norwood.  The  growth  of  the  town  is  reflected  in  the  increasing  partici¬ 
pation  in  the  various  programs  offered.  The  reception  of  the  programs 
offered  was  most  enthusiastic  and  indicated  a  genuine  interest  on  the  part 
of  the  participants. 

The  program  at  the  indoor  pool  at  the  Recreation  Center  has  continued 
to  grow  in  both  quality  and  quantity.  A  well  rounded  schedule  of  activities 
is  offered  at  the  pool  during  the  Fall,  Winter,  and  Spring  months. 

Notable  addition  to  the  program  in  1964  was  a  program  of  recreational 
swimming  for  physically  handicapped  boys  and  girls.  Valuable  assistance 
in  this  program  has  been  rendered  by  volunteer  teen  age  young  people 
who  have  received  training  in  Senior  Life  Saving  in  recent  years. 

With  the  work  completed  at  the  new  Ellis  Gardens  Playground  in  1964, 
it  is  contemplated  that  supervision  and  a  full  schedule  of  activities  will 
be  offered  there  in  the  summer  of  1965.  It  is  expected  that  the  same  will  be 
provided  at  the  Oldham  School  Playground. 

Senior  Citizens’  activities  were  also  a  highlight  of  the  year’s  program 
with  the  Recreation  Department  continuing  as  one  of  the  state  leaders  in 
this  most  important  area. 
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The  Hawes  Swimming  Pool  interior  was  refinished  by  the  gunite 
process.  Further  improvement  of  the  pool  area  is  contemplated  in  the  year 
1965. 

3.  The  Cemetery  Departmen  in  connection  with  its  expansion  program 
acquired  additional  lands  adjacent  to  the  present  cemetery  which  will 

be  dedicated  for  municipal  purposes.  Improvement  work  at  Highland  Ceme¬ 
tery  during  the  year  1964  consisted  of  recapping  of  certain  avenues  and 
walks  and  the  installation  of  a  chain  link  fence  enclosing  the  Old  Parish 
Cemetery. 

To  increase  the  efficiency  of  the  department,  a  modern  mechanical 
grave  opening  device  was  purchased  and  has  proved  to  be  very  successful 
and  productive. 

4.  The  Public  Works  Department  which  is  essentially  a  service  depart¬ 
ment  witnessed  an  extremely  busy  year  in  performing  its  usual  functions. 

This  department  has  cooperated  very  closely  with  the  State  Department 
of  Public  Works  in  connection  with  Chapter  90  work. 

Construction  on  1-95  in  Norwood  commenced  early  in  1964  under  the 
supervision  of  the  State  Department  of  Public  Works.  This  necessitated 
work  by  the  Town  on  Neponset  and  Union  Streets,  namely,  relocation  and 
cutting  off  of  town  utilities;  also,  maintenance  in  both  areas.  As  construc¬ 
tion  continues,  the  Town  Public  Works  forces  will  be  called  upon  to  assist 
the  contractor  and  the  State  Department  of  Public  Works.  To  that  end  the 
fullest  of  cooperation  will  be  forthcoming. 

5.  Some  of  the  more  important  construction  projects  were  completed  in 
1964  namely:  reconstruction  of  the  Warren  Street  sewer;  correction  of 

serious  drainage  problems  at  Varwood  Circle;  extension  of  water  main  on 
the  east  side  of  Route  1  from  Traphole  Brook  in  a  northerly  direction; 
Westover  Parkway  reconstruction  completed  from  Malvern  Road  to  beyond 
Germany  Brook  leaving  a  remaining  portion  from  Eden  Road  to  Germany 
Brook  to  be  reconstructed  in  subsequent  years. 

The  sidewalk  program,  granolithic  and  bituminous  concrete,  was  com¬ 
pleted  within  the  funds  made  available  for  that  program. 

6.  The  sanitary  land  fill  program  continues  at  the  public  dump  and  the 
Town  was  fortunate  in  renewing  the  contract  for  the  year  1964  at  a 

substantially  lower  figure  than  the  preceding  year.  In  order  to  protect  the 
best  interests  of  the  Town  a  “sticker  program”  was  instituted  so  that  the 
use  of  the  dump  may  be  reserved  for  residents  of  the  Town  of  Norwood. 

7.  The  Engineering  Department  which  is  an  extremely  important  depart¬ 
ment  witnessed  a  very  active  year  rendering  services  to  all  municipal 

departments  including  the  various  building  committees,  Parking  Commis¬ 
sion,  and  the  Norwood  Housing  Authority. 

All  monies  appropriated  for  construction  purposes  for  which  contract 
work  was  required  was  handled  entirely  by  the  Engineering  Department. 
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8.  In  the  area  of  traffic  control  the  Town  continues  to  replace  the  old 
parking  meters  with  the  newer  type  meters  or  “Vandalism  Resistant” 

meters. 

With  respect  to  the  Talbot  Parking  Lot  construction  was  completed  to 
provide  for  entrance  and  exit  into  the  parking  lot  from  Nahatan  Street. 

9.  With  the  completion  of  the  construction  of  the  new  Police  and  Fire 
Station,  the  Town  has  acquired  one  of  the  most  modern  and  functional 

buildings  for  this  type  of  public  service.  In  the  Police  Department  section 
of  the  building,  facilities  are  provided  for  activities  related  to  the  Police 
and  Civil  Defense  Departments  whereby  training  for  members  of  the  de¬ 
partment  may  be  acquired  through  lectures  and  conferences.  Members  of 
the  Norwood  Police  Department  are  assigned  during  the  year  to  attend 
various  police  schools  namely,  Northeastern  University  and  the  Massachu¬ 
setts  State  Police  School. 

The  usual  replacement  of  police  cruisers  were  made  during  the  year 
together  with  the  replacement  of  the  town  ambulance. 

The  General  Manager  gratefully  appreciates  the  advice,  counsel,  and 
cooperation  received  from  the  Selectmen,  Department  Heads  not  under  the 
control  of  the  General  Manager,  and  all  town  committees.  To  the  Depart¬ 
ment  Heads,  to  the  Chiefs,  and  to  all  employees,  my  deepest  appreciation 
for  their  cooperation,  interest  in  their  work,  and  constant  awareness  of 
their  responsibilities.  It  is  through  this  spirit  and  effort  that  we  were 
able  to  accomplish  the  work  required  in  the  conduct  of  the  public  office.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  HEALTH 

The  Board  of  Health  organized  after  the  Town  Meeting  in  January, 
1964.  Mr.  James  F.  Foley  was  elected  Chairman  of  the  Board,  Mr.  Bartley 
J.  Foley  and  Dr.  Roy  T.  Lydon  served  as  associate  members. 

Bids  for  the  collection  and  removal  of  garbage  from  the  Town  were 
opened  on  February  7,  1964.  Two  bids  were  received  by  the  Board.  The 
South  Shore  Disposal  Company  of  Abington,  Massachusetts,  bid  $48,500.00 
per  year  and  Edgar  McClellan  of  Pembroke,  Massachusetts,  bid  $56,000.00 
per  year.  The  Board  awarded  the  contract  to  the  South  Shore  Disposal 
Company. 

The  Board  of  Health  refused  to  certify  Nursing  Homes  in  Norwood 
during  1964  unless  the  applicant  for  Certification  applied  for  a  special 
permit  from  the  Board  of  Appeals  under  Sub-section  C-3  of  Table  A, 
Section  S-4  of  the  Zoning  By-Laws  to  allow  for  the  continued  use  of  the 
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premises  in  question  as  a  Nursing  Home.  The  former  By-Law  did  not 
provide  for  the  granting  of  permits  for  Nursing  Homes  in  residential  areas 
of  the  Town.  However,  former  Appeal  Boards  did  grant  variances  for 
Nursing  Homes  over  the  objections  of  the  Board  of  Health.  The  Board  of 
Health  had  always  taken  a  view  that  a  Nursing  Home  was  an  organized 
business  and  a  commercial  enterprise  and  as  such  they  were  not  permitted 
in  residential  areas.  The  new  By-Law  will  permit  a  Nursing  Home  in  a 
residential  area  if  permission  is  granted  by  the  Board  of  Appeal  after  a 
Public  Hearing. 

Dr.  John  C.  Burns  was  appointed  to  the  position  of  School  Dentist 
pending  the  examination  and  certification  of  a  School  Dentist  by  Civil 
Service. 

The  Division  of  Civil  Service  conducted  an  examination  for  the  position 
of  Plumbing  and  Gas  Inspector  for  the  Town  of  Norwood. 

The  Board  of  Health  ordered  a  Bakery  to  stop  production  of  bakery 
products  in  Norwood  because  the  building  and  bakery  did  not  comply  with 
the  Rules  and  Regulations  on  Bakeries  and  Chapter  94  of  the  General  Laws. 
The  Baking  Company  had  started  production  in  substandard  quarters  and 
had  not  applied  for  or  received  a  permit  from  the  Board  of  Health  as 
required  by  law. 

The  Board  appointed  Winfelt  C.  Eckhardt  Inspector  of  Slaughtering. 

The  Board  of  Health  voted  to  reject  the  Charm  Wage  Survey  and  Report 
which  was  completed  in  1964.  The  Charm  Report  could  not  compare  with 
the  Griffen-Hagen  Report  which  was  completed  in  1956. 

The  Board  of  Health  and  the  Norfolk  County  T.B.  Association  con¬ 
ducted  a  Mobile  X-Ray  Unit  in  Norwood  during  the  month  of  December. 

The  Board  of  Health  informed  the  Board  of  Selectmen  that  the  Health 
authorities  were  opposed  to  the  sale  of  Buckmaster  water  to  any  munici¬ 
pality  in  order  to  preserve  the  Town  of  Norwood  water  rights  for  the 
future  residential  and  industrial  needs  of  the  Town  of  Norwood. 

The  Board  of  Health  conducted  sanitary  inspections  of  Funeral  Homes, 
Nursing  Homes,  Hospitals,  Day  Care  Centers  and  Food  Establishments 
during  1964. 

The  Board  of  Health  examined  preliminary  and  definitive  plans  of 
sub-divisions  presented  for  approval  throughout  the  year  and  made  recom¬ 
mendations  to  the  developers  with  respect  to  the  sanitary  water  supply, 
seweage  disposal  and  drainage. 

Public  Health  Nurses 

The  two  registered  nurses  of  the  staff  visited  homes  in  Norwood  and 
administered  care  and  treatment  to  acute  and  chronically  ill  patients.  The 
nurses  instructed  diabetics  on  the  use  of  insulin.  They  also  gave  guidance 
to  new  mothers  on  the  care  of  newborn  infants. 
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Our  Chest  X-Ray  Clinic  is  held  once  a  month  in  the  Municipal  Building 
with  Dr.  Donald  Martin  in  attendance  and  Mr.  Thomas  Turner  on  x-rays. 
There  were  127  patients  who  attended  our  clinics  this  year. 

The  nurses  have  visiting  hours  in  the  office  at  the  Municipal  Building 
between  one  and  three  o’clock  Mondays  through  Fridays.  A  total  of  355 
patients  were  treated  in  the  office.

Report  of  School  Nurse  -  St.  Catherine’s  School 

The  School  Physician  made  routine  visits  and  examined  children  re¬ 
ferred  for  examinations.  Parents  were  notified  of  any  physical  defects 
found  at  this  time  and  advised  to  consult  their  family  physician. 

Communicable  Disease  Control 

Diphtheria  toxoid  inoculations  were  administered  to  children  in  Grades 
I  and  VII. 

Grades  I  — 164  children  received  a  booster  dose. 

Grades  VII — 166  children  received  a  booster  dose. 

Vision  Test 

All  children  in  the  school  were  screened  for  visual  defects  by  way  of 
the  Massachusetts  Vision  Test.  Those  failing  the  test  were  referred  for 
treatment  by  an  Opthalmologist. 

Hearing-  Test 

The  Maico  Puretone  Audiometer  was  administered  to  all  the  children 
in  the  school  for  screening  any  hearing  defects.  All  failures  were  referred 
for  further  treatment  by  an  ear  specialist. 

Mrs.  Marie  Kane,  our  Speech  teacher  continues  her  work  with  children 
that  have  any  speech  defect. 

Report  of  Milk  Inspector 

One  license  was  issued  for  the  maintenance  of  a  plant  for  the  pasteuri¬ 
zation  of  milk. 

Licenses  were  issued  for  the  manufacture  of  ice  cream  for  retail  sale. 

Licenses  were  issued  for  the  sale  of  milk  and  cream. 

Dealers  in  oleomargarine  were  issued  registration  certificates. 
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Samples  of  milk,  skim  milk  and  cream  were  obtained  from  milk  dealers 
and  stores.  Tile  following  tests  were  made  on  the  samples  in  the  Board 
of  Health  Laboratory. 

1.  Phosphatase  test  for  pasteurization. 

2.  Standard  plate  count  for  purity  and  proper  processing 
and  care  from  farm  to  consumer. 

3.  Coliform  count  for  contamination  after  pasteurization. 

4.  Butterfat  content. 

5.  Total  solids  content. 

6.  Completeness  of  homogenization. 

Phosphatase  tests,  standard  plate  counts  and  coliform  tests  were  uni¬ 
formly  satisfactory  in  nearly  all  samples,  and  in  some  cases  were  excellent. 

Butterfat  and  total  solids  content,  although  above  legal  requirements, 
continue  to  be  disappointingly  lower.  There  is  no  indication  of  any  reversal, 
or  even  any  “evening  out”  of  the  trend  to  lower  butterfat  and  total  solids 
content.  The  following  factors  can  be  cited  as  contributing  to  this  trend. 

1.  Almost  universal  homogenization  of  milk. 

2.  Standardization  practices. 

3.  Non-transparent  containers. 

4.  Multiple  quart  containers. 

5.  Medical  findings  and  publications  relative  to  the  adverse 
effect  of  the  consumption  of  animal  fat  on  human  dis¬ 
eases,  particularly  certain  heart  conditions. 

On  August  11,  1964  the  Mass.  Department  of  Public  Health  approved 
a  reduction  in  the  standard  plate  count  requirement  on  pasteurized  milk 
from  10,000  to  5,000  colonies  per  cubic  centimeter.  In  connection  with  this 
reduction  I  made  a  survey  of  six  hundred  sixty-one  (661)  standard  plate 
counts  made  in  the  Norwood  Board  of  Health  Laboratory.  Below  are  the 


results  of  this  survey:

The  Board  of  Health  Laboratory  was  relocated  in  remodeled  quarters 
during  1964.  The  new  laboratory  room  is  most  satisfactory  to  me,  especially 
after  working  under  virtually  untenable  conditions  for  many  years  in  the 
old  laboratory.  I  wish  to  thank  all  who  participated  in  the  remodeling  of 
the  work  area.  It  was  an  extremely  difficult  job  very  well  done.

The  Norwood  Housing  Authority  is  a  public  corporation  organized  in 
1948  to  administer  all  types  of  public  housing.  It  is  composed  of  4  elected 
officials  and  one  state-appointed  member.  One  member  is  elected  or  ap¬ 
pointed  each  year  for  a  term  of  5  years. 

The  Authority  currently  administers  a  75-unit  State-aided  Veterans 
Project  completed  in  1950,  a  50-unit  Elderly  Project  completed  in  1961, 
and  a  36-unit  Elderly  Development  scheduled  for  occupancy  March  1,  1965. 

The  General  Contractor  for  the  nearly-completed  second  Elderly  Project 
is  Fred  J.  Findlen  &  Sons  of  Dedham,  Mass.;  the  Architects,  Wm.  Nelson 
Jacobs  Assocs.,  Inc.  of  Boston.  Ground  breaking  ceremonies  were  held  on 
May  9,  1964.  The  Project  will  be  ready  for  occupancy  on  March  1,  1965. 
The  Authority  interviewed  146  applicants  during  the  month  of  November 
and  36  tenants  have  been  selected.  The  Authority  gives  preference  to 
needy  and  low-income  persons.  Also  long-time  residents  of  the  Town  are 
given  first  consideration. 

All  of  this  construction  came  about  as  a  result  of  State  Legislation 
under  Chapters  200  and  667  of  the  General  Laws.  Since  the  Commonwealth 
pays  a  maximum  subsidy  of  2%%  of  the  Development  cost  annually  and 
guarantees  payment  of  the  bonds  over  a  40-year  period,  all  major  decisions 
and  expenditures  must  receive  prior  approval  of  the  State  Division  of 
Housing.  Since  the  Authority  completed  its  fiscal  year  with  a  surplus 
beyond  the  budgetary  amounts  anticipated  for  operating  expenses,  the 
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subsidy  on  the  200-1  Project  was  reduced  $4500.00  and  on  the  667-1  Project 
$2000.00.  Mr.  Robert  M.  DeGregario  became  Deputy  Commissioner  of  the 
Division  of  Housing  under  the  newly-organized  Dept,  of  Commerce  and 
Development.  This  was  formerly  known  as  the  State  Housing  Board. 

The  primary  purpose  of  Public  Housing  Legislation  is  to  provide  decent 
housing  for  low  and  middle  income  families  at  rents  they  can  afford  to  pay. 

The  State-aided  Veterans  Low-income  Project,  200-1  is  located  at 
Roosevelt  Avenue  and  Jefferson  Drive.  It  has  33  single  homes  with  3  bed¬ 
rooms;  12  duplex  and  6  triplex  apartments  with  2  bedrooms.  The  present 
average  rent  is  $48.00  per  month.  It  is  100%  occupied  and  there  are  46 
applications  for  admittance  on  file. 

The  Elderly  Project,  667-1,  known  as  Willow-wood  Terrace  and  located 
on  the  corner  of  Railroad  Avenue  and  Adams  Street,  has  50  3-room  apart¬ 
ments  in  6  brick  buildings  and  a  Community  Building  consisting  of  a 
recreation  hall,  laundry,  kitchen,  and  the  Authority  Office.  It  is  100% 
occupied  and  there  are  146  applications  for  admittance  on  file.  A  person 
must  be  65  years  of  age  or  over  to  apply  and  must  be  a  resident  of  Mass¬ 
achusetts  for  at  least  5  years.  The  average  monthly  rent  is  $56.00,  which 
amount  includes  all  utilities. 

Since  there  seems  to  be  a  need  for  Housing  for  Elderly  persons — judging 
from  the  number  of  applications,  the  Authority  intends  to  apply  for  ad¬ 
ditional  units,  providing  Town  Meeting  gives  authorization  and  there  are 
funds  available. 

At  this  time,  we  would  like  to  express  our  sincere  gratitude  to  the 
Town  Officials,  Department  heads,  and  Town  Meeting  members  for  their 
cooperation  and  assistance  in  this  worthy  endeavor.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE 
ON  INDUSTRIAL  DEVELOPMENT 

The  year  1964  seemed  to  present  a  new  gleam  into  Norwood’s  Industrial 
Horizon.  It  has  appeared  that  conditions  within  the  Town  had  reached  a 
possible  dead-end  but  instead  a  revitalization  is  at  hand. 

An  area  of  great  expanse  bordered  by  Route  One,  Everett  Street  and 
Canton  Street  will  offer  the  Town  a  much  needed  Industrial  Site.  Much 
work  has  been  done  by  the  Committee  on  Industrial  Development  in  this 
measure.  Meetings  were  held  with  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Planning  Board, 
Board  of  Health  and  Conservation  Commission  in  an  effort  to  effect  a  meet¬ 
ing  of  the  minds.  The  Steering  Committee,  consisting  of  Martin  Lydon, 
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Francis  Close,  Eugene  Smith,  Robert  Kerr  and  Albert  Nelson  took  part  in 
these  and  many  other  meetings. 

One  of  the  major  projects  to  get  under  way  was  the  Everett  Street 
Development.  The  United  Consolidated  Shoe  Company  commenced  work  on 
an  eloborate  warehouse  and  office  to  serve  as  their  headquarters.  The 
erection  of  this  plant  could  serve  as  a  kick-off  for  the  introduction  of 
many  others  to  compliment  this  area. 

Having  laid  dormant  for  years  this  Neponset  Valley  Project  was  resus¬ 
citated  this  year.  A  joint  meeting  with  Canton’s  Industrial  Committee  was 
held  with  the  local  five  legislators.  Senator  Quinlan,  Representatives  Rosen, 
Ronayne,  Butters  and  Ahearn  were  in  attendance.  They  were  given  the 
background  on  a  bill  calling  for  the  dredging  of  the  so-called  Canton 
Meadows  area.  This  project  was  started  in  Dorchester  Bay  and  was  sched¬ 
uled  to  be  completed  at  Traphole  Brook  in  Norwood  this  year.  A  portion  of 
the  project  was  accomplished  but  then  it  remained  at  a  standstill. 

A  meeting  with  the  Metropolitan  District  Commission  Engineers  was 
arranged  in  Boston.  Members  of  the  Norwood  Committee  and  the  Legis¬ 
lators  discussed  the  entire  project  with  the  group.  From  the  meeting  it  was 
determined  that  the  project  would  -continue  to  its  completion  in  Norwood 
in  1967. 

The  finalization  of  this  project  will  transform  the  Neponset  Valley  area 
into  a  spot  useful  for  Industry,  Recreation  and  Conservation.  The  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Industrial  Development  is  following  this  project  with  complete 
scrutiny  as  it  is  one  that  will  bring  strong  bearing  on  the  Town’s  future.

REPORT  OF  LIBRARY  ADDITION 
BUILDING  COMMITTEE 

Three  years  of  effort  to  plan  an  enlarged  Library  acceptable  to  all 
authorities  concerned  finally  succeeded  in  1964. 

When  the  year  began,  the  Building  Committe  had  only  preliminary  plans 
completed.  When  it  ended,  the  actual  work  on  construction  and  renovation 
was  underway.  The  actions  taken  during  the  year  were  too  numerous  and 
involved  to  detail  but  may  he  summarized  as  follows; 

February  27:  On  the  recommendation  of  the  Finance  Commission,  the 
Capital  Outlay  Committee,  the  Library  Trustees,  and  the  Building  Com¬ 
mittee,  a  Special  Town  Meeting  voted  $18,800  for  final  plans  for  an  addition 
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to  the  front.  On  March  2,  it  also  voted  to  rezone  the  Library  and  adjoining 
Doctors’  properties  from  general  residence  to  business  use. 

May:  The  Town  received  as  a  gift  from  the  Doctors  an  8,202  square 
foot  strip  of  land  adjoining  the  Library  lot. 

August  13:  A  Special  Town  Meeting  voted  to  transfer  this  parcel  of 
land  and  also  the  remainder  of  the  old  Beacon  School  lot  in  the  rear  to 
the  Library.  This  enlarged  the  Library  property  from  about  25,000  square 
feet  to  over  43,000. 

October  15:  General  contract  bids  were  opened.  The  low  of  three  bids 
was  $449,900  from  A.  T.  Scanzillo  Inc.  of  Dedham. 

November  12:  A  Special  Town  Meeting  voted  the  Building  Committee 
the  additional  power  necessary  to  undertake  renovation  and  remodeling  as 
well  as  the  addition. 

On  the  motion  of  the  Finance  Commission,  Town  Meeting  then  voted 
70-20  to  appropriate  $525,000  for  construction.  This  sum  was  broken  down 
into  $361,000  for  the  new  addition  ($346,000  to  be  borrowed)  and  $164,000 
for  alterations  ($105,000  to  be  borrowed).  The  project  would  add  12,000 
square  feet  of  new  space  ana  would  make  much  of  the  16,000  square  feet 
in  the  old  building  fully  useable  for  the  first  time. 

November  18:  A  petition  to  rescind  the  appropriation  pending  a 
referendum  vote  by  the  Town  failed  to  get  enough  signatures. 

November  24:  A.  T.  Scanzillo  was  awarded  the  general  contract.  Com¬ 
pletion  date  was  extended  one  month  to  November  15,  1965  because  of  the 
delay  in  making  the  award  after  bidding.  However,  the  contractor  still 
expected  to  finish  by  October  15. 

December  10:  Work  began  with  demolition  of  walls  in  the  basement. 

December  16:  Ground  breaking  ceremonies  were  held  as  work  began 
outside.  Work  was  well  underway  and  progressing  very  satisfactorily  in 
January,  1965. 

This  factual  summary  does  not  do  justice  to  the  efforts  of  all  concerned 
in  bringing  a  difficult  and  controversial  project  to  this  final  step.  An 
appropriate  acknowledgment  to  all  will  be  made  in  the  Committee’s  final 
report,  but  the  Committee  would  especially  like  to  thank  the  Norwood 
Finance  Comission  and  its  chairman  Stephen  T.  Hefferan  for  their  assis¬ 
tance,  guidance,  and  understanding.

Library  Addition  Building  Committee 
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The  Library  Building 

The  long-sought  addition  to  the  building  is  on  its  way  up  at  last.  Al¬ 
though  the  specially  appointed  Building  Committee  has  had  the  primary 
responsibility  since  1961,  the  success  of  the  project  is  the  culmination  of 
twenty  years  of  effort  by  the  Library  Trustees  and  Librarian  Emeritus  Edna 
Phillips. 

The  last  few  years  of  that  effort  were  at  times  a  struggle.  Even  after 
Town  Meeting  on  November  12  voted  $525,000  for  construction,  there  was 
a  final  suspenseful  roadblock  as  a  petition  was  circulated  to  bring  the  Town 
Meeting  action  to  a  referendum  vote.  Thanks  in  part  to  quick  and  effective 
action  by  the  Trustees  and  the  Building  Committee,  the  petitioners  failed 
to  get  enough  signatures,  and  construction  began  on  December  10.  The 
building  was  planned  by  the  Norwood  firm  of  Korslund,  LeNormand,  and 
Quann  and  is  being  built  by  A.  T.  Scanzillo  Inc.  of  Dedham.  The  expected 
completion  date  is  November  15,  1965. 

A  few  people  still  feel  certain  they  won’t  like  the  new  building  with 
its  altered  facade  and  closeness  to  the  street,  but  there  is  no  arguing  with 
the  improvement  in  facilities.  Present  capacities  of  77  reader  seats  and 
50,000  books  will  be  about  doubled  as  12,000  square  feet  of  new  space  are 
added  and  the  present  16,000  made  fully  usable. 

Previous  Library  construction  in  Norwood  has  come  entirely  from  the 
generosity  of  the  Morrill  family.  This  time  there  are  no  donors,  and  the 
Town  was  unsuccessful  in  its  application  for  federal  aid  under  the  new 
Library  Services  and  Construction  Act.  The  people  of  Norwood  themselves 
are  providing  this  building,  and  it  should  be  one  they  can  be  proud  of. 

Personnel 

Last  year’s  report  described  the  Trustees’  fundamental  revision  of  the 
Library’s  personnel  organization  and  operations.  This  revision  has  now  been 
tested,  improved  where  necessary,  and  firmly  established.  With  every  job 
description,  work  method,  assignment,  and  procedure  having  been  reviewed 
and  many  changed,  it  is  understandable  that  a  few  staff  members  still  have 
limited  enthusiasm  for  the  new  system.  All  twenty-eight  people  who  work 
here,  from  the  Director  on  down,  have  been  affected  in  both  concrete  and 
intangible  ways;  but  most  are  getting  used  to  the  changes,  seeing  the 
resulting  advantages,  and  cooperating  very  well. 

The  Finance  Commission  during  the  entire  year  has  been  carefully 
studying  the  new  classification  and  pay  schedule.  Many  meetings  have  been 
held  on  the  subject,  and  the  Commission  has  even  come  to  the  Library  to 
study  the  situation  at  first  hand.  Its  endorsement  of  the  plan  is  awaited  by 
the  Trustees  as  the  conclusion  of  probably  the  most  significant  step  the 
Library  has  ever  taken  toward  a  high-quality,  modern,  productive  service 
program  that  will  reach  every  person  in  this  community. 
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Operations 

Both  the  quality  anti  quantity  of  service  was  strengthened  in  1964  by 
the  personnel  reorganization.  The  number  of  information  and  advisory 
questions  answered  increased  92%  from  3816  in  1963  to  7,330.  (Part  of  this 
increase  is  due  to  more  careful  record-keeping,  however).  Circulation  at 
the  Main  Library  increased  by  6%,  total  circulation  by  5%.  A  $3,000  higher 
book  budget,  resumption  of  the  summer  reading  club,  and  a  little  more 
emphasis  on  fiction  purchases  were  other  factors  in  this  substantial  increase. 

Naturally,  there  are  patrons  who  aren’t  pleased  with  some  of  the 
changes,  but  the  great  majority  seem  to  be.  The  net  increase  in  registrations, 
8%  in  1963,  was  12%  in  1964.  Over  half  the  Town’s  estimated  28,000  popula¬ 
tion  now  have  Library  cards.  It  remains  for  the  Library  to  catch  up  with 
their  interests  and  needs  and  to  build  on  the  beginning  that  has  been  made 
in  improving  the  quality  of  service. 

Service  and  Events,  1964 

A.  There  were  several  personnel  changes,  as  follows: 

Kathryn  Taylor  was  appointed  substitute  July  28  and  also  took  a  full 
time  program  at  the  Simmons  College  School  of  Library  Science  during  the 
fall  semester. 

Doris  Allen,  branch  chief,  retired  September  1  after  15  years  with  the 
Library,  11  years  at  the  South  Norwood  Branch. 

Helen  Fraser,  former  senior  assistant,  was  promoted  to  branch  chief 
September  1. 

Linda  Pennington  Conrad  after  5  years  as  a  part-time  page  was  pro¬ 
moted  to  assistant  full-time  September  18. 

Bettina  Cottrell  after  15  years’  service  resigned  as  substitute  September 
30  to  take  a  position  as  full-time  assistant  at  Walpole  Public  Library. 

Shirley  Patterson,  with  the  Library  in  various  capacities  since  1944, 
resigned  as  assistant  half-time  October  8  to  take  a  position  at  Maple  Grove 
Manor. 

Mary  Locke,  reference  librarian  since  1955,  resigned  December  31  to 
become  head  librarian  of  Walpole  Public  Library. 

Those  leaving  were  all  good,  capable  workers  and  will  be  missed  by 
the  Staff,  Trustees,  and  public.  The  Library  wishes  them  well  in  their  new 
activities. 

B.  A  Committee  of  'South  Norwood  citizens  headed  by  Nella  Pazniokas 
held  open  house  at  the  Branch  7-9  p.m.  September  21  in  honor  of  Doris 
Allen.  Mrs.  Allen  enjoyed  herself  and  very  helpfully  introduced  her  suc¬ 
cessor  Helen  Fraser  to  the  many  Library  patrons  and  friends  who  came  in. 
All  agree  that  it  will  be  difficult  to  follow  in  Mrs.  Allen’s  footsteps,  but 
Mrs.  Fraser  can  do  it  if  anyone  can. 
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C.  In  January,  Mr.  Fulton,  Junior  High  guidance  counsellor,  sent  the 
Library  28  applicants  for  positions  as  pages.  These  8th  graders  were  picked 
out  for  their  ability,  and  they  provided  a  pool  of  high-caliber  applicants 
from  which  the  Library  continues  to  draw.  Six  of  them  were  hired  in  1964. 

D.  Further  progress  was  made  on  catalog  simplification  with  the  adop¬ 
tion  of  a  number  of  new  procedures.  The  Youth  collection  was  expanded. 
Reclassifying  of  Youth,  Mystery,  Western,  Short  Story,  and  the  new  Light 
Fiction  to  the  Reader’s  Interest  Classification  was  completed.  The  Mystery, 
Western,  and  Light  Fiction  now  have  only  one  card  per  hook,  a  shelf  list 
card  kept  in  a  separate  drawer  of  the  catalog  so  that  it  also  serves  as  an 
author  entry.  All  new  books  are  now  in  one  place  instead  of  three.  These 
changes  have  also  been  made  at  the  Branch. 

E.  College  catalogs  were  made  non-circulating  so  that  they  will  be  more 
readily  available.  The  collection  was  expanded  greatly  by  Mrs.  Gerald  King, 
senior  assistant.  All  catalogs  and  pamphlets  were  changed  from  4-week  to 
2-weelc  circulation. 

F.  A  circulation  record  for  the  Library  was  set  Saturday,  February  1 
when  1565  items  went  out.  The  record  did  not  last  long  as,  surprisingly,  a 
rainy  summer  day  proved  even  busier.  Monday  July  13  produced  a  circulation 
of  1695. 

Another  figure  believed  to  be  a  record  was  the  $16.37  fine  paid  by  a 
young  man  for  books  overdue  while  he  was  a  student.  He  paid  cheerfully. 

The  final  record  performance  was  574  books  cataloged  by  Martha  Eaton 
and  her  assistants  in  March.  300-350  is  normal. 

G.  The  summer  reading  program  for  children  after  a  year’s  omission 
was  brought  back  in  the  form  of  the  Busy  Bee  Reading  Club.  Quantity 
reading  was  not  emphasized,  but  the  program  helped  even  out  the  summer 
circulation  slump  and  was  popular  with  children  and  parents. 

H.  Marianne  Cooper  of  Norwood  former  page  and  assistant  had  the 
honor  of  being  the  first  recipient  of  the  $1,000  New  England  Library 
Association  Scholarship  for  library  school.  She  is  now  attending  Columbia 
University  School  of  Library  Service. 

I.  The  Library  received  $500  from  the  estate  of  former  Trustee  A.  Marion 
Swain  for  a  fund  to  be  known  as  the  A.  Marion  Swain  and  Otis  D.  Swain 
Fund.  The  interest  is  to  be  used  for  the  purchase  of  books. 

The  Library  was  also  named  for  a  future  bequest  in  the  will  of  the 
late  Charles  J.  Rich. 

The  Trustees  are  grateful  for  these  bequests  and  hope  that  other 
Norwood  citizens  will  make  such  provisions  in  their  wills. 

J.  The  Trustees  voted  to  participate  in  the  Eastern  Massachusetts 
Regional  Library  System,  but  at  year’s  end  the  system  had  not  gotten  into 
operation. 
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K.  At  the  request  of  the  Batch  School  Addition  Building  Committee,  the 
Trustees  agreed  to  study  the  possibility  of  relocating  the  South  Norwood 
Branch  in  the  soon-to-be-expanded  school.  Since  the  branch  is  already  well 
located  across  from  the  school,  a  great  deal  of  study  would  have  to  be  done 
before  any  change  were  made. 

L.  The  new  member  of  the  Board  completing  the  remaining  two  years 
of  Martin  Curran’s  term  is  Roger  MacLeod. 

Gertrude  Tanneyhill  Cuthbert  succeeded  Mary  Dunn  as  Chairman  of 
the  Board.  Much  was  accomplished  during  the  chairmanship  of  Mrs.  Dunn, 
who  was  exceptionally  generous  in  the  time  and  energy  she  brought  to 
Library  matters.  Mrs.  Cuthbert  has  already  proved  instrumental  in  the 
success  of  both  the  building  program  and  the  personnel  reorganization.

I  herewith  submit  my  report  as  Superintendent  of  the  Norwood  Munic¬ 
ipal  Light  Department  for  the  year  1964. 


Daniel  E.  Callahan,  Chairman  of  the  Building  Committee,  wielded  the  silver  shovel  at  ground  breaking  ceremonies  for  the  addition 
in  front  of  the  66  year  old  building.  In  the  photograph  are,  left  to  right:  Director  Charles  Joyce,  senior  custodian  Carl  B.  Pear¬ 
son,  trustee  Theodore  Crawford,  senior  assistant  Mrs.  Gerald  King,  trustee  and  Building  Committee  member  Mary  Dunn,  Mr. 
Callahan,  chairman  of  the  Selectmen  Thomas  McManus,  general  contractor  Anthony  Scanzillo,  Librarian  emeritus  Edna  Phillips, 
architect  Harry  Korslund,  Building  Committee  member  George  Kozak,  architect  Maurice  Bilodeau,  trustee  and  Building  Com- 
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Once  again  1964  was  another  year  of  continuing  activity  for  the  Light 
Department.  Among  the  most  important  of  the  additions  during  the  year 
was  the  installation  of  our  5,000  K.V.A.  transformer  and  switchgear  at 
Station  353,  Washington  and  Chapel  Streets.  This  addition  was  placed  in 
service  in  time  for  the  heavy  loading  on  our  system.  Also  of  interest  is 
the  start  of  a  13.8  K.V.  system  to  enable  the  Light  Department  to  keep 
pace  with  the  rapid  expansion  of  our  system. 

An  increase  in  kilowatt  consumption  of  10.15%  over  1963  was  experi¬ 
enced  and  1965  will  be  a  year  of  continued  growth. 

Our  electric  power  cost  remains  stable  and  will  continue  with  the 
increased  use  by  industry  and  residential  customers. 

I  would  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  all  members  of  the  Light  Depart¬ 
ment  as  well  as  all  other  Departments  of  the  Town  for  their  cooperation.

The  Norwood  Bureau  of  Old  Age  Assistance  submits  its  annual  report 
for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1964. 


In  mid-year  Mr.  Joseph  G.  Breen  again  assumed  Chairmanship  of  the 
Bureau  and  served  in  that  capacity  until  November  at  which  time  he 
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resigned  as  Chairman  and  Board  Member.  The  Bureau  is  most  appreciative 
of  his  years  of  service  and  interest  in  its  behalf. 

Mr.  Alonzo  F.  Swift,  Jr.  was  then  appointed  to  the  Bureau  and  par¬ 
ticipated  in  the  election  of  Mr.  Frank  R.  Simoni  as  Chairman. 

The  Old  Age  Assistance  and  particularly  Medical  Assistance  for  the 
Aged  categories  continue  to  reflect  a  gradual  increase  in  the  overall  case¬ 
load.  Increases  were  again  evident  in  Hospital,  Nursing  Home  and  Medical 
Costs. 

The  Annual  Report  of  the  Town  Accountant  shown  elsewhere  in  the 
1964  Town  Report  shows  the  Financial  Account  of  the  Old  Age  Assistance 
Bureau.

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REPORT  OF  PLANNING  BOARD 

The  Norwood  Planning  Board  organized  on  Monday,  January  27,  1964 
at  7:30  P.M.  in  the  Municipal  Building.  James  T.  O’Sullivan  was  elected 
Chairman  and  John  F.  Lydon  was  elected  Clerk.  Other  members  of  the 
Board  included  J.  Edward  Barnber,  Paul  M.  Murphy  and  Francis  Wisgirda. 
Miss  Inez  Gallazzi  was  retained  as  Secretary  and  Robert  Hamilton  as 
Engineer  for  the  year  of  1964. 

Residents  of  Varwood  Circle  and  vicinity  appeared  before  the  Board 
and  registered  complaints  stating  that  the  12”  drain  installed  in  their 
neighborhood  was  too  small  for  the  area. 

A  Public  Hearing  was  held  on  Rezoning  land  on  Walpole  and  Winter 
Streets  from  Single  Residence  to  Business. 

Michael  Stivaletta  presented  a  plan  of  37  apartments  to  be  located  on 
Washington  Street  on  land  formerly  known  as  “Pages’  Field.” 

The  Secretary  was  requested  to  send  telegrams  to  the  local  State  Sen¬ 
ator  and  Representatives  requesting  that  they  register  opposition  to  Senate 
Bill  276  which  deals  with  limitations  of  minimum  size  lot  requirements. 

Meeting'  of  February  10,  1964 

A  meeting  was  held  with  the  Board  of  Appeals  to  discuss  mutual 
problems. 

The  Town  Manager  informed  the  Board  he  had  conferred  with  Bishop 
Minihan  regarding  the  land  owned  by  the  Archdiocese  of  Boston  on  Nichols 
Street  and  was  informed  that  the  Town  could  go  forward  with  the  original 
plan  of  the  layout  of  Albemarle  Road  as  it  would  not  interfere  with  the 
Church  plans. 

George  MacMullen  submitted  for  rezoning  from  Single  Residence  to 
Manufacturing  a  portion  of  land  on  West  Border  Road  and  East  Cross 
Street. 


Meeting  of  February  17,  1964 

The  Board  of  Appeals  and  Building  Inspector  met  with  the  Planning 
Board  to  discuss  the  Puopolo  case  and  other  problems. 

The  Board  went  on  record  as  favoring  that  the  land  on  Walpole  Street 
and  Winter  Street  owned  by  a  group  of  Doctors  be  recommended  for  re¬ 
zoning  from  Single  Residence  to  Business. 

Meeting  of  February  24,  1964 

A  meeting  was  held  with  the  Board  of  Appeals  and  Building  Inspector 
regarding  Rezoning  of  parts  of  Route  1. 

The  Board  requested  an  engineering  report  on  Arcadia  Road  in  response 
to  a  request  for  release  of  Bond. 
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Meeting  of  March  16,  1964 

A  Public  Hearing  was  held  on  a  Subdivision  of  land  owned  by  Barbara 
Pugitore. 

A  second  hearing  was  held  on  a  Zoning  Law  Amendment  increasing 
from  3  to  5  the  number  of  members  on  the  Board  of  Appeals. 

The  Board  held  a  third  public  hearing  concerning  a  change  in  zoning 
of  land  at  East  Cross  Street  and  Westborder  Road. 

A  fourth  Public  Hearing  providing  for  50’  frontage  in  Manufacturing 
areas  was  also  held. 

Meeting  of  March  23,  1964 

A  discussion  was  held  on  a  proposal  submitted  by  Philip  Phillips  with 
respect  to  Essex  Road  and  Albemarle  Road. 

The  subdivision  layout  of  Barbara  Pungitore  was  approved. 

Meeting  of  April  6,  1964 

Mr.  Pearson  appeared  for  a  discussion  of  the  study  he  was  to  make 
on  the  relocation  of  Brook  Street. 

Eight  property  owners  together  with  Arthur  Brown  and  Alfred  Grover 
discussed  a  preliminary  plan  submitted  by  Mr.  Brown  for  the  extension 
of  Pine  Street. 

Meeting  of  May  4,  1964 

Mr.  C.  Roger  Pearson  presented  two  plans  to  the  Board  dealing  with 
Nichols  Street,  Garden  Parkway  and  Brook  Street. 

A  Public  Hearing  was  held  on  rezoning  parcels  of  land  located  easterly 
of  Route  1  from  Dean  Street  to  Sumner  Street. 

The  Board  signed  a  petition  to  the  County  Commissioners  for  Everett 
Street  widening. 

Meeting  of  May  11,  1964 

The  Board  endorsed  a  plan  of  land  exchange  between  ithe  First  Con¬ 
gregational  Church  and  the  First  Baptist  Church. 

A  Public  Hearing  was  held  on  a  modification  of  Albemarle  Road,  Essex 
Road  and  Croyden  Road. 

A  second  hearing  was  held  regarding  the  rezoning  of  land  on  Lenox 
Street. 

Meeting  of  May  25,  1964 

Mr.  Arthur  Stivaletta  submitted  a  preliminary  plan  showing  10  lots 
of  land  registered  to  Louise  Howard  of  Neponset  Street. 

Mr.  Nicholas  Cieri  discussed  the  elimination  of  the  water  line  on 
Wedgewood  Drive  between  Deerfield  and  Robinwood  Roads. 
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The  adjourned  Public  Hearing  of  rezoning  portions  of  land  east  of 
Route  1  was  held. 

The  Engineer  was  requested  to  draw  a  proposed  rezoning  to  General 
Residence  lands  from  the  railroad  easterly  to  Route  1  bordering  Sumner 
Street  and  Factory  Mutual  Road. 

Meeting  of  June  15,  1964 

The  Board  of  Appeals  met  with  the  Planning  Board  to  discuss  the 
division  of  a  lot  at  the  corner  of  Alandale  Parkway  and  Washington  Street, 
part  of  which  is  in  the  Business  Zone  and  part  of  which  is  zoned  for 
General  Residence. 

Fifteen  residents  appeared  before  the  Board  objecting  to  the  develop¬ 
ment  of  Chesley  Kern  at  Arnold  and  Audubon  Roads. 

Meeting  of  July  20,  1964 

Several  individuals  appeared  before  the  Board  requesting  a  zoning 
change  of  land  at  Everett  Street  and  Route  1. 

A  Public  Hearing  was  held  on  an  amendment  to  the  zoning  by-laws 
to  require  a  50’  frontage  in  Manufacturing  areas. 

Mr.  Dennis  P.  O’Leary  and  Mr.  F.  W.  Reid  met  with  the  Board  in 
regard  to  amending  the  zoning  law  to  allow  a  dry  cleaning  plant  and 
shirt  laundry  in  a  business  zone. 

Meeting  of  August  3,  1964 

A  meeting  was  held  with  the  Library  Building  Committee  and  the  Mor¬ 
rill  Memorial  Library  Trustees  to  discuss  a  parcel  of  land  in  the  rear  of 
the  Library. 

The  Board  voted  to  endorse  a  plan  of  land  owned  by  Isaac  Abbott  at 
1249  Washington  Street. 


Meeting  of  August  10,  1964 

A  Public  Hearing  was  held  on  the  subdivision  of  Plymouth  Estates. 

The  Board  held  a  second  public  hearing  on  the  subdivision  of  Green¬ 
field  Estates. 

It  was  voted  to  recommend  to  the  Town  Meeting  indefinite  postpone¬ 
ment  of  Article  14  on  the  Town  Warrant  dealing  with  the  rezoning  of  land 
owned  by  Mr.  MacMullen  and  Mr.  Madden. 

It  was  voted  to  recommend  indefinite  postponement  to  the  Town  Meet¬ 
ing  of  Article  12  of  the  Town  Warrant  dealing  with  increasing  the  member¬ 
ship  of  the  Board  of  Appeals. 

Meeting  of  August  31,  1964 

Mr.  Arthur  Brown  was  informed  that  the  Planning  Board  disapproved 
his  preliminary  subdivision  plan  of  Pine  Street  Extension.

Dennis  P.  O’Leary  and  Arthur  Gleichauf  filed  copies  of  proposed 
amendments  to  the  zoning  by-law  in  reference  to  a  dry  cleaning  estab¬ 
lishment. 

Meeting  of  October  19,  1964 

The  Board  voted  to  endorse  as  not  requiring  subdivision  approval  land 
on  Roxanna  Street  owned  by  Nelson  Bouchard,  land  on  Walpole  Street 
owned  by  William  Crowley  and  land  on  Everett  Avenue  owned  by  David 
H.  Fleming. 

It  was  voted  to  release  conditional  approval  of  Robinwood  Road  and 
Wedgewood  Road  subject  to  receipt  of  bonds  covering  the  remaining  work 
to  be  done. 

A  Public  Hearing  was  held  concerning  an  amendment  to  the  By-Laws 
to  allow  a  Dry  Cleaning  establishment  in  Business  Districts. 

Charles  L.  Donahue  and  several  doctors  appeared  with  their  architect 
before  the  Board  to  explain  the  changes  they  were  making  in  their  plans 
for  a  medical  center. 


The  Board  prepared  its  1965  Budget  request  for  the  Finance  Com¬ 
mittee. 


Meeting  of  November  2,  1964 


Mr.  Bartley  J.  King,  Health  Agent  discussed  the  request  of  Peter 
Thomashay,  783  Neponset  Street,  who  had  applied  for  a  building  permit 
to  build  on  Prescott  Road. 


Mr.  Paul  Badger  submitted  a  plan  of  land  on  the  easterly  side  of 
Everett  Street  which  he  would  like  rezoned  from  General  Residence  to 
Manufacturing. 

Attorney  Grafton  Corbett  requested  an  opinion  from  the  Planning 
Board  with  respect  to  whether  Consolidated  Shoe  could  locate  off  Everett 
Street  in  a  Limited  Manufacturing  District  and  comply  with  the  Town  of 
Norwood  Zoning  laws. 

It  was  voted  to  release  a  bond  in  the  amount  of  $10,800  covering 
Devon  Road. 

Meeting  of  November  16,  1964 

The  Board  held  a  Public  Hearing  for  a  Subdivision  of  land  off  Everett 
Street. 


Mr.  Robert  Polito  of  Norwood  Bottled  Gas  Company  met  with  the 
Board  to  request  rezoning  from  General  Residence  to  Manufacturing  land 
in  the  rear  of  his  present  address. 

It  was  voted  to  release  bond  in  the  amount  of  $32,824  on  Chatham 
Road. 
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Meeting1  of  November  30,  1964 

A  meeting  was  held  with  the  Industrial  Committee  and  the  Conservation 
Commission  to  discuss  the  possible  industrial  development  of  land  east  of 
Route  1. 

Mr.  James  Drummey  and  Arthur  Gleichauf  of  the  Board  of  Appeals 
appeared  before  the  Board  in  connection  with  a  request  of  variance  for 
Orlando  Germano. 

Anthony  O’Donnell  left  with  the  Board  a  plan  for  modification  of  lots 
on  Longmeadow  Road  between  the  Cieri  development  and  the  proposed 
Howard  development. 

Meeting  of  December  7,  1964 

It  was  voted  to  request  the  Finance  Commission  to  insert  in  the  1965 
Budget  funds  to  cover  the  cost  of  a  study  of  the  area  on  Route  1,  easterly 
side  surrounding  the  well  fields.

REPORT  OF  POLICE  DEPARTMENT

Dear  Sir: 

At  no  time  in  the  history  of  our  nation  has  the  law  enforcement  pro¬ 
fession  found  itself  in  a  more  precarious  position  than  it  is  in  today.  The 
indifference  to  the  problems  of  law  enforcement  is  prevalent  nationally 
despite  the  fact  that  our  daily  newspapers  are  filled  with  reports  of  vio¬ 
lence,  crime,  and  corruption  and  statistics  showing  the  nation’s  crime  rate 
has  risen  four  times  as  fast  as  our  population.  In  1789  Thomas  Jefferson 
said,  “.the  execution  of  the  laws  is  more  important  than  the  making  of 
them.”  The  importance  of  this  statement  by  Jefferson  has  tremendous 
relevance  for  the  police  officer  of  today,  for  it  is  the  police  officer  who 
regulates  society  through  the  enforcement  of  law. 
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The  desirability,  in  fact  the  necessity,  for  police  education  and  training 
is  ever  increasing  in  this  country.  The  burden  of  finding  a  solution  to  the 
ills  of  society  has  fallen  squarely  on  the  shoulders  of  the  police. 

The  police  officer  has  been  forced  to  assume  roles  he  should  not  have 
to  assume.  His  responsibilities  have  been  extended  far  and  away  beyond 
the  call  of  duty.  Because  of  the  wholesale  breakdown  in  the  effectiveness 
of  our  major  social  institution,  the  police  officer  has  necessarily  had  to 
become  a  teacher,  a  lawyer,  a  psychologist,  a  doctor,  a  clergyman,  a  mar¬ 
riage  counselor,  and  a  social  worker. 

With  the  cooperation  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  General  Man¬ 
ager,  the  Norwood  Police  Department  has  continued  its  program  of  training 
and  education.  Eight  officers  of  this  department  have  attended  classes  at 
the  Northeastern  University  Law  Institute.  Sergeants  William  J.  Travers 
and  John  J.  Flaherty  and  Patrolmen  William  F.  Costello  and  Paul  E.  Fulton 
have  successfully  completed  the  Criminal  Law  course.  Patrolmen  William 
O.  Casey,  Domenic  J.  Fruci,  Richard  Joseph  and  William  J.  Wall  have  com¬ 
pleted  the  course  in  Investigative  Report  Writing.  Four  of  the  above  officers 
attended  through  scholarships  provided  by  two  local  organizations,  the 
Norwood  Chamber  of  Commerce,  and  Raytheon  Co.  For  their  interest  and 
community  spirit,  we  are  most  appreciative. 

Several  training  seminars  were  conducted  during  the  year.  Through 
the  cooperation  of  the  Massachusetts  Youth  Service  Board  a  10-week  course 
on  Juvenile  Delinquency  was  held  in  the  new  Conference  Room.  Repre¬ 
sentatives  of  police  departments  throughout  Norfolk  County  attended.  All 
received  certificates  from  John  Coughlan,  Director  of  the  Massachusetts 
Youth  Service  Board  at  appropriate  graduation  exercises.  Norwood  Officers 
receiving  certificates  were  Chief  James  M.  Murphy,  Sergeants  Arthur  J. 
Groh  and  John  J.  Flaherty,  and  Patrolmen  William  C.  Casey,  Richard 
Joseph  and  Albert  M.  Bishop. 

The  National  Conference  on  Sex  Offenders  (a  2-day  seminar)  held  at 
the  Hotel  Somerset,  Boston,  was  attended  by  Chief  James  M.  Murphy  and 
Sergeants  Arthur  J.  Groh  and  James  F.  Curran  of  the  Detective  Bureau. 

Two  conferences  on  Riot  Control,  one  by  the  Massachusetts  State 
Police  and  the  Massachusetts  Police  Chiefs’  Assn.,  and  another  under  the 
auspices  of  the  Federal  Bureau  of  Investigation  which  were  held  in  Fram¬ 
ingham  and  Newton  respectively  were  attended  by  Chief  James  M.  Murphy, 
Lieut.  James  F.  Lyden,  Sergt.  Arthur  J.  Groh  and  Patrolman  William  C. 
Casey. 

In  October  a  very  important  conference  was  held  at  the  John  Hancock 
auditorium  sponsored  by  the  New  England  Law  Institute.  Recent  United 
States  Supreme  Court  decisions  affecting  the  police  were  discussed.  In 
attendance  were  Chief  James  M.  Murphy,  Lieut.  James  F.  Lyden,  Sergt. 
John  J.  Wall,  Sergt.  John  J.  Flaherty,  Sergt.  James  F.  Curran,  Sergt. 
Arthur  J.  Groh  and  Patrolman  Nicholas  J.  Connolly. 

The  Women  Traffic  Supervisors  of  the  department  have  completed  the 
first  course  in  First  Aid  under  the  direction  of  Joseph  F.  McAuliffe,  Director 
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of  Civil  Defense.  They  are  presently  pursuing  the  Advanced  Course  in 
First  Aid. 

The  new  Firing  Range  has  been  the  scene  of  much  activity  during  the 
year  with  the  officers  concentrating  on  double-action  firing  at  silhouette 
targets.  Patrolman  Nicholas  J.  Connolly  was  assigned  to  form  a  revolver 
team  within  the  department.  This  team  is  now  competing  with  other  police 
teams  in  the  county. 

Safety  Officer  Frank  L.  Walsh  has  continued  his  program  of  safety 
talks  to  kindergarten  and  elementary  grades  of  all  Norwood  schools.  Safety 
coloring  books  were  distributed  to  the  kindergartens  and  the  first  three 
grades.  Safety  calendars  were  distributed  to  business  firms  throughout 
the  town.  This  officer  also  addressed  driver  trainees  at  local  driving  schools. 

Several  religious,  fraternal,  educational  and  business  organization  re¬ 
quested  that  the  Chief  of  Police  address  them  at  their  meetings  concerning 
law  enforcement  and  related  subjects.  The  Chief  of  Police,  considering  this 
a  privilege,  spoke  to  approximately  20  such  groups. 

On  May  3,  1964  the  new  Police  Station  was  dedicated  with  appropriate 
ceremonies.  This  new  facility  has  done  much  for  the  effiiciency  and  morale 
of  the  department.  Our  thanks  to  the  citizens,  the  town  meeting  members, 
elected  officials  and  the  Building  Committee  for  making  this  possible. 

In  July  1964  a  booklet  entitled  “Guardian  of  Your  Property  and  Wel¬ 
fare”  sponsored  by  the  Norwood  Cooperative  Bank  was  released  to  the 
public.  This  booklet  is  being  delivered  door  to  door  by  off-duty  police 
officers.  It  is  designed  to  acquaint  the  public  with  the  services  offered  by 
the  police  department.  We  also  hope  that  it  will  bring  about  a  better  under¬ 
standing  between  the  citizens  and  the  police.  This  publication  contains 
important  information  for  the  householder. 

One  change  took  place  in  our  Chaplain  force  during  the  past  year. 
Father  Paul  J.  McManus  was  tranferred  to  St.  Mary’s  in  Cambridge.  We 
thank  him  for  his  many  years  of  dedicated  service  to  the  department.  His 
position  has  been  ably  assumed  by  Father  Francis  H.  Delaney  of  St.  Cath¬ 
erine’s,  Norwood. 

I  am  proud  to  report  that  I  have  received  many  letters  commending 
police  officers,  copies  of  which  have  been  forwarded  to  the  General  Man¬ 
ager  and  inserted  in  the  individual  officer’s  file. 

In  closing  I  would  like  to  express  my  sincere  appreciation  to  the 
Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen,  General  Manager  Walter  A.  Blasenak,  de¬ 
partment  heads  and  personnel  of  all  municipal  departments,  town  meeting 
members,  the  local  Press,  and  all  good  citizens  of  the  Town  of  Norwood 
for  their  cooperation  with  the  Police  Department  during  the  past  year.  I 
also  thank  the  presiding  Justice  of  the  District  Court  of  Northern  Norfolk 
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Judge  Gilbert  W.  Cox  and  all  members  of  bis  staff.  My  sincere  appreciation 
goes  to  the  Officers  and  men  of  the  Norwood  Police  Department,  the  Traffic 
Supervisors  and  the  Police  Matron  for  their  devotion  to  duty.

I  herewith  submit  my  report  as  Superintendent  of  the  Public  Works 
Department  for  the  year  1964. 

HIGHWAY  DIVISION 
Street  Maintenance 

A  program  of  maintenance  for  town  ways,  street  signs,  guard  rails,  cul¬ 
verts,  bridges,  brooks,  curbing  and  sidewalks  were  cared  for  throughout  the 
year. 

Fifty-five  thousand  gallons  of  liquid  asphalt  were  distributed  on  the 
streets  in  need  of  attention.  Gravel  stone  was  used  for  cover. 

Florence  and  Marion  Avenues,  Bright  and  Charles  Streets  were  recapped 
with  bituminous  concrete  after  the  water  main  gate  box,  drain  and  sewer 
manhole  castings  on  those  streets  were  raised  to  the  new  road  grade. 

Chapter  Ninety  Maintenance  Program 

Walpole  Street  was  recapped  from  the  end  of  the  1963  work  near  Ber¬ 
wick  Place  to  the  State  Highway  which  is  just  beyond  where  Chapel  Street 
meets  Walpole  Street. 

One  hundred  ton  of  bituminous  concrete  was  laid  by  a  paving  machine 
in  order  to  bring  to  grade  a  trench  settlement  on  Winter  Street.  The  loca¬ 
tion  was  between  the  entrance  to  Highland  Cemetery  and  Shattuck  Park 
Road. 

A  drain  manhole  and  a  catch  basin  was  constructed  in  the  vicinity  of 
No.  591  Pleasant  Street.  The  west  gutter  was  regraded  for  a  distance  of 
200  feet  northerly  in  order  to  improve  a  poor  drainage  condition. 
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Maintenance  and  Control  of  Traffic 

Traffic  lines,  parking  lines,  crosswalks  and  curbing  were  marked  and 
painted  where  needed  on  the  highways  and  in  the  five  town-owned  parking 
lots. 

New  regulatory  signs  such  as  “Stop”  signs  and  various  types  of  “Park¬ 
ing  Signs”  were  placed  as  ordered.  Existing  traffic  markers  were  repainted, 
repaired  or  replaced  where  needed. 

Parking-  Meters 

Seventy  of  the  new  style  “vandal  proof”  meter  heads  were  added  to 
the  fifty -four  set  the  year  before.  The  locations  of  these  are  as  follows: 

East  side  of  Washington  Street  from  Nahatan  Street  to 
north  of  Railroad  Avenue. 

West  side  of  Washington  Street  from  Howard  Street  to 
Railroad  Avenue. 

Central  Street  between  Guild  Street  and  Nahatan  Street. 

Guild  Street  between  Washington  Street  and  Central  Street. 

Cottage  Street  between  Washington  St.  and  Central  Street. 

Day  Street  between  Washington  Street  and  Central  Street. 

Collections  of  coins  were  regularly  made;  meters  and  their  posts  were 
repaired  as  needed. 

SEWER  DIVISION 

The  expense  of  maintaining  the  Spruce  Road  Sewer  Station  increases 
annually  due  to  obsolescence.  The  cost  of  a  new  station  and  equipment 
would  approximate  $13,500.00. 

A  large  group  of  main  sewers  which  frequently  clog  are  regularly 
inspected.  These  lines  block  mostly  because  of  old  age  but  in  some  cases 
due  to  either  poor  construction  or  laid  too  flat  a  grade. 

Stoppages  on  house  lines  often  are  repeaters  usually  due  to  roots 
within  sections  of  the  pipe.  A  list  of  stoppages  that  happened  during  the 
past  eighteen  months  has  been  tabulated.  Each  line  will  be  analyzed  and 
a  determination  made  of  what  correction,  if  any,  is  needed.

The  Town  supply  at  the  Westwood  Well  was  tested  twice  each  week. 
Wells  at  Ellis  Station  were  tested  regularly. 

The  Well  at  Westwood  was  run  24  hours  a  day  during  the  month  of 
March  to  lower  the  water  table  in  that  area. 

Hydrants  on  dead  and  water  lines  were  blown  off  in  the  spring  and. 
fall.  All  hydrants  were  operated  and  inspected  twice  during  the  year 
Constant  hydrant  inspections  were  carried  on  during  the  winter  months. 
Damaged  hydrants  were  either  promptly  repaired  or  replaced. 

A  complete  record  card  has  been  made  for  each  main  water  gate  and 
each  hydrant. 

Water  Department  personnel  respond  to  all  fires  in  industrial  or  high 
valve  mercantile  districts. 

New  water  mains  laid  by  contractors  were  tied  to  existing  street  mains 
by  the  department. 

The  painting  of  the  four  million  gallon  standpipe  was  discontinued 
during  cold  weather  and  it  will  be  finished  this  spring. 

Domestic  meters  were  read  quarterly  and  factory  meters  were  read 
monthly.  Check  valves  where  private  water  supplies  are  cross  connected 
to  the  municipal  supply  were  inspected  quarterly.  Stopped  meters  were 
repaired  and  replaced.  Meters  were  set  on  new  services  and  service  calls 
were  promptly  made  where  requested. 
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Private  swimming  pools  were  filled  on  call.  Pipe  and  fittings  were 
transported  from  stock  to  locations  where  mains  were  to  be  laid  by  con¬ 
tractors. 

The  construction  of  water  house  connections  and  water  mains  by  De¬ 
velopers  were  supervised  by  the  Public  Works  Department. 

The  water  properties  at  Ellis  Station  and  at  Buckmaster  Pond  were 
regularly  patrolled  and  maintained. 

FORESTRY 

Moth  Suppression  -  Dutch  Elm  Disease  Control 

Elm  trees  when  in  leaf  were  sprayed  by  a  contractor  for  the  control 
of  the  Elm  Leaf  Beetle. 

A  contractor  removed  many  diseased  trees  and  trimmed  trees  on  various 
streets  of  the  Town.  Ivy  and  roadside  weeds  were  sprayed  in  July. 

Roadside  brush  was  cut  in  outlying  sections  of  the  Town. 

Sixty-seven  Maple  trees  and  some  flowering  trees  were  planted  in 
front  of  property  owners’  homes. 

RUBBISH  COLLECTION 

The  monthly  collection  has  been  adhered  to.  Christmas  trees  were 
collected  in  January.  A  collection  was  provided  during  the  May  Clean-Up 
Campaign  for  household  items  not  normally  allowed  to  set  out  for  pickup 
by  the  Town  force. 

Collection  was  made  at  Municipal  Buildings  and  at  street  rubbish  cans 
once  each  week. 

DUMP 

Public  bids  were  taken  for  continuing  the  Land-Fill  Operation  at  the 
Municipal  Dump.  The  contract  was  awarded  to  A.  Shagoury  and  Co.,  Nor¬ 
wood,  Mass.,  who  did  excellent  work  last  year.  And  his  operation  this  year 
is  equally  as  good. 

EQUIPMENT 

The  following  equipment  was  purchased  for  the  department.  Speci¬ 
fications  for  the  same  were  written  by  the  department. 

1 — 4  cubic  yard  model  192  International  dump  truck 
1 — 2%  cubic  yard  class  1500  International  dump  truck 
1 — one  ton  class  1300  International  dump  truck 
1 — %  ton  International  pick-up  truck  with  canvas  top  and 
radio  for  the  Sewer  Department 

1 — %  ton  International  pick-up  truck  for  the  Highway 
Department 

1 — Bombardier  sidewalk  tractor  with  1-Vee  plow  blade  and 
1-one  way  plow  blade. 
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SNOW  REMOVAL 

The  usual  work  under  this  category  —  plowing,  sanding,  salting  and 
posting  of  coasting  signs  were  promptly  done. 

Catchbasins,  hydrants  and  parking  meter  locations  were  cleared  of 
snow.  Sand  boxes  were  set  out  on  many  hills  and  kept  filled  with  sand 
for  public  use. 

1964  Snowfall 
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Total  of  1964 — 63.9”  which  is  about  15”  above  normal. 

Largest  single  storm  was  Jan.  13  and  14  which  left  14.6”  of  new  snow 
and  a  total  of  17”  on  the  ground. 

PARKS  AND  PLAYGROUNDS 

All  the  parks,  playgrounds,  tennis  courts  and  baseball  diamonds  were 
cleaned  of  debris  and  rolled  in  the  Spring.  Grass  was  treated  with  lime 
and  fertilizer  and  mowed  during  the  grass-growing  season. 

Frequent  watering  of  shrubbery  was  carried  out  during  extreme  hot 
weather.  Precipitation  data  for  the  year  is  listed  below. 

Shrubbery  was  trimmed  at  the  end  of  the  growing  season.  Brush  was 
cut  from  wooded  park  and  playground  areas.  Skating  areas  were  main¬ 
tained  during  the  ice  season.  Assistance  was  given  to  promote  events  con¬ 
nected  with  the  Town  Fourth  of  July  Activities. 

All  of  the  playground  equipment  was  inspected,  repaired,  painted  and 
erected  at  the  different  playgrounds. 
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The  Civic  Tennis  Courts,  various  baseball  diamonds,  including  four 
Little  League  fields  were  graded  and  maintained. 

A  contract  was  let  to  gunite  ■the  floor  of  the  outdoor  pool  at  Hawes 
Brook.  This  pool  is  being  kept  filled  with  water  during  this  Winter. 

Both  pools  at  Hawes  Brook  and  Father  McAleer’s  and  buildings  were 
maintained  from  the  opening  day  in  June  until  Labor  Day. 

RAIN 

May  was  dry  with  0.52”  of  rain  which  is  about  2%”  below  normal. 
June  had  only  1.73”  (about  2”  below  normal) 

July  had  2.26”  (about  1”  below  normal) 

August  had  1.16”  (about  2%”  below  normal) 

September  had  2.91”  (about  1”  below  normal) 

October  had  2.60”  (about  1”  below  normal). 

For  the  severely  dry  period  from  April  23  to  November  24,  1S64,  we 
had  11.58”  of  rain,  which  is  only  50%  of  normal.  The  dry  spell  was  broken 
by  a  storm  of  1.53”  of  rain  on  November  26>th. 

Other  heavy  storms  before  the  drought  began  were: 

January  20-21  .  2.02” 

January  25  .  1.15” 

February  6-8  .  1.59” 

March  9-11  .  1.80” 

April  6-8  .  1.20” 

April  14-15  . .  2.42” 

A  storm  from  December  3-6  left  2.01”  of  precipitation  much  of  which 
left  a  heavy  glaze  on  all  exposed  surfaces  and  created  very  dangerous 
conditions. 

The  total  rain  for  1964  was  37.80”  which  is  about  10”  below  normal.

Purchase  orders  issued  in  answer  to  requisitions  from  all  departments 
totaled  1780. 

On  all  requisitions  that  the  purchase  price  exceeded  $1000.00,  adver¬ 
tisements  were  issued  for  sealed  proposals  and  bids  were  awarded  in 
accordance  with  Town  by-laws.

REPORT  OF  RECREATION  DEPARTMENT

Dear  Sir: 

Once  again  it  is  our  pleasure  to  submit  to  you  a  report  of  activities 
and  programs  of  the  Recreation  Department  during  the  year  just  ended. 
This  is  our  sixteenth  such  annual  report  and  is  the  twentieth  report  pre¬ 
pared  since  the  Department  began  operation  on  a  full  time  basis  in  1945. 

The  Recreation  Department  continued  in  the  past  year  in  its  efforts 
to  provide  interesting  and  worthwhile  leisure  time  activities  for  all  citizens 
of  Norwood.  The  growth  of  the  town  is  reflected  in  the  increasing  par¬ 
ticipation  in  the  various  programs  offered.  The  reception  of  the  programs 
offered  was  most  enthusiastic  and  reflected  a  genuine  interest  on  the  part 
of  the  various  segments  of  the  population  served. 

In  the  paragraphs  that  follow  we  have  set  down  a  narrative  description 
of  the  various  programs  and  activities  conducted  in  the  year  1964.  Where 
appropriate  we  have  included  our  recommendations  for  improving  facilities 
and  programs. 

Summer  Playgrounds 

Weatherwise,  the  summer  of  1964  left  much  to  be  desired  as  far  as 
outside  activities  were  concerned.  Inclement  weather  with  few  ideal  warm 
sunny  days  combined  to  account  for  a  slight  decrease  in  actual  attendance 
at  several  playgrounds.  Participation  by  those  attending,  however,  was  no 
less  enthusiastic  and  the  overall  program  was  conducted  most  successfully. 
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The  playgrounds  were  conducted  under  supervision  during  the  usual 
nine  week  season  beginning  Monday,  June  22nd  and  continuing  through 
Thursday,  August  20th.  The  playgrounds  were  open  daily  for  a  six  hour 
period,  mornings  from  9:00  a.m.  to  12:00  noon  and  afternoons  from  1:30  p.m. 
to  4:30  p.m.  Playgrounds  were  conducted  at  five  School  Department  locations 
— Callahan,  Shattuck,  Winslow,  Prescott,  and  Cleveland.  Playgrounds  were 
also  conducted  at  seven  Recreation  Department  areas — Endean,  Elliot  Park, 
Wilson  Street,  Pleasant  Park,  Father  McAleer’s,  Bond  Street,  and  the  Rec¬ 
reation  Center.  The  Recreation  Center  was  operated  exclusively  for  boys 
and  Bond  Street  exclusively  for  girls  and  smaller  boys.  All  other  play¬ 
grounds  were  operated  for  both  boys  and  girls  of  all  ages,  with  a  male  and 
female  Playground  Leader  on  duty  to  supervise  activities  at  all  times  the 
playgrounds  were  open.  To  continue  to  serve  the  expanding  population 
adequately,  it  is  recommended  that  in  1965  there  be  playground  supervision 
at  the  new  area  at  Ellis  Gardens  and  at  the  Oldham  School  area,  and  pro¬ 
vision  has  been  made  for  this  in  1965  budget  requests. 

All  members  of  the  Playground  Staff  attended  a  Playground  Leadership 
meeting  for  one  whole  day  prior  to  the  actual  opening  of  the  season.  On 
that  day  a  program  was  presented  to  those  present  which  was  designed 
to  acquaint  the  members  of  the  staff  with  their  duties  and  to  cover  various 
phases  of  the  program.  Subjects  covered  included  Playground  Management, 
Leadership,  Conduct  of  Games,  First  Aid,  Arts  and  Crafts,  and  Tennis. 

Each  week  during  the  season,  a  meeting  of  all  personnel  in  the  Play¬ 
ground  program  was  held  to  provide  additional  instruction  and  to  hear 
comments,  problems,  and  suggestions  of  the  staff  members. 

Again  we  were  most  fortunate  in  1964  in  having  a  staff  of  loyal  and 
dedicated  Playground  Leaders.  The  key  to  any  successful  recreation  pro¬ 
gram  is  outstanding  leadership  and  without  it  the  program  will  fail.  We 
are  deeply  grateful  to  the  1964  staff  for  their  understanding  cooperation, 
and  devotion  to  their  work. 

All  sports  activities  in  the  Playground  program  were  under  the  general 
direction  of  the  Supervisor  of  Sports.  Baseball  leagues  were  conducted 
for  boys  of  three  different  age  groups  with  more  than  150  games  played 
during  the  season.  These  leagues  which  were  conducted  during  the  day 
time,  provided  the  chance  for  play  for  boys  age  six  through  fifteen.  The 
same  age  girls  participated  in  two  softball  leagues  with  more  than  75 
games  played  during  the  season.  Participation  was  excellent  and  interest 
remained  high  throughout  the  year.  The  competition  was  good,  although 
no  special  premium  was  placed  on  winning.  Participation  rather  was  the 
keynote.  The  Supervisor  of  Sports  was  responsible  for  all  scheduling,  equip¬ 
ment,  direction  of  games,  and  publicity  for  the  five  leagues.  In  addition,  he 
had  responsibility  for  direction  of  the  activities  of  the  Playground  Leaders 
and  assisted  them  in  planning  and  conducting  their  programs  at  the  indi¬ 
vidual  playgrounds.  He  also  assisted  in  planning  and  conducting  the  many 
special  events  that  were  part  of  the  program  during  the  year. 

The  Supervisor  of  Arts  and  Crafts  had  direct  responsibility  for  the 
conduct  of  that  program  which  was  carried  on  at  each  of  the  playgrounds. 
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Major  projects  were  scheduled  each  week,  with  the  Supervisor  visiting  each 
playground  at  least  once  during  the  week  for  usually  a  half  day,  instructing 
the  Leaders  and  the  children  in  the  particular  project  of  that  week.  The 
Supervisor  also  met  with  the  Leaders  at  the  weekly  staff  meetings,  and 
prepared  and  distributed  a  large  amount  of  printed  material  to  the  Leaders 
during  the  season. 

The  Tennis  program  enjoyed  a  real  revival  during  the  1964  summer 
season,  with  the  initiative  and  enthusiasm  of  the  Supervisor  of  Tennis 
accounting  for  much  of  the  revival.  He  provided  supervision  and  instruc¬ 
tion  at  the  Recreation  Center  courts  and  at  the  High  School  courts,  with 
a  regular  schedule  set  up  throughout  the  week.  During  the  season  three 
tournaments  were  conducted,  all  for  males.  One  was  for  age  12  and  under, 
one  for  age  12  through  15,  and  the  third  for  age  16  and  up.  The  latter 
tournament  attracted  some  35  entries  and  drew  large  crowds  to  witness 
the  matches.  Eventual  winner  and  the  recipient  of  a  handsome  trophy  was 
Frank  Clem,  long  a  familiar  name  in  Norwood  tennis  circles.  The  three 
tournaments  did  much  to  sustain  and  stimulate  interest  in  the  game.  The 
lighting  of  the  two  remaining  courts  at  the  Recreation  Center  early  in  the 
year  also  provided  additional  time  for  play  and  the  lighted  courts  were 
indeed  well  patronized  during  the  year.  We  have  recommended  that  con¬ 
sideration  be  given  to  the  construction  of  four  additional  courts  at  a  site 
as  yet  to  be  determined.  Thirty- five  years  ago  Norwood  had  four  courts  at 
the  Recreation  Center  and  four  at  the  High  School.  No  new  courts  have 
been  built  since  that  time.  Increased  participation  certainly  warrants  con¬ 
sideration  of  this  project  in  the  very  near  future. 

The  individual  playgrounds  conducted  many  different  programs  of  in¬ 
terest  to  the  children  at  their  particular  locations.  The  traditional  games 
provided  many  hours  of  enjoyment  and  these  along  with  Doll  Shows,  Pet 
Shows,  Talent  Shows,  and  the  like  enabled  the  children  attending  play¬ 
ground  to  enjoy  the  happy  summer  season. 

Townwide,  a  playground  horseshoe  tournament  was  staged  with  a  high 
degree  of  success.  A  Playground  Swim  Meet  was  'held  midway  through 
the  season  that  attracted  a  large  number  of  participants.  The  Boston  Chil¬ 
dren’s  Theatre  Stagemobile  again  attracted  hundreds  of  children  to  their 
two  thrilling  performances  at  the  Recreation  Center  and  more  than  500 
children  enjoyed  a  day-long  outing  at  Nantasket  Beach.  A  quirk  in  the 
schedule  did  not  permit  the  annual  trip  to  Fenway  Park  for  a  Red  Sox 
baseball  game,  but  it  is  hoped  to  resume  this  event  another  year. 

Based  on  our  own  experience  and  observations  and  those  of  members 
of  our  Playground  Leadership  staff,  the  following  recommendations  are 
offered  to  enable  us  to  continue  to  improve  facilities  and  programs  in  sea¬ 
sons  to  come. 

1.  Construction  of  one  hard  surface  tennis  court  at  the  Recreation 
Center,  adjacent  to  the  present  courts  and  extension  of  the  bang  board  on 
the  reverse  side.  Construction  of  four  new  tennis  courts  at  a  site  to  be 
determined. 
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2.  Acquisition  of  land  area  in  the  Union  Street  neighborhood  to  pro¬ 
vide  future  playground. 

3.  Continuation  of  improvements  at  Pleasant  Park  playground  by 
filling,  loaming,  and  seeding  area  beyond  present  baseball  field  and  by 
planting  of  trees  around  perimeter  of  playground. 

4.  Carrying  out  of  miscellaneous  smaller  projects  which  have  been 
recommended  in  our  1965  budget  recommendations. 

Indoor  Swimming'  Program 

A  well  rounded  program  of  activities  was  presented  during  the  winter, 
spring,  and  fall  with  interest  in  and  participation  in  the  various  activities 
increasing  steadily.  Regularly  scheduled  programs  and  classes  are  con¬ 
ducted  on  Monday  through  Thursday  with  general  swim  periods  scheduled 
for  Fridays  and  Saturdays.  There  is  competitive  swimming  for  boys  and 
girls,  instructional  classes  for  boys  and  girls,  Junior  and  Senior  Life 
Saving  classes  for  boys  and  for  girls,  instructional  classes  for  men  and 
women,  and  a  Water  Safety  Instructor  class  for  young  men  and  young 
women. 

During  the  winter  and  spring  of  1964  the  boys  swim  team  engaged  in 
several  dual  meets  with  other  teams  and  made  a  most  respectable  showing. 
During  the  fall  of  1964  this  program  increased  in  numbers  considerably 
with  the  employment  of  a  full  time  Swim  Supervisor  who  serves  as  coach 
of  the  competitive  groups.  The  team  has  already  had  several  dual  meets 
with  several  boys  also  participating  in  N.E.A.A.A.U.  meets.  The  girls  com¬ 
petitive  group  also  increased  greatly  in  the  fall  of  1964  with  this  team 
also  having  dual  meets  and  sending  swimmers  to  the  A.A.A.U.  meets.  The 
future  for  both  these  groups  should  be  excellent  with  several  very  young 
boys  and  girls  participating  and  making  swimming  their  number  one 
interest. 

The  Girls’  Water  Ballet  program  has  continued  as  one  of  the  most 
popular  of  the  entire  Department’s  schedule  of  activities.  In  the  spring  of 
1964  the  girls  presented  an  Open  House  which  featured  a  ninety  minute 
show  put  on  before  parents  and  friends  of  the  girls,  with  a  guest  solo 
performer  also  on  the  program.  The  group  continued  through  the  summer 
months  and  in  the  fall  of  1964  expanded  even  further  to  the  point  where 
there  are  now  some  fifty  girls  in  the  various  classes  held  on  Thursday 
evenings.  A  similar  Open  House  is  planned  in  the  spring  of  1965. 

Gradually  interest  is  building  up  in  indoor  swimming.  As  an  example, 
a  quick  comparison  of  attendance  for  the  period  September  through  Decem¬ 
ber  of  1963  and  1964  shows  an  increase  of  seventy-five  percent  for  1964 
over  1963.  As  young  swimmers  make  this  their  primary  interest,  both 
quantity  and  quality  will  increase  in  the  overall  program. 

Outdoor  Swiming  Program 

Father  McAleer  Pool  and  Hawes  Brook  Pool  opened  on  Saturday,  June 
20th  and  both  were  open  each  day  of  the  week  until  Labor  Day.  The  pools 
were  open  Monday  through  Friday  from  9:00  a.m.  to  12:00  noon  for  swim- 
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ming  classes  and  from  12:30  p.m.  to  dark  for  general  public  swimming. 
On  Saturdays  the  pools  opened  at  noon  and  Sundays  at  1:00  p.m.  and  re¬ 
mained  open  each  of  these  days  until  dark. 

For  the  most  part,  1964  was  considered  a  cool  summer  with  the  result 
that  attendance  at  the  pools  was  somewhat  below  that  of  recent  years. 
The  early  part  of  the  season  featured  warm  weather  with  large  crowds 
but  the  last  month  or  so  of  the  season  was  cool.  Our  fine  staff  of  Life¬ 
guards  were  nevertheless  on  duty  each  day  the  pools  were  open  and  again 
carried  out  their  arduous  duties  in  most  admirable  fashion.  We  are  deeply 
grateful  for  their  continuing  cooperation  and  for  their  devotion  to  duty. 

A  complete  instructional  program  was  offered  with  classes  during  the 
summer  for  those  who  could  not  swim  at  all  up  through  those  who  were 
experts.  Registration  was  conducted  in  the  spring  through  the  local  schools 
with  more  than  twenty-two  hundred  boys  and  girls  signing  up  for  classes 
and  ultimately  being  assigned  to  classes.  Classes  were  arranged  for  a  two 
week  period  for  each  participant,  with  each  class  meeting  for  a  one  hour 
period  Monday  through  Friday  in  the  morning.  Those  successfully  com¬ 
pleting  the  courses  and  passing  the  final  examinations  were  awarded  suit¬ 
able  Recreation  Department  certificates  as  well  as  Red  Cross  certificates. 
Again  great  use  was  made  of  the  indoor  facilities  at  the  Recreation  Center 
for  the  teaching  of  advanced  skills  which  in  turn  freed  the  outdoor  pools 
and  their  shallower  water  for  the  beginning  skills.  A  total  of  792  certifi¬ 
cates  were  issued  during  the  season  as  follows:  328  Beginners,  209  Advanced 
Beginners,  103  Intermediates,  25  Swimmers,  110  Junior  Life  Savers,  and 
17  Senior  Life  Savers.  In  addition  10  young  men  and  women  received  their 
Water  Safety  Instructors  certificates  at  the  indoor  pool.  Hundreds  of  others, 
although  unable  to  pass  the  final  test  or  not  completing  the  courses,  never¬ 
theless  benefitted  greatly  from  the  instruction  they  received. 

During  1964  the  Norwood  Sting  Rays,  the  competitive  groups  for  both 
boys  and  girls,  were  members  of  the  Suburban  Swim  League  made  up  of 
eight  teams  representing  towns  in  this  area.  A  total  of  14  dual  meets  were 
held  during  July  and  August,  with  Norwood  finishing  in  fourth  place,  a 
good  showing  for  their  first  year  in  the  league.  At  the  end  of  the  season 
a  mammoth  Regional  Meet  was  held  at  Hawes  Brook  Pool  with  swimmers 
from  all  eight  teams  competing.  Many  hundreds  attended  this  event. 
Throughout  the  season  the  boys  and  girls  had  the  opportunity  to  compete 
in  their  own  age  groups  against  swimmers  of  equal  ability.  Much  was 
gained  from  the  program  and  the  future  is  bright  for  this  unique  swim 
league. 

Senior  Set 

The  Recreation  Department  continued  to  offer  a  program  of  activities 
for  Norwood’s  Senior  Citizens,  with  activities  planned  approximately  twice 
a  month  during  the  year.  Activities  held  at  the  Recreation  Center  included 
speakers,  card  parties,  socials,  films,  entertainers,  and  other  such  inter¬ 
esting  and  enjoyable  programs.  The  members  went  on  tours  of  industrial 
concerns,  attended  theatre  parties,  and  enjoyed  other  such  outings.  The 
current  mailing  list  has  approximately  300  members  with  between  fifty  and 
seventy-five  in  attendance  at  each  of  the  activities  during  the  year. 
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Baton  Twirling 

Baton  Twirling  classes  continue  to  be  among  the  most  popular  activities 
in  the  Recreation  Department.  During  1964  more  than  a  'hundred  girls 
participated  in  this  program.  Classes  are  held  one  afternoon  a  week  at  the 
Recreation  Center  with  expert  supervision  and  instruction  available.  The 
popular  Rec-Ettes,  the  uniformed  marching  unit  made  up  of  girls  in  the 
classes,  took  part  in  several  local  parades  and  made  an  excellent  showing 
in  each  one.  Another  highly  successful  “Open  House”  was  held  in  the 
spring  with  parents  and  friends  in  attendance  to  see  the  girls  perform  and 
compete  among  themselves.  In  the  fall,  the  Norwood  Twirling  Club,  an 
organization  composed  of  parents  and  friends  of  the  twirlers,  joined  with 
the  Recreation  Department  to  sponsor  the  seventh  Annual  National  Baton 
Twirling  Association  Open  Competition  at  the  Norwood  Junior  High  School. 
The  top  twirlers  in  New  England,  including  several  Norwood  girls,  competed 
in  this  highlight  of  the  year’s  program  of  twirling. 

Recently  the  Norwood  Twirling  Club  lost  its  Secretary-Treasurer,  Mrs. 
Stella  Georgeu,  who  passed  away  suddenly.  Mrs.  Georgeu  was  a  charter 
member  of  the  Club  and  was  one  of  the  actual  founders  of  twirling  activities 
in  the  Recreation  Department.  She  was  on  hand  faithfully  at  the  weekly 
classes  to  assist  and  devoted  countless  hours  to  twirling.  Her  contribution 
to  the  Open  House  and  Annual  Competition  was  exceptional.  We  are  all 
deeply  grateful  for  her  efforts  over  the  years,  and  we  shall  all  miss  her 
presence  in  times  to  come. 

Rifle  Club 

Boys  in  the  age  group  from  fourteen  through  eighteen  participated  in 
this  very  popular  activity  during  the  fall,  winter,  and  spring.  In  Rifle  Club 
the  boys  learn  the  proper  use  of  firearms  under  expert  supervision  and 
instruction.  There  is  a  Beginners  Group  and  an  Advanced  Group,  with  each 
group  meeting  one  session  a  week.  In  September  the  Club  moved  into  the 
new  range  at  the  Bolice-Fire  Station,  and  the  modern  facilities  have  con¬ 
tributed  much  to  make  the  program  even  more  attractive.  After  learning 
the  fundamentals  of  marksmanship  and  safety,  the  boys  can  fire  for  indi¬ 
vidual  awards,  take  part  in  team  postal  matches  conducted  by  the  National 
Rifle  Association  with  which  the  Club  is  affiliated,  and  they  can  fire  in 
shoulder-to-shoulder  matches  with  other  clubs  in  this  area.  Some  sixty 
boys  participated  in  the  program  in  1964. 

Twilight  Baseball  League 

Five  teams  of  young  men  up  through  age  twenty-one  took  part  in  the 
Twilight  Baseball  League  during  the  summer  of  1964.  Games  were  played 
two  evenings  of  the  week  with  a  total  of  fifty  games  played.  More  than 
one  hundred  young  men  participated  with  many  spectators  also  enjoying 
this  evening  activity.  Equipment  and  supervision  were  provided  by  the 
Department. 

Girls’  Softball  League 

iSix  teams  of  young  women  participated  in  the  Girls’  iSoftball  League 
during  the  1964  summer  season  with  something  in  excess  of  one  hundred 
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twenty-five  girls  registered  on  the  teams.  Beginning  in  early  May  and  con¬ 
tinuing  through  August,  games  were  played  on  three  evenings  of  the  week 
at  the  Recreation  Center  softball  field.  This  activity  made  it  possible  for 
young  women  to  obtain  desirable  physical  exercise  and  to  enjoy  wholesome 
competition.  At  the  end  of  the  season,  the  girls  in  the  league  had  a  banquet 
at  a  well  known  local  restaurant  as  a  climax  of  the  season. 

Men’s  Softball  League 

Five  teams  of  young  men  participated  in  the  Men’s  Softball  League 
during  the  1964  summer  season  with  approximately  one  hundred  partici¬ 
pants.  Games  were  played  three  evenings  of  the  week  at  Endean  Field  with 
many  spectators  also  enjoying  the  fine  competition  that  highlighted  the 
season.  Some  fifty  games  were  planned  during  the  year.  The  Recreation 
Department  assisted  in  organization  and  supervision  of  the  league  activities, 
with  the  teams  entered  in  the  league  providing  equipment  and  officials 
during  the  season. 


Fourth  of  July  Celebration 

Again  in  1964  the  Recreation  Department  cooperated  in  every  way 
possible  with  the  Annual  Fourth  of  July  Celebration.  The  Superintendent 
participated  in  planning  sessions  during  the  early  part  of  the  year.  The 
Department  had  direct  responsibility  for  the  N.E.A.A.A.U.  Swim  Meet  which 
was  held  on  the  afternoon  of  the  holiday  at  Hawes  Brook  Pool.  As  always, 
this  event  attracted  the  outstanding  swimmers  from  all  New  England  to 
the  championship  events  on  the  program.  The  Department  also  cooperated 
in  conduct  of  the  Junior  Olympics  program  held  in  the  morning  at  Elliot 
Park,  and  had  responsibility  for  the  evening  fireworks  display.  The  Rec- 
Ettes,  the  marching  twirling  corps,  participated  in  the  parade  held  the 
holiday  evening.  All  in  all,  the  entire  program  was  once  again  an  outstanding 
success,  and  all  the  various  participating  community  organizations  and 
individuals  are  to  be  highly  commended  for  their  continuing  efforts  to  make 
the  observance  of  Independence  Day  such  a  memorable  event. 

Recreation  Basketball  League 

The  Recreation  Basketball  League  is  operated  during  the  winter  sea¬ 
son  for  young  men  beyond  high  school  age  to  provide  needed  physical 
exercise  and  supervised  competition.  Six  teams  were  entered  in  the  league 
in  the  1964  season  and  the  same  number  entered  in  the  fall  of  1964  for  the 
new  season  starting  in  December.  Games  are  played  two  evenings  of  the 
week  at  the  Senior  High  School  court  with  close  to  a  hundred  young  men 
participating  at  one  time  or  another  during  the  season.  Supervision,  equip¬ 
ment,  and  rental  fees  are  provided  by  the  Recreation  Department.  The 
games  also  provide  enjoyment  for  the  spectators  that  attend.  * 

Stamp  Club 

This  newest  of  the  Recreation  Department  programs  (started  in  1963) 
has  continued  to  grow  in  interest  and  participation.  Started  slightly  more 
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than  a  year  ago  with  some  twelve  to  fifteen  members,  the  Club  has  grown 
to  a  membership  now  of  thirty-five  members.  Meetings  have  been  expanded 
from  one  a  month  to  two  a  month  with  young  people  interested  in  the 
hobby  of  stamp  collecting  getting  together  on  these  occasions  for  programs 
of  interest  to  them.  The  group  had  a  party  in  the  spring  of  1964  and  a 
Christmas  party  in  December.  One  of  the  highlights  of  the  year’s  activities 
was  a  trip  in  October  to  the  Cardinal  Spellman  Philatelic  Museum  at  Regis 
College  in  Weston,  Massachusetts. 

Friday  Dances 

In  the  early  part  of  1964  the  program  of  social*  dances  for  seventh  and 
eighth  graders  continued  Friday  evenings  at  the  Recreation  Center  with 
dancing  to  be  enjoyed  to  the  music  of  a  live  orchestra.  A  decline  in  interest 
and  attendance  had  been  noted  for  approximately  a  year  however,  and  in 
early  spring  it  was  decided  to  temporarily  discontinue  the  dances.  As  with 
many  other  recreational  activities,  interest  tends  to  run  in  cycles  and 
when  interest  and  attendance  is  low,  it  is  most  often  best  to  discontinue 
the  activity.  It  is  hoped  to  re-introduce  this  program  again  in  the  fall  of 
September  1965  with  possibly  a  somewhat  different  format. 

Camera  Club 

Membership  in  the  Norwood  Recreation  Camera  Club  has  continued  to 
climb  to  the  point  where  there  are  now  about  fifty  active  members  in  the 
Club.  Through  its  own  officers  and  executive  committee,  the  Club  holds  a 
regular  program  twice  a  month  with  activities  and  programs  of  interest 
to  color  photographers,  black  and  white  photographers,  and  those  with 
other  related  interests.  Field  trips  are  conducted,  regular  competitions  are 
held,  and  valuable  instruction  in  camera  techniques  and  other  subjects  is 
offered.  During  1964  the  Norwood  Club  was  rated  second  in  their  class  in 
the  New  England  Council  of  Camera  Clubs  competition,  indeed  a  remark¬ 
able  achievement  for  a  club  functioning  only  two  years. 

Miscellaneous 

Members  of  the  staff  of  the  Department  assisted  many  individuals  and 
organizations  during  1964  with  projects  in  the  field  of  recreation.  The  De¬ 
partment  cooperated  with  other  municipal  departments  in  such  programs 
as  skating  areas,  lighting  of  areas,  coasting  streets,  maintenance  and 
preparation  of  areas  and  the  like.  The  Superintendent  appeared  before  local 
groups  to  discuss  the  programs  and  activities  of  the  Department.  Material 
describing  the  programs  and  activities  of  the  Department  were  prepared 
and  distributed  to  new  residents  of  Norwood  through  the  Welcome  Wagon. 
Assistance  was  given  to  other  communities  with  their  problems  and  ques¬ 
tions  in  the  field  of  recreation.  The  Superintendent  also  served  on  various 
committees  concerned  with  town  affairs,  directly  or  indirectly  related  to 
the  program  of  the  Department. 
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Conclusion 

The  continued  success  of  the  programs  and  activities  of  the  Recreation 
Department  is  due  in  large  measure  to  the  understanding,  assistance,  and 
cooperation  of  many  individuals  and  groups.  Special  mention  should  be 
made  of  the  General  Manager  and  his  most  competent  staff,  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  and  their  Recreation  Advisory  Committee,  and  to  the  various 
other  town  departments  of  the  Town  of  Norwood  with  whom  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Recreation  had  contact.  Particular  thanks  are  due  the  fifty  or  more 
persons  employed  in  the  many  activities  of  the  Recreation  Department 
during  the  course  of  the  year  for  their  continuing  loyalty,  efficiency,  and 
devotion  to  their  duties.  Without  all  these,  none  of  our  modest  success 
could  have  been  possible.  Finally  and  perhaps  most  important  of  all,  men¬ 
tion  should  be  made  of  the  countless  participants  in  the  various  programs 
and  activities  for  their  understanding,  cooperation,  and  participation  during 
the  year.  We  pledge  to  these  fine  people  that  we  shall  continue  in  our  efforts 
to  provide  them  with  the  best  recreation  facilities  and  programs  possible.

We  respectfully  submit  the  first  annual  report  of  the  Blue  Hills  Reg¬ 
ional  Vocational  School  Committee. 

In  March  1964,  seven  communities  voted  overwhelmingly  to  form  the 
Blue  Hills  Regional  Vocational  School  District.  Members  appointed  to  In¬ 
terim  District  Committee  from  the  towns  within  the  District,  are  as 
follows:

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At  the  first  meeting  of  the  district,  Mr.  Nathaniel  N.  Wentworth,  Jr. 
of  Canton,  was  chosen  Chairman,  Mr.  M.  Murray  Lewis  of  Randolph,  Vice- 
Chairman,  and  Mrs.  Jean  Heffernan  of  Holbrook,  Secretary.  Mr.  Edward  V. 
Cogliano,  Public  Accountant,  of  Canton  was  appointed  Treasurer,  and  Mr. 
William  J.  Carr,  Attorney,  of  Randolph  was  appointed  Counsel.  Offices  for 
the  committee  were  secured  at  533  Washington  Street,  in  Canton. 

In  May,  the  Educational  Consultants  Council,  Inc.,  were  engaged  to 
prepare  educational  specifications.  Many  meetings  were  held  reviewing 
these  specifications,  consulting  representatives  of  the  Department  of  Voca¬ 
tional  Education,  our  local  school  superintendents,  and  investigating  existing 
vocational  schools  before  these  specifications  were  adopted  by  the  committee. 

After  a  comprehensive  screening  and  many  personal  interviews,  the 
committee  selected  the  Architects  (Collaborative  of  Cambridge  to  design 
the  school.  Preliminary  drawings  are  now  substantially  complete. 

The  site  which  has  been  chosen  is  34  acres  of  land  on  the  North  side 
of  Randolph  Street,  in  Canton,  owned  by  York  Realty  Co.  Fifteen  sites 
were  investigated  in  respect  to  terrain,  soil  conditions,  utilities,  sewerage, 
and  site  development  costs  before  full  agreement  was  reached  on  this 
prime  site. 

In  June  a  bond  issue  of  $200,000  was  voted  for  site  acquisition  and 
planning  costs.  The  total  cost  of  the  project  for  a  600  pupil,  120,000  sq.  ft. 
school  is  estimated  at  $3,225,000.  This  includes  all  construction,  fees,  site 
development  and  equipment.  Allowing  for  the  $200,000  previously  authorized 
and  also  $200,000  reimbursement  from  state  and  federal  planning  costs  the 
committee  voted  a  $2,825,000  bond  issue  on  September  15. 

In  December,  with  the  approval  of  the  preliminary  drawings,  the  com¬ 
mittee  is  looking  forward  to  breaking  ground  this  coming  spring.  Applica¬ 
tion  for  the  position  of  Superintendent-Director  are  now  being  processed. 

The  entire  committee  owes  a  great  debt  of  gratitude  to  Boards  of  Se¬ 
lectmen  and  Finance  Committees  in  our  respective  communities.  Working 
under  a  tight  schedule  and  enormous  pressures,  the  success  of  this  project 
would  not  have  been  possible  without  their  complete  co-operation  through¬ 
out  this  past  year.

Dear  Sir: 

I  present  you  herewith,  the  annual  town  report  for  the  Dept  of 
Weights  and  Measures  of  the  Town  of  Norwood,  for  the  year  ending  Decem¬ 
ber  31,  1964. 


Number  of  units  tested  .  S17

The  usual  system  of  surprise  spot  checking  of  essential  food  items 
conducted  during  the  year  numbered  some  112S  units.  This  detail  serves 
as  a  double  check  against  human  and  mechanical  elements  involved  in 
prepackaging.  Of  that  total,  7S0  were  found  to  be  correct,  64  were  found 
under  weight  and  2S4  were  found  over  weight.  The  improper  items  were 
removed  from  sale  by  the  merchants  who  were  advised  accordingly. 

Some  five  heavy  duty  vehicular  scale  units  of  over  10,000  lbs.  were 
not  sealed  because  of  the  nonavailability  of  the  state’s  testing  equipment 
which  is  being  replaced  with  higher  capacity  equipment  of  over  60,000  lbs. 
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The  sealer  suffered  a  serious  injury  of  a  fractured  pelvis  from  an 
accidental  fall  during  the  process  of  testing  a  vehicular  meter.  Our  present 
antiquated  system  of  pumping  fluids  to  a  calibrated  50  gal.  elevated  test 
measure  is  no  longer  practical  or  conducive  to  precision  testing  or  safety. 
Present  day  high-speed  and  high-pressure  meters  require  a  minimum  test 
measure  of  100  gal.  in  order  to  ascertain  their  accuracy  and  consistency 
of  action.  This  dept,  has  therefore  requested  the  replacement  of  this  man¬ 
datory  testing  equipment  which  has  been  included  in  its  budget. 

I  wish  to  report  that  I  was  happy  to  have  been  able  to  attend  the 
Massachusetts  Weights  and  Measures  Association  Conference  which  was 
held  in  Plymouth  this  year.  These  events  are  always  enlightening  and 
satisfying.  Much  favorable  attention  was  given  to  the  new  portable  volu¬ 
metric  prover  display.  I  learned  that  other  towns  were  also  experiencing 
similar  problems  to  Norwood. 

New  General  Laws  were  adopted  the  past  year  relative  to  the  safe¬ 
keeping  of  municipal  standards  for  weights  and  measures.  This  new  law 
transferred  former  responsibilities  from  town  and  city  treasurers  and 
places  it  on  sealers  with  more  specific  mandated.  To  that  end, —  the  town 
should  provide  a  more  suitable,  safe  and  accessible  place  for  their  keeping 
and  preserving  than  the  present  location.  This  report  would  therefore  be 
remiss  not  to  include  that  during  the  renovation  and  transition  of  the 
lower  municipal  building;  the  department’s  equipment  was  thoughtlessly 
removed  without  notification  and  dispersed  without  having  been  completely 
reassembled.  I’m  hoping  to  confer  with  the  Manager’s  office  and  try  to 
obtain  some  improvements. 

New  legislation  will  be  presented  to  the  General  Court  in  the  new 
session,  requesting  to  change  the  name  “Sealer”  to  “Inspector”  of  Weights 
and  Measures,  so  that  the  public  may  be  more  aware  of  the  available  pro¬ 
tective  services  which  are  more  commensurate  with  the  more  appropriate 
new  title.  A  proposal  is  also  contemplated  to  request  authorizing  an  increase 
in  sealing  fees  so  as  to  assist  and  enable  municipalities  to  allocate  more 
appropriate  budgets  and  salaries  to  these  departments.  The  last  authorized 
adjustment  by  General  Laws  was  in  1949,  so  a  revenue  adjustment  here 
would  be  equitably  in  order. 

The  outstanding  service  request  during  the  year  was  to  certify  the 
weight  of  a  single  engine  lake  plane  which  flew  successfully  from  Norwood 
Airport  to  Ireland.  This  was  a  fascinating  detail  which  was  in  compliance 
to  governmental  regulations  required  to  check  and  certify  its  weight  for 
the  purpose  of  balancing  and  safety;  in  determining  the  plane’s  center  of 
gravity  with  the  weight  of  the  extra  gasoline  supply. 

I’m  happy  to  state  that  it  was  a  challenging  year  of  service  with  no 
major  complaints.  I  do  want  to  thank  the  Manager,  Board  of  Selectmen, 
Police  Dept.,  Officials  of  the  State  Dept.,  Norwood  merchants,  industrial 
representatives  and  the  public  for  their  respective  cooperation.

REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 
To  the  Citizens  of  Norwood: 

The  Norwood  School  Committee  is  pleased  to  submit  its  annual  report 
for  the  year  1964. 

The  keystone  of  the  Norwood  School  System  is  essentially  the  people 
who  develop  and  review  the  policy  by  which  this  system  is  operated.  This 
is  the  main  function  of  your  elected  School  Committee.  Many  policies  that 
govern  this  system,  are  policies  that  were  evolved  by  committees  many  years 
ago,  and  have  stood  the  test  of  time.  On  the  other  hand,  there  are  policies 
that  have  periodically  been  reviewed  and  found  outmoded.  These  policies 
have  been  modified  or  eliminated  because  they  didn’t  apply  to  present 
situations. 

We  find  ourselves  as  a  community  in  an  era  of  great  change  in  public 
education.  Whether  we  like  it  or  not,  we  must  change  with  the  times.  It  is 
our  responsibility  to  prepare  our  youth  to  take  an  active  and  productive 
part  in  this  society.  With  colleges  and  universities  being  deluged  with 
applications  from  very  capable  students,  the  criteria  for  selection  becomes 
more  demanding.  Technological  advances  in  areas  of  manufacturing,  com¬ 
munications,  transportation,  etc.,  demand  highly  skilled  personnel. 

Because  of  these  demands  on  our  students,  we  cannot  afford  to  maintain 
“status  quo,”  yet  we  cannot  make  change  for  the  sake  of  change.  In  light 
of  this,  the  content  of  all  subject  areas  are  being  reviewed  critically. 
Changes  in  curriculum  offerings,  methods,  programming,  evaluations,  etc., 
demand  a  constant  review  of  policy. 

No  School  Committee  should  make  such  decisions  without  aid  and 
assistance  of  those  who  are  vitally  concerned  with  the  educational  develop¬ 
ment  of  our  youth.  There  are  three  groups  who  should  be  consulted  on 
matters  of  policy:  citizens,  administrators,  and  teachers.  As  to  the  first,  we 
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the  School  Committee  recognize  our  obligation  to  you,  the  citizens  of 
Norwood.  As  your  elected  representatives,  we  attempt  to  carry  out  your 
wishes  as  we  see  them.  How  closely  our  efforts  coincide  with  your  goals 
depends  to  a  great  extent  upon  your  involvement  in  educational  matters. 

Secondly,  we  depend  on  our  administrators  for  their  recommendations 
on  policy  revision.  Through  their  membership  in  educational  organizations 
and  their  associations  with  professional  colleagues,  these  educational  leaders 
remain  alert  to  the  curricula  innovations  in  the  modern  schools.  Their 
advice  on  policy  matters  is  highly  regarded. 

Another  valuable  asset  in  the  matter  of  gathering  policy  data  is  our 
own  professional  staff,  who  are  intimately  involved  in  the  education  of  our 
own  children  here  in  Norwood.  Here  is  an  area  that  can  strengthen  and 
materially  add  to  the  stated  policy  of  our  committee.  The  professional  staff 
of  the  Norwood  Public  Schools  functions  in  this  area  through  an  organiza¬ 
tion  called  the  Staff  Council.  This  group  has  functioned  as  liaison  between 
Administrators  and  the  teachers  in  the  matter  of  professional  requirements. 

The  Norwood  School  Committee  would  welcome  Staff  Council  participa¬ 
tion  in  evolving  school  policy.  More  frequent  meetings  involving  all  members 
of  the  professional  staff  could  be  a  means  whereby  professional  ethics,  new 
concepts  and  techniques,  and  many  other  educational  ideas  might  be  dis¬ 
cussed.  Such  meetings  could  well  serve  to  promote  understandings  and  ideas 
and,  as  the  directing  force,  the  Staff  Council  would  act  as  a  clearing  house 
in  projecting  ideas  in  the  form  of  proposals  to  the  Superintendent  and  to 
the  School  Committee. 

In  addition  to  aiding  this  Committee  in  their  quest  for  policy  informa¬ 
tion,  these  activities  would  broaden  the  individual  educator’s  knowledge  of 
educational  changes,  and  would  give  valuable  service  to  the  general  public, 
who  are  showing  an  increased  interest  in  public  education  matters. 

We  believe  that  this  community  wants  a  school  system  that  has  as  its 
main  concern,  ALL  the  children  who  come  to  us  for  an  education,  and  to 
place  them  in  society  when  they  graduate,  where  they  individually  have  the 
maximum  opportunity  to  know  the  world  around  them,  are  able  to  earn  a 
decent  living,  and  can  adjust  to  their  environment,  in  which  they  themselves 
can  be  happy  people. 

Ours  is  a  great  and  vital  responsibility.  We  seek  your  help  and  under¬ 
standing  to  guide  us  in  our  endeavors.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

“Every  basic  institution  bears  a  direct  responsibility  for  society’s 
economic  and  moral  health.”  And,  the  Town  of  Norwood  is  a  basic  institu¬ 
tion! 

It  has  been  related  that  American  travelers  in  a  foreign  country  were 
questioned  by  villagers  as  to  how  people  were  educated  in  America,  and  at 
what  age  must  Americans  leave  school.  When  the  Americans  explained  that 
any  one  of  their  countrymen  may  take  educational  courses  at  any  time 
during  their  lives  and  throughout  their  lives,  there  was  surprise  in  the 
following  query,  “Why  would  anyone  ever  want  to  stop  learning”?  Inter¬ 
estingly,  hunger  for  education  is  one  of  the  moving  forces  throughout  the 
world. 

The  United  States  came  from  a  disjointed  colonial  venture  to  one  of 
the  strongest  forces  on  the  face  of  the  earth  in  less  than  200  years.  The 
education  our  citizens  received  over  this  span  of  years  played  the  major 
role  in  making  all  of  this  possible.  We  in  this  country  did  this  by  commit¬ 
ment  and  conviction  of  our  forefathers  in  providing  educational  opportunities 
for  all  of  the  children.  Our  democracy  is  contingent  upon  an  intelligent, 
informed,  and  responsible  citizenry,  and  education  is  the  only  investment 
we  can  individually  and  collectively  make  to  insure  the  good  way  of  life. 
It  is  easy  to  say  we  want  good  tomorrows  and  good  schools  today,  but  we 
must  fight  harder  and  dig  deeper  if  we  are  to  achieve  this  goal.  More  than 
a  money  commitment,  we  must  commit  ourselves  individually,  locally  and 
nationally  to  a  higher  than  ever  quality  of  education. 

Quality  personnel  is  the  key  to  any  good  organization.  We  have  been 
able  to  recruit  well-qualified  young  men  and  young  women  for  the  profes¬ 
sional  staff  of  the  Norwood  Public  Schools  by  reason  of  diligent  work  on 
the  part  of  our  interviewing  teams  and  the  adoption  of  a  competitive  salary 
schedule  by  the  Norwood  School  Committee.  We  are  presently  working  on 
our  staff  needs  for  September  of  1965  and  we  feel  that  replacement  and 
addition  to  the  staff  will  be  of  excellent  quality  and  will  complement  well 
the  superior  personnel  who  have  been  the  backbone  of  the  teaching  staff 
of  the  Norwood  Public  Schools. 

During  the  past  year,  sixty-five  new  appointments  were  made.  Of  fifty- 
two  resignations  submitted,  nine  persons  indicated  they  were  going  to  teach 
elsewhere;  the  remainder  were  going  to  be  married,  moving  to  be  with 
husbands,  or  to  stay  at  home. 

A  universal  problem  exists  today  for  all  school  systems  due  to  mobility 
of  population.  We  find  that  approximately  seventy-five  per  cent  of  the 
female  staff  never  reach  our  fifth  step  on  the  salary  schedule,  due  to 
marriage  or  moving.  This  recruitment  competition  is  most  keen  among 
school  systems,  and  Norwood  must  remain  competitive  in  order  to  com¬ 
petently  staff  our  schools.  Quality  personnel  is  the  prime  concern  to  insure 
an  effective  educational  pattern. 
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Contiguous  to  our  paramount  interest  in  personnel  is  the  on-going 
curriculum.  Your  Norwood  Public  Schools  is  constantly  studying  and  imple¬ 
menting  in  the  area  of  curriculum.  Standing  articulation  committees  at  all 
levels  remain  active  and  specialized  subject  area  study  teams  are  constantly 
reviewing  new  methods  and  materials.  Specific  implementation  is  cited  by 
administrators  and  specialists  in  the  reports  that  follow. 

I  would  be  remiss  in  my  duties  if  pupil  population  projections  were  not 
prominently  stated.  Norwood  has  reached  a  point  where  classroom  construc¬ 
tion  is  an  immediate  need.  Between  now  and  the  year  1968-1969,  there  will 
be  an  increase  of  more  than  1,000  pupils.  The  Norwood  Senior  High  School 
is  presently  overcrowded.  Live  population  figures  indicate  the  need  of 
another  elementary  school,  a  Junior  High  School,  and  at  least  an  eight-room 
addition  to  the  High  School  within  the  next  three  years.  These  projects 
should  be  started  within  the  coming  year  if  we  are  to  properly  house  the 
school  children  of  Norwood. 

For  specifics  and  implementation  and  the  activities  of  the  various 
departments,  I  would  refer  you  to  the  following  reports  of  the  Administra¬ 
tors  and  the  Specialists  of  your  Norwood  Public  Schools.  I  should  like  to 
acknowledge  the  excellent  help  and  cooperation  of  the  General  Manager  of 
the  Town  of  Norwood  and  all  municipal  departments  for  their  contributions 
to  the  excellent  operation  of  the  Norwood  Public  Schools.  I  would  also  like 
to  thank  all  members  of  the  Norwood  Public  Schools  for  their  cooperation, 
willingness  and  enthusiasm  in  the  performance  of  the  many  and  varied 
tasks  required.  And,  to  the  members  of  the  Norwood  School  Committee,  I 
would  express  my  sincere  appreciation  for  the  help  that  has  been  extended 
to  me.  It  is  a  privilege  to  be  working  with  you  in  our  common  endeavors.

Because  the  enrollment  directly  affects  our  already  overcrowded  condi¬ 
tions,  a  few  additional  items  are  worth  iteration.  First  that  1500  is  the 
normal  capacity  for  all  presently  existing  facilities  at  Norwood  Senior  High. 
Second,  the  number  of  students  transferring  to  Norwood  Senior  High  School 
formerly  balanced  more  or  less  the  number  leaving.  This  has  not  been  the 
case  this  school  year  and  could  very  well  be  a  future  pattern.  From  Septem¬ 
ber  9,  1964,  to  December  31,  1964,  8  students  left  or  transferred  from  Norwood 
Senior  High,  but  29  students  enrolled  during  the  same  period  for  a  net 
increase  of  21  students.  Six  undergraduates  transferred  to  the  Henry  0. 
Peabody  School  after  the  1963-1964  academic  year.  Out  of  an  eighth  grade 
graduating  class  of  191  students  at  St.  Catherine’s  in  1964,  111  students 
came  to  Norwood  Senior  High  School.  There  is  every  indication  that  these 
figures  will  not  change  appreciably.  The  projected  enrollment  given  last 
December  for  December  1,  1964,  at  Norwood  Senior  High  was  1543  students 
and  for  December  1,  1965,  1573.  As  of  this  writing  the  enrollment  is  1586. 
The  updated  projected  enrollment  for  December  1,  1965,  is  1687,  or  187  over 
the  capacity  of  the  present  facilities  at  Norwood  Senior  High  School. 

It  is  the  hope  also  that  two  groups  of  educable  students  could  become 
part  of  the  Senior  High  School  program  because  of  their  age  and  their 
physical  needs  of  more  advanced  and  suitable  facilities. 

Additional  future  enrollment  projections  are  available,  and  all  point 
consistently  to  the  immediate  need  of  additional  school  housing  facilities 
at  both  the  Junior  and  Senior  High  School  levels. 

The  English  Program  Grows  in  Depth  and  Breadth 

The  first  Language  Arts  Summer  Workshop  was  held  at  the  Senior  High 
this  past  summer  to  develop  a  grammar-composition  syllabus  for  grades 
seven  through  twelve.  The  committee,  under  the  chairmanship  of  John 
J.  Flaherty,  was  composed  of  teachers  from  the  Junior  High,  the  Henry 
O.  Peabody  School,  and  Norwood  Senior  High.  The  value  of  such  a  coordin¬ 
ated  study  followed  by  the  development  of  a  syllabus  is  apparent  when  one 
considers  the  necessity  that  all  areas  and  skills  in  English  be  taught  in  the 
most  organized  and  meaningful  way  possible.  New  and  experienced  English 
teachers  will  have  a  guide  from  which  they  can  determine  what  has  been 
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taught,  what  should  be  retaught,  and  what  new  material  should  now  be 
introduced  to  strengthen  and  broaden  their  students’  knowledge  of  English. 
This  workshop  approach  to  curriculum  revision  and  enrichment  will  con¬ 
tinue  throughout  the  year  and  effect  substantial  dividends  in  improved 
student  preparation. 

Intern  Teachers  of  English  at  Norwood  Senior  High 

The  Norwood  Public  School  System  is  cooperating  with  the  Boston 
College  Graduate  School  of  Education  Master  of  Arts  in  Teaching  Program. 
Two  candidates  in  the  program  are  teaching  the  assignments  normally 
given  to  one  teacher  on  the  English  faculty.  The  cooperating  high  school 
benefits  by  having  two  additional  staff  members  for  the  minimum  salary  of 
one  teacher.  The  University  profits  by  having  an  “in  the  field”  laboratory 
for  their  training  program  and  interested  personnel  to  assist  in  training  and 
counseling  new  teachers.  The  “intern”  is  able  to  realize  one  half  of  a  first 
year  teacher’s  salary  while  he  is  still  studying  full  time  for  a  Masters 
degree.  Furthermore,  the  intern  is  getting  experience  under  ideal  teaching 
conditions. 


The  Mathematics  Program 

Although  revision  was  started  five  years  ago  in  this  department,  pro¬ 
gress  and  change  is  still  continuing.  Mr.  James  Dunn,  Department  Chairman, 
recommended  that  all  ninth  grade  general  mathematics  use  programmed 
text  material  because  of  the  successful  trial  program  in  19G3-19G4.  Also  one 
Algebra  I  class  is  using  programmed  material  for  the  first  year  with 
gratifying  results.  All  courses  this  school  year  are  following  a  Modern 
Mathematics  approach. 

The  advanced  placement  course  is  now  in  its  second  year.  This  freshman 
college  mathematics  program  for  selected  students  already  has  proven  its 
worth.  Three  students  who  graduated  in  June,  1964,  because  of  their  suc¬ 
cessful  matriculation  of  this  accelerated  program  earned  between  three  and 
nine  college  credits.  This  number  will  increase  rapidly  as  more  students 
are  adequately  prepared  to  elect  the  advanced  placement  program. 

The  Science  Program 

The  four  most  significant  items  are,  interestingly,  in  each  of  the  four 
grades.  The  study  of  Earth  Science  in  the  ninth  grade  is  being  developed 
and  expanded  both  by  the  collection  and  purchase  of  related  materials  and 
equipment.  For  instance,  a  weather  station  has  been  recently  installed  with 
students  operating  and  collecting  the  data  from  a  recently  installed  anemo¬ 
meter,  barograph,  and  thermograph.  At  the  sophomore  level  the  Blue  version 
of  the  B.S.C.S.  Biology  has  been  continued  with  satisfying  results.  The  full 
appreciation  of  this  new  approach  is  dependent  to  a  degree  on  adequate 
equipment.  Recently  the  Science  Department  under  Mr.  Everett  Learnard 
acquired  a  sufficient  number  of  stereomicroscopes  which  greatly  enhance  the 
effectiveness  of  the  teacher  in  such  areas  as  the  study  of  genetics. 
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The  new  CHEM  study  chemistry  course  is  now  given  to  most  chemistry 
sections,  and  the  new  laboratory  facilities  are  used  to  capacity  every  period 
of  the  day,  which  indicates  the  growing  interest  among  juniors  and  some 
seniors.  Those  students  who  are  particularly  capable  in  science  elect  in 
their  senior  year  the  P.S.S.C.  Physics  course.  This  program  of  Physics 
instruction  has  proven  to  be  the  best  method  available  to  teach  the  subject 
and  will  certainly  be  continued.  Tentative  plans  and  outlines  for  some  major 
changes  in  the  Science  curriculum  have  been  submitted  for  approval.  The 
desirability  of  advanced  courses  and  advanced  placement  programs  in  the 
Sciences  is  apparent  to  many  who  are  concerned  with  curriculum  planning. 

Social  Studies  Department 

Department  Chairman,  Mrs.  Paul  Heffron,  and  the  members  of  the 
Social  Studies  faculty  have  concentrated  their  efforts  this  fall  on  a  cur¬ 
riculum  study  and  revision.  In-service  workshops  have  been  held  with 
teachers  from  the  Junior  and  Senior  high  schools  and  the  Henry  0  Peabody 
School. 

Improved  articulation  as  well  as  curriculum  changes  have  been  among 
the  subjects  discussed.  In  the  Senior  High  program,  new  subject  electives 
for  all  levels  and  “advanced  placement”  courses  are  part  of  the  proposals 
submitted  for  consideration. 

Students  this  year  participated  in  an  International  Affairs  Day  at 
Beaver  Country  Day  School  and  the  World  Affairs  Council  United  Nations 
Trip  to  New  York  City. 

The  Department  Chairman  plans  to  attend  with  other  members  of  the 
Social  Studies  faculty  several  in-service  institutes  which  are  being  held  in 
Eastern  Massachusetts  to  study  additional  proposals  regarding  the  role  of 
the  Social  Studies  program  in  a  modern  comprehensive  high  school. 

The  Foreign  Language  Department 

Fourth  year  Spanish  is  offered  for  the  first  time  at  Norwood  Senior 
High,  which  means  that  three  languages,  Latin,  French,  and  Spanish,  are 
available  in  a  four-year  sequence.  Miss  Ruth  Johngren,  the  Department 
Chairman,  has  organized  the  language  laboratory  schedule  to  allow  for 
maximum  student  participation  and  utilization  of  this  important  facility. 
Each  of  the  thirty  stations  are  now  fully  equipped  to  permit  listening,  re¬ 
sponding,  and  recording  practice  by  foreign  language  students.  The  addi¬ 
tional  devices  to  record  and  play  back  practice  tapes  were  installed  this 
past  summer.  Now  students  in  all  booths  can  record  and  compare  their 
performance  with  that  of  a  native  speaker.  The  improvement  in  accent, 
intonation,  and  pronunciation  is  most  readily  recognized.  This  excellent 
laboratory  installation  is  open  even  after  school  each  day  for  additional 
aural-oral  practice. 

Thirty  of  more  foreign  language  students,  directed  by  Miss  Barbara 
Hegg,  of  the  foreign  language  department,  have  formed  a  very  active  French 
Club.  Before  the  Christmas  holidays,  the  members  of  this  group  were  host 
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to  the  Needham  High  French  Club,  and  each  group  presented  delightful 
entertainment,  sang  carols,  and  conversed  in  their  adopted  language.  The 
Henry  0.  Peabody  School  Foods  Preparation  staff  assisted  by  supplying 
artfully  created  French  pastries  and  refreshments. 

An  Expanding  Business  Curriculum 

This  is  the  second  year  that  the  Business  Machines  course  has  been 
offered.  The  number  electing  this  subject  has  increased  from  two  classes 
of  twenty  students  to  four  classes  of  the  same  number. 

As  Mr.  John  Kelley  has  stated:  “This  course  introduces  the  students 
to  a  representative  variety  of  the  simple  machines  equipment  found  in  a 
modern  business  office.” 

Comptometers,  electric  calculators,  ten-key  and  full-key  listing  machines 
(manual  and  electric),  duplicating  machines,  and  a  Burrough’s  bookkeeping 
machine  are  some  of  the  equipment  so  demonstrated  and  used  for  training 
future  office  workers. 

The  Industrial  Arts  Department  Offers  a  Yariety  of  Learning  Experiences 

In  November,  Mr.  Francis  McAuliffe,  Department  Chairman,  reported 
that  an  electric  arc  welder  was  installed  in  the  metal  shop  and  became  an 
integral  part  of  the  industrial  arts  course.  A  range  of  experiences  are 
offered  from  the  modern  and  well-equipped  Metal  Shop  from  which  each 
student  can  receive  an  appreciation  of  the  opportunities  available  in  modern 
industry  as  a  skilled  technician. 

This  year,  also,  the  graphic  arts  classes  as  a  part  of  their  class  work 
are  printing  on  the  new  offset  printing  equipment  the  school  newspaper 
“The  Hilltopper.”  The  front  page  of  the  Christmas  edition  was  in  three 
colors,  indicating  the  progress  of  printing  methods  at  Norwood  Senior  High. 

The  Electronics  course  has  now  been  part  of  the  department’s  curricula 
for  two  years  and  is  designed  to  teach  a  knowledge  of  the  fundamentals  and 
the  various  phases  of  development  in  the  construction  of  radio  and  amplify¬ 
ing  equipment.  If  a  student  has  the  aptitude  and  desire  he  can  have  with 
additional  study  a  very  satisfactory  skill  for  future  employment. 

The  Home  Economics  Department 

It  was  necessary  to  add  to  the  staff  of  this  department  this  year  because 
of  the  growing  student  interest  which  we  feel  is  due  to  the  constantly 
improving  course  content,  the  excellent  facilities,  and  the  quality  instruc¬ 
tion  available  in  the  areas  of  garment  making  and  repairing  clothing,  and 
the  planning  and  preparation  of  foods.  These  skills  are  taught  at  various 
levels  and  in  sequential  courses.  This  allows  students  to  elect  these  courses 
as  minor  or  major  subjects  in  their  programs. 

The  Senior  High  School  Library 

For  several  years  the  school  librarian,  Mrs.  Mary  Theresa  Sweeney,  has 
been  working  to  upgrade  the  library.  The  standard  set  by  the  American 
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Library  Association  for  an  adequate  school  library  is  10,000  volumes  or 
10  volumes  per  pupil. 

At  present  there  are  5665  volumes  on  our  shelves,  and  each  volume  is 
a  significant  and  essential  part  of  a  good  library.  Monthly  new  books  in  all 
categories  are  added  to  the  total  in  use,  and  the  standard  will  be  met  in  a 
short  time  in  quantity  as  well  as  quality. 

Mrs.  Sweeney  is  building  concurrently  a  faculty  library  of  professional 
periodicals,  monographs,  and  reference  materials.  The  library  is  used 
during  the  entire  school  day,  before  school,  and  for  one  hour  after  school. 
Certainly  it  is  one  of  our  most  valuable  facilities.  As  soon  as  more  class¬ 
rooms  are  made  available,  physical  expansion  of  the  present  library  space 
is  essential. 

Significant  Addenda 

Each  year  it  is  customary  to  single  out  certain  achievements  or  items 
of  interest  to  the  people  of  Norwood  concerning  the  High  School  program. 
The  following  are  several  representative  items. 

National  Honor  Society 

Within  the  comprehensive  program  of  studies  and  activities  at  Norwood 
Senior  High,  there  is  in  a  position  of  preeminence  the  National  Honor  Society. 
We  are  proud  of  the  students  who  achieve  scholastically  well  enough  to  pass 
the  stringent  academic  requirements.  Membership  is  limited  to  juniors  and 
seniors,  and  a  junior  in  order  to  qualify  must  have  been  named  on  the  school 
Honor  Roll  five  times  consecutively  with  at  least  three  of  these  five  citations 
for  First  Honors.  Seniors,  in  order  to  qualify  for  the  National  Honor  Society, 
must  also  have  been  named  to  the  school  Honor  Roll  with  at  least  two  of 
these  five  citations  for  First  Honors.  New  members  are  enrolled  at  the  end 
of  the  first  semester. 

The  requirements  for  Honor  Roll  citation  are  as  follows: 

Honors  with  Distinction:  90%  average  and  all  A’s  or  B  +  ’s.  Only 
minor  considered  is  College  Preparatory  Mathematics. 

First  Honors:  At  least  1  A  and  3  B  +  ’s  (Majors).  One  B  is  allowed 
in  a  fifth  major  subject  or  College  Preparatory  Mathematics. 

Second  Honors:  At  least  4  B’s  (Majors).  One  C+  is  allowed  in  a 
fifth  major  or  College  Preparatory  Mathematics  if  there  is  at 
least  one  B  +  . 

As  of  April  10,  1964,  eleven  seniors  and  eleven  juniors  were  members 
of  the  Norwood  Senior  High  School  National  Honor  Society. 

Harvard  Prize  Book  —  Daughters  of  the  American  Revolution  Medal 

This  Harvard  Prize  Book  is  annually  awarded  to  “that  Junior  boy  who 
in  the  judgment  of  his  classmates  and  teachers  is  the  best  all  around  boy 
in  his  class.”  The  Daughters  of  the  American  Revolution  Good  Citizenship 
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Medal  is  presented  to  “that  senior  girl  who  in  the  judgment  of  her  teachers 
is  the  best  school  citizen  in  her  class.”  The  recipients  of  these  awards  were 
Leo  E.  Immonen  who  received  the  Harvard  Prize  Book  and  Perry-Lynn 
Moffitt  who  was  awarded  the  D.A.R.  Good  Citizenship  medal. 

Journalism  Award 

Again  the  Boston  University  -School  of  Public  Relations  and  Communi¬ 
cations  has  honored  Norwood  Senior  High  School  by  awarding  the  highest 
achievement  journalism  award  of  the  Boston  University  Scholastic  Press 
Association  to  the  staff  of  the  Norwood  Senior  High  School  Yearbook 
Publication,  TIOT.  Mrs.  Florence  Riley,  the  faculty  advisor,  and  the  student 
editorial  staff  and  members  deserve  the  warmest  congratulations  for  this 
achievement. 

National  Merit  Awards 

Bernard  Cooper,  a  member  of  the  Senior  Class,  was  informed  that  he 
had  achieved  the  top  honor  of  semi  finalist  in  the  National  Merit  Scholarship 
Qualifying  Test.  Also  nine  other  students  were  named  to  receive  letters  of 
commendation  for  their  performance  in  the  tests.  The  winners  of  letters  of 
commendations  are:  Paul  G.  Abely,  Gerald  P.  Belastock,  Margaret  A.  Breen, 
Thomas  C.  Chestna,  Mark  T.  Collins,  Susan  M.  Hunt,  Leo  E.  Immonen, 
Elizabeth  M.  Orme,  and  Peggy  Rose. 

Math,  and  Science  Fair  Winners 

A  growing  and  fascinating  part  of  the  Science  and  Math,  programs  at 
Norwood  Senior  High  are  the  fairs  at  which  students  display  their  individual 
projects  and  compete  for  recognition.  James  Sweeney,  on  March  14,  1964, 
won  first  prize  at  a  Regional  Math,  fair  with  his  project,  “Multi  vibrators 
and  their  application  in  computers  and  games.”  At  the  Greater  Boston 
Regional  Fair,  held  at  Brandeis  University,  James  Sweeney’s  project  won 
first  prize,  and  in  the  State  Fair,  his  project  which  took  two  years  to  build, 
was  chosen  the  second  place  winner.  This  is  the  highest  honor  ever 
received  by  a  Norwood  High  School  student  at  this  State  wide  competition. 
The  winner  of  the  Norwood  Senior  High  School  fair  was  Ralph  Nixon,  first 
prize,  with  Susan  Dobson  and  James  Sweeney  sharing  second  prize. 

Americans  Abroad  and  Foreign  Exchange  Programs 

This  past  summer  Miss  Arlene  Black,  having  been  selected  by  the 
local  American  Field  Service  committee  and  the  New  York  home  office 
selection  committee  of  the  parent  organization,  represented  Norwood  in  the 
Philippine  Islands.  Her  countless  experiences  and  impressions  have  been 
vividly  shared  with  many  in  Norwood  since  her  return.  Through  the  use  of 
skillful  narrative  supplemented  with  color  slides,  she  has  brought  this 
foreign  country  much  closer  to  us  both  in  understanding  as  well  as  factual 
knowledge. 

The  other  phase  of  the  American  Field  Service,  the  Student  Foreign 
Exchange  program,  has  brought  to  us  and  more  particularly  to  the  Norwood 
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family  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  John  Lanzoni  on  Neponset  Street  and  to  Norwood 
Senior  High,  the  fine  representative  of  Villarrica,  Paraguay,  South  America, 
Eduardo  Ferreira.  Eduardo  will  remain  with  us  as  a  student  emissary  in  his 
adopted  home  until  the  end  of  the  present  school  year.  Already,  he  has  won 
many  many  friends  and  has  earned  our  admiration  for  his  warm  personality 
and  his  ability  to  adjust  so  well  and  quickly  to  our  customs  and  language.

In  Review  —  Looking  Ahead 


We  at  Norwood  Senior  High  are  proud  of  the  school  which  the  people 
of  Norwood  provide  for  the  education  of  their  children  and  grateful,  as 
educators,  that  they  have  traditionally  valued  good  educational  programs 
enough  to  make  the  necessary  sacrifices.  This  year  has  been  a  fruitful  one 
educationally  for  our  students,  and  real  progress  has  been  made  to 
strengthen  and  expand  every  area. 

The  high  standards  and  excellent  educational  opportunities  at  Norwood 
High  School  have  given  your  high  school  an  enviable  reputation  with  sur¬ 
rounding  secondary  schools  and  institutions  of  higher  learning.  This  record 
of  achievement  is,  in  great  measure,  a  testament  to  the  zeal  and  dedication 
of  Principal  Charles  A.  Hayden  who  retired  in  August,  1964.  In  his  last 
annual  report  Mr.  Hayden  made  this  observation  which  amounts  to  justifi¬ 
able  homage  and  respect  of  the  teaching  staff. 

“Over  the  years  Norwood  has  been  more  than  fortunate 
in  its  teachers.  Yet  here  as  elsewhere  citizens  should  realize 
that  a  superior  teacher  in  every  classroom  is  an  absolute 
necessity  if  the  almost  unbounded  benefits  of  education  are 
fully  to  accrue  to  society.  This  in  our  judgment  is  educa¬ 
tion’s  greatest  need  and,  educationwise,  society’s  greatest 
challenge.” 
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As  the  curriculum  at  the  secondary  level  becomes  more  diverse  and 
more  profound  in  content,  greater  demands  are  placed  upon  the  professional 
staff  of  the  school  system  and  the  economy  of  the  local  tax  structure. 

On  the  part  of  the  schools,  there  must  be  a  continuing  evaluation  of 
personnel  and  curriculum  in  order  that  the  needs  of  the  community  and  the 
students  are  met  adequately  and  totally.  The  individual  members  of  the 
teaching  staff  must  be  and  are  aware  of  the  need  to  constantly  update  their 
backgrounds  and  class  preparations  by  course  study  and  reading  in  profes¬ 
sional  journals  and  other  sources. 

Towns  and  cities  are  faced  with  the  rising  costs  of  teaching  materials 
and  programs  in  all  classifications  and  of  all  descriptions.  Also  the  well 
qualified  and  dedicated  teachers  who  are  the  core  and  energy  source  of  a 
school  should  be  appropriately  recompensed. 

In  closing  it  is  my  hope  that  the  information  in  this  report  will  enhance 
your  knowledge  and  understanding  of  your  high  school.  Nothing  will 
increase  your  desire  to  have  and  to  actively  support  quality  education  in 
Norwood  as  much  as  an  interest  in  learning  about  the  educational  oppor¬ 
tunities  in  Norwood  which  are  our  mutual  responsibilities.

REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTOR  OF  THE  HENRY  0.  PEABODY  SCHOOL 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  present  the  annual  report  of  the  Henry 
0.  Peabody  School. 

The  challenge  to  which  the  Henry  0.  Peabody  School  was  dedicated 
and  the  continuing  challenge  to  which  its  present  programs  and  faculty 
are  committed  is  contained  in  the  following  quotation  from  Education  for 
a  Changing  World  of  Work — “The  aptitudes,  skills  and  education  of  youth 
must  match  the  needs  of  a  changing  economy.  The  eight  out  of  ten  who 
will  not  complete  college  must  gain  occupational  competence  in  other  ways. 
Vocational  and  technical  education  must  prepare  youth  for  employment.” 

Again  this  year  there  is  capacity  enrollment  for  existing  facilities  at 
the  Henry  O.  Peabody  School.  This  year  students  represent  thirty  one 
surrounding  towns  with  a  total  enrollment  of  one  hundred  seventy  one 
students. 

As  we  survey  the  school  and  its  programs  in  relation  to  the  needs  of 
the  students  who  will  be  looking  for  jobs  in  the  near  future  there  are  two 
questions  we  must  consider — 1.  Will  there  be  a  sufficient  number  of  jobs? 
2.  Will  the  training  and  education  offered  be  adequate  for  the  increasingly 
complex  and  higher  level  jobs  offered  by  our  economy?  To  answer  the  first 
question,  we  must  continually  check  to  see  that  our  programs  and  numbers 
are  realistically  oriented  to  present  and  future  labor  market  requirements. 
In  order  to  assure  an  affirmative  answer  to  the  second  question,  we  have 
continued  to  examine  our  curriculum. 

The  curriculum  for  the  Food  Program  was  reviewed  at  regular  meetings 
throughout  the  year.  Points  considered  were — students  background  and 
needs- — methods  of  preparation — time  available — placement  and  trade  re¬ 
quirements.  Three  different  program  schedules  were  studied— 1.  a  three- 
year  undergraduate  program.  2.  a  two-year  undergraduate  program.  3.  a 
one-year  intensive  postgraduate  program.  The  three-year  undergraduate 
program  was  offered  to  boys  as  a  pilot  program.  It  was  determined  that 
this  three  year  schedule  does  not  meet  the  needs  of  boys  in  the  Food  Trades. 
Therefore,  boys  will  be  admitted  only  to  the  two-year  undergraduate  pro¬ 
gram,  or  the  one  year  intensive  postgraduate  program. 
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This  year  a  plan  of  student  rotation  through  the  three  phases  of  the 
food  curriculum — Bakery,  Cafeteria  Service  and  Dining  Room  Service — was 
established  for  all  students  in  the  Food  Program.  A  course  in  Food  Prin¬ 
ciples  is  required  of  all  Juniors  and  a  course  called  Food  Demonstrations 
is  offered  to  all  Seniors  and  Postgraduates.  These  courses  add  to  the  students 
understanding  of  the  scientific  principles  applied  to  food  preparation  and 
oiler  opportunity  for  greater  and  more  varied  experiences  in  food  prepara¬ 
tion. 


Current  employment  in  the  dressmaking  field  is  requiring  a  knowledge 
of  fabrics,  design  and  dressmaking  equipment  because  many  of  the  avail¬ 
able  positions — other  than  alterations — require  dual  responsibilities:  — 
sewing  machine  demonstration  requires  also  the  giving  of  instructions  in 
basic  sewing  and  the  selling  of  many  small  items  of  equipment  for  sewing:  — 
custom  dressmaking  in  a  small  shop  is  combined  with  the  selling  of  ready¬ 
made  dresses: — employment  in  a  fabric  department  also  necessitates  selling 
small  sewing  equipment.  Therefore,  in  this  program,  stress  has  been  placed 
on  knowledge  of  basic  sewing  principles  and  a  familiarity  with  equipment 
and  its  uses.  Classes  in  textiles  are  offered  as  a  background  and  basis  for 
the  study  of  art. 

The  undergraduate  Beauty  Culture  Program  has  been  reviewed  to 
ascertain  whether  or  not  the  maturity  of  students  is  such  at  completion  of 
training  that  the  trainees  are  truly  employable.  The  excellent  placement 
record  of  the  postgraduate  Beauty  Culture  Program,  and  the  numbers  and 
excellence  of  candidates  for  the  program  give  evidence  that  it  is  meeting 
its  challenge. 

To  keep  pace  with  business  placement  opportunities,  new  and  advanced 
equipment  was  purchased  for  the  Business  Department  and  the  curriculum 
was  reorganized  to  make  most  effective  use  of  this  equipment.  Three  pro¬ 
grams  have  been  offered  in  the  Business  Department — Business  Machines — 
Advanced  Secretarial  and  Accelerated  Secretarial.  Wherever  possible,  special 
individual  programs  that  meet  specific  needs  are  arranged.  Experiences  of 
the  last  three  years  in  the  two  secretarial  programs  are  being  studied  and 
evaluated  to  determine  whether  to  most  effectively  serve  the  students,  one 
or  both  of  these  programs  can  and/or  should  be  continued.  Factors  being 
considered  are  diversity  of  student  backgrounds  in  the  field — numbers  en¬ 
rolling  in  each  program — most  urgent  needs  of  students  facilities — and 
teacher  pupil  ratio.  Placement  calls  for  the  Business  Department  trainees 
exceeds  the  number  of  students  to  be  placed. 

The  Practical  Nurse  Program  has  increased  its  enrollment  and  con¬ 
tinues  to  maintain  its  excellent  record.  This  has  been  made  possible  through 
the  outstanding  cooperation  of  the  Staff  at  the  Norwood  Hospital  and  the 
interest  of  our  Advisory  Committee. 

Continual  attention  is  given  to  the  selection  of  candidates  and  the 
coordination  of  the  curriculum.  In  the  screening  of  candidates  for  the 
program  a  new  battery  of  tests — The  Psychological  Corporation  Test — has 
been  introduced.  These  tests  are  more  specifically  designed  for  the  Practical 
Nurse  field.  This  summer  the  nurse  instructors,  related  instructors  and 
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clinical  instructors  completely  reorganized  the  curriculum  to  assure  more 
effective  correlation  of  all  units  and  a  balanced  progression  of  material 
throughout  the  entire  training.  A  master  plan  was  organized  and  then  it 
was  broken  down  into  individual  lessons.  An  excellent  working  plan  was 
designed  which  was  implemented  with  the  fall  class. 

The  academic  and  related  subjects  have  also  been  re-examined.  The 
English  instructor  participated  in  the  Secondary  School  English  Summer 
Workshop  wilieh  reviewed  the  course  of  studies  and  made  general  grade 
level  recommendations.  These  suggestions  were  considered  in  the  curriculum 
plans  for  Grades  10,  11  and  12.  Individual  remedial  reading  programs  have 
been  worked  out  with  individual  undergraduate  students  and  also  with  post¬ 
graduate  students  recommended  by  their  instructors  as  having  reading 
problems. 

This  year  the  Social  Studies  course  is  being  reviewed  at  workshop 
meetings  and  recommendations  will  be  considered  in  the  revision  of  the 
Social  Studies  curriculum. 

The  Science  course  of  studies  for  the  Practical  Nurse  Program  was 
revised  and  reorganized  to  correlate  directly  with  the  other  courses  in  the 
program.  The  Science  courses  at  the  different  levels  in  the  Food  Program 
are  being  studied  for  upgrading  and  for  additional  stress  on  science  prin¬ 
ciples  as  applied  to  the  entire  Food  Industry.  Additional  courses  in  Related 
Science  for  Foods  are  planned  for  postgraduate  students.  Implementation 
and  strengthening  of  the  Science  Program  is  dependent  on  additional  staff. 

The  Art  course  continues  to  expand  its  offerings  within  the  limitations 
of  unsolved  equipment  problems — as  there  is  no  sink  in  the  art  room,  some 
projects  have  to  be  eliminated. 

Our  school  was  fortunate  in  maintaining  its  able  staff  this  year.  There 
was  only  one  change — a  member  of  the  faculty  was  named  interim  director 
from  October  15,  1964  for  the  remainder  of  the  school  year. 

In  order  to  be  assured  that  all  students  interested  in  applying  to  the 
Henry  0.  Peabody  School  were  aware  of  our  admission  policies,  general 
requirements,  programs  offered  and  general  application  information,  a 
brochure  containing  this  information  was  developed  and  copies  were  sent 
to  the  guidance  personnel  in  all  surrounding  schools. 

Because  of  increased  interest  in  area  vocational  schools,  and  an  interest 
in  offering  additional  courses,  many  interested  visitors  from  various  sections 
of  the  State — and  from  out  of  State — came  to  tour  the  school  and  visit  our 
programs.  Guidance  teachers  were  welcome  throughout  the  year  and  were 
encouraged  to  bring  interested  students.  The  Blue  Hills  Regional  Vocational 
School  has  been  in  the  preliminary  planning  stage  and  this  has  brought 
members  and  interested  parties  to  the  school  to  see  our  programs.  We 
welcomed  them  and  were  pleased  to  have  them  see  our  programs  and  the 
spirit  of  our  school.  By  mutual  cooperation  and  understanding,  we  can  see 
that  the  best  possible  opportunities  are  offered  the  students  of  the  area. 
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We  were  privileged  to  entertain  several  groups  during  the  year.  These 
included  the  Tri-County  Superintendents,  Womens  South  Shore  Guidance 
Group  and  a  meeting  called  by  the  State  Director  of  Vocational  Education 
for  the  Women  State  Supervisors  and  the  Directors  of  Girls’  Trade  Schools. 

The  Practical  Nurse  Class  which  completed  its  course  in  November 
received  their  pins  and  certificates  of  completion  of  course  at  an  all  school 
assembly.  The  Food  Department — as  its  culminating  project — planned,  pre¬ 
pared  and  served  a  buffet  to  the  senior  class.  It  was  outstanding. 

This  year  the  Women’s  Community  Committee  Awards  were  received  by 
Gail  Steeves  in  the  Beauty  Culture  Department  and  Sherry  Septelka  in  the 
Food  Department  for  excellence  in  their  field.  The  Rotary  Club  Scholarship 
was  awarded  to  Albert  Hayes  for  further  study  in  his  chosen  field — Hotel 
and  Restaurant  Management. 

A  classroom  area  used  by  the  Food  Department  for  a  related  instruction 
classroom  was  furnished  at  one  end  of  the  cafeteria,  and  new  furniture  was 
purchased  for  the  Science  classroom. 

The  faculty,  in  cooperation  with  our  advisory  committees,  will  continue 
to  evaluate  the  programs  in  light  of  the  challenge  to  which  we  are  com¬ 
mitted,  and  we  will  continue  to  be  alert  to  new  programs  which  will  offer 
more  and  wider  opportunities  to  all  our  young  people  in  the  community  so 
that  we  will  be  ready  for  expansion  when  it  becomes  possible. 

Thank  you  to  the  staff  of  the  Henry  0.  Peabody  School  for  your 
cooperation  and  loyalty.  A  most  sincere  thank  you  for  outstanding  leadership 
and  encouragement  to  Dr.  Philip  0.  Coakley,  Superintendent  of  Schools. 
My  association  with  Dr.  Coakley,  the  Administrators,  the  Norwood  School 
Committee  and  the  Trustees  of  the  Henry  0.  Peabody  School  has  been  a 
distinct  privilege.

REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL  OF  THE  JUNIOR  HIGH  SCHOOL 

Our  enrollment  for  the  next  school  year  will  increase  to  approximately 
eight  hundred  pupils.  This  is  the  highest  number  which  we  can  satisfactorily 
accommodate  if  we  are  to  maintain  desirable  class  size,  which  is  essential 
for  sustaining  and  improving  the  educational  advantages  of  our  pupils. 

Our  concern  for  curriculum  improvement  is  continuous.  Last  year  we 
effected  a  major  change  in  our  science  program  when  we  revised  our  course 
of  study  to  cover  the  material  which  had  previously  been  a  three-year  course 
in  two  years,  thus  enabling  our  senior  high  school  to  offer  a  new  science 
course  in  grade  nine.  During  the  present  school  year  one  of  our  eighth 
grade  science  classes  is  participating  in  a  pilot  course  developed  by  the 
Physical  Science  Study  Committee  and  supported  by  the  National  Science 
Foundation.  This  introductory  course  is  designed  to  give  students  a  begin¬ 
ning  knowledge  of  physical  science  and  to  offer  some  insight  into  the  means 
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by  which  scientific  knowledge  is  acquired.  It  will  serve  as  a  solid  foundation 
for  those  students  taking  later  courses  in  physics,  chemistry,  and  biology. 
Emphasis  is  placed  on  student  experimentation  and  guided  reasoning  as  the 
result  of  such  experimentation.  The  laboratory  work  is  contained  in  the 
text  and  must  be  carried  out  by  students  in  the  course. 

In  the  teaching  of  English  grammar  two  of  our  teachers  have  used  the 
newer  linguistic  techniques.  At  the  end  of  the  school  year  the  pupils  had  a 
better  understanding  of  the  basics  of  English  grammar  as  a  result  of  this 
experience,  and  they  developed  attitudes  of  inquiry  and  challenge  that 
served  to  add  interest  to  the  standard  course  in  English  grammar.  More 
pupils  are  involved  in  the  study  of  linguistics  in  this  current  school  year. 

During  the  summer  two  members  of  our  English  Department  worked 
with  other  English  teachers  at  Norwood  High  School  and  Henry  0.  Peabody 
School  to  prepare  a  cumulative  course  of  study  in  the  language  arts  from 
grades  seven  through  twelve.  The  resulting  curriculum  guide  for  grammar 
and  written  composition  is  now  used  as  a  basis  for  such  study  on  three 
levels  in  our  English  classes. 

In  both  seventh  and  eighth  grades  our  reading  program  has  had  some 
revision.  Most  classes  have  developmental  reading  three  periods  each  week, 
with  materials  suited  to  the  abilities  of  each  group.  This  program  has  not 
been  offered  to  those  who  take  French  five  periods  each  week  as  an  addi¬ 
tional  subject,  since  these  selected  pupils  are  competent  readers.  It  was 
felt  that,  despite  the  reading  abilities  of  these  groups,  improvement  in  the 
area  of  critical  thinking  was  needed.  With  this  objective,  a  reading  course 
for  one  period  each  week  was  designed  for  these  better  readers. 

The  increase  of  historical  study  which  each  passing  decade,  as  well 
as  the  social  change  which  has  been  so  great  in  recent  years,  has  shown 
that  revision  of  social  studies  is  needed.  We  have  made  a  beginning  by 
meeting  with  the  Senior  High  School  teachers  to  correlate  our  work  in 
this  field,  and  ultimately  to  revise  our  course  of  study. 

Our  pupils  are  achieving  well  in  all  areas,  as  indicated  by  the  results 
of  standardized  tests.  We  strive  for  still  better  accomplishment,  and  our 
teachers  are  constantly  working  toward  that  goal. 

During  the  summer  our  shower  and  locker  room  for  visiting  teams  has 
been  remodeled.  The  new  flooring  has  given  a  clean,  fresh  appearance  to 
what  has  long  been  an  unsatisfactory  area.  Now  all  three  shower  and 
locker  rooms  have  been  completely  renovated,  and  the  new  type  of  flooring 
has  made  it  possible  for  cleanliness,  so  important  in  our  physical  education 
program,  to  be  more  satisfactorily  maintained.  A  needed  storage  area  for 
books  has  also  been  provided  with  the  renovation  of  the  visitors’  shower 
and  locker  room. 

Considerable  painting  should  be  done  this  year  to  maintain  the  physical 
plant.  The  deterioration  of  the  exterior  paint  and  putty  has  resulted  in 
damage  to  window  frames.  Flashing  on  the  roofs  is  eroding.  Interior  paint 
reuirements  are  not  as  pressing  as  those  outside,  but  proper  maintenance 
will  soon  require  that  the  interior  be  painted. 
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I  wish  to  thank  our  Superintendent,  Dr.  Coakley,  and  the  members  of 
the  School  Committee  for  their  constant  support  in  all  matters  which  have 
affected  the  education  of  our  pupils.

REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTOR  OF  SPECIAL  SERVICES 
AND  ELEMENTARY  CURRICULUM 

In  this  annual  report  it  is  our  intent  to  cite  curriculum  changes  and 
improvements  in  the  Norwood  Public  Elementary  Schools.  Although  this 
procedure  is  a  departure  from  that  utilized  in  the  annual  reports  of 
previous  years,  it  is  felt  that  developments  in  certain  areas  of  the  curriculum 
are  of  such  significance  as  to  warrant  this  special  attention. 

What  has  been  sensed  vaguely  for  several  years  is  now  more  clearly 
discernible  i.e.  a  massive  reformulation  of  what  is  to  be  taught  in  the 
schools  of  America  is  underway. 

While  the  teaching  of  mathematics,  science  and  reading  has  received 
major  attention,  other  subjects  in  the  elementary  school  offering,  in  turn, 
are  being  reviewed  and  revised. 

It  would  not  be  practical  to  delve  into  the  specific  causes  of  the  present 
curriculum  reform  movement  in  a  report  of  this  type.  Suffice  it  to  say  that 
the  reasons  are  valid  ones  and  are  related  to  the  necessity  for  equipping 
the  future  generation  with  the  new  knowledges  and  skills  required  to 
function  effectively  in  a  world  more  complex  than  our  own — complexities 
brought  about  by  accelerating  advancements  in  such  fields  as  national 
defense,  transportation  and  communication,  industrial  technology,  automa¬ 
tion  and  data  processing,  nuclear  energy  and  space  science. 

Knowledge  is  accumulating  at  such  a  rate  that  educators  have  the 
formidable  task  of  determining  curriculum  inclusions  which  would  offer  the 
learner  lasting  value.  In  this  endeavor  the  methodology  in  the  teaching¬ 
learning  process  emerges  as  a  key  factor  with  crucial  implications. 

The  significance  of  this  concept  may  be  illustrated  by  citing  contem¬ 
porary  method  as  well  as  content  in  a  specific  area  of  the  elementary  school 
curriculum. 

Because  of  the  questions,  the  widespread  interest,  and  the  urgent  desire 
of  parents  to  become  acquainted  with  what  is  happening  to  the  teaching  of 
arithmetic,  we  will  relate  the  foregoing  to  this  area  and  portray  how 
“Modern  Math”  has  been  introduced  in  the  Norwood  Public  Elementary 
Schools. 

Elementary  School  Mathematics 

The  expression  “Modern  Math”  has  come  into  use  as  an  all  inclusive 
term  and  refers  to  programs  recently  developed  in  experimental  projects 
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sponsored  by  certain  universities  and  professional  groups  with  the  support 
of  both  public  and  private  funds. 

Generally  the  new  programs  realign  content  by  introducing  concepts 
to  students  earlier  than  previously  thought  possible.  This  reorganization 
eliminates  topics  that  are  relatively  unimportant  and  intergrates  those 
topics  that  are  important,  thus  making  room  for  newly  developed  fields  such 
as  probability  and  statistics  at  the  secondary  level;  sets  and  the  number 
properties  at  the  elementary  school  level. 

The  teaching  of  the  four  fundamental  processes  of  addition,  subtrac¬ 
tion,  multiplication  and  division  as  applied  to  whole  numbers,  decimals  and 
fractions  is  by  no  means  de-emphasized.  Competence  in  these  skills  is  still 
demanded  and  memorization  of  the  basic  number  facts  is  still  a  necessity. 
However,  the  four  basic  operations  or  processes  are  studied  in  relation  to 
one  another  and  the  contemporary  program  goes  beyond  the  more  mech¬ 
anical  computational  drills  and  the  memorization  of  facts.  It  strives  to 
demonstrate  why  the  operations  work  and  why  the  facts  are  true.  It  depicts 
mathematics  as  a  body  of  knowledge  developed  by  man  incorporating 
unifying  principles  and  a  system  of  logic. 

The  methodology  presents  opportunities  for  self  discovery,  allows  for 
a  variety  of  approaches  to  arrive  at  solutions  to  problems  and  stresses  the 
universal  mathematical  laws  or  principles  involved.  This  is  in  order  that 
the  learner  may  acquire  concepts  which  may  be  applied  in  solving  problems 
in  new  situations.  Thus  it  is  felt  the  student  will  be  better  equipped  to 
cope  with  the  mathematical  complexities  not  now  either  possible  to  identify 
or  predict  because  of  our  rapidly  changing  world. 

Our  endeavor  to  introduce  “Modern  Math”  into  the  elementary  cur¬ 
riculum  began  in  the  year  1961  when  an  in-service  course  under  School 
Committee  sponsorship  was  brought  to  Norwood.  The  course  was  on  the  new 
approach  to  contemporary  mathematics.  Professor  J.  Franklin  Fitzgerald 
of  Boston  University  was  the  instructor. 

Concurrently,  ideas  were  explored  on  how  best  to  introduce  “the  new 
approach”  into  the  classrooms.  The  Director  of  Elementary  Curriculum  was 
charged  with  the  responsibility  for  formulating  a  plan. 

Experimental  materials  of  The  School  Math  Study  Group  (SMSG)  as 
well  as  other  programs  were  studied,  evaluated  and  basic  decisions  made 
with  respect  to  content  inclusions  and  time  allocations. 

In-class  instruction  was  initiated  in  April  of  1963  in  a  pilot  project  of 
six  weeks  duration  at  the  sixth  grade  level. 

The  project  was  carefully  evaluated  by  informed  teachers  and  adminis¬ 
trators.  The  results  were  of  such  promise  as  to  suggest  that  the  project  be 
expanded  to  include  grades  four,  five  and  six. 

In  April  of  1964  the  expanded  project  was  introduced  throughout  the 
elementary  schools  in  the  grade  levels  cited  above  and  again  lasted  for  a 
period  of  six  weeks.  It  became  known  as  the  “second  phase”  and  involved 
forty  teachers  and  twelve  hundred  students.

An  outstanding 
educator,  Mary  Casey  will  be  long  remembered  by  teachers,  administrators, 
parents  and  children. 

We,  the  members  of  the  Norwood  School  Committee,  resolve  that  this 
statement  shall  be  transcribed  in  the  official  records  of  the  Norwood  Public 
Schools,  copied  for  public  announcement,  and  further,  that  a  copy  be  for¬ 
warded  to  her  family.

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This  new  experience  was  also  carefully  evaluated  by  the  participants. 
Their  findings  reaffirmed  the  earlier  conclusions  of  the  first  experiment  and 
served  to  establish  the  validity  of  both  content  and  approach. 

The  “third  phase”  of  the  project  was  ready  for  introduction  with  the 
opening  of  school  in  the  fall  of  1964.  It  now  involves  all  of  the  elementary 
grades,  Kindergarten  through  Six,  and  its  scheduling  is  designed  to  achieve 
effective  integration  with  the  traditional  arithmetic  program  during  this 
period  of  transition. 

The  dimensions  of  change  brought  about  by  the  emergence  of  “modern 
math”  make  necessary  a  concerted  re-orientation  on  the  part  of  the  individ¬ 
ual  teacher.  With  respect  to  the  professional  staff  as  a  whole,  the  effort 
required  to  effect  rapid  change  is  truly  massive.  The  degree  of  success  is 
largely  determined  by  the  competence  and  enthusiasm  of  the  teacher.  We 
are  grateful  in  the  knowledge  that  these  two  ingredients  are  not  lacking 
in  the  teachers  of  Norwood. 

We  would  also  express  our  appreciation  to  the  elementary  administra¬ 
tors  for  their  vital  support  and  take  this  opportunity  to  cite  for  special 
recognition  the  invaluable  leadership  role  undertaken  by  Mr.  William 
P.  Kenny. 

We  would  conclude  this  report  with  a  sincere  acknowledgment  of  the 
contribution  of  Superintendent  of  Schools,  Dr.  Philip  0.  Coakley,  without 
whose  competent  guidance  and  ceaseless  effort  to  promote  an  educational 
environment  which  encourages  growth,  this  “pilot  project”  would  not  have 
been  possible.

REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTOR  OF  AUDIO -VISUAL  EDUCATION 

Seeing  is  believing!  This  statement,  heard  so  many  times,  takes  on  new 
meaning  when  applied  to  the  Audio-Visual  Education  program.  When  we 
use  movies,  overhead  transparencies,  filmstrips,  slides,  charts,  and  models, 
our  teaching  “words”  tend  to  create  new  concepts.  Words  spring  to  “life” 
and  the  student  is  at  once  placed  in  a  “first-hand”  relationship  with  the 
subject  matter.  The  use  of  time-lapse,  stop-motion,  and  in-the-field  photo¬ 
graphy  has  done  much  to  bring  the  outside  world  into  the  classroom.  Next 
to  field  trips  and  on-the-scene  teaching,  Audio-Visual  supplemented  classes 
are  the  most  realistic  and  meaningful  experiences  we  can  give  our  students. 

Audio-Visual  materials,  contrary  to  popular  ideas,  are  not  used  to  give 
the  teacher  a  break,  or  even  to  make  her  job  easier.  They  do,  if  anything, 
make  more  work  for  the  teacher,  because  in  most  cases  the  use  of  A.V. 
materials  requires  research  and  additional  teacher  knowledge  to  be  used 
effectively. 
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The  demands  for  films,  filmstrips,  slides,  records,  and  transparencies 
has  been  greater  this  year  than  ever  before.  We  have  used  over  five  hundred 
films.  This  is  an  increase  of  about  one  third  over  last  year.  The  increase 
in  number  of  films  does  not  necessarily  indicate  that  individual  students 
are  seeing  more  films.  It  does  show  that  more  teachers  are  requesting  films 
and  that  they  are  being  used  for  more  specific  teaching  situations,  rather 
than  for  general  showing.  About  a  third  of  the  films  and  materials  used 
were  produced  and  distributed  free  of  charge,  except  for  postage,  by  many 
of  our  leading  manufacturers  and  industries. 

To  supplement  the  A.V.  materials  mentioned  above,  an  instructional 
materials  lending  library  is  being  formed.  To  date  more  than  seventy-five 
companies  have  contributed  wall  charts,  samples,  pamphlets,  and  booklets, 
to  our  new  library.  More  will  be  added  in  the  near  future. 

During  the  year  1964,  as  Director  of  Audio-Visual  Education  in  the 
Norwood  Public  Schools,  I  made  over  twelve  hundred  visits  to  the  schools 
delivering  films,  servicing  equipment  and  assisting  teachers  with  A.V. 
problems.  I  also  formed  and  trained  A.V.  Clubs  at  the  Cleveland,  Winslow, 
Balch,  and  Junior  High  Schools;  set  up  the  public  address  system  for 
graduation,  all  home  football  games,  rallies,  and  dances;  spoke  to  Parent 
Teacher  Association  meetings;  prepared  transparencies  for  use  at  assem¬ 
blies,  town  meetings,  P.T.A.  meetings,  and  classes. 

The  success  of  this  program  is  due  to  the  help  and  guidance  of  Dr. 
Philip  O.  Coakley,  the  School  Committee,  principals,  teachers,  clerks,  and 
my  two  building  coordinators:  Mr.  Everett  F.  Learnard,  at  the  High  School, 
and  Mr.  James  R.  Fulton,  at  the  Junior  High  School.

REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTOR  OF  MUSIC 
Elementary  Grades 

1964  was  a  year  of  vast  reorganization  within  the  Department  of  Music 
at  the  Elementary  level.  In  September,  Mrs.  Shirley  Johnson  of  the  Music 
Staff  assumed  the  position  of  Supervisor  of  Elementary  Vocal  Music.  Also 
at  this  time  three  new  elementary  music  teachers  began  their  duties  at  the 
elementary  schools.  Each  teacher  was  assigned  to  Grades  1-6  in  two  or  three 
of  our  system’s  seven  elementary  schools. 

Instrumental  music  lessons  were  once  again  offered  to  all  children  in 
Grades  2-6.  The  Junior  High  remained  the  site  of  lessons  which  were 
expanded  this  year  to  four  days  a  week  after  regular  school  hours.  Special 
emphasis  was  put  upon  the  beginning  of  a  program  of  string  instrument 
instruction.  The  growth  of  bands  was  also  substantial  and  at  present  the 
Music  Department  is  conducting  two  beginner  and  two  intermediate  groups 
at  the  elementary  level. 
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Junior  High  School 

Music  has  never  been  a  more  vital  activity  than  the  past  year  at  the 
Junior  High  School.  Membership  in  both  the  band  and  glee  clubs  has  risen 
to  an  all  time  high.  As  an  example:  Band  membership  has  increased  from 
approximately  fifteen  in  1962  to  approximately  fifty-five  in  1964. 

As  in  previous  years  both  the  choral  and  instrumental  groups  played  an 
important  part  in  the  Junior  High’s  Annual  Assemblies  and  Evening  pro¬ 
grams. 

Senior  High  School 

At  the  Senior  High  School  the  Band,  Concert  Choir  and  Choralaires  con¬ 
tinued  their  schedule  of  before  school  rehearsals  and  increased  musical  acti¬ 
vities.  All  three  groups  participated  in  programs  at  the  Junior  and  Senior 
High  Schools  and  in  neighboring  communities.  A  highlight  of  the  year  was  the 
fine  showing  of  all  three  groups  at  the  Southeastern  Music  Festival  in 
Norton  last  May. 

Mention  should  be  made  that  the  Concert  Choir  recently  acquired  new 
choir  robes  especially  made  for  them  by  the  Peabody  School.

REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTOR  OF  ART 

A  general  overview  of  the  Art  Program  shows  an  appropriateness  of 
Art  experience  with  grade  level.  This  feature,  by  itself,  speaks  of  a  healthy 
constructive  program. 

One  criteria  that  fashions  the  Art  lesson  is  as  follows: 

“Nothing  Ventured  —  Nothing  Gained” 

The  lesson  that  eliminates  the  risk  of  failure  is  one  that  is  usually 
taught  by  rote.  If  there  is  no  degree  of  chance  in  a  lesson,  there  is  surely 
no  allowance  for  individual  trial  and  error  (experimentation).  As  the  student 
experiments,  personal  decisions  and  evaluations  are  necessary  and  it  is  this, 
that  is  the  essence  of  the  Art  lesson. 

Elementary  Schools  Art  Program 
Oldham  School  —  Decorative  Tiles 

The  Sixth  Craders,  using  an  underglaze,  ceramic,  technique,  decorated 
white  ceramic  tiles  with  colorful  designs. 

Initially,  the  students  created  crayoned  sketches  on  paper  and  these 
ideas,  when  completed,  were  transferred  onto  square  white,  bisque  tiles  that 
measured  4”  x  4”  and  6”  x  6”. 
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After  painting  with  the  appropriate  underglaze  colors,  the  tiles  were 
coated  with  an  application  of  clear  glaze  and  then  fired  to  maturity  in  a 
kiln. 


On  completion,  the  tiles  were  fixed  onto  the  large,  interior  wall  that 
faces  the  Main  Entrance  of  the  School. 

Though  each  Sixth  Grader  contributed  a  decorated  tile,  the  wall  is  still 
not  adequately  covered  and  the  Sixth  Graders  of  this  year  will  have  a  chance 
to  contribute  tiles. 

It  is  a  good  thing  to  have  students  leave  permanent  evidence  of  their 
presence  at  the  School. 

Book  Fairs 

BALCH  SCHOOL — Art  work,  of  all  grades,  was  correlated  with  the 
Book  Fair.  On  completion,  the  results  were  displayed  in  the  corridors,  in 
the  Library,  and  on  the  main  bulletin  board.  Personalized  illustrations,  and 
posters  showed  the  children’s  concept  of  situations  and  characters  of  fiction 
and  non-fiction. 

CLEVELAND  SCHOOL — The  same  correlation  as  above  was  maintained. 
Ribbons  were  awarded  to  the  First,  Second  and  Third  place  winners  of 
each  classroom.  Following  this  selection,  the  best  poster  of  Grades  1,  2  and 
3  was  selected,  and  also  the  best  of  Grades  4,  5  and  6  was  chosen. 

The  Book  Fair  is  an  excellent  motivating  device  and  provides  an 
excellent  way  of  correlating  Art  and  Literature. 

Imagined  characters  and  situations  as  drawn  by  children  give  a  refresh¬ 
ing  aspect  to  the  printed  page. 

Scenery  For  PTA  Assemblies 

At  the  Cleveland  and  Prescott  Schools,  the  6th  Graders,  using  the 
World’s  Fair  as  the  theme,  created  large  colorful  backdrops  for  musicals 
that  were  performed  for  the  parents. 

CLEVELAND  SCHOOL — Consisted  of  life-size  cut  paper  figures  stand¬ 
ing  in  front  of  a  painted  unisphere.  Balloons  helped  vary  the  background. 

PRESCOTT  SCHOOL — Combination  of  paint  and  colored  chalk  used  to 
cover  backdrop. 

Any  opportunity  to  work  on  a  large  scale  is  welcomed,  as  it  gives  the 
children  a  totally  different  experience.  Concepts  have  to  be  enlarged  and  a 
more  physical  involvement  is  required  when  a  large  surface  has  to  be 
decorated. 

Practice  Teacher 

Miss  Barbara  Starratt,  a  student  at  the  Massachusetts  College  of  Art, 
did  her  practice  teaching  at  the  Shattuck  and  Prescott  Schools.  After  a 
period  of  orientation,  she  planned  and  taught  lessons  for  Grades  1  through  6. 
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I  have  always  encouraged  this  inter-relationship  of  College  Trainees 
and  our  Public  School  Art  Department,  because  it  establishes  a  communica¬ 
tion  between  the  school  of  the  practice  teacher  and  our  School  Department. 

From  1960,  we  have  had  9  practice  teachers  training  with  our  Art 
Department. 

Seed  Mosaics 

In  the  past,  ceramic  and  paper  mosaics  have  been  introduced  as  craft 
procedures.  This  year  a  novel  mosaic  technique  was  taught  to  all  6th  Grades. 

Lima  beans,  split  peas,  squash  seeds,  etc.,  supplied  the  student  with 
the  mosaic  material.  The  students  showed  a  perseverance  that  should 
dispell  the  idea  that  our  children  lack  patience.  Seed  by  seed,  bean  by  bean, 
was  cemented  onto  card  board  backgrounds. 

Through  necessity,  the  decorative  approach  was  encouraged  and  inter¬ 
esting  designs  resulted  from  the  contrasting  areas  of  seeds  of  varying 
colors. 

Junior  High  School  Art  Program 

Crafts 

Mr.  Raymond  Packert,  who  has  a  personal  interest  in  crafts,  has  started 
the  acquisition  of  tools  and  materials  for  craft  projects. 

In  order  to  establish  a  need  and  justification  of  future  material  requisi¬ 
tion,  for  crafts  activities,  he  has  had  the  Art  Cluib  using  the  few  basic 
supplies  that  were  purchased,  in  a  fundamental  manner. 

Their  first  creation  could  be  called  a  “Construction".  It  is  3-dimensional 
in  form  and  stands  about  5  feet  tall.  A  variety  of  materials  has  been  used 
in  this  abstracted  concept.  On  viewing  it,  one  realizes  that  unique  materials 
have  been  used  in  a  constructive  manner. 

Three  dimensional  constructions  of  balsa  wood  and  cellophane  show  a 
willingness  of  students  to  experiment  in  the  modern  realm,  when  guided 
by  an  informed  instructor. 

Art  metal  work  is  giving  the  girls  a  chance  to  do  bracelets  and  the  boys 
are  constructing  rings.  After  this  experimentation  period,  the  Art  Depart¬ 
ment  can  order  materials  that  we  know  will  be  used  to  good  advantage. 

Christmas  Decorations 

Lance  white  wreathes,  which  were  done  by  the  Art  Classes,  adorned 
the  Main  Corridor.  They  added  a  festive  air  to  the  Main  Corridor. 

Abstraction 

This  much  used  term  was  given  clarification  in  a  lesson  whereby  the 
students  abstracted  trees  and  people.  An  hour’s  talk  on  abstraction— as  an 
Art  Appreciation  Lecture — would  always  run  a  close  second  to  personal 
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experience.  Using  trees  and  figures,  the  students  looked  for  spatial  relations 
within  realism  and  abstracted  them  to  pure  design  shapes  that  had  lost  any 
semblance  of  the  visual  source. 

Senior  High  School  Art  Program 

At  this  age  level,  sophisticated  Art  Projects  are  needed  and  it  is  also 
desirable  to  have  the  students  visit  Galleries  and  Art  Centers  and  have  the 
pupils  identify  themselves  with  these  institutions.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISING  SCHOOL  NURSE 

Basic  to  all  education  is  sound  physical,  mental,  and  social  health.  It 
is  the  aim  of  the  School  Health  Services  to  aid  all  in  the  school  situation 
to  attain  this  ideal  through  a  series  of  screening  tests,  appraisals,  referrals 
and  counseling. 

Health  Appraisals 

Health  appraisals  were  completed  in  grades  one,  four,  seven,  and  ten 
by  Dr.  George  R.  Allen,  our  School  Physician,  on  all  pupils  not  presenting 
a  report  of  physical  health  from  the  family  physician. 
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All  students  who  participate  in  competitive  sports,  those  new  to  our 
school  system,  and  those  referred  for  particular  follow-up  were  also 
examined. 

Treatment  and  correction  of  remedial  defects  with  cooperation  of  parents 
and  family  doctors  is  noteworthy. 

Dental  examination  by  Dr.  John  C.  Burns  were  carried  out  throughout 
the  school  year.  Remedial  work  was  referred  to  the  family  destist. 

Screening  Test  and  Program 

Massachusetts  Vision  Tests  are  used  by  the  School  Nurses  to  screen  all 
pupils  for  visual  acuity,  latent  hypermetropia,  and  muscle  imbalance.  Those 
failing  the  retests  are  referred  for  correction  to  an  ophthalmologist. 

Under  the  direction  of  Dr.  William  F.  Ryan,  Dr.  James  M.  Marron  and 
the  School  Nurses  conduct  the  eye  clinic.  Three  hundred  and  ninety-three 
children  were  seen  and  treatment  as  needed  prescribed. 

Of  the  five  thousand  six  hundred  and  fifteen  students  enrolled  in  our 
schools  this  last  year  5,598  were  screened  for  hearing  defects  with  Maico 
Puretone  Audiometer  equipment.  Group  testing  wms  completed  on  those  in 
grades  two  through  twelve  inclusive.  Individual  tests  were  given  to  those 
in  Kindergarten  and  grade  one,  those  who  have  a  special  need,  and  all  who 
failed  the  group  screening.  Retests  after  treatment  by  the  family  doctor  or 
ear  specialist  were  also  done  as  requested. 

The  results  and  findings  as  determined  by  the  doctor  are  the  basis  for 
referral  to  reading  and  speech  classes  or  lip  reading.  Special  seating  in  the 
classroom  and  acquainting  the  teacher  with  a  special  need  aids  the  child  to 
maintain  and  improve  his  class  standing. 

Communicable  Disease  Control 

Control  of  communicable  disease  is  an  ever-present  problem.  Early 
recognition  of  symptoms  at  home  and  at  school,  prompt  and  proper  exclu¬ 
sion  and  treatment  are  still  the  major  weapons  in  our  battle. 

Pupils  attend  Immunization  Clinics  with  the  written  consent  of  the 
parent.  Diphtheria  Tetanus  Toxoid  was  dispensed  to  287  pupils  in  grade  one 
by  Dr.  Allen,  with  the  help  of  the  teacher  and  the  School  Nurse. 

Pleaf  Testing,  a  skin  test  for  tuberculosis,  was  conducted  on  pupils  in 
grade  eleven.  Of  the  352  tested,  six  showed  a  positive  reaction.  Subsequent 
x-rays  proved  negative. 

A  milk-lunch  is  provided  by  the  Norwood  Women’s  Club  through  the 
United  Fund  for  123  pupils.  Others  able  to  provide  their  own,  also  enjoy 
this  mid-morning  lunch. 

Our  sincere  appreciation  to  all  who  have  contributed  to  the  success  of 
a  useful  and  comprehensive  school  health  program.  It  is  our  sincere  hope 
that  the  new  year  will  bring  increased  awareness  of  the  special  needs  of 
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children  in  the  varied  areas  of  health  and  our  aim  is  to  help  provide  for 
these  needs. 

May  we  express  our  thanks  to  you,  Dr.  Coakley,  and  to  the  School 
Committee  for  your  help  and  understanding,  and  beg  your  assistance  and 
good-will  in  this  year  in  all  matters  pertaining  to  the  health  and  welfare 
of  children  in  school.

REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTOR  OF  ATHLETICS  AND  SUPERVISOR 
OF  SENIOR  HIGH  SCHOOL  PHYSICAL  EDUCATION 

Senior  High  School  Physical  Education  Boys  and  Girls 

The  following  people  were  concerned  with  the  Physical  Education  pro¬ 
gram:  Miss  Erna  Kiley,  Miss  Betsy  Sise,  Miss  Florence  Sullivan,  Mr.  Arthur 
Gulla,  Mr.  Benjamin  Malvinni.  Miss  Jacqueline  Haslett  was  hired  to  replace 
Miss  Kiley  in  September.  Ninth  and  tenth  grade  students  take  physical 
education  three  (3)  periods  per  week.  The  eleventh  and  twelfth  grade  stu¬ 
dents  take  physical  education  two  (2)  periods  per  week.  The  program 
consists  of  all  sports  in  season  with  an  emphasis  on  fundamentals  and 
game  rules. 

Intramurals  —  Boys  and  Girls 

This  program  is  primarily  for  the  girls  and  boys  who  do  not  have  the 
high  skill  or  time  to  devote  to  interscholastic  sports.  The  following  activities 
have  been  introduced  for  the  girls:  field  hockey,  soccer,  tennis,  basketball, 
softball,  archery,  and  gymnastics.  The  boys  have  had  tennis,  basketball,  and 
gymnastics.  The  turn-out  for  these  activities  has  been  very  good. 

Varsity  Athletics  —  Boys  and  Girls 

The  varsity  athletic  program  for  the  girls  consists  of  the  following 
sports:  field  hockey,  basketball,  tennis,  and  softball.  Gymnastics  is  a  varsity 
sport  for  the  coming  year.  We  had  a  large  number  of  girls  participating  in 
the  above  sports.  The  varsity  athletic  program  for  the  boys  consists  of: 
football,  cross  country,  hockey,  indoor  track,  basketball,  gymnastics, 
wrestling,  outdoor  track,  baseball,  tennis  and  golf.  New  this  year  is  our 
wrestling  team. 

Some  of  the  highlights  in  our  athletic  program  have  been  in  hockey 
and  track.  The  hockey  team  won  the  Bay  State  League  championship.  Indoor 
track  tied  for  the  championship  in  the  Metropolitan  Track  League  as  well 
as  winning  the  Bay  State  League  Conference  Championship. 

Junior  High  School  Athletics 

Boys:  The  following  sports  program  is  carried  on:  football,  basketball, 
hockey,  cross  country,  track,  and  baseball.  Competition  in  these  sports  has 
been  with  junior  high  schools  in  this  area. 
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Junior  High  School  Intro  murals  Boys  and  Girls 

The  girls  program  has  consisted  of  the  following:  tennis,  softball,  and 
basketball.  Basketball  is  very  popular  during  the  winter  months. 

The  boys  program  consists  of  touch  football  and  basketball.  Touch 
football  is  run  on  a  homeroom  level.  A  Saturday  morning  program  in 
basketball  has  been  introduced  in  order  to  accommodate  the  seventh  and 
eighth  grade  boys  who  are  not  able  to  make  the  Junior  High  School  teams. 

Elementary  Intramurals  —  Boys  and  Girls 

A  basketball  program  has  been  arranged  for  the  boys  and  girls  in  the 
fifth  and  sixth  grades.  This  program  takes  place  on  Saturday  mornings. 

In  the  spring  the  girls  participated  in  a  softball  program,  and  the  boys 
participated  in  a  baseball  program. 

Health  and  Hygiene  Education 

The  objectives  of  the  health  program  are  to  improve  the  general  condi¬ 
tion  of  the  individual  so  that  he  may  function  normally,  avoid  serious 
diseases,  and  to  develop  an  interest  in  body  mechanics  through  self¬ 
appraisal.  Hygiene  is  given  weekly  to  both  boys  and  girls.

REPOST  OF  THE  SUPERVISOR  OF  ELEMENTARY  AND 
JUNIOR  HIGH  SCHOOL  PHYSICAL  EDUCATION 

I  herewith  submit  my  fourth  Annual  Report  as  Supervisor  of  the 
Elementary  and  Junior  High  School  Physical  Education  Program. 

Elementary  Schools 

Beginning  in  the  Kindergarten  and  continuing  through  Grade  Six,  there 
is  a  definite  progressive  Physical  Education  Curriculum  geared  to  the  best 
interests  of  every  boy  and  girl. 

Every  hoy  and  girl,  unless  medically  excused,  receives  two  (2)  thirty 
minute  periods  of  Physical  Education  per  week.  In  Grades  One  and  Two  the 
classroom  teacher,  with  the  aid  of  the  Supervisor  and  a  Physical  Education 
Curriculum  Guide,  puts  forth  her  own  particular  Physical  Education  Pro¬ 
gram.  In  Grades  Three  through  Six  every  boy  and  girl  receives  instruction 
from  either  the  Supervisor  or  the  Physical  Education  Instructor,  for  one 
period  each  week.  The  classroom  teacher  conducts  another  period  of 
Physical  Education  each  week. 
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Every  classroom  teacher  has  a  definite  Physical  Education  Curriculum 
Guide  to  follow  throughout  the  School  Year.  The  Curriculum  Guide  is 
periodically  being  reviewed  and  revised  for  the  best  interests  of  the  children. 

The  activities  that  boys  and  girls  receive  at  the  Elementary  level  are: 
Games  of  high  and  low  organization,  tumbling  and  stunts,  rope  skipping, 
apparatus  work,  rhythmics,  marching  and  calisthenics.  Boys  and  girls  are 
also  introduced  and  participate  in  football,  basketball,  softball,  volley  ball, 
track  and  field,  kickball  and  soccer  skills.  These  activities  and  skills  are 
performed  throughout  the  School  Year. 

Annual  Physical  Education  Exhibition  Day 

On  May  28,  1964,  the  fourth  Annual  Physical  Education  Exhibition  Day 
was  held  at  the  Balch  School  grounds.  This  event  is  held  every  Spring  for 
all  Sixth  Grade  boys  and  girls  in  the  Norwood  Public  Schools. 

The  entire  day  was  devoted  to  activities  that  the  boys  and  girls  have 
participated  in  during  the  School  Year.  These  activities  consist  of  Calis¬ 
thenics,  volley  ball  games,  kickball  games,  50  yd.  and  100  yd.  dashes,  220  yd. 
relay  races,  softball  games,  standing  broad  jumps,  and  baseball  throws  for 
accuracy  and  distance. 

There  was  also  a  fine  tumbling  and  pyramid  demonstration  put  forth  by 
the  boys  and  girls  of  the  Callahan  School. 

Proceeding  the  formal  opening  exercises,  the  students  were  introduced 
to  the  Guest  Speaker,  Mr.  Ralph  Colson,  Director  of  Physical  Education, 
Health  and  Recreation  for  the  State  of  Massachusetts. 

Motion  pictures  and  slides  were  taken  of  the  various  events  throughout 
the  day.  The  films  proved  very  useful  for  viewing  at  various  school  func¬ 
tions,  PTA  groups  and  civic  groups. 

Shattuck  School  —  Roman  Holiday 

On  Tuesday  afternoon,  June  16,  1964,  the  Shattuck  School  presented  its 
Second  Annual  Roman  Holiday,  which  involved  all  Grades  at  the  School. 
The  program  began  with  a  mass  calisthenic  demonstration  on  the  athletic 
field  by  all  boys  and  girls. 

The  First  Grade  demonstrated  various  exercises  and  stunts.  The  Fifth 
Grade  put  forth  a  fine  marching  demonstration,  and  the  Sixth  Grade  per¬ 
formed  some  excellent  tumbling  and  pyramidal  demonstrations. 

Junior  High  School 

Every  boy  and  girl  in  Grades  Seven  and  Eight,  unless  medically  excused, 
receives  two  (2)  formal  Physical  Education  periods  per  week.  Upon  leaving 
the  Sixth  Grade,  boys  and  girls  find  a  vigorous  and  progressive  program  in 
Grade  Seven,  and  a  more  demanding  program  in  Grade  Eight. 

Included  with  the  Physical  Education  Program,  boys  and  girls  in  Grade 
Seven  are  introduced  to  a  Physical  Education  Uniform,  modern  shower  and 
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locker  facilities,  and  the  availability  of  clean  towels  after  every  Physical 
Education  class. 

The  activities  received  in  this  Physical  Education  Program  are:  Games 
of  high  organization,  tumbling  and  stunts,  rope  skipping,  marching,  calis¬ 
thenics,  rope  climbing,  apparatus  work,  archery  and  tennis.  Boys  and  girls 
also  participate  in  football,  basketball,  softball,  kickball,  track  and  field 
and  soccer  skills. 

The  Physical  Education  Instructors  present  these  activities  in  planned 
units,  spending  a  number  of  weeks  on  each  activity  or  skill  throughout  the 
School  year. 


Animal  Physical  Education  Exhibition  Days 

The  Junior  High  School  Exhibition  Days  are  held  each  Spring  resulting 
from  the  success  of  the  Sixth  Grade  Exhibition  Day,  which  has  an  excellent 
carry-over  value. 

On  June  9,  1964,  the  Seventh  Grade  boys  and  girls  held  their  Exhibition 
Day  and  on  June  11,  1964,  the  Eighth  Grade  students  participated  in  their 
Exhibition  Day.  The  Junior  High  School  Grounds,  the  Bond  Street  Play¬ 
ground  and  the  Civic  Field  are  the  areas  that  are  used  for  the  many  activities 
the  boys  and  girls  participate  in.  The  activities  begin  at  10:00  A.M.,  and 
continue  to  2:00  P.M.  The  boys  and  girls  participate  in  softball,  kickball 
and  volley  ball  games,  50  yd.  and  100  yd.  dashes,  baseball  throws  for 
accuracy,  mass  calisthenic  demonstrations,  standing  broad  jumps,  shot  put, 
basketball  throws  for  accuracy,  tennis  matches  and  220  yd.  relay  races.  A 
one  mile  race  with  teams  made  up  from  individual  homerooms  was  also 
conducted. 

Posture 

The  posture  of  every  boy  and  girl  in  the  Elementary  and  Junior  High 
Schools  is  our  constant  concern.  Through  the  efforts  of  the  Supervisor,  the 
physical  education  instructors  and  the  classroom  teachers,  every  boy  and 
girl  is  receiving  extensive  instruction  in  the  importance  of  developing  good 
standing,  sitting  and  walking  posture  habits.  Good  posture  is  chiefly  a 
matter  of  habit,  attitude  and  good  health. 

Physical  Fitness  Tests 

Each  November  the  Youth  Physical  Fitness  Test  is  administered  to 
every  boy  and  girl  in  Grades  4,  5,  6,  7  and  8.  The  students  who  successfully 
pass  this  test  receive  a  Physical  Fitness  Certificate. 

The  Physical  Fitness  Test  serves  to  motivate  pupils  to  practice  self- 
improvement  and  informs  students  what  level  they  are  on  in  regard  to  the 
rest  of  the  class.  During  the  Spring  months,  a  second  test  is  given  primarily 
for  those  students  who  did  not  meet  the  requirements  on  the  first  test,  and 
gives  them  an  opportunity  to  pass  the  second  test. 

At  the  end  of  a  school  year,  we  find  a  large  percentage  of  our  boys  and 
girls  passing  this  test. 
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Trainable  Class 

The  children  at  our  Trainable  Class  receive  one  (1)  Physical  Education 
period  per  week  from  the  Supervisor.  Activities  that  these  children  have 
been  participating  in  are:  Rope  skipping,  bowling,  tumbling  and  stunts, 
rhythmics,  calisthenics  and  walking  board  exercises.  Boys  and  girls  also 
develop  skills  in  throwing,  catching,  running,  hopping,  skipping  and  climb¬ 
ing.  The  Bond  Street  Playground  has  been  very  useful  in  the  Fall  and 
Spring  as  the  children  have  the  use  of  the  slide,  swings  and  jungle  gym. 

There  has  been  a  tremendous  improvement  in  various  skills  and  activi¬ 
ties  among  these  boys  and  girls  since  this  program  was  instituted  three 
years  ago. 


Animal  Norfolk  County  Teachers  Convention 

On  October  30,  1964,  the  Annual  Norfolk  County  Teachers’  Convention 
was  held  at  Sharon  High  School,  Sharon,  Massachusetts. 

This  year  we  were  proud  to  accept  an  invitation,  extended  by  Conven¬ 
tion  Officials,  to  present  a  Physical  Education  Demonstration  to  the  Norfolk 
County  Elementary  Teachers.  With  the  approval  and  support  of  Dr.  Philip 
O.  Coakley,  Superintendent  of  Schools,  pupils  from  the  Third  and  Sixth 
Grades  at  the  Prescott  School  performed  an  excellent  Physical  Education 
Demonstration,  under  the  direction  of  the  Norwood  Physical  Education 
Supervisor.  Many  favorable  comments  received  by  teachers  in  attendance 
showed  the  high  regard  upheld  for  the  Norwood  Elementary  Physical  Educa¬ 
tion  Program.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISOR  OF  CUSTODIANS 

I  herewith  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ending  December  31, 
1964. 

The  past  year  has  seen  wanton  destruction  of  school  property  rise  to 
a  new  high.  Though  we  have  initiated  both  physical  and  mechanical  safe- 
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guards  to  combat  this  problem,  no  school  building  was  left  untouched.  This 
serious  situation  warrants  a  few  excerpts  from  my  records  as  to  the  nature 
and  degree  of  damage.  The  following  is  a  summary  of  some  of  the  damage: 

1.  575  lights  of  glass; 

2.  25  glass  blocks  broken; 

3.  One  laminated  sky  light  and  shield  broken; 

4.  A  40’  x  32’  x  12”  brick  retaining  wall  destroyed; 

5.  Window  sashes  damaged  with  replacement  necessary; 

6.  4  Exterior  doors  damaged; 

7.  Special  bleacher  seating  damaged  beyond  repair; 

8.  Flashing  on  roofs  broken; 

9.  Conductor  pipes  broken; 

10.  Drain  covers  stolen; 

11.  Exterior  drinking  fountains  demolished; 

12.  Ornamental  hand  rails  broken; 

13.  Lock  tumblers  jammed; 

14.  Exterior  lighting  units  destroyed; 

15.  Chain  link  fencing  broken; 

16.  Concrete  damage; 

17.  And  the  ever  present  paint  smeared  over  stone  and  other  sur¬ 
faces. 

Major  projects  in  the  physical  plant  improvement  program  follows: 

Balck  School 

1.  Boys  gang  lavatory  areas  renovated  with  glaze  finish  to  walls  and 
ceilings;  new  porcelain  toilet  and  sink  fixtures;  plumbing  renovations,  and 
new  metal  toilet  partitions  installed. 

2.  Landing  and  steps  north  side  of  building  replaced  with  concrete 
platforms,  and  ornamental  safety  hand  rails  installed. 

Shattuck  ami  Winslow  Schools 

1.  Boys  lavatory  areas  renovated  with  glaze  finish  to  walls  and  ceil¬ 
ings;  new  porcelain  toilet  and  sink  fixtures  installed;  plumbing  renovations, 
and  new  metal  toilet  partitions  installed.

Winslow  School:  Exterior  re-painted  and  interior  re-decorated. 

Shattuck  School:  Classrooms  re-decorated.  Exterior  re-painted. 

Cleveland  School:  All  plastered  wall  areas  re-decorated. 

Other:  Approximately  113,000  square  feet  of  additional  wall  areas  were 
re-decorated  in  all  schools,  according  to  need. 

Grounds 

Administration  Building:  1.  Lawn  area  renovated;  2.  Shrubs,  donated 
by  Women’s  Community  Committee,  planted.

A  45-foot  steel  flag  pole,  donated  by  the  U.  S.  Post  Office,  was  moved 
from  its  present  site  and  installed  at  the  Junior  High  School  Grounds  to 
take  the  place  of  the  wooden  pole  suspended  from  the  building. 

General  Remarks 

The  foregoing  are  some  of  the  projects  supervised  by  me  during  the 
past  year.  In  addition  to  this,  work-load  schedules  were  set  up,  the  annual 
summer  cleaning  program  was  most  successful,  with  all  general  repairs 
and  maintenance  procedures  completed  at  School  Opening  time.  All  walls, 
floors  and  furniture  were  thoroughly  cleaned  according  to  good  custodial 
practice.  About  a  million  and  a  half  square  feet  of  floor  area  was  re-surfaced 
with  the  application  of  suitable  floor  surface  materials  particular  to  each 
type  of  floor. 

Conclusion 

I  wish  to  thank  you,  Dr.  Coakley,  the  School  Committee,  and  all  members 
of  the  Custodial  Staff  for  the  splendid  cooperation  given  to  me  during  the 
past  year.

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REPORT  OF  BATCH  SCHOOL  ADDITION 
CONSTRUCTION  COMMITTEE 

Pursuant  to  the  vote  taken  under  Article  5  of  the  Special  Town  Meeting 
of  March  2,  1964  the  Moderator  appointed  the  following  members  to  serve 
as  the  Balch  School  Addition  Construction  Committee:  John  A.  Abdallah, 
Arthur  B.  Rodgers,  Julia  A.  Lewis,  John  W.  Navickas,  Arthur  H.  Gleichauf, 
Robert  MacEachern  and  Peter  Bamber.  This  committee  was  given  the  re¬ 
sponsibility  of  procuring  plans,  specifications  and  estimates  for  the  con¬ 
struction  of  an  addition  to  the  Balch  School. 

The  committee  first  met  on  May  13,  1964.  Mr.  John  A.  Abdallah  was 
elected  to  serve  as  Chairman.  Dr.  Philip  0.  Coakley  was  invited  to  attend 
the  meetings  for  advice  in  matters  related  to  this  project.  Miss  Lola  DiBerto 
was  selected  to  act  as  Clerk  to  the  Committee. 

The  committee  interviewed  architects  in  the  field  of  school  building 
construction.  Discussions  concerning  the  merits  of  the  several  architects 
were  held.  After  consideration  the  firm  of  Korslund,  LeNormand  &  Quann, 
Inc.  of  Norwood  was  selected  to  undertake  this  project. 

The  architect  was  given  the  educational  specifications  for  the  Addition 
as  prepared  by  the  School  Committee.  Subsequently,  a  plan  was  chosen 
that  best  suited  the  needs  of  our  educational  program.  Approval  of  the 
preliminary  plan  by  the  School  Building  Assistance  Commission  was  re¬ 
ceived  in  October,  1964. 

The  Committee  presented  its  plans  to  the  Town  at  a  meeting  held  in 
Memorial  Hall,  October  19,  1964. 

At  the  Special  Town  Meeting,  October  22,  1964,  funds  were  appropriated 
for  construction,  originally  equipping  and  furnishing  an  Addition  to  the 
Balch  School.  Approval  to  borrow  funds  for  this  project  was  received  from 
the  Emergency  Finance  Board,  January  1965. 

The  plans  are  completed  and  it  is  expected  that  bids  will  go  out  in 
March.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CLEVELAND  SCHOOL 
ADDITION  BUILDING  COMMITTEE 

Pursuant  to  a  vote  taken  under  Article  6  at  a  Special  Town  Meeting 
held  on  March  2,  1964,  the  Moderator  appointed  the  following  members  to 
serve  as  the  Cleveland  School  Addition  Construction  Committee;  David  L. 
Adler,  William  G.  Dunn,  Frank  J.  Kelley,  Ernest  G.  Paciorkowski,  Paul  B. 
Shagoury,  Channing  W.  Souther,  Jr.,  and  Joseph  W.  Wall.  The  committee’s 
objective  was  to  bring  in  preliminary  plans  and  specifications  for  an  eight- 
room  addition  to  the  Cleveland  School. 

On  May  12,  1964  an  organizational  meeting  was  held  at  the  Cleveland 
School.  Ernest  G.  Paciorkowski  was  elected  chairman  and  Finance  Com¬ 
missioner  Joseph  W.  Wall,  secretary.  Mrs.  Ruth  McCann  was  selected  clerk, 
and  a  representative  of  the  Norwood  School  Department,  preferably  Dr. 
Philip  0.  Coakley,  was  invited  to  attend,  enabling  the  committee  to  give 
every  possible  consideration  to  recommendations  made  from  the  school 
system. 

Preliminary  plans  and  educational  specifications  were  given  a  stamp 
of  approval  by  both  the  State  Building  Assistance  Commission  and  the 
Special  Town  Meeting  of  October  22,  1964.  The  amount  of  $3 52,750.00  was 
voted  by  Town  Meeting  and  plans  were  approved  by  the  State  Building 
Assistance  Commission. 

A  group  of  residents  petitioned  for  a  referendum  to  rescind  Town 
Meeting  action,  but  the  addition  was  upheld  by  the  voters  on  December  9, 
1964.  The  committee  organized  for  the  actual  construction  phase  of  work, 
the  two  previous  officers  again  being  elected  by  the  committee. 

At  present  the  committee  is  working  on  final  plans,  with  bids  expected 
to  be  out  by  the  middle  of  February  and  completion  of  the  addition  antici¬ 
pated  by  early  1966.

COMMENTS 

The  Municipal  Light  Department  is  on  the  accrual  basis,  by  law, 
whereas  the  Town  itself  is  on  the  cash  basis,  by  law. 

It  has  been  said  that  a  Municipality  goes  in  and  out  of  business  every 
year.  Tihe  Light  Department,  as  a  business,  goes  on  and  on. 

The  Balance  Sheet  is  an  historical  narrative  of  the  business.  It  is  a 
statement  of  its  assets  and  equities  at  a  point  of  time.  The  Balance  Sheet 
is  a  statement  of  financial  position;  the  Income  and  Expense  Statement, 
one  of  progress.  The  Balance  Sheet  has  been  referred  to  as  a  “snapshot”, 
and  the  Income  and  Expense  Statement  as  a  “moving  picture”. 

The  Income  and  Expense  Statement  reflects  the  results  of  operations 
for  the  year.  It  can  be  construed  as  being  supplemental  to  the  Balance 
Sheet,  primarily  reflecting  and  accounting  for  the  change  in  the  equity  of 
the  Town  in  the  Department  as  a  result  of  operations  during  the  calendar 
year.  The  Balance  Sheet  and  Income  and  Expense  Statement  are  comple¬ 
mentary;  neither  statement  alone  gives  a  complete  picture  of  the  status 
quo  and  progress  of  the  Light  Department. 

The  Surplus  Statement  represents  the  balance  of  the  net  profits  of 
the  Light  Department  after  deducting  the  distributions  to  the  Town.  It  is 
the  connecting  link  between  the  Balance  Sheet  and  the  Income  and  Expense 
Statement.  It  is  the  excess  of  the  assets  of  the  Light  Department  over  its 
liabilities:  “What  we  own,  less  what  we  owe,”  the  equity  of  the  Town  in 
the  Light  Department;  the  investment  of  the  Town.

The  Light  Department  is  conducted  exactly  like  all  other 
Departments  (of  the  Town) : 

All  monies  are  appropriated  at  Town  Meetings. 

All  receipts  are  turned  over  to  the  Treasurer. 

No  funds  are  expended  that  are  not  appropriated. 

The  Town  Accountant  is  required  to  estimate  the 
receipts  for  the  current  year,  (1965)  based  on  the 
actual  receipts  for  the  prior  year  (1964),  which 
amount  is  $1,812,000.00. 

The  number  of  employees  is  estimated  to  be  .  43 

The  cash  expended  for  Salaries  and  Wages  is  estimated  at  $  283,898.95 
The  overall  condition  of  the  plant  is  now  being  surveyed 
by  engineers,  and  will  be  reported  on  at  a  later  date. 

It  should  be  noted  that  all  Cash  and  Customer  trans¬ 
actions  are  audited  periodically  by  the  office  of  the 
Director  of  Accounts,  and  all  statements,  schedules, 
rates,  kilowatt  hours,  etc.,  are  carefully  scrutinized 
by  the  Dept,  of  Public  Utilities,  after  review  and 
preparation  in  the  Light  Dept,  by  an  independent 
Public  Accountant.

REPORT  OF  AUDITOR

Sir: 


As  directed  by  you,  I  have  made  an  audit  of  the  books  and  accounts  of 
the  Town  of  Norwood  for  the  period  from  September  12,  1961,  the  date  of 
the  previous  audit,  to  March  31,  1964,  and  report  thereon  as  follows: 

The  records  of  financial  transactions  of  the  several  departments  re¬ 
ceiving  or  disbursing  money  for  the  town  or  committing  bills  for  collection 
were  examined  and  checked  with  the  books  of  the  town  accountant  and 
the  town  treasurer. 

The  town  accountant’s  books  were  examined  and  checked.  The  recoided 
receipts  were  compared  with  the  treasurer’s  books  and  the  payments  were 
proved  with  the  treasury  warrants  and  with  the  disbursements  recorded 
by  the  treasurer.  The  appropriations,  loan  authorizations  and  transfers,  as 
entered  on  the  ledger,  were  checked  with  the  town  clerk’s  records  of  town 
meeting  votes  and  with  the  finance  commission’s  authorizations  of  trans¬ 
fers  from  the  reserve  fund. 

The  general  and  appropriation  ledger  accounts  were  analyzed,  the 
necessary  adjustments  resulting  from  the  audit  were  made,  and  a  balance 
sheet,  a  copy  of  which  is  appended  to  this  report,  was  prepared  showing 
the  financial  condition  of  the  Town  on  March  31,  1964, 
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The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  treasurer  were  examined  and 
checked.  The  cash  book  was  footed,  and  the  cash  balance  on  March  31, 
1964  was  proved  by  reconciliation  of  the  bank  balances  with  statements 
certified  by  the  banks  of  deposit,  by  verification  of  the  certificates  of  de¬ 
posit,  and  by  an  actual  count  of  the  cash  in  the  office. 

The  recorded  receipts  were  compared  with  the  town  accountant’s 
ledgers,  with  the  records  in  the  several  departments  collecting  money  for 
the  Town,  and  with  other  sources  from  which  money  was  paid  into  the 
town  treasury,  while  the  recorded  payments  were  compared  with  the 
treasury  warrants  authorizing  the  treasurer  to  disburse  town  funds  and 
with  the  books  of  the  town  accountant. 

The  maturing  debt  and  interest  payments  were  proved  with  the  amounts 
falling  due  and  with  the  cancelled  bonds  and  coupons  on  file.  The  coupons 
unpaid  on  March  31,  1964  were  listed  and  reconciled  with  a  statement 
certified  by  the  bank  of  deposit. 

The  savings  bank  books  and  securities  representing  the  investment 
of  the  trust,  investment  and  retirement  funds  in  the  custody  of  the  town 
treasurer  and  the  trustees,  were  examined  and  listed.  The  income  was 
proved  and  all  transactions  and  balances  were  verified. 

The  records  of  tax  titles  and  tax  possessions  held  by  the  Town  were 
examined  and  checked.  The  transfers  to  the  tax  title  account  were  com¬ 
pared  with  the  books  of  the  collector,  while  the  redemptions  of  tax  titles 
and  sales  of  tax  possessions  were  checked  with  the  receipts  as  recorded 
by  the  treasurer.  The  tax  titles  and  tax  possessions  on  hand  were  listed 
and  reconciled  with  the  controlling  accounts  in  the  general  ledger,  and 
were  compared  with  the  records  at  the  Registry  of  Deeds. 

The  payroll  deductions  for  Federal  and  State  taxes,  group  insurance, 
and  savings  bond  purchases  were  examined  and  reconciled  with  the  con¬ 
trolling  accounts  of  the  town  accountant. 

The  records  of  receipts  for  parking  meter  fees  were  listed  and  com¬ 
pared  with  the  books  of  the  town  accountant. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  collector  were  examined  and 
checked.  The  tax,  excise,  assessment,  municipal  light,  water,  and  depart¬ 
mental  accounts  outstanding  at  the  time  of  the  previous  audit,  as  well  as 
all  subsequent  commitments,  were  audited.  The  commitments  were  proved 
with  the  assessors’  warrants  and  with  the  departmental  records.  The 
abatements  were  compared  with  the  assessors’  and  other  departmental 
records  of  abatements  granted.  The  payments  to  the  treasurer  were  checked 
with  the  books  of  the  treasurer,  the  transfers  to  tax  titles  were  verified, 
and  the  outstanding  accounts  were  listed  and  reconciled  with  the  con¬ 
trolling  ledger  accounts. 

Further  verification  of  the  outstanding  accounts  was  made  by  mailing 
notices  to  a  number  of  persons  whose  names  appeared  on  the  books  as 
owing  money  to  the  Town,  and  from  the  replies  received  thereto  it  appears 
that  the  accounts,  as  listed,  are  correct. 
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The  records  of  deferred  sewer,  street,  and  water  main  assessments 
were  examined.  The  apportionments  were  verified,  the  payments  to  the 
treasurer  in  advance  were  checked  with  the  recorded  receipts  of  the 
treasurer,  and  the  amounts  due  in  future  years  were  listed  and  proved 
with  the  deferred  accounts  in  the  town  accountant’s  ledger. 

The  records  of  guarantee  deposits  for  various  town  services  were 
examined.  The  deposits  were  listed,  and  the  refunds  and  transfers  to 
accounts  receivable  were  verified.  The  deposits  on  hand  were  proved  with 
the  respective  controls  in  the  town  accountant’s  ledger. 

The  financial  records  of  the  town  clerk  were  examined.  The  dog  and 
sporting  licenses  issued  were  checked,  and  the  payments  to  the  town 
treasurer  and  to  the  Division  of  Fisheries  and  Game  were  verified.  The 
recorded  receipts  of  the  town  clerk  for  miscellaneous  fees,  as  well  as  for 
the  sale  of  cemetery  lots  and  graves  were  checked,  and  the  payments  to 
the  treasurer  were  verified. 

The  surety  bonds  of  the  town  officials  who  are  required  by  law  to 
furnish  them  were  examined  and  found  to  be  in  proper  form. 

The  records  of  receipts  by  the  selectmen,  the  town  manager,  and  the 
building  inspector,  as  well  as  by  the  police,  fire,  health  and  school  de¬ 
partments,  and  by  all  other  departments  collecting  money  for  the  Town 
were  examined  and  checked.  The  payments  to  the  town  treasurer  were 
verified,  and  the  cash  on  hand  in  the  several  departments  was  proved. 

Appended  to  this  report,  in  addition  to  the  balance  sheet,  are  tables 
showing  a  reconciliation  of  the  treasurer’s  cash,  summaries  of  the  tax, 
excise,  assessment,  tax  tile,  tax  possession,  municipal  light,  water  and 
departmental  accounts,  as  well  as  schedules  showing  the  condition  and 
transactions  of  the  several  trust,  investment  and  retirement  funds.
